Every person appointed as 
notary public must, at the time of his appointment, be a citizen of the United 
States and of the state of Montana for at least one year preceding his 
appointment, and must continue to reside within the state of Montana. 
Removal from the state vacates his office and is equivalent to resignation.

56-104. (388) Powers and duties. It is the duty of a notary public: 

1. When requested, to demand acceptance and payment of foreign, 
domestic, and inland bills of exchange, or promissory notes, and protest 
the same for nonacceptance or nonpayment, and to exercise such other 
powers and duties as by the law of nations and according to commercial 
usages, or by the laws of any other state, government, or country, may 
be performed by notaries, and keep a record of such acts. 

2. To take the acknowledgment or proof of powers of attorneys, 
mortgages, deeds, grants, transfers, and other instruments of writing exe- 
cuted by any person, and to give a certificate of such proof or acknowledg- 
ment, indorsed or attached to the instrument. 

3. To take depositions and affidavits, and administer oaths and affirm- 
ations, in all matters incident to the duties of the office, or to be used 
before any court, judge, officer, or board in this state. 

4, When requested, and upon payment of his fees therefor, to make 
and give a certified copy of any record in his office. 

5. To provide and keep an official seal, upon which must be engraved 
the name of the state of Montana, and the words, “Notarial Seal,” with 
the surname of the notary, and at least the initials of his Christian name. 

6. To authenticate with his official seal all official acts. In all cases 
when the notary public signs his name officially as a notary public, he 
must add to his signature the words, “Notary Public for the State of 


Montana, residing at —-———_’’ (stating the name of his postoffice), and must 

indorse upon the instrument the date of the expiration of his commission.

(8642) Nuisance defined. Anything which is injurious to 


health, or is indecent or offensive to the senses, or an obstruction to the free 
use of property, so as to interfere with the comfortable enjoyment of life or 
property, or unlawfully obstructs the free passage or use, in the customary 
manner, of any navigable lake, or river, bay, stream, canal, or basin, or 
any public park, square, street, or highway is a nuisance.

Adverse Possession—Prescriptive Right 
Limited by Enjoyment—Water 

Adverse possession and exercise of the 
right of diverting water for the statutory 
period is sufficient to raise a presumption 
of a grant, and to defeat an action for an 
injunction against a private nuisance; the 
extent of the prescriptive right, however, 
must be limited by the actual enjoyment, 
and must be commensurate with that en- 
joyment. Gibbs v. Gardner, 107 M 76, 82, 
80 P 2d 370. . 


Construction 


This section must be given a common- 
sense construction so as not to suppress a 
legitimate business on account of some 
imaginary or trifling annoyance which 
offends the supersensitive nerves of a fas- 
tidious person, but, on the other hand a 
home owner may not be compelled to live 
in positive discomfort so as to accommo- 


date another in pursuit of a _ business 
offensive to the mind and taste of the 
average individual. Purcell v. Davis, 100 
M 480, 4938, 50 P 2d 255. 


Defense in General 


Where mining operations constitute a 
nuisance, it is no defense that they were 
carried on according to approved methods, 
that due care was exercised, or that min- 
ing is necessary to the industrial life of 
the particular district. Cavanaugh v. Cor- 
bin Copper Co., 55 M 173, 179, 174 P 184. 


Grant of Power as a Defense to a 
Nuisance 


In grants of authority to municipal cor- 
porations, authority to commit a nuisance 
will not be implied but must be expressed, 
since in the use of their private property 
they are subject to the same rules as pri- 
vate individuals, and when the use and 
enjoyment of a legislative grant does not 
necessarily and naturally create a nuisance, 
but the nuisance results from the method 


of the use and enjoyment, the grant con- 
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stitutes no defense. Lennon et al. v. City 
of Butte, 67 M 101, 105, 214 P 1101. 
Held, in an action to enjoin the main- 
tenance and operation of a storage reser- 
voir used for generating electric power, on 
the ground that it constituted a nuisance 
in that during the winter months when 
water was released for power development 
purposes an unnatural fluctuation of sev- 
eral feet in the level of the river below 
resulted causing the ice to break and jam 
and plaintiff’s property to be flooded, that 
since the operation of the reservoir was 
authorized by law and under section 57- 
104, nothing done or maintained under 
express authority of statute can be deemed 
a nuisance, the complaint, in the absence 
of an allegation of negligence, did not 
state a cause of action. Jeffers v. Montana 
Power Co. et al., 68 M 114, 137, 217 P 652. 


Nature of Proof Required—Injunction 


In seeking to enjoin erection of oil re- 
finery in residential section because inter 
alia of anticipated reduction in market 
value of nearby property, plaintiff must 
show injury is practically certain, not 
merely probable, and that it cannot be 
compensated by damages in an action at 
law. Purcell v. Davis, 100 M 480, 494, 50 
P 2d 255. 


Sufficiency of Complaint Stating pause 
of Action for Nuisance 


Sufficiency of a complaint cine a 
city, as stating a cause of action for the 
recovery of damages for maintaining a 
sewer in such a manner as to be a nuisance 
and to injure the plaintiff. Murray v. 
City of Butte, 35 M 161, 170, 88 P 789. 


What Constitutes a Nuisance 


The use of water by an upper appro- 
priator in such a way as to carry sand, 


gravel, and mining debris over the land 


of a lower proprietor, so as to render it 
valueless, constitutes a nuisance, both at 
common law and under this section. Chess- 
man v. Hale, 31 M 577, 584, 79 P 254. 
The conduct of members of a labor 
union and their sympathizers, in congre- 
gating in large numbers in the immediate 
vicinity of the property of a person in a 
city, who is deemed unfair to organized 
labor, and in impeding travel on the side- 
walk in front of such property, and in 
interfering with the business there ecar- 
ried on, and with the customers at such 
place, constitutes a nuisance, a continua-

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tion of which equity will prevent by in- 
junction. Iverson v. Dilno, 44 M 270, 273,

In a suit to enjoin labor unions from 
conducting a peaceable boycott against 
plaintiff’s theater, by picketing men ecarry- 
ing banners in front of the door of the 
theater and dissuading patrons from en- 
tering, and in warning the public and 
those in sympathy with the unions that 
plaintiff was unfair to organized labor, a 
writ of injunction will not issue on the 
ground that the acts complained of con- 
stitute a nuisance within the meaning of 
this section. Empire Theater Co. v. Cloke, 
53 M 183, 195, 163 P 107. 

Where a railroad company allowed the 
carcass of a horse killed by one of its 
trains to remain on its right-of-way near 
a railroad crossing, emitting offensive 
odors, the company is liable, under this 
and the following section, for damages 
occasioned by the nuisance, including the 
freightening of passing teams. Great 
Northern Ry. Co. v. Ennis, 236 Fed. 17, 21. 


Sale of Intoxicating Liquor Not Nuis- 
ance in Itself 


The sale of intoxicating liquor is not 
made a nuisance by the general definition 
of that term contained in this section.

» While, generally speaking, forfeitures 
are not favored in the law and by this 
section, it is provided that a condition 
involving a forfeiture must be strictly 
interpreted against the party for whose 
benefit it is created, in the case of an oil 
and gas lease, forfeiture is favored rather 
than frowned upon because of the injury 
that may result to the lessor from delay, 
where it clearly appears that the lessee 
has failed to commence operations within 
the time stipulated or thereafter neglected 
to prosecute such operations with diligence.

Carey Land Act—Payment of Install- 
ment Credited to Interest on Water Stock 
Contract Tolls Statute of Limitations 


In an action to recover balance due on 
contract for the purchase of water stock 
and to foreclose mortgages on land secur-

Essentials 


To constitute a novation by substitution 
of a new debtor for an old one with intent 
to release the latter, there must be a mu- 
tual agreement between the three parties, 
the creditor must have consented to the 
discharge of the original debtor and ae- 
cepted the promise of the new one, and 
such consent and acceptance need not 
necessarily be shown by express words to 
that effect but may be implied from the 
facts and circumstances attending the 
transaction and the conduct of the parties 
thereafter.

Novation and Assignment Distinguished 


In novation the obligation between the 
original parties to the contract is com- 
pletely extinguished and a new obligation 
between the transferee and obligator is 
created and substituted for the previous 
one; while in case of assignment of the 
contract, the obligation of the original 
debtor continues to rest upon him and he 
may be compelled to respond to the obligee 
in the event of the default of the assignee. 
Harrison et al. v. Fregger et al., 88 M 448, 
453, 294 P 372.

Operation and Effect 


Where a subcontractor assigned a por- 
tion of the moneys to become due under 
his contract with defendant, and defend- 
ant accepted the assignment, the transac- 
tion constituted a novation to the extent 
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of the amount of money assigned; the 
plaintiff became the creditor of defend- 
ant, and the rights and remedies of the 
parties were determinable under the con- 
tract of novation. Silver v. Morin, 74 M 
398, 401, 240 P 825. 


Pleading Novation 


In pleading a novation the plaintiff must 
allege the following essential elements: 
A previous valid obligation; the agreement 
of all the parties to the new contract; 
the extinguishment of the old one, and 
the validity of the new one; the question 
whether the facts alleged constitute a 
novation being one of law for the court’s 
decision. Kirkup v. Anaconda Amusement 
Co., 59 M 469, 489, 197 P 1005. 

Novation is an affirmative defense; it 
constitutes new matter which must be 
specially pleaded; it is made by contract 
and is subject to all the rules concerning 
contracts in general; it must be supported 
by a consideration. Bose v. Sullivan et al., 
87 M 476, 479, 288 P 614. 


Statute of Frauds 


Where a promise is made to pay the an- 
tecedent obligation of another upon the 
condition that the party receiving it will 
cancel the obligation, accepting the new 
promise in substitution therefor, it is an 
original undertaking or agreement and not 
a mere promise to answer for the debt of 
another within the meaning of the statute 
of frauds, and need not be in writing. 
Tannhauser v. Shea, 88 M 562, 566, 295 P 
268. 


What Are Subjects of Novation

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Agreements Constituting a Novation 


Where the purchaser of a building had 
agreed with the seller immediately upon 
completion of the sale, and with plaintiff, 
that he would assume a debt due the latter 
from the seller for a lighting plant in- 
stalled by him in the building prior to the 
sale, the transaction amounted to a “nova- 
tion” within the meaning of subdivision 2 
of this section, rendering the purchaser 
liable on the obligation assumed by him. 
Sullivan v. Marshall, 56 M 568, 187 P 1013. 

From his acceptance of a new note from 
defendants for the one executed by their 
father, a novation resulted which barred 
plaintiff payee from thereafter enforcing 
the trust which he might otherwise have 
relied upon to secure payment of the orig- 
inal note.

Agreements Not Constituting a Novation 


Where a man buys an automobile, giving 
a chattel mortgage to secure unpaid pur- 
chase-money, but afterward a new agree- 
ment is made, whereby the purchaser is 
to run the machine for hire, the seller pay- 
ing expenses, and the buyer to turn over to 
the seller all moneys received until the 
balance due on the machine is paid, such 
agreement does not effect a novation; it 
does not extinguish the debt. Kinsman v. 
Stanhope, 50 M 41, 47, 144 P 1083. 

Held that, failing to allege either that 
defendant company agreed that the con- 
tract claimed to have been made with its 
promoters should be its own, with the 
understanding that the original obligor 
should be released, or that it adopted or 
agreed to carry out the terms and condi- 
tions of the contract in substitution. of 
the original obligor, agreed to by the par- 
ties to the original contract, the complaint 
did not state a cause of action in novation.

Where a remodeling contract was as- 
signed to the contracting company’s man- 
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ager who was superintending the work 
and paid all bills presented even though 
charged to the company, the owner con- 
senting to the substitution, a novation 
resulted under this section, and the owner 
was in no position, in a mechanic’s and 
materialmen’s lien foreclosure action to 
question the assignee’s right to include in 
his claim money expended for labor and 
materials on the property before the as- 
signment, but was estopped from denying 
that the assignee was the original con- 
tractor. Smith v. Gunniss, 115 M 362, 380, 
144 P 2d 186. 


General Essential 


In an action on promissory notes the 
defense to which was novation, the defend- 
ant had the burden of proving that the 
payee bank agreed to release him from all 
liability on the notes, to accept the alleged 
new debtor as its debtor instead of de- 
fendant, that the alleged new debtor 
agreed to pay the bank the amount owing 
upon the notes, and that the defendant 
to whom the new debtor was indebted 
released the latter from payment of an 
amount equal to the total due on the notes.

Substitution of New Debtor for Old 


To constitute a novation by the substi- 
tution of a new debtor in place of the 
original one, there must be a mutual agree- 
ment to that effect between the parties. 
The assent to, and acceptance of, the 
terms of novation may be implied from 
the facts and circumstances attending the 
transaction, and the conduct of the parties 
thereafter, and in determining whether a 
novation took place, the intent, on the part 
of the creditor, to release the original 
debtor from his obligation, is of vital im- 
portance.

To constitute a novation by substitu- 
tion of a new debtor for an old one with 
intent to release the latter, there must be 
a mutual agreement between the three par- 
ties, the creditor must have consented to 
the discharge of the original debtor and 
accepted the promise of the new one, and 
such consent and acceptance need not 
necessarily be shown by express words to 
that effect but may be implied from the 
facts and circumstances attending the 
transaction and the conduct of the parties 
thereafter.

Operation and Effect 


Where a stranger to a contract without 
justification induces a party thereto to 
break it, he.is responsible in damages to 
the other party to it. Simonsen vy. Barth 
et. al., 64 M 95, 101, 208 P 938. 

The parties to a contract cannot impose 
any liability upon a stranger to the con- 
tract under the terms of the contract, but 
“every person is bound, without contract 
to abstain from injuring the person or 
property of another, or infringing upon 
any of his rights” and every person who 
suffers detriment from the unlawful act 
or omission of another may recover from 
the person in fault a compensation there- 
for in money which is called damages 
(Sec. 17-201). Thus the law independent 
of the contract, imposes upon stranger to 
the contract the duty not to interfere with 
its performance. The violation of this duty 
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is a tort, the remedy for such interference 
is by action in tort and therefore statutory 
provisions, respecting the pleading of 
breach of a contract, have no application. 
Burden v. Elling State Bank, 76 M 24, 30,

In action against foreign corporation 
and its resident employee, who was joined 
as John Doe, was not served with process 
and did not appear, for injuries sustained 
by customer who tripped over orange crate 
which had been allegedly placed in aisle 
of corporation’s store by employee, the 
test for removal of cause to federal court 
on diversity of citizenship was whether 
employee had any real connection with 
controversy; a resident citizen, properly 
joined, is not merely a nominal party who 
can be ignored because not served or has 
not appeared; held, that corporation not 
entitled to have action removed on ground 
of diversity of citizenship.

wells and the waste of oil and gas therefrom upon all lands in the state of 
Montana excepting public lands subject to the act of Congress approved 
February 25, 1920 (public 146). The rules and regulations so prescribed 
shall be those from time to time adopted by the bureau of mines or by the 
secretary of the interior of the United States pursuant to said act of Con- 
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gress, governing methods of operations of operators upon lands embraced 
within permits or leases issued under the provisions of said act of Congress, 
and it shall be the duty of all persons and corporations drilling or operating 
oil or gas wells upon patented or state land to comply with the said rules 
and regulations, to file with the board of railroad commissioners of the 
state of Montana, all logs of wells and other reports required thereby, 
and to case, control and plug all wells as therein prescribed. 

When the rules and regulations aforesaid are duly adopted by and pro- 
mulgated by said board of railroad commissioners, the same shall be and all 
amendments and supplements thereto, made in the first instance by the said 
bureau of mines, and thereafter adopted by and promulgated by the said 
_ board of railroad commissioners, shall be the rules and regulations of and 
by the authority of the state of Montana, acting through said board of rail- 
way commissioners.

When ten per centum has been recovered in the receiver the 
thermometer shall not read more than 460 degrees Fahrenheit, and when 
ninety per centum has been recovered in the receiver the thermometer shall 
not read more than 620 degrees Fahrenheit, water and sediment shall not 
exceed .05 per cent. 

The pour point shall be 30 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Domestic fuel oil, grade 3, shall be a heavy distillate fuel oil, and shall 
have a flash point not lower than 150 degrees Fahrenheit, nor higher than 
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225 degrees Fahrenheit, measured by the “Tag open cup method.” When 
ten per centum has been recovered in the receiver the thermometer shall 
not read more than 460 degrees Fahrenheit, and when ninety per centum 
has been recovered in the receiver the thermometer shall not read more 
than 675 degrees Fahrenheit. The viscosity shall not be greater than 55 
seconds at 100 degrees Fahrenheit, using method 30.41 in the United States 
Fuel Mines Technical Paper 323-B.. Water and sediment shall not exceed 
.O1 per cent. 

Pour point shall be 30 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Fuel oil, grade 4, shall be a fuel oil for domestic heating or industrial 
purposes, and shall have a flash point not lower than 150 degrees Fahren- 
heit, measured by the “Tag open cup method.” The viscosity shall not 
be greater than 125 seconds at Saybolt 100 degrees Fahrenheit, using 
method 30.41 in United States Bureau of Mines Technical Paper 323-B.

same time by such person, firm, company, association or corporation, from 
other persons or customers in another part of the state of Montana or in 
the nearest adjoining state for a like article of standard petroleum product 
shall be guilty of discrimination which is hereby declared to be a fraud, 
and the agents or officers of such person, firm, company, association, or 
corporation participating, guilty of a misdemeanor, provided, however, in 
the trial of an action under the provisions of this act, in the determination 
of the justification of the price demanded or collected by a person, firm, 
company, association, or corporation, charged with a violation of the pro- 
visions of this act, transportation, quantity of sales, emergencies, cost of 
doing business, or similar differences under the respective conditions may 
be offered as a matter of defense or justification for the differences in price 
demanded or collected. When competent evidence is offered, in the trial 
of any action under this act, of a demand for or the receipt of a higher price 
for any standard petroleum product in the state of Montana by any person, 
firm, company, association or corporation, than such person, firm, company, 
association or corporation demanded, collected or received at substantially 
the same time for the same or a similar article of standard petroleum produet 
in another part of the state of Montana or in the nearest adjoining state, 
the burden of proof shall then be upon such person, firm, company, asso- 
ciation or corporation, or agents or officers, on trial to prove that the 
difference in the price demanded or collected was justified.

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CHAPTER 5 


OWNERS OF ROYALTY INTERESTS MAY COMPEL ACCOUNTING 
FOR ROYALTY 


Section 60-501. Action for accounting for royalty from oil, gas or other minerals—judg- 
ment, what included. 
60-502. Remedy not exclusive. 


60-501. Action for accounting for royalty from oil, gas or other minerals 
—judgment, what included. (1) Whenever an owner of a royalty interest 
in or attaching to lands producing natural gas, oil or other minerals or in 
or to the natural gas, oil or other mineral production from said lands, 
whether said royalty is payable in kind out of the product of the lands or 
out of the money proceeds from the sale of the product of said lands, shall 
make a written demand upon the person or persons obligated to deliver or 
pay such royalty for an accounting of the natural gas, oil or other minerals 
produced from said lands and makes written demand for delivery or pay- 
ment of such owner’s royalty as may then be due and the person or persons 
obligated for the delivery or payment of said royalty fails to make the 
accounting demanded and the payment or delivery of the royalty due 
within a period of sixty (60) days following the date upon which said 
demand is made, then the said owner of said royalty may file an action in 
the district court of the county wherein said lands are located to compel the 
accounting demanded and to recover the payment or delivery of the royalty 
due against the said person or persons obligated as aforesaid. 

(2) In said action the successful party or parties recovering judgment 
against the person or persons obligated shall, in addition to relief by way of 
accounting and recovery of the royalty due as hereinabove provided, also 
recover judgment for a sum of money by way of reasonable attorney’s fees 
to be allowed by the court together with the costs allowed to successful 
parties by law in actions generally in said court. 

(3) Whenever the same person or persons is or are obligated for 
delivery or payment of said royalty to separate owners of royalty in or to 
a tract of land or any portion of said-land or the product of the whole or 
any part of said land, then any number of said owners of royalty may join 
their separate causes of action as parties plaintiff in the action herein pro- 
vided for and in their complaint filed in said action each cause of action 
of each of the several plaintiffs shall be set forth separately in said complaint 
and the judgment given, made and rendered upon said complaint, shall 
adjudge the relief to one or more of the plaintiffs and deny relief to any 
one or more of said plaintiffs accordingly as the evidence may establish. 

(4) If the defendant or defendants prevail in said action against any 
one or more of said plaintiffs, the court shall adjudge and allow to such 
defendant or defendants and against the unsuccessful plaintiff or plaintiffs 
recovery of a sum of money as reasonable attorney’s fees to be allowed by 
the court and adjudge and allow costs to said defendant to be recovered 
from the said unsuccessful plaintiff or plaintiffs in said action, as provided 
for by law in actions generally in said court.

“This agreement may become effective within any compacting state at 
any time as prescribed by that state, and shall become effective within those 
states ratifying it whenever any three of the states of Texas, Oklahoma, 
California, Kansas, and New Mexico have ratified and congress has given 
its consent. Any oil-producing state may become a party hereto as herein- 
after provided. 


ARTICLE II 


“The purpose of this compact is to conserve oil and gas by the prevention 
of physical waste thereof from any cause. 


ARTICLE III 


“Each state bound hereby agrees that within a reasonable time it will 
enact laws, or if laws have been enacted, then it agrees to continue the 
same in force, to accomplish within reasonable limits the prevention of: 


(a) The operation of any oil well with an inefficient gas-oil ratio. 
(b) The drowning with water of any stratum capable of producing oil 
or gas, or both oil and gas in paying quantities.

(c) The avoidable escape into the open air or the wasteful burning of 
gas from a natural gas well. 

(d) The creation of unnecessary fire hazards. 

(e) The drilling, equipping, locating, spacing or operating of a well or 
wells so as to bring about physical waste of oil or gas or loss in the ultimate 
recovery thereof. 

(f) The inefficient, excessive or improper use of the reservoir energy in 
producing any well. 

“The enumeration of the foregoing subjects shall not limit the scope of 
the authority of any state. 


ARTICLE IV 


“Bach state bound hereby agrees that it will, within a reasonable time, 
enact statutes, or if such statutes have been enacted then that it will con- 
tinue the same in force, providing in effect that oil produced in violation 
of its valid oil and/or gas conservation statutes or any valid rule, order 
or regulation promulgated thereunder, shall be denied access to commerce ; 
and providing for stringent penalties for the waste of either oil or gas. 


ARTICLE V 


“Tt is not the purpose of this compact to authorize the states joining herein 
to limit the production of oil or gas for the purpose of stabilizing or fixing 
the price thereof, or create or perpetuate monopoly, or to promote regimenta- 
tion, but is limited to the purpose of conserving oil and gas and preventing 
the avoidable waste thereof within reasonable limitations. 


ARTICLE VI 


“Each state joining herein shall appoint one representative to a commis- 
sion hereby constituted and designated as THE INTERSTATE OIL 
COMPACT COMMISSION, the duty of which said commission shall be to 
make inquiry and ascertain from time to time such methods, practices, 
circumstances and conditions as may be disclosed for bringing about con- 
servation and the prevention of physical waste of oil and gas, and at 
such intervals as said commission deems beneficial it shall report its findings 
and recommendations to the several states for adoption or rejection. 

“The commission shall have the power to recommend the co-ordination 
of the exercise of the police powers of the several states within their several 
jurisdictions to promote the maximum ultimate recovery from the petroleum 
reserves of said states, and to recommend measures for the maximum ulti- 
mate recovery of oil and gas. Said commission shall organize and adopt 
suitable rules and regulations for the conduct of its business. 

“No action shall be taken by the commission except: 

(1) By the affirmative votes of the majority of the whole number of 
the compacting states, represented at any meeting, and 

(2) By a concurring vote of a majority in interest of the compacting 
states at said meeting, such interest to be determined as follows: 

Such vote of each state shall be in the decimal proportion fixed by the 
ratio of its daily average production during the preceding calendar half-year 
to the daily average production of the compacting states during said period. 
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ARTICLE VII 


“No state by joining herein shall become financially obligated to any 
other state, nor shall the breach of the terms hereof by any state subject 
such state to financial responsibility to the other states joining herein. 


ARTICLE VIII 


“This compact shall expire September 1, 1947. But any state joining 
herein may, upon sixty (60) days’ notice, withdraw herefrom. 

“The representatives of the signatory states have signed this agreement 
in a single original which shall be deposited in the archives of the depart- 
ment of state of the United States, and a duly certified copy shall be 
forwarded to the governor of each of the signatory states. 

“This compact shall become effective when ratified and approved as 
provided in ARTICLE I. Any oil-producing state may become a party 
hereto by affixing its signature to a counterpart to be similarly deposited, 
certified and ratified. . 


“Done in the city of Dallas, Texas, this sixteenth day of February, 1935.”

Child’s Earnings

62-201. (5159) Public parks and grounds, civic and youth centers—ad- 
ditional indebtedness of municipalities to provide.

(1) To contract an indebtedness on behalf of a city or town, upon the 
eredit thereof, by borrowing money or issuing bonds for the purpose of pur- 
ehasing and improving lands for publie parks and grounds; and/or for pro- 
curing by purchase, or construction, or otherwise, swimming pools, athletic 
fields, skating rinks, playgrounds, museums, a golf course, a site and build- 
ing for a civic center, a youth center, or combination thereof, and furnishing 
and equipping the same; and 


(2) To purchase, build, furnish and equip the same; provided that the 
total amount of indebtedness authorized to be contracted in any form, in- 
cluding the then existing indebtedness, must not at any time exceed three 
(3) per centum of the value of the taxable property of the city or town, as 
ascertained by the last assessment for state and county taxes previous to the 
ineurring of such indebtedness; and provided, further, that no money must 
be borrowed on bonds issued for the purchase of lands and improving same 
for any such purpose, until the proposition has been submitted to the vote 
of those qualified under the provisions of the state constitution to vote at 
such election in the city or town affected thereby, and a majority vote cast 
in favor thereof.

62-203. (5161) Park commissioners—appointment and organization— 
records and reports. (1) There may be created in all cities of the first and 
second elass a board of park commissioners, whether such cities be a council 
form of government or city manager form, which shall be composed of the 
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mayor or city manager of the city and six other persons, to be appointed by 
the mayor or city manager of the city with the approval of the city council. 
The six persons so to be appointed shall have the same qualifications for the 
office of park commissioners as are required by section 11-710, for the office 
of mayor or city manager. The term of office of each park commissioner shall 
be two. years from and after the first day of May of the year in which he is 
appointed, and until his successor is appointed and qualified, save and ex- 
cept that three of the commissioners first appointed shall hold office for the 
period of one year from and after the first day of May, 1940, and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. Such board of park commissioners 
shall constitute a department of the city government with the powers in 
this act provided. Before entering upon the discharge of his duties, each 
park commissioner shall take and subscribe the oath provided. by section 
59-4138, which oath shall be filed in the office of the city clerk. 


(2) On the first Monday in May in each year, said board of park com- 
missioners shall meet and organize by electing one of their number president, 
and one of their number vice-president, who shall hold their offices re- 
spectively for the term of one year. The president, and in his absence, the 
vice-president, shall preside at all meetings of the board, and shall counter- 
sign all warrants issued by the board, and perform such other duties as shall 
be required and directed by the board. The city clerk shall be ex-officio clerk 
of the board of park commissioners, and shall attend all meetings of said 
board and keep correct minutes of all proceedings of said board in a book 
to be provided for that purpose by it, to be called “record of board of park 
commissioners of the city of .................... ” Tt shall be the duty of the city 
clerk, as such clerk of the board of park commissioners, to keep an accurate 
account of.all transactions of said board separate from other city accounts, 
and to make and submit in writing to said board at the first meeting in 
January in each year a report under oath showing in detail all the receipts 
and disbursements made by the board during the year, which report shall 
be in dupliate, and after being approved by said board, one of said 
duplicates shall be filed in the office of the city clerk and one in the office 
of the city treasurer, and he shall perform such other services as the board 
shall require. In the absence of the clerk at any meeting held by the board, 
it shall designate one of its number as -elerk pro tem. to keep the minutes 
of said meeting, which minutes shall be delivered to the clerk to be tran- 
scribed into the record book of said board. The minutes of said meeting 
in said record book contained, when approved by the board, shall be prima 
facie evidence of the matters and things therein recited in any court of 
this state.

62-204. (5162) Powers and duties. The board of park commissioners 
shall have the management and control of all parks belonging to the city, 
and of all trees and other plants upon the streets, avenues, boulevards, and 
public places within the city, and the right to designate the character and 
quality of all trees and plants planted in such parks, streets, avenues, 
boulevards, and public places. Said board of park commissioners shall have 
the following powers and be charged with the following duties: 


1. To lay out, establish, improve, and maintain parkways, drives, and 
walks in the parks of the city, and to make plats thereof and to file the 
same in the office of the city clerk, and to determine when and what parks 

shall be opened to the public. 
2. To cultivate, plant, maintain, and improve all trees and other 
plants required to be planted, cultivated, and maintained in the parks 
belonging to the city, and in the streets, avenues, boulevards, and public 
places in the city, and for that purpose to establish and maintain nurseries 
for the growth of trees and plants. 

3. To make all rules and regulations necessary or convenient to pro- 
tect and promote the growth of trees and plants in parks, streets, avenues, 
alleys, boulevards, and public places under the care and control of said 
board, and for the protection of all birds inhabiting, frequenting, or nesting 
in such parks, streets, avenues, boulevards, and public places, and all rules 
and regulations for the use of parks by the public, and to provide penalties 
for the violation of such rules and regulations, which rules and regulations 
shall have the force of city ordinances and be enforced in like manner as 
ordinances of the city are enforced. 

4, To employ and discharge workmen, laborers, engineers, foresters, 
and others, and to fix their compensation, which shall not be less than the 
union scale of wages in force in each individual city of the first class; and 
to make all contracts necessary or convenient for carrying out any and all 
of the powers conferred and duties enjoined upon said board by this act, 
and to pay all obligations authorized to be incurred by the provisions ér 
this act. 

5. To lease all lands owned by the city heretofore acquired for parks, 
whether within or without the city, which, in the Judgment of the board, 
it shall not be advisable to improve as parks, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as the board shall deem to be for the best interests of the city; pro- 
vided, that such lands shall not be leased for a longer term at any one time 
than five years, and not for a longer time than one year without the con- 
currence, of two-thirds of the entire board of park commissioners. 

6. To exercise all other powers incident to the duties enjoined by the 
provisions of this act.

62-205. (5163) Funds—how disbursed. All moneys paid out by the 
park commissioners under the provisions of this act shall be by warrant 
drawn upon the city treasurer, which shall be signed by the city clerk and 
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countersigned by the president, or, in his absence by the vice-president of the 
board of park commissioners. All moneys raised by tax for park purposes, 
or received by the board of park commissioners for the sale of hay, trees, 
plants, or from the leasing of park lands, or from any other source, shall 
be paid into the city treasury, and the city treasurer shall keep all such 
moneys in a separate fund to be known as the park fund.

Special meetings may also be held at the call 
of the president, or, in his absence, the vice-president, upon giving to each 
member of said board at least twenty-four hours’ notice in writing of the 
time and place of holding such meeting.

The state forester shall serve 
as the secretary of the commission and shall also be known as the director 
of state parks. The secretary shall keep an accurate record of the trans- 
actions of the commission, and shall be responsible to the commission for 
the execution of its policies. The headquarters of the commission shall be 
at Missoula, but meetings may be held at any point within the state.

63-201. Partner agent of partnership as to partnership business. (1) 
Every partner is an agent of the partnership for the purpose of its business, 
and the act of every partner, including the execution in the partnership name 
of any instrument, for apparently carrying on in the usual way the business 
of the partnership of which he is a member binds the partnership, unless 
the partner so acting has in fact no authority to act for the partnership in 
the particular matter, and the person with whom he is dealing has knowl- 
edge of the fact that he has no such authority. 

(2) An act of a partner which is not apparently for the carrying on 
of the business of the partnership in the usual way does not bind the part- 
nership unless authorized by the other partners. 

(3) Unless authorized by the other partners or unless they have 
abandoned the business, one or more but less than all the partners have no 
authority to: 
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(a) Assign the partnership property in trust for creditors or on the 
assignee’s promise to pay the debts of the partnership, 

(b) Dispose of the good will of the business, 

(c) Do any other act which would make it impossible to carry on the 
ordinary business of a partnership, 

(d) Confess a judgment, 

(e) Submit a partnership claim or liability to arbitration or reference. 

(4) No act of a partner in contravention of a restriction on authority 
shall bind the partnership to persons having knowledge of the restriction.

63-202. Conveyance of real property of the partnership. (1) Where 
title to real property is in the partnership name, any partner may convey 
title to such property by a conveyance executed in the partnership name; 
but the partnership may recover such property unless the partner’s act binds 
the partnership under the provisions of paragraph (1) of section 63-201 
or unless such property has been conveyed by the grantee or a person claim- 
ing through such grantee to a holder for value without knowledge that the 
partner, in making the conveyance, has exceeded his authority.

63-301. Rules determining rights and duties of partners. The rights 
and duties of the partners in relation to the partnership shall be determined, 
subject to any agreement between them, by the following rules: 


(a) Each partner shall be repaid his contributions, whether by way of 
capital or advances to the partnership property and share equally in the 
profits and surplus remaining after all liabilities, including those to part- 
ners, are Satisfied ; and must contribute towards the losses, whether of capi- 
tal or otherwise, sustained by the partnership according to his share in the 
profits. 

(b) The partnership must indemnify every partner in respect of pay- 
ments made and personal liabilities reasonably incurred by him in the ordi- 
nary and proper conduct of its business, or for the preservation of its busi- 
ness or property. 

(ec) A partner, who in aid of the partnership, makes any payment or 
advance beyond the amount of capital which he agreed to contribute, shall 
be paid interest from the date of the payment or advance. 

(d) <A partner shall receive interest on the capital contributed by him 
only from the date when repayment should be made. 

(e) All partners have equal rights in the management and conduct of 
the partnership business. tf to * . 
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(f) No partner is entitled to remuneration for acting in the partner- 
ship business, except that a surviving partner is entitled to reasonable com- 
pensation for his services in winding up the partnership affairs. 

(g) No person can become a member of a partnership without the con- 
sent of all the partners. 

(h) <Any difference arising as to ordinary matters connected with the 
partnership business may be decided by a majority of the partners; but no 
act in contravention of any agreement between the partners may be done 
rightfully without the consent of all the partners.

63-302. Partnership books. The partnership books shall be kept, sub- 
- ject to any agreement between the partners, at the principal place of busi- 
ness of the partnership, and every partner shall at all times have access to 
and may inspect and copy any of them.

63-303. Duty of partners to render information. Partners shall render 
on demand true and full information of all things affecting the partner- 
ship to any partner or the legal representative of any deceased partner or 
partner under legal disability.

63-304. Partner accountable as a fiduciary. (1) Every partner must 
account to the partnership for any benefit, and hold as trustee for it any 
profits derived by him without the consent of the other partners from any 
transaction connected with the formation, conduct, or liquidation of the 
partnership or from any use by him of its property. 

(2) This section applies also to the representatives of a deceased part- 
ner engaged in the liquidation of the affairs of the partnership as the per- 

sonal representatives of the last surviving partner.

63-305. Right to an account. Any partner shall have the right to a 
formal account as to partnership affairs: 

(a) If he is wrongfully excluded from the partnership business or 
possession of its property by his co-partners,

(d) Whenever other circumstances render it just and reasonable.

63-306. Continuation of partnership beyond fixed term. (1) When a 
partnership for a fixed term or particular undertaking is continued after 
the termination of such term or particular undertaking without any express 
agreement, the rights and duties of the partners remain the same as they 
were at such termination, so far as is consistent with a partnership at will. 

(2) A continuation of the business by the partners or such of them as 
habitually acted therein during the term, without any settlement or liquida- 
tion of the partnership affairs, is prima facie evidence of a continuation of 
the partnership.

63-401. Extent of property rights of a partner. The property rights 
of a partner are (1) his rights in specific partnership property, (2) his 
interest in the partnership, and (3) his right to participate in the manage- 
ment.

63-402. Nature of a partner’s right in specific partnership property. 
(1) <A partner is co-owner with his partners of specific partnership prop- 
erty holding as a tenant in partnership. 

(2) The incidents of this tenancy are such that: 

(a) A partner, subject to the provisions of this act and to any agree- 
ment between the partners, has an equal right with his partners to possess 
specific partnership property for partnership purposes; but he has no right 
to possess such property for any other purpose without the consent of his 
partners. 

(Oye partner's right in specific partnership property is not assign- 
able except in connection with the assignment of rights of all the partners 
in the same property. 

(c) A partner’s right in specific partnership property is not subject 
to attachment or execution, except on a claim against the partnership. When 
partnership property is attached for a partnership debt the partners, or 
any of them, or the representatives of a deceased partner, cannot claim any 
right under the homestead or exemption laws. 

(d) On the death of a partner his right in specific partnership property 
vests in the surviving partner or partners, except where the deceased was 
the last surviving partner, when his right in such property vests in his 
legal representative. Such surviving partner or partners, or the legal rep- 
resentative of the last surviving partner, has no right to possess the part- 
nership property for any but a partnership purpose. 

(e) <A partner’s right in specific partnership property is not subject to 
dower, courtesy, or allowances to widows, heirs, or next of kin.

63-403. Nature of partner’s interest in the partnership. A partner’s in- 
terest in the partnership is his share of the profits and surplus, and the same 
is personal property.

63-404, Assignment of partner’s interest. A conveyance by a partner 
of his interest in the partnership does not of itself dissolve the partnership, 
nor, aS against the other partners in the absence of agreement, entitle the 
assignee, during the continuance of the partnership to interfere in the 
management or administration of the partnership business or affairs, or to 
require any information or account of partnership transactions, or to in- 
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spect the partnership books; but it merely entitles the assignee to receive 
in accordance with his eitenes the profits to which the assigning partner 
would otherwise be entitled. 

(2) In ease of a dissolution of the partnership, the assignee is entitled 
to receive his assignor’s interest and may require an account from the date 
only of the last account agreed to by all the partners.

63-405. Partner’s interest subject to charging order. (1) On due ap- 
plication to a competent court by any judgment creditor of a partner, the 
court which entered the judgment, order, or decree, or any other court, 
may charge the interest of the debtor partner with payment of the un- 
satisfied amount of such judgment debt with interest thereon; and may 
then or later appoint a receiver of his share of the profits, and of any 
other money due or to fall due to him in respect of the partnership, and 
make all other orders, directions, accounts and inquiries which the debtor 
partner might have made, or which the circumstances of the case may 
require. 

(2) The interest charged may be redeemed at any time before fore- 
closure, or in case of a sale being directed by the court may be purchased 
without thereby causing a dissolution : 

(a) With separate property, by any one or more of the partners, or 

(b) With partnership property, by any one or more of the partners 
with the consent of all the partners whose interests are not so charged or 
sold. 

(3) Nothing in this act shall be held to deprive a partner of his right, 
if any, under the exemption laws, as regards his interest in the partnership.

63-501. Dissolution defined. The dissolution of a partnership is the 
change in the relation of the partners caused by any partner ceasing to be 
associated in the carrying on as distinguished from the winding up of the 
business.

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63-502. Partnership not terminated by dissolution. On dissolution the 
partnership is not terminated, but continues until the winding up of part- 
nership affairs is completed.

63-503. Causes of dissolution. Dissolution is caused: 

(1) Without violation of the agreement between the partners: 

(a) By the termination of the definite term or particular undertaking 
specified in the agreement, 

(b) By the express will of any partner when no definite term or par- 
ticular undertaking is specified, 

(c) By the express will of all the partners who have not assigned their 
interests or suffered them to be charged for their separate debts, either 
before or after the termination of any specified term or particular under- 
taking, 

(d) By the expulsion of any partner from the business bona fide in 
accordance with such a power conferred by the agreement between the 
partners ; 

(2) In contravention of the agreement between the partners, where the 
circumstances do not permit a dissolution under any other gpa of this 
section, by the express will of any partner at any time; 

(3) By any event which makes it unlawful for the business of the 
partnership to be carried on or for the members to carry it on in partnership ; 

(4) By the death of any partner ; 

(5) By the bankruptcy of any partner or the partlérshive : 

(6) By decree of court under section 63-504.

63-504. Dissolution by decree of court. (1) On application by or for 
a partner the court shall decree a dissolution whenever: 

(a) A partner has been declared a lunatic in any judicial proceeding 
or 1s shown to be of unsound mind, 

(b) A partner becomes in any other way incapable of performing his 
part of the partnership contract, 

(c) A partner has been guilty of such conduct as tends to affect pre- 
judicially the carrying on of the business, 

(d) <A partner wilfully or ottesrelicart gs commits a breach of the partner- 
ship agreement, or otherwise so conducts himself in matters relating to the 
partnership business that it is not reasonably practicable to age on the 
business in partnership with him, 

(e) The business of the vdvotiersbits ean only be carried on at a loss, 

(f) Other circumstances render a dissolution equitable. 

(2) On the application of the purchaser of a partner’s interest under 
sections 63-404 or 63-405: 

(a) After the termination of the specified term or particular under- 
taking, 

(b) At any time if the partnership was a partnership at will when the 
interest was assigned or when the charging order was issued.

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63-505. General effect of dissolution on authority of partner. Except 
so far as may be necessary to wind up partnership affairs or to complete 
transactions begun but not then finished, dissolution terminates all au- 
thority of any partner to act for the partnership, 

(1) With respect to the partners, 

(a) When the dissolution is not by the act, bankruptey or death of a 
partner ; or 

(b) When the dissolution is by such act, bankruptey or death of a 
partner, in cases where section 63-506 so requires. 

(2) With respect to persons not partners, as declared in section 63-507.

63-506. Right of partner to contribution from copartners after disso- 
lution. Where the dissolution is caused by the act, death or bankruptcy of 
a partner, each partner is liable to his copartners for his share of any 
liability created by any partner acting for the partnership as if the partner- 
ship had not been dissolved unless: 

(a) The dissolution being by act of any partner, the partner acting for 
the partnership had knowledge of the dissolution, or 

(b) The dissolution being by the death or bankruptcy of a partner, the 
partner acting for the partnership had knowledge or notice of the death or 
bankruptcy.

63-507. Power of partner to bind partnership to third persons after dis- 
solution. (1) After dissolution a partner can bind the partnership except 
as provided in paragraph (8) 

(a) By any act appropriate for winding up partnership affairs or com- 
pleting transactions unfinished at dissolution ; 

(b) By any transaction which would bind the partnership if dissolu- 
tion had not taken place, provided the other party to the transaction: 

(1) Had extended eredit to the partnership prior to dissolution and had 
no knowledge or notice of the dissolution ; or 

(II) Though he had not so extended credit, had nevertheless known of 
the partnership prior to dissolution, and, having no knowledge or notice 
of dissolution, the fact of dissolution had not been advertised in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the place (or in each place if more than one) at 
which the partnership business was regularly carried on. 

(2) The hability of a partner under paragraph (1b) shall be satisfied 
out of partnership assets alone when such partner had been prior to disso- 
lution : 

(a) Unknown as a partner to the person with whom the contract is 
made; and | 

(b) So far unknown and inactive in partnership affairs that the business 
reputation of the partnership could not be said to have been in any degree 
due to his connection with it. 

(3) The partnership is in no case bound by any act of a partner after 
dissolution : 

(a) Where the partnership is dissolved because it is unlawful to carry 
on the business, unless the act 1s appropriate for winding up partnership 
affairs ; or 
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(b) Where the partner has become bankrupt; or 

(c) Where the partner has no authority to wind up partnership affairs ; 
except by a transaction with one who: 

(1) Had extended credit to the partnership prior to dissolution and 
had no knowledge or notice of his want of authority; or 

(Il) Had not extended credit to the partnership prior to dissolution, 
and, having no knowledge or notice of his want of authority, the fact of 
his want of authority has not been advertised in the manner provided for 
advertising the fact of dissolution in paragraph (1b-II). 

(4) Nothing in this section shall affect the liability under section 63-208 
of any person who after dissolution represents himself or consents to another 
representing him as a partner in a partnership engaged in carrying on 
business.

63-508. Effect of dissolution on partner’s existing liability. (1) The 
dissolution of the partnership does not of itself discharge the existing liabil- 
ity of any partner. 

(2) A partner is discharged from any existing liability upon dissolution 
of the partnership by an agreement to that effect between himself, the 
partnership creditor and the person or partnership continuing the business ; 
and such agreement may be inferred from the course of dealing between 
the creditor having knowledge of the dissolution and the person or partner- 
ship continuing the business. 

(3) Where a person agrees to assume the existing obligations of a 
dissolved partnership, the partners whose obligations have been assumed 
shall be discharged from any lability to any creditor of the partnership 
who, knowing of the agreement, consents to a material alteration in the 
nature or time of payment of such obligations. 

(4) The individual property of a deceased partner shall be liable for 
all obligations of the partnership incurred while he was a partner but 
subject to the prior payment of his separate debts.

63-509. Right to wind up. Unless otherwise agreed the partners who 
have not wrongfully dissolved the partnership or the legal representative of 
the last surviving partner, not bankrupt, has the right to wind up the 
partnership affairs; provided, however, that any partner, his legal repre- 
sentative or his assignee, upon cause shown, may obtain winding up by the 
court.

63-510. Rights of partners to application of partnership property. (1) 
When dissolution is caused in any way, except in contravention of the 
partnership agreement, each partner as against his co-partners and all 
persons claiming through them in respect of their interests in the part- 
nership, unless otherwise agreed, may have the partnership property applied 
to discharge its liabilities, and the surplus applied to pay in cash the net 
amount owing to the respective partners. But if dissolution is caused by 
expulsion of a partner, bona fide under the partnership agreement and if 
the expelled partner is discharged from all partnership liabilities, either by 
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payment or agreement under section 63-508(2), he shall receive in cash 
only the net amount due him from the partnership. 7 

(2) When dissolution is caused in contravention of the partnership 
agreement the rights of the partners shall be as follows: 

(a) Each partner who has not caused dissolution wrongfully shall have: 

(I) All the rights specified in paragraph (1) of this section, and 

(II) The right, as against each partner who has caused the dissolution 
wrongfully, to damages for breach of the agreement. 

(b) The partners who have not caused the dissolution wrongfully, if 
they all desire to continue the business in the same name, either by them- 
selves or jointly with others, may do so, during the agreed term for the 
partnership and for that purpose may possess the partnership property, 
provided they secure the payment by bond approved by the court, or pay 
to any partner who has caused the dissolution wrongfully, the value of his 
interest in the partnership at the dissolution, less any damages recoverable 
under clause (2a-I1) of the section, and in hke manner indemnify him against 
all present or future partnership liabilities. 

(c) <A partner who has caused the dissolution wrongfully shall have: 

(I) If the business is not continued under the provisions of paragraph 
(2b) all the rights of a partner under paragraph (1), subject to clause 
(2a-IT), of this section, 

(II) If the business is continued under paragraph (2b) of this section 
the right as against his co-partners and all claiming through them in 
respect of their interests in the partnership, to have the value of his interest 
in the partnership, less any damages caused to his co-partners by the 
dissolution, ascertained and paid him in e¢ash, or the payment secured by 
bond approved by the court, and to be released from all existing liabilities 
of the partnership; but in ascertaining the value of the partner’s interest 
the value of the good-will of the business shall not be considered.

63-511. Rights where partnership is dissolved for fraud or misrepresen- 
tation. Where a partnership contract is rescinded on the ground of the 
fraud or misrepresentation of one of the parties thereto, the party entitled 
to rescind is, without prejudice to any other right, entitled: 

(a) Toa lien on, or right of retention of, the surplus of the partnership 
property after satisfying the partnership liabilities to third persons for any 
sum of money paid by him for the purchase of an interest in the partnership 
and for any capital or advances contributed by him; and 

(b) To stand, after all liabilities to third persons have been satisfied, 
in the place of the creditors of the partnership for any payments made by 
him in respect to the partnership liabilities ; and 

(ec) To be indemnified by the person guilty of the fraud or making the 
representation against all debts and liabilities of the partnership.

63-512. Rules for distribution. In settling accounts between the part- 
ners after dissolution, the following rules shall be observed, subject to any 
agreement to the contrary: 

(a) The assets of the partnership are: 

(I) The partnership property, 
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(11) The contributions of the partners necessary for the payment of 
all the liabilities specified in clause (b) of this paragraph. 

(b) The liabilities of the partnership shall rank in order of payment, 
as follows: 

(I) Those owing to creditors other than partners, 

(Il) Those owing to partners other than for capital and profits, 

(III) Those owing to partners in respect of capital, 

(IV) Those owing to partners in respect of profits. 

(c) The assets shall be apphed in the order of their declaration in clause 
(a) of this paragraph to the satisfaction of the liabilities. 

(d) The partners shall contribute, as provided by section 63-301(a) 
the amount necessary to satisfy the habilities; but if any, but not all, of the 
partners are insolvent, or not being subject to process, refuse to contribute, 
the other partners shall contribute their share of the liabilities, and, in the 
relative proportions in which they share the profits the additional amount 
necessary to pay the labilities, 

(e) An assignee for the benefit of creditors or any person appointed by 
the court shall have the right to enforce the contributions specified in 
clause (d) of this paragraph. 

(f) Any partner or his legal representative shall have the right to 
enforce the contributions specified in clause (d) of this paragraph, to the 
extent of the amount which he has paid in excess of his share of the liability. 

(g) The individual property of a deceased partner shall be lable for 
the contributions specified in clause (d) of this paragraph. 

(h) When partnership property and the individual properties of the 
partners are in possession of a court for distribution, partnership creditors 
shall have priority on partnership property and separate creditors on 
individual property, saving the rights of lien or secured creditors as here- 
tofore. 

(1) Where a partner has become bankrupt or his estate is insolvent the 
claims against his separate property shall rank in the following order: 

(I) Those owing to separate creditors, 

(II) Those owing to partnership creditors, 

(IIT) Those owing to partners by way of contribution.

63-513. Liability of persons continuing the business in certain cases. 
(1) When any new partner is admitted into an existing partnership, or 
when any partner retires and assigns (or the representative of the deceased 
partner assigns) his rights in partnership property to two or more of the 
partners, or to one or more of the partners and one or more third persons, 
if the business is continued without liquidation of the partnership affairs, 
creditors of the first or dissolved partnership are also creditors of the 
partnership so continuing the business. 

(2) When all but one partner retire and assign (or the representative 
of a deceased partner assigns) their rights in partnership property to the 
remaining partner, who continues the business without liquidation of part- 
nership affairs, either alone or with others, creditors of the dissolved part- 
nership are also creditors of the person or partnership so continuing the 
business. 
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(3) When any partner retires or dies and the business of the dissolved 
partnership is continued as set forth in paragraphs (1) and (2) of this 
section, with the consent of the retired partners or the representative of 
‘the deceased partner, but without any assignment of his right in partnership 
property, rights of creditors of the dissolved partnership and of the 
creditors of the person or partnership continuing the business shall be as 
if such assignment had been made. 

(4) When all the partners or their representatives assign their rights in 
partnership property to one or more third persons who promise to pay the 
debts and who continue the business of the dissolved partnership, creditors 
of the dissolved partnership are also creditors of the person or partnership 
- continuing the business. 

(5) When any partner wrongfully causes a dissolution and the 
remaining partners continue the business under the provisions of section 
63-510(2b), either alone or with others, and without liquidation of the 
partnership affairs, creditors of the dissolyed partnership are also creditors 
of the person or partnership continuing the business. 

(6) When a partner is expelled and the remaining partners continue 
the business either alone or with others, without liquidation of the partner- 
ship affairs, creditors of the dissolved partnership are also creditors of the 
person or partnership continuing the business. 

(7) The liability of a third person becoming a partner in the partner- 
ship continuing the business, under this section, to the creditors of the 
dissolved partnership shall be satisfied out of Har ershig property only. 

(8) When the business of a partnership after dissolution is continued 
under any conditions set forth in this section the creditors of the dissolved 
partnership, as against the separate creditors of the retiring or deceased 
partner or the representative of the deceased partner, have a prior right 
to any claim of the retired partner or the representative of the deceased 
partner against the person or partnership continuing the business, on 
account of the retired or deceased partner’s interest in the dissolved partner- 
ship or on account of any consideration promised for such interest or for 
his right.in partnership property. 

(9) Nothing in this section shall be held to modify any right of creditors 
to set aside any assignment on the ground of fraud. 


(10) The use by the person or partnership continuing the business of 
the partnership name, or the name of a deceased partner as part thereof, 
shall not of itself make the individual property of the deceased partner 
liable for any debts contracted by such person or partnership.

63-514. Rights of retiring or estate of deceased partner when the busi- 
ness is continued. When any partner retires or dies, and the business is 
continued under any of the conditions set forth in section 63-513 (1, 2, 3, 5, 
6), or section 63-510(2b), without any settlement of accounts as Between him 
or his estate and the person or partnership continuing the business, unless 
otherwise agreed, he or his legal representative as against such persons or 
partnership may have the value of his interest at the date of dissolution 
ascertained, and shall receive as an ordinary creditor an amount equal to 
the value of his interest in the dissolved partnership with interest, or, at his 
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option or at the option of his legal representative, in lieu of interest, the 
profits attributable to the use of his right in the property of the dissolved 
partnership; provided that the creditors of the dissolved partnership as 
against the separate creditors, or the representative of the retired or 
deceased partner, shall have priority on any claim arising under this section, 
as provided by section 63-513(8).

Operation and Effect

A complaint against a newspaper for 
libel which does not plead special dam- 
ages does not state a cause of action un- 
less the article published was libelous per 
se. Nolan v. Standard Publishing Co.

A newspaper article relating to acts 
and conduct of an employee of a rival 
paper said to have been done and in- 
‘dulged in in an effort to injure the for- 
mer, examined and held not libelous per 
se, in the absence of innuendo or explana- 
tion, nor sufficient to show that it in- 
jured plaintiff in his business or profes- 
sion, exposed him to hatred, contempt, 
ridicule or obloquy, or caused him to be 
shunned or avoided (this section), and 
demurrer to the complaint should have 
been sustained. Woolston v. Montana 
Free Press et al., 90 M 299, 2 P 2d 1020. 


Damages 


Words defamatory per se carry the 
presumption of falsity and damage and 
therefore where a publication is libelous 
per se the plaintiff may recover general 
damages without allegation or proof of 
special damages; on the contrary, where 
the words are not actionable per se, there 
can be no recovery of general damages 
without a pleading of special damages. 


Manley v. Harer et al., 73 M 253, 258, 
235 P 757. 

Id. General damages in the law of li- 
bel are those which the law presumes 
actually, proximately and necessarily re- 
sult from the publication of the defama- 
tory matter, while special damages. are 
the natural, but not the necessary, result 
thereof, and do not follow by implication 
of law upon proof of the defamatory 
words. 

Where in an action against a newspaper 
for libel no special damages were pleaded, 
plaintiff, to be entitled to damages, was 
required to plead and prove that the pub- 
lished language complained of, unaided by 
any innuendo, was actionable per -se; 
having failed to do so, objection to the 


' introduction of testimony and defendant’s 


motion for a directed verdict in its favor 
should have been sustained. Griffin v. 
Opinion Publishing Co., 114 M 502, 520, 
138 P 2d 580. 


Definitions 


“Inducement” in a declaration for libel 
under common-law pleading is the narra- 
tion of the extrinsic circumstances which, 
coupled with the published language, af- 
fects its construction and renders it ac- 
tionable, when, standing alone, the lan- 
guage would appear either not to affect 
plaintiff or not to affect him injuriously, 
and “colloquium” is the allegation that 
the published language was concerning 
plaintiff, or him, and his affairs, or him 
and the facts alleged as inducement. 
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Nolan v. Standard Publishing Co. et al., 
67 M 212, 220, 216 P 571. 

Alleged libelous words must be con- 
strued according to their usual, popular 
and natural meaning and common ac- 
ceptation—in the sense in which persons 
of ordinary intelligence would understand 
them—the presumption being that those 
who saw them, so understood them. Porak 
v. Sweitzer’s, Inc., 87 M 331, 339, 287 P 
633. 


Falsity of Publication 


In an action for libel, the plaintiff 
must be non-suited unless he introduces 
affirmative evidence of the falsity of the 
publication. So far as presumptions are 
concerned, the evidence is at equipoise 
at the very outset of the case. Cooper 
v. Romney, 49 M 119, 128, 141 P 289. 


Libel of Unlawful Business Not Possible 


Where an alleged libel is in respect to 
an unlawful business carried on by a per- 
son, such as that pursued by a profes- 
sional wrestler, contrary to the penal laws 
of the state on the subject, he cannot 
maintain an action for the purpose of re- 
covering damages for injury to his busi- 
ness. Brown v. Independent Publishing 
Co., 48 M 374, 379, 138 P 258. 


Libel Per Quod 


To give rise to an action for damages 
for libel the words published must have 
been actionable per se, or actionable per 
quod, and in the absence of an allegation 
or proof of special damages libel per quod 
is eliminated from the case; to be action- 
able per se their injurious character must 
have been a fact of such common notoriety 
as to be established by the general con- 
sent of men so that courts take judicial 
notice of it, and where the language is 
clear and unambiguous it is the duty of the 
trial court to determine whether it is 
actionable per se or per quod. Griffin v. 
Opinion Publishing Co., 114 M 502, 508, 
138 P 2d 580. 


Libel Per Se 


In determining whether a publication 
is libelous per se, the language complained 
of must be construed in its relation to 
the entire article in which it appears, for 
its ordinary meaning may be limited or 
changed by the circumstances, or by qual- 
ifications expressly annexed to its use. 
Paxton v. Woodward, 31 M 195, 207, 78 
P 215; Cooper v. Romney, 49 M 119, 125, 
141 P 289, 

The fact that a reporter believed state- 
ments which were libelous per se to be 
fair and true, or that defendant pub- 
lisher, accepting them as true, published 
the story as a fair and true one, did not 
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constitute any excuse or justification in 
an action for libel. Kelley v. Independent 
Publishing Co., 45 M 127, 139, 122 P 735. 

To state a cause of action for general 
damages, the language complained of must 
be libelous per se, and to be libelous 
per se, the language must be such as, 
without the aid of innuendo, imputes to 
the aggrieved party the commission of a 


‘erime, or necessarily exposes him to ha- 


tred, contempt, ridicule, or obloquy. Brown 
v. Independent Publishing Co., 48 M 374, 
379, 138 P 258; Cooper v. Romney, 49 M 
LLY, (AZSHIAL. oP 289g Tuemner};, vey>‘The 
“Tribune,” 50 M 559, 564, 148 P 338. 

In determining whether language com- 
plained of is libelous per se, it must be 
considered in its relation to the entire 
article in which it appears; and to war- 
rant the conclusion that it is of such char- 
acter, the words must be susceptible of 
but one meaning, namely, that from its 
publication pecuniary loss to _ plaintiff 
necessarily must, or presumably did, fol- 
low as its proximate consequence. Brown 
v. Independent Publishing Co., 48 M 374, 
381, 1388 P 258. 

A publicatién charging that county com- 
missioners, in letting a public printing 
contract did so without advertising for 
bids and out of favoritism, with the 
evident desire “to deflect all possible 
graft” the publisher’s way, and contain- 
ing a suggestion that the named amount 
of money was to be “cut up’ among the 
commissioners, if false and unprivileged, 
was libelous per se. Cooper v. Romney, 
49 M 119, 126, 141 P 289. 

Held that a newspaper article headed 
“The White-Livered Shyster” which in its 
body imputed grossly criminal conduct 
to an attorney, and charging him with 
“creating sham issues,’ “preaching viola- 
tion of the law and defiance of the Con- 
stitution he has sworn to defend,’ “in- 
citing anarchy,” etc., was libelous per se. 
Nolan v. Standard Publishing Co., et al, 
67 M 212, 220, 216 P 571. 

Language which is not libelous per se 
cannot be made so by innuendo. Manley 
v. Harer et al., 73 M 253, 258, 235 P 757. 


Id. Words which upon their face and 
without the aid of intrinsic proof are 
injurious to the person concerning whom 
they are uttered are defamatory per se; 
but if the words are of doubtful signifi- 
cance or derive their libelous character 
from extraneous facts they are not so 
and the pleader must allege the meaning 
intended or set forth such facts by proper 
averment. 

Id. To be characterized as libelous per 
se, the words used must be susceptible of 
but one meaning. See also Burr v. Win- 
nett Times Publishing Co. et al., 80 M 
70, 258 P 242. 
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Id. Words which in themselves injur- 
iously affect one in his profession, busi- 
ness or employment or which impute dis- 
honesty or corruption to an individual 
or which charge him with unfaithfulness 
to his employer are actionable per se. 

Held, that a newspaper article pub- 
lished concerning a member of a board 
of county commissioners seeking re-elec- 
tion, referring to “the interesting way he 
has of prying open the lid of the county 
strong box” and likening him to “Kaiser 
Bill,’ so far as the former statement is 
concerned, if libelous, was libelous per 
quod, requiring an innuendo to explain 
it, and not per se, and that the latter 
was simply sarcasm and not libelous. Burr 
v. Winnett Times Publishing Co. et al., 
80 M 70, 258 P 242. 

Id. A newspaper article falsely charg- 
ing a member of a board of county com- 
missioners, in conjunction with the other 
members, of conducting county business 
behind closed doors, with keeping county 
records for public inspection, and with se- 
cretly passing a bond issue in a large 
amount at the highest legal rate of in- 
terest, in violation of statutory provi- 
sions, whether thus charging a misde- 
meanor or not, is libelous per se, such 
charges being sufficient to deprive an of- 
ficial of the benefits of public confidence. 

Unless a publication is libelous per se, 
the complaint, must, to state a cause of 
- action for libel, allege special damages. 
Porak v. Sweitzer’s, Inc., 87 M 331, 339, 
287 P 633. 


Id. A writing that a person, not a mer- 
chant or engaged in a vocation where- 
in credit is required, owes a debt and re- 
fuses to pay is not libelous per se, and 
therefore does not render the publisher 
liable without proof of special damages. 

Id. Under the last above rule, held 
that the complaint in an action for libel 
by one employed in a elerical capacity 
against a member of a merchants’ associa- 
tion which periodically published reports 
of delinquent debtors and mailed them 
to its members in the city of plaintiff’s 
residence and elsewhere, merely alleging 
that plaintiff's name was therein pub- 
lished as owing defendant a stated amount, 
that the publication was malicious and 
made for the purpose of injuring her rep- 
utation, etc., but not setting up special 
damages, did not state a cause of action, 
the publication not having been libelous 
per se, and that judgment of nonsuit was 
proper. 


The words used in an alleged libelous 
newspaper article must be susceptible of 
but one meaning to constitute libel per 
se; the libelous matter may not be segre- 
gated from other parts and construed 
alone, but the entire statement must be

viewed by the court as a stranger might 
look at it, without the aid of special 
knowledge possessed by the parties con- 
cerned. Woolston v. Montana Free Press’ 
et al., 90 M 299, 2 P 2d 1020. 

Id. While it is the law that to assert 
a suspicion, belief or opinion, is as ef- 
fectively a libel as though the charge 
were positively made, a statement*in a 
printed article that an effort had been 
made to secure the mailing list of a news- 
paper “in an unethical, and underhand 
manner,’ and that the surrounding cir- 
cumstances seemed to warrant the con- 
clusion that the “advertising man” (mean- 
ing plaintiff) of another paper was be- 
hind the effort, held not libelous per se, 
in the absence of further statements, 
as to the conduct of the person or per+ 
sons who made the attempt, or the extent 
of the responsibility of plaintiff for the 
effort in the way it was made. 

Under the last clause of this section 
which declares libel: to be a false and un-. 
privileged publication which has a tend- 
ency to injure a person in his occupation, 
held that it is immaterial whether the pub-: 
lication contains opprobrious statements 
or not; if language damages person: about 
whose affairs published, it is libelous per 
se. (Holding in Lemer v. The “Tribune;” 
50 M 559, 148 P 338, to the contrary over- 
ruled.) Miller Insurance Agency v. Home 
Fire &.Marine Ins. Co. of Calif., 100 M 
551, 564, 51 P.2d 628. 

Under. the law of libel, words are defam- 
atory per se. which upon-their face and 
without the aid of extrinsic proof are 
injurious to the person concerning whom 
they are published, and in sucha case, 
general damages are recoverable. Magelo 
v. Roundup Coal Mining Mts 109 M 293, 
302, 96 P 2d 932. 


Malice 


Under the code definition of libel, no 
mention is made of malice, and the pres- 
ence or absence of malice becomes mate- 
rial only as a circumstance affording a 
basis for increasing or diminishing the 
amount of recovery, and in cases involv- 
ing the question of privileged communica- 
tion. Paxton v:. Woodward, 31 M 195; 
211, 78 P 215; Cooper v. Romney, 49 M-

Statements Neither False Nor Defama- 
tory 


The Ho buttio Mheilts under the: 
facts and circumstances presented, held 
neither false nor defamatory: that the 
published article will be a “scoop”; Gather 
round you boy scouts and girl scouts and 
learn a few wrinkles in civil affairs”; that 
plaintiffs offer to compromise his claim 
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against the city was “a hot one tossed on 
the table” and that the claim was of 
“dubious legality”; “few men can serve 
and sue the city at the same time. Just 
how the city can legally pay a claim for 
which it is not obligated is quite difficult 
of solution. Even with the aid of the 
higher branches of the law”, held not de- 
famatory. Griffin v. Opinion de A Ns 
Co., 114 M 502, 515, 138 P 2d 580. 


The Truth 


The truth of an alleged defamatory 
statement of fact is a complete defense to 
an action for libel. To constitute publica- 
tion of a newspaper article libelous under 
this section, it must be false, unprivileged 
and defamatory; hence where the evidence 
establishes it to have been true, privileged 
and not defamatory, there was no libel. 
Griffin v. Opinion Publishing Co., 114 M

Complaint—Sufficiency 


Where words in a complaint in an ac- 
tion for slander do not of themselves im- 
port a want of chastity, and no allega- 
tion is contained therein disclosing that 
they were used in a defamatory sense, a 
plea of justification in the answer, which 
denies the use of the words, will not rem- 
edy the defect. Daniel v. Moncure, 58 M 
193, 190 P 983. 

Complaint in an action for slander 
charging that defendant in the presence 
of other women said, of and concerning 
plaintiff, a married woman: “You are a 
wide whore” held sufficient, such words 
being actionable per se, and that it was 
not rendered insufficient by failure to 
allege that plaintiff was present, no other 
reasonable inference being possible than 
that she was present. Kosonen vy. Waara, 
87 M 24, 32, 33, 285 P 668. 

In the absence of an allegation of 
special damages the complaint in an ac- 
tion for slander is properly demurrable, 
unless the publication is slanderous per 
se. Tucker v. Wallace, 90 M 359, 364, 
3 P 2d 404. 

Id. In an action for slander by the 
lessee of farm lands against the lessor, 
the complaint charging that the lessor’s 
agent, through whom the lease negotia- 
tions had been carried on, had stated to 
one B. that he doubted that plaintiff 
could go through with the lease and that, 


if he was going to fall down, it would be 
better for plaintiff to give it up in the 
spring, rather than wait until fall, thus 
causing less loss for both, held insufficient 
to allege slander per se for failure to aver 
that B. was in a position to injure plain- 
tiff’s business, or set forth the place where 
the statement was made. 


In suit for slander, complaint which 
did not allege words slanderous per se or 
any special damage, held subject to general 
demurrer.

Injury to Business 


In a case of slander alleged to have 
injured plaintiff in his business, it is i1m- 
portant to show where the statement was 
made and that the person to whom it 
was made was in a position to injure his 
business. Tucker v. Wallace, 90 M 359, 
364, 3 P 2d 404. 


Publication 


While, before recovery of damages in 
a slander action is permissible, it must 
appear that at least one person of those 
who heard the defamatory statement 
knew that plaintiff was meant, since 
otherwise there would be no publication 
and therefore no slander, plaintiff is not 
required to so allege in the complaint but 
may prove such fact under the general 
allegation authorized by section 93-3812, 
that the enactment was made of and con- 
cerning plaintiff. Kosonen v. Waara, 87 
M 24, 32, 33, 285 P 668. 

As distinguished from libel, which may 
be published to all the world, the spoken 
word in slander reaches only those to 
whom it is directed; hence, liability for 
slander attaches only to the initial pub- 
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lication and the offender is not liable for 
its repetition, unless he requests or in- 
tends that it be repeated. Tucker v. 
Wallace, 90 M 359, 364, 3 P 2d 404. 


Slander Per Se 


To constitute slander per se, the objec- 
tionable statement of or concerning plain- 
tiff must be susceptible of but one mean- 
ing; hence, a publication which requires 
innuendo to demonstrate wherein it is 
slanderous, cannot be slanderous per se. 
Tucker v. Wallace, 90 M 359, 364, 3 P 2d 
404. 

To constitute slander (or liable) per se, 
the published statement of, or concerning 
the plaintiff must be susceptible of but 
one meaning; hence a publication which 
requires innuendo cannot be slanderous 
per se. Liebel v. Montgomery Ward & 
Co., 103 M 370, 381, 62 P 2d 667. 

Id. In action by legal stenographer 
against mercantile establishment because 
its employee said in hearing of others, 
“Your credit is no good; you don’t pay 
your bills; you owe too many bills in 
town”, held not slanderous per se within 
the meaning of this section, such words 
in no manner having reflected upon her 
skill or ability as a stenographer because 
credit not vital in her occupation such as 
in the business of a merchant or trader. 


Special Damages 


Where in a slander action it, was not 
shown that defendants intended that the 
words spoken should be repeated and the 
persons present were plaintiff’s sister-in- 
law and an intimate friend, presumably 
disinclined to do anything to injure plain- 
tiff, attempted proof of special damages 
because her employer discharged her on 
account of the slander, and that she was 
prevented on account thereof from secur- 
ing employment, held, insufficient. Liebel 
v. Montgomery Ward & Co., 103 M 370, 
386, 62 P 2d 667. 


Subd. 1. Words Charging Commission 
of Crime 


To constitute the false charging of a 
person with crime slander per se, it is 
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not necessary that the charge be made 
with the technical accuracy of an informa- 
tion or indictment, but it may impliedly 
be so plain that it can have only one 
meaning to the bystander, to-wit, that 
the person of whom they were spoken was 
charged with the commission of a crime. 
Keller v. Safeway Stores, Inc., 111 M 28, 
31, 108 P 2d 605. 

Id. In an action for damages against 
a store and its employee for slander 
alleging that the employee in the presence 
of plaintiff's mother spoke the following 
words, “She (speaking of plaintiff) cashed 
a check at the Safeway Store and ordered 
a sack of flour sent to an address where 
there was no house and received change 
for the check. The check was no good and 
if you (referring to the mother) don’t 
have her come down and see me, we will 
have the sheriff after her.” Held, charging 
plaintiff with obtaining money under false 
pretenses or on a worthless check, and 
hence slander per se. 

Words charging crime are “slanderous 
per se” even though they do not charge 
crime which would justify indictment or 
punishment for crime of felony grade 
(94-112); words charging that plaintiff 
cashed check which was no good, received 
change, and had flour sent to address 
where there was no house, threatening to 
have sheriff sent after plaintiff and iden- 
tifying plaintiff as one who passed. check, 
held not slanderous per se, since they did 
not charge crime and were not susceptible 
of only opprobrious meaning; words are 
not slanderous per se where their injurious 
character appears only in consequence of 
extrinsic circumstances and not from words 
themselves in their usual signification. 
Keller v. Safeway Stores, Inc., 15 F Supp. 
716.

Communications Not Privileged 


The publication of a story of inhuman 
treatment of children by their mother, 
gathered by a reporter from gossip heard 
by him in the sheriff’s office, prior to the 
institution of any proceeding in court, 
was not privileged. Kelly v. Independent 
Publishing Co., 45 M 127, 136, 122 P 735. 

By making the slanderous statement in 
the presence of a stranger, defendant re- 
moved the bar of privilege otherwise at- 
tending communications made by him to 
his agents only, which might have pro- 
tected him, in the absence of actual mal- 


ice. Fowlie v. Cruse, 52 M 222, 236, 157 
P 958. 

A communication addressed by tax- 
payers to the board of county commis- 
sioners asking for the removal of a road 
supervisor and containing a libelous state- 
ment was not privileged under this section, 
subdivision 3, where made with malice. 
Manley v. Harer et al., 73 M 253, 263, 235 
Plots 

Held, in an action for libel, that a letter 
sent by the manager of a coal mining 
company to the industrial accident board, 
relative to one of its employees, allegedly 
with the purpose of prejudicing such em- 
ployee with reference to a claim then 
pending before the board, with the in- 
tent of impliedly charging him with 
malingering and pretending to have been

Under the law of libel, the publication

statements contained therein are false. 
Manley v. Harer et al., 82 M 30, 35, 264 
P 937, 

Under this section, a publication of a 
public official proceeding or of anything 
said in the course thereof is privileged, 
if it is a fair and true report made 
without malice. Griffin v. Opinion Pub- 
lishing Co., 114 M 502, 511, 188 P 2d 580. 


Effect of Malice 


In order to found liability for libel upon 
a communication prima facie privileged, 
actual and not implied malice must be 
shown. Such was the rule at. common law, 
and such must necessarily be the rule un- 
der the statute. Cooper v. Romney, 49 
M 119, 127, 141 P 289. 

Id. A complaint alleging that a libel- 
ous publication was false and malicious 
alleges in substance that it was false and 
unprivileged, since, in case of malice, the 
privilege conferred by subdivisions 3 and 
4 of this section does not exist. 


Striking Opinion of Justice from Records 


On motion of counsel for appellant filed 
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in their own behalf and that of their 
client to strike from the files of the court 
a special opinion of a justice concurring 
in the affirmance of the judgment ap- 
pealed from, on the ground that state- 
ments therein. were scandolous, scurrilous 
and defamatory, ordered that such opin- 
ion be expunged from the court. records 
and not published in the reports of its 
decisions. Nadeau v. Texas. Company, 104 
M 558, 575, 69 P 2d 586, 593. 


When a Court or Jury Question 


The question whether an alleged libel- 
ous publication was privileged, either ab- 
solutely or conditionally by reason of its 
character or the occasion upon which it 
was made, is a question of law for the 
trial eourt’s decision whenever the evi- 
dence is undisputed, it being only when 
the evidence is conflicting that the ques- 
tion is to be submitted to the jury. Griffin 
v. Opinion Publishing Co., 114 M 502, 511, 
138 P 2d 580. 


When Both Falsity and Malice Must 
Be Shown 

Where the communication appears to 
have been privileged, the plaintiff’ must 
show, not only actual malice, but falsity 
in the publication. Cooper v. Romney, 49 
M 119, 128, 141 P 289.

65-201. Definition of terms. 1. Definitions. In this act, unless the 
context or subject matter otherwise requires, the following words or phrases 
shall have the meaning hereinafter set forth. 


2. Buyer. “Buyer in the ordinary course of trade” means a person to 
whom goods are sold and delivered for new value and who acts in good faith 
and without actual knowledge of any limitation on the trustee’s liberty of 
sale, including one who takes by conditional sale or under a pre-existing 
mercantile contract with the trustee to buy the goods delivered, or like 
goods, for cash or on eredit. “Buyer in the ordinary course of trade” does 
not include a pledgee, a mortgagee, a lienor, or a transferee in bulk. 


3. Documents. “Document” means any document of title to goods. 


4. Entruster. “Entruster” means the person who has, or directly or by 
agent takes, a security interest in goods, documents or instruments under 
a trust receipt transaction, and any successor in interest of such person. A 
person in the business of selling goods or instruments for profit, who at the 
outset of the transaction has, as against the buyer, general property in such 
goods or instruments, and who sells the same to the buyer on eredit, retain- 
ing title or other security interest under a purchase money mortgage or 
conditional sales contract or otherwise, is excluded. 


5. Goods. “Goods” means any chattels personal other than money, 
things in action, or things so affixed to land as to become a part thereof. 


6. Instrument. “Instrument” means 

(a) any negotiable instrument as defined in the uniform negotiable in- 
struments law and amendments thereto, or 

(b) any certificate of stock, or bond or debenture for the payment of 
money issued by a public or private corporation as a part of a series, or 

(c) any interim, deposit, or participation certificate or receipt, or other 
eredit or investment instrument of a sort marketed in the ordinary -course 
of business or finance, of which the trustee, after the trust receipt trans- 
action, appears by virtue of possession and the face of the instrument to be 
the owner. “Instrument” does not include any document of title to goods. 


7. Lien ereditor. “Lien creditor” means any creditor who has acquired 
a specific lien on the goods, documents or instruments by attachment, levy, 
or by any other similar operation of law or judicial process, including a 
distraining landlord. ' 


8. New value. ‘New value” includes new advances or loans made, or 
new obligations incurred, or the release or surrender of a valid and exist- 
ing security interest, or the release of a claim to proceeds under section 
65-210; but “new value” shall not be construed to include extensions or 
renewals of existing obligations of the trustee, nor obligations substituted 
for such existing obligations. 

9. Person. ‘Person” means, as the case may be, an individual, trustee, 
receiver or other fiduciary, partnership, corporation, business trust, or other 
association, and two or more persons having a joint or common interest. 
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10. Possession. ‘‘Possession” as used in this act with reference to pos- 
session taken or retained by the entruster, means actual possession of 
goods, documents or instruments, or, in the case of goods, such constructive 
. possession as, by means of tags or signs or other outward marks placed 
and remaining in conspicuous places, may reasonably be expected in fact to 
indicate to the third party in question that the entruster has control over 
or interest in the goods. | . 

11. Purchase. “Purchase” means taking by sale, conditional sale, lease, 
mortgage, or pledge, legal or equitable. 

12. Purchaser. “Purchaser” means any person taking by purchase. A 
pledgee, mortgagee or other claimant of a security interest created by con- 
tract is, in so far as concerns his specific security, a purchaser and not a 
ereditor. 

13. Security interest. ‘Security interest” means a property interest in 
soods, documents or instruments, limited in extent to securing performance 
of some obligation of the trustee or of some third person to the entruster, 
and includes the interest of a pledgee, and title, whether or not expressed 
to be absolute, whenever such title is in substance taken or retained for 
security only. 

14. Transferee in bulk. “Transferee in bulk” means a mortgagee or a 
pledgee or a buyer of the trustee’s business substantially as a whole. 

15. Trustee. ‘Trustee’ means the person having or taking possession 
of goods, documents or instruments under a trust receipt transaction, and 
any successor in interest of such person. The use of the word “trustee” here- 
in shall not be interpreted or construed to imply the existence of a trust or 
any right or duty of a trustee in the sense of equity jurisprudence other 
than as provided by this act. 

16. Value. “Value” means any consideration sufficient to support a 
simple contract. An antecedent or pre-existing claim, whether for money 
or not, and whether against the transferor or against another person, con- 
stitutes value where goods, documents or instruments are taken either in 
satisfaction thereof or as security therefor.

65-202. What are trust receipt transactions. 1. A trust receipt trans- 
action within the meaning of this act is any transaction to which an en- 
truster and a trustee are parties, for one of the purposes set forth in sub- 
division 3, whereby | 

(a) the entruster or any third person delivers to the trustee goods, 
documents or instruments in which the entruster (i) prior to the trans- 
action has, or for new value (11) by the transaction acquires or (iil) as a 
result thereof is to acquire promptly, a security interest; or 

(b) the entruster gives new value in reliance upon the transfer by the 
trustee to such entruster of a security interest in instruments or documents 
which are actually exhibited to such entruster, or to his agent in that behalf, 
at a place of business of either entruster or agent, but possession of which is 
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retained by the trustee; provided that the delivery under paragraph (a) or 
the giving of new value under paragraph (b) either 

(i) be against the signing and delivery by the trustee of a writing 
designating the goods, documents or instruments concerned, and reciting 
that a security interest therein remains in or will remain in, or has passed 
to or will pass to, the entruster, or 

(11) be pursuant to a prior or concurrent written and signed agreement 
of the trustee to give such a writing. 

The security interest of the entruster may be derived from the trustee 
or from any other person, and by pledge or by transfer of title or otherwise. 

If the trustee’s rights in the goods, documents or instruments are subjeet 
to a prior trust receipt transaction, or to a prior equitable pledge, section 
65-209 and section 65-203, respectively, determine the priorities. 

2. A writing such as is described in subdivision 1, paragraph (i), signed 
by the trustee, and given in or pursuant to such a transaction, is designated 
in this act as a “trust receipt”. No further formality of execution or au- 
thentication shall be necessary to the validity of a trust receipt. 


3. <A transaction shall not be deemed a trust receipt transaction unless 
the possession of the trustee thereunder is for a purpose substantially 
equivalent to any one of the following: 

(a) in the case of goods, documents or instruments, for the purpose of 
selling or exchanging them or of procuring their sale or exchange; or 

(b) in the case of goods or documents, for the purpose of manufacturing 
or processing the goods delivered or covered by the documents, with the 
purpose of ultimate sale, or for the purpose of loading, unloading, storing, 
shipping, trans-shipping or otherwise dealing with them in a manner pre- 
liminary to or necessary to their sale; or 

(c) in the case of instruments, for the purpose of delivering them to a 
principal, under whom the trustee is holding them, or for consummation of 
some transaction involving delivery to a depositary or registrar, or for their 
presentation, collection, or renewal.

65-203. When pledge or agreement is valid against creditors. 1. An 
attempted pledge or agreement to pledge not accompanied by delivery of 
possession, which does not fulfill the requirements of a trust receipt trans- 
action, shall be valid as against creditors of the pledgor only as follows: 


(a) to the extent that new value is given by the pledgee in reliance 
thereon, such pledge or agreement to pledge shall be valid as against all 
creditors with or without notice, for ten (10) days from the time the new 
value is given ; 

(b) to the extent that the value given by the pledgee is not new value, 
and in the case of new value after the lapse of ten days from the giving 
thereof, the pledge shall have validity as against lien creditors without 
notice, who become such as prescribed in section 65-208, only as of the time 
the pledgee takes possession, and without relation back. 

2. Purchasers (including entrusters) for value and without notice of 
the pledgee’s interest shall take free of any such pledge or agreement to 
pledge unless, prior to the purchase, it has been perfected by possession 
taken. 
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3. Where, under circumstances not constituting a trust receipt trans- 
action, a person, for a temporary and limited purpose, delivers goods, docu- 
ments, or instruments, in which he holds a pledgee’s or other security in- 
terest, to the person holding the beneficial interest therein, the transaction 
has like effect with a purported pledge for new value under this section.

65-204. Contracts for trust receipts. 1. A contract to give a trust 
receipt, if in writing and signed by the trustee, shall, with reference to 
goods, documents or instruments thereafter delivered by the entruster to 
the trustee in reliance on such contract, be equivalent in all respects to a 
trust receipt. 

2. Such a contract shall as to such goods, documents, or instruments be 
specifically enforceable against the trustee; but this subdivision shall not 
enlarge the scope of the entruster’s rights against creditors of the trustee 
as limited by this act.

65-205. Validity between the parties. Between the entruster and the 
trustee the terms of the trust receipt shall, save as otherwise provided by 
this act, be valid and enforceable. But no provision for forfeiture of the 
trustee’s interest shall be valid except as provided in subdivision 5 of section 
65-206.

65-206. Repossession, and entruster’s rights on default. 1. The en- 
truster shall be entitled as against the trustee to possession of the goods, 
documents or instruments on default, and as may be otherwise specified in 
the trust receipt. 

2. An entruster entitled to possession under the terms of the trust 
receipt or of subdivision 1 may take such possession without legal process, 
whenever that is possible without breach of the peace. : 

3. (a) After possession taken, the entruster shall, subject to sub- 
division 3 (b) and subdivision 5 of this section, hold suck goods, documents 
or instruments with the rights and duties of a pledgee. 

(b) An entruster in possession may, on or after default, give notice 
to the trustee of intention to sell, and may, not less than five days after the 
serving or sending of such notice, sell the goods, documents or instruments 
for the trustee’s account, at public or private sale, and may at a public sale 
himself become a purchaser. The proceeds of any such sale, whether public 
or private, shall be applied (i) to the payment of the expenses thereof, (ii) 
to the payment of the expenses of retaking, keeping and storing the goods, 
documents, or instruments, (111) to the satisfaction of the trustee’s indebted- 
ness. The trustee shall receive any surplus and shall be liable to the entruster 
for any deficiency. Notice of sale shall be deemed sufficiently given if in 
writing, and either (i) personally served on the trustee, or (ii) sent by post- 
paid ordinary mail to the trustee’s last known business address. 

(c) A purchaser in good faith and for value from an entruster in posses: 
sion takes free of the trustee’s interest, even in a case in which the entruster 
is hable to the trustee for conversion. 

4. Surrender of the trustee’s interest to the entruster shall be valid, on 
any terms upon which the trustee and the entruster may, after default, agree. 
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5. As to articles manufactured by style or model, the terms of the trust 
receipt may provide for forfeiture of the trustee’s interest, at the election of 
the entruster, in the event of the trustee’s default, against cancellation of the 
trustee’s then remaining indebtedness; provided that in the case of the 
original maturity of such an indebtedness there must be cancelled not less 
than 80 per cent of the purchase price to the trustee, or of the original in- 
debtedness, whichever is greater; or, in the case of a first renewal, not less 
than 70 per cent, or, in the case of a second or further renewal, not less than 
60 per cent.

65-207. General effect of entruster’s filing or taking possession. 1. (a) 
If the entruster within the period of 30 days specified in subdivision 1 of 
section 65-208 files as in this act provided, such filing shall be effective to 
preserve his security interest in documents or goods against all persons, save 
as otherwise provided by sections 65-208, 65-209, 65-210, 65-211, 65-214 and 
65-215. 

(b) Filing after the lapse of the said period shall be valid; but in such 
event, save as provided in subdivision 2 (b) of section 65-209, the entruster’s 
security interest shall be deemed to be created by the trustee as of the 
time of such filing, without relation back, as against all persons not having 
notice of such interest. 

2. The taking of possession by the entruster shall, so long as such posses- 
sion is retained, have the effect of filing, in the case of goods or documents; 
and of notice of the entruster’s security interest to all persons, in the ease 
of instruments.

65-208. Validity against creditors. 1. The entruster’s security interest 
in goods, documents or instruments under the written terms of a trust 
receipt transaction, shall without any filing be valid as against all creditors 
of the trustee, with or without notice, for thirty (80) days after delivery of 
the goods, documents or instruments to the trustee, and thereafter except as 
in this act otherwise provided. 

But where the trustee at the time of the trust receipt transaction has 
and retains instruments or documents, the thirty (30) days shall be reckoned 
from the time such instruments or documents are actually shown to, the en- 
truster, or from the time that the entruster gives new value under the trans- 
action, whichever is prior. 

2. Save as provided in subdivision 1, the entruster’s security interest 
shall be void as against lien creditors who Re such after such thirty (30) 
day period and without notice of such interest and before filing. 

3. (a) Where a creditor secures the issuance of process which within 
a reasonable time after such issuance results in attachment of or levy on the 
goods, he is deemed to have become a lien creditor as of the date of the 
issuance of the process. 

(b) Unless prior to the acquisition of notice by all creditors filing has 
occurred or possession has been taken by the entruster, (i) an assignee for 
the benefit of creditors, from the time of assignment, or (il) a receiver in 
equity from the time of his appointment, or (ii) a trustee in bankruptey or 
judicial insolvency proceedings from the time of filing of the petition in 
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bankruptcy or judicial insolvency by or against the trustee, shall on behalf 
of all creditors, stand in the position of a lien creditor without notice, with- 
out reference to whether he personally has or has not, in fact, notice of the 
entruster’s interest.

65-209. Limitations on entruster’s protection against purchasers. 1. 
(a) Nothing in this act shall limit the rights of purchasers in good faith 
and for value from the trustee of negotiable instruments or negotiable docu- 
ments, and purchasers taking from the trustee for value, in good faith, and 
by transfer in the customary manner instruments in such form as are by 
common practice purchased and sold as if negotiable, shall hold such in- 
struments free of the entruster’s interest; and filing under this act shall not 
be deemed to constitute notice of the entruster’s interest to purchasers in 
good faith and for value of such document or instruments, other than trans- 
ferees in bulk. 

(b) The entrusting (directly, by agent, or through the intervention of 
a third person) of goods, documents or instruments by an entruster to a 
trustee, under a trust receipt transaction or a transaction falling within 
section 65-203, shall be equivalent to the like entrusting of any documents 
or instruments which the trustee may procure in substitution, or which 
represent the same goods or instruments or the proceeds thereof, and which 
the trustee negotiates to a purchaser in good faith and for value. 

2. Where a buyer from the trustee is not protected under subdivision 1 
hereof, the following rules shall govern: 

(a) Sales by trustee in the ordinary course of trade. 

(1) Where the trustee, under the trust receipt transaction, has liberty 
of sale and sells to a buyer in the ordinary course of trade, whether before 
or after the expiration of the thirty (30) day period specified in subdivision 
1 of section 65-208, and whether or not filing has taken place, such buyer 
takes free of the entruster’s security interest in the goods so sold, and no 
filing shall constitute notice of the entruster’s security interest to such a 
buyer. 

(11) No limitation placed by the entruster on the liberty of sale granted 
to the trustee shall affect a buyer in the ordinary course of trade, unless the 
limitation is actually known to the latter. 

(b) Purchasers other than buyers in the ordinary course of trade. 

In the absence of filing the entruster’s security interest in goods shall be 
valid, as against purchasers, save as provided in this section; but any pur- 
chaser, not a buyer in the ordinary course of trade, who, in good faith and 
without notice of the entruster’s security interest and before filing, either (i) 
gives new value before the expiration of the 30 day period specified in sub- 
division 1 of section 65-208, or (ii) gives value after said period, and who in 
either event before filing also obtains delivery of goods from a trustee shal] 
hold the subject matter of his purchase free of the entruster’s security in- 
terest; but a transferee in bulk can take only under (ii) of this subdivision 
a) 

(ec) Liberty of sale. 

If the entruster consents to the placing of goods subject to a trust receipt 
transaction in the trustee’s stock in trade or in his sales or exhibition rooms, 
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or allows such goods to be so placed or kept, such consent or allowance shall 
have like effect as granting the trustee liberty of sale. 

3. As to all cases covered by this section the purchase of goods, docu- 
ments or instruments on credit shall constitute a purchase for new value, 
but the entruster shall be entitled to any debt owing to the trustee and any 
security therefor, by reason of such purchase; except that the entruster’s 
right shall be subject to any set-off or defense valid against the trustee and 
accruing before the purchaser has actual notice of the entruster’s interest.

65-210. Entruster’s right to proceeds. Where, under the terms of the 
trust receipt transaction, the trustee has no liberty of sale or other dis- 
position, or, having liberty of sale or other disposition, is to account to the 
entruster for the proceeds of any disposition of the goods, documents or in- 
struments, the entruster shall be entitled, to the extent to which and as 
against all classes of persons as to whom his security interest was valid at 
the time of disposition by the trustee, as follows: 

(a) tothe debts described in section 65-209 (3) ; and also 

(b) to any proceeds or the value of any proceeds (whether such pro- 
ceeds are identifiable or not) of the goods, documents or instruments, if 
said proceeds were received by the trustee within ten days prior to either 
application for appointment of a receiver of the trustee, or the filing of a 
petition in bankruptcy or judicial insolvency proceedings by or against the 
trustee, or demand made by the entruster for prompt accounting; and to a 
priority to the amount of such proceeds or value; and also 

(ec) to any other proceeds of the goods, documents or instruments which 
are identifiable, unless the provision for accounting has been waived by the 
entruster by words or conduct; and knowledge by the entruster of the exist- 
ence of proceeds, without demand for accounting made within ten days from 
such knowledge, shall be deemed such a waiver.

65-211. Specific liens. Specific liens arising out of contractual acts of 
the trustee with reference to the processing, warehousing, shipping or other- 
wise dealing with specific goods in the usual course of the trustee’s business 
preparatory to their sale shall attach against the interest of the entruster 
in said goods as well as against the interest of the trustee, whether or not 
filing has occurred under this act; but this section shall not obligate the 
entruster personally for any debt secured by such len; nor shall it be con- 
strued to include the len of a landlord.

66-401. (3228.19) Sanitation of barber shops, barber schools and barber 
colleges and definition of term barber shop. All barber shops, barber schools 
and barber colleges shall be operated and maintained in a sanitary condition 
so as to preserve the public health and prevent the spread of disease. The 
board of barber examiners and the state board of health of the state of 
Montana are hereby empowered to make and enforce all reasonable rules 
and regulations so as to preserve the public health and prevent the spread 
of disease. No barber, or barber apprentice, shall receive a certificate of 
registration, nor a renewal of same, until he has presented to the board of 
barber examiners a physician’s certificate showing him to be free of physical 
ailments that would tend to endanger the health of the public, and any 
person practicing barbering without a certificate of registration is guilty 
of a violation of this act. 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any barber, barber apprentice or student 
of barbering to practice the occupation of a barber, or do any barber work 
while he has an infectious, contagious or communicable disease that would 
endanger the health of the public. 


(b) Ifa barber, or barber apprentice, shall, after securing his certificate 
contract a communicable, infectious or contagious disease, endangering the 
public health, the board shall upon proof of same revoke or suspend his 
certificate of registration until such time as the board shall have satisfactory 
proof that such barber, or barber apprentice, is no longer afflicted with such 
communicable, infectious or contagious disease. 


(c) The term “barber shop” as used herein is defined as a place where 
any person or persons carry on, engage in, practice or causes to be carried 
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on, engaged in or practiced the business of barbering as the same is defined 
in sections 66-401 to 66-412.

Any one or any com- 
bination of the following practices, when done upon the human body for 
tonsorial purposes, and not for the treatment of disease or physical or 
mental ailments and when done for payment, either directly or indirectly, 
constitutes the practice of barbering: 

Shaving or trimming the beard. 

Cutting the hair. 

Giving facial or scalp massage, or treatment ae oils, creams, lotions or 
other preparations, either by hand or mechanical appliances.

66-403. (8228.21) Licensing and registration of barbers, barber shops, 
barber schools and barber colieges. A. A person is qualified to receive a 
certificate of registration to practice barbering : 

(1) Who has practiced as a registered apprentice for a period of 
eighteen (18) months under the immediate personal supervision of a regis- 
tered barber; and who has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by 
the board of barber examiners to determine his or her fitness to practice 
barbering as defined by section 66-402. 

(2) Who is a graduate of a standardized school of barbering, (having 
a curriculum as adopted by the national educational council of barber 
examiners, and who has attended such school for the time prescribed herein 
and which school of barbering has been approved by the board of barber 
examiners of the state of Montana), and who has passed a satisfactory 
and practical examination conducted by the said board of barber examiners 
to determine his or her fitness to practice barbering. 

(8) Who has served as an apprentice. An apprentice, for the purpose 
of this act, is a person who receives instruction in an approved barber school, 
or college, or from a barber authorized to practice barbering in the state of 
Montana. 

Every apprentice must file with the board of barber examiners a state- 
ment in writing showing the name and place of business of his or her 
instructor, or school, the date of commencement of the apprenticeship, and 
the full name and age of said apprentice, and shall pay to the board of 
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barber examiners a fee of three dollars ($3.00), whereupon the board of 
barber examiners shall issue the said apprentice a card. 

B. No registered apprentice may independently practice, or engage in 
the practice of barbering; provided, however, he may do any and all of 
the aets which constitute the practice of barbering when so done under the 
immediate personal supervision of a registered barber. 


©. No school, or college, of barbering shall be approved by the board 
of barber examiners unless it teaches the curriculum of the standardized 
schools approved by the national educational council of barber examiners. 
Students of said schools or colleges may, after attending such schools for a 
period of six (6) months, make application to the board of barber examiners 
for an apprenticeship certificate to practice barbering under the immediate 
personal supervision of a licensed barber for the period of one (1) year, 
after which time said students may then make application to take the 
examination for a barber’s certificate of registration. 


D. <A barber shop, school or college must be conducted at a fixed place 
of establishment; no person or corporation shall open or maintain a barber 
shop, school or college, or hold himself or itself out as engaging in or 
conducting a barber shop, school or college, unless first licensed so to do 
by the board of barber examiners. Every barber school, or college, operating 
within the state of Montana must be in charge of a person who has had ten 
(10) years continuous experience as a barber, providing that the owner 
of such school, or college shall first secure from the board of barber 
examiners a permit to operate on payment of an annual license fee of fifty 
dollars ($50.00), and shall keep said permit prominently displayed, and 
shall, before commencing business file with the secretary of state a bond 
to the state of Montana, which bond shall be approved by the attorney 
general, in the sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars conditioned upon 
the faithful compliance of said barber school, or college, with all the 
provisions of this chapter; and to pay all judgments that may be obtained 
against said schools, or colleges, or the owners thereof on account of fraud, 
misrepresentation or deceit practiced by them, or by their agents; provided, 
further, that all barber schools, or colleges shall keep prominently dis- 
played a substantial sign as a barber school, or barber college. Provided, 
further, that all barber schools, or colleges, upon receiving students shall 
immediately apply to the board of barber examiners for student permits 
upon blank forms provided by the board of barber examiners for such 
purposes. . 

An application for a barber shop, school or college license shall be in 
writing and verified on a form provided by the board of barber examiners. 
Upon receipt of an application for a license hereunder, and upon payment 
of the imitial inspection fee, said board of barber examiners shall cause an 
investigation and inspection to be made as to the character of the applicant, 
and upon proper notice and after proper hearing shall report its findings 
to the secretary of the board of barber examiners, who shall grant a 
license, if the board of barber examiners finds that the applicant is of 
good character, and that the proposed barber shop, school or college is 
equipped and will be conducted as required by this act. Every applica- 
tion must be granted or refused within thirty (80) days from the date 
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of filing of such application or within fifteen (15) days after the close 
of the hearing upon the application in case a hearing is held. 


K. No barber shop license shall be issued in this state to anyone except 
one who holds a regular valid barber’s certificate as provided for by this 
act, and no barber shop shall be maintained or conducted in this state 
except by one who holds a barber shop license issued by the board of 
barber examiners as provided by this act, and this certificate shall not be 
transferable as to person or place. 

F. Before a license is issued to conduct a barber shop, school or college 
which shall be established in this State on or after the date this act goes 
into effect, such barber shop, school or college must be inspected and 
approved by the board of barber examiners and shall meet with the 
following requirements: (1) Must have both hot and cold running water 
connected with city water supply. In villages or towns where running 
water is not available, hot water tanks shall have not less than two (2) 
gallon capacity with gravity pressure. Waste water shall be disposed 
of through some system, carrying it away from thé building. This shall 
be done by sewer connections, or in a manner meeting with the require- 
ments of the state department of health rules and regulations, city ordi- 
nances, and having the approval of the city or village board of health, as 
required by law. (2) The head-rest of every barber chair must be 
equipped so that each customer will be supplied with clean fresh paper 
or towel before its use for any person. (3) Must have a closed cabinet 
for each chair, to keep instruments im when not in use, and must have 
proper sterilization equipment for immersing instruments before use on 
each customer. (4) Must have sufficient number of towels so that each 
customer will be served with a clean laundered towel. (5) Must be well 
lighted, well ventilated, and kept in a clean, orderly and sanitary condition 
at all times. (6) Must pay to the board of barber examiners the required fee. 


G. All barber shops, barber schools or colleges shall be open for 
inspection at any time during business hours, to any member of the board, 
or its agents or assistants, and it shall be the duty of every owner or 
manager of a barber shop licensed under this act to make certain that 
each barber employed therein holds a certificate to practice barbering in 
Montana, and that all employees observe the sanitary rules of the state 
department of health and the board of barber examiners and report to the 
board of barber examiners the name of any person practicing barbering 
therein, who has a communicable disease. | 

H. The board of barber examiners may either refuse to issue or renew, 
or may suspend or revoke any barber shop or barber school or college 
license for any one or combination of the following causes: (1) The 
violation of any of the provisions of subdivisions 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of 
subsection F of this section, subsection G of this section, and section 66-405; 
(2) Conviction of a felony, shown by a certified copy of the record of the 
court of conviction; (8) Gross malpractice or gross incompetency; (4) 
Continued practice by a person knowingly having an infectious or contagious 
disease; (5) Advertising by. means of knowingly false or deceptive 
statements; (6) Advertising, practicing or attempting to practice under 
a trade name other than one’s own; (7) Habitual drunkenness or habitual 
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addiction to the use of morphine, cocaine, or other habit-forming drugs; 
(8) The commission of any of the offenses described in section 66-409. 


I. Any applicant whose license has been refused, suspended or revoked 
by the board of barber examiners under this act may within ten (10) days 
of such action file a petition in the district court in the county in which 
the applicant resides. The licensee shall be named as plaintiff and the 
board of barber examiners as defendant. Said court shall have juris- 
diction after notice to the board of barber examiners to hear and determine 
said petition in a summary manner, and to reverse, vacate or modify the 
order of the board of barber examiners complained of, if upon consideration 
of the record, such court is of the opinion that such order was unlawful 
or unreasonable. The trial of the district court upon such an appeal shall 
be de novo. The decision of the board of barber examiners shall not be 
stayed by the proceedings on appeal and such appeal shall not operate to 
restore the right of the licensee to operate a barber shop pending such 
appeal. The attorney general shall defend said action of the board of 
barber examiners on behalf of the state; but the county attorney of the 
eounty where the petition is filed, at the request of the attorney general, 
shall appear and defend such action.

Any person engaged in the 
practice of barbering in this state at the time this act goes into effect, 
provided he furnish a satisfactory physician’s certificate, approved by the 
state board of health, shall be granted a certificate of registration as regis- 
tered barber without other examination, provided further that such person 
shall apply for a certificate on or before August 1, 1929. 


Any barber shop, school or college established, maintained and operated 
in this state prior to the date this act goes into effect, provided its owner or

For the purpose of this act, a city or town shall be 
deemed to include, in addition to the territory within its legal limits, the 
territory adjacent to it and lying within three miles of said legal limits. 
In determining whether any such price agreement is just and will best 
protect the public health and safety, the board shall take into consideration 
all conditions affecting the barber business in its relation to the public 
health and safety. 

(3) In determining reasonable minimum prices the board of barber 
examiners shall take into consideration the necessary cost incurred in the 
city or town in maintaining a barber shop in a clean, healthful and sanitary 
condition. 

(4) The board of barber examiners, after making such investigation, 
shall fix by official order the minimum price for all work usually performed 
in a barber shop within the city or town in which such price agreement has 
been signed. The board of barber examiners may upon the petition of 50% 
of the barbers of the said city or town readjust the minimum prices and 
such new prices must be approved by 75% of the barbers in the city or 
town providing that any apprentice barber shall charge not less than 50% 
of the approved price in the said city or town. Provided, further, that 
this section shall not apply to students who have been enrolled less than 
six months in any barber college in the state of Montana or until they 
become apprentice barbers. 

The board of barber examiners shall have authority to make necessary 
rules and regulations for the administration of the provisions of this act 
not inconsistent with this act nor the laws of the state.

the county jail for not less than ten (10) days nor more than ninety (90) 
days, or both. In addition to the penalty hereinbefore prescribed, the 
board of barber examiners may, after hearing, suspend or revoke any 
barber’s certificate of registration, or license to operate a barber shop, 
school or college, or both by reason of any person wilfully violating this 
act or persistently failing to conform to the lawful rules and regulations 
promulgated by the board of barber examiners.

66-411. (3228.29) Fees to be paid by apprentices, students, barbers and 
barber shops. A. The fee to be paid by an applicant for an examination 
to determine his or her fitness to receive a certificate of registration to 
practice barbering as defined in this act, shall be fifteen ($15.00) dollars, 
and for the issuance of said certificate an additional three ($3.00) dollars. 
The fee to be paid by an apprentice or student for a certificate of registra- 
tion shall be the sum of three ($3.00) dollars. 


B. Each person registered as a barber, or barber apprentice, shall on 
or before the first day of July of each year pay a license fee of three ($3.00) 
dollars for the renewal of his or her certificate of registration, and if any 
barber, or barber apprentice, shall fail to have such certificate renewed on 
or before the first day of August of each year such barber, or barber 
apprentice, shall upon the renewal of said certificate of registration pay a 
penalty, or a restoration fee, of five ($5.00) dollars, in addition to the 
regular fee of three ($3.00) dollars provided for herein, and if a certificate 
of registration is not renewed within one year after date of expiration 
thereof, such barber, or barber apprentice, shall not be entitled to have such 
certificate of registration renewed, or a new certificate of registration issued, 
without first applying for and taking the examination and paying the fees 
provided for by this section. Provided, further, however, that physically 
handicapped men and women, trained for the barber profession by the state 
bureau of civilian rehabilitation and certified by that department as having 
successfully completed a six (6) months course in a reputable barber college 
will not be required to pay any fees, but will for a period of one (1) year 
immediately following their training be exempted from all except the 
sanitary provisions of the barber act, or any of its amendments, and 
provided, further, that no other or additional license, or fee, shall be 
imposed upon barbers, or barber apprentices, by any municipality or 
other subdivision of the state of Montana. 

E. In addition to the fees and charges now provided by existing law, 
all barber shops heretofore established, and which have been under the in- 
spection of the board of barber examiners, shall pay an annual license fee of 
one ($1.00) dollar. Barber shops hereafter established shall pay an initial 
inspection license fee of fifteen ($15.00) dollars for the first year or portion 
thereof, and shall pay an annual license fee of one ($1.00) dollar for each 
calendar year thereafter. 
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F. All barber shops, schools or college licenses shall expire on the 31st 
day of May of each year, following the issuance of said license, and every 
owner or manager of a barber shop, school or college which continues in 
active operation shall annually, on or before May 31st renew his barber 
shop, school or college license and pay the required fee. 


Every barber shop, school or college license which has not been renewed 
during the month of May in any year shall expire on the 31st day of May 
in that year, and for the restoration of an expired barber shop license 
the fee shall be ten ($10.00) dollars, and for an expired barber school or 
college license, the fee shall be fifty-five ($55.00) dollars.

The governor of the state of Montana shall, within thirty days after 
the taking effect of this act, appoint three chiropractors, who shall possess 
the qualifications specified in section 66-501, to constitute the members of 
said board. Said members shall be so classified by the governor that the term 
of office of one shall expire in one year, one in two years, and one in three 
years from the date of appointment. Annually thereafter the governor 
shall appoint one member, who shall be a licensed chiropractic practitioner 
and possessed of the qualifications specified in section 66-501, to serve for 
a period of three years and shall fill all vacancies in said board caused by 
death or otherwise as soon as practicable.

The board shall hold a regular meeting on the first Tuesday of October 
in each year at the capital of the state, and shall hold special meetings at 
such times and places as the board, or a majority of the members thereof, 
may designate; provided, that not more than four meetings shall be held 
in any one year. A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum. 

Said board shall have authority to administer oaths, take affidavits, 
summon witnesses, and take testimony as to matters coming within the 
scope of the board. They shall adopt a seal, which shall be affixed to all 
licenses issued by them, and shall from time to time adopt such rules and 
regulations as they deem proper and necessary for the performance of 
their duties, and they shall adopt a schedule of minimum educational 
requirements, not inconsistent with the provisions of this law, which shall 
be without prejudice, partiality, or discrimination as to the different 
schools of chiropractic. The secretary of said board shall keep a record 
of the proceedings of the board, which shall at all times be open to public 
inspection. Said board shall also keep on file with the secretary of state 
a copy of their rules and regulations for public inspection. 

A license to practice chiropractic within this state shall be issued to the 
individual members of said board at the first meeting of said board upon 
payment of the regular fee as provided for in this act.

Any person 
wishing to practice chiropractic in this state after March 15, 1919, shall make 
application to said board of chiropractic examiners through the secretary- 
treasurer thereof, upon such form and in such manner as may be prescribed 
and directed by the board, at least fifteen days prior to any meeting of said 
board. Each applicant shall be a graduate of a chartered school of chiro- 
practic, in which he actually attended a course of study of at least four 
school years of eight months each, preceded by a four years’ high school 
eourse. Application shall be in writing and shall be sworn to by some officer 
authorized to administer oaths, and shall recite the history of applicant’s 
educational qualifications, how long he has studied chiropractic, of what 
school or college he is a graduate, the length of time he has been engaged in 
practice, accompanying the same with proofs thereof, in the shape of 
diplomas, certificates, etc., and shall accompany said application with satis- 
factory evidence of good character and reputation.

Such application shall be designated by a 
number instead of the applicant’s name, so that the identity will not be 
discovered or disclosed to the members of the board until after the exami- 
nation papers are graded. .

The state board of chiropractic examiners may refuse to grant 
or revoke a license to practice chiropractic in this state, or may cause a 
licentiate’s name to be removed from the records in the office of the recorder 
of deeds in this state, upon any of the following grounds, to-wit: The 
employment of fraud or deception in applying for a license or in passing an 
examination provided for in this act; the practice of chiropractic under a 
false or assumed name, or the impersonation of another practitioner of like 
or different name; the conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude; 
habitual intemperance in the use of ardent spirits, narcotics, or stimulants, 
to such an extent as to incapacitate him or her for the performance of their 
professional duties.

ing chiropractic. 

The failure or refusal on the part of the holder of a license to have it 
recorded before he or she shall be in the practice of chiropractic in this 
state, after having been notified by the state board of chiropractic exam- 
iners to do so, shall be sufficient grounds to revoke or cancel a license and 
render it null and void.

($5.00), and the presentation of evidence satisfactory to said board that

All examinations and renewal fees received by the state 
board of chiropractic examiners under this act shall be paid to the secretary- 
treasurer of said board, who shall at the end of each month deposit the 
same with the state treasurer, and the said state treasurer shall place said 
money so received in a special fund of the state board of chiropractic 
examiners and shall pay the same out in warrants drawn by the auditor of 
the state thereof, upon vouchers issued and signed by the president and the 
secretary-treasurer of said board. Said money so received and placed in 
said fund may be used by the state board of chiropractic examiners in 
defraying their expenses in carrying out the provisions of this act.

(1) There is hereby created a 
state board of chiropody medical examiners consisting of one physician to 
be selected at its annual meeting by the state board of medical examiners 
from its membership, the secretary of the state board of medical examiners, 
and two chiropodists to be selected and to serve as hereinafter provided. 
The Montana Association of Chiropodists shall select six chiropodists from 
its membership, who shall be residents of and shall have engaged in the 
active practice of chiropody for at least two years in this state, and shall 
be of high integrity and ability. Within thirty days from and after the 
selection. of said six chiropodists as aforesaid, the governor of Montana 
shall appoint three of their number and so designate the term of office of 
each, that the term of office of one member shall expire in one (1) year, 
one in two (2) years, and one in three (3) years, from date of appointment ; 
annually thereafter, the governor shall appoint one member who shall be 
a licensed chiropodist possessing the qualifications hereinbefore mentioned 
who shall serve for a period of three (3) years or until his successor shall 
have been appointed by the governor. Should any vacaney arise on 
aforesaid board before the expiration of the term of office of any of 
the chiropodist members of said board; such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment by the governor within thirty days, such appointee to possess 
the qualifications heretofore stated, and to be selected from those remaining 
of the said six chiropodists theretofore selected by the Montana Association 
of Chiropodists unless said number of selected chiropodists shall have 
been exhausted. 


(2) Examinations shall be held semi-annually at such places and time 
as the state board of chiropody medical examiners shall direct. On and 
after the date of the taking effect of this act, all persons who may wish 
to begin practice of chiropody in this state, shall make application upon a 
blank form authorized and furnished by said state board of medical exam- 
iners, for a license to practice chiropody, This application shall be granted to 
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such applicants, after they shall have furnished satisfactory proof of being at 
least twenty-one (21) years of age, of good moral character, of having 
attained high school graduation or its equivalent and of having had at 
least two years of instruction in an accredited school of chiropody recog- 
nized as being in good standing by the Montana board of chiropody 
medical examiners, but after June Ist, 1941, no school of chiropody shall 
be accredited by said board which does not require for graduation four 
years of instruction in the study of chiropody. All echiropodists, actively 
engaged in the practice of chiropody one or more years and licensed by 
the state board of medical examiners, prior to April Ist, 1989, whether 
meeting these requirements or not, shall, upon furnishing proof thereof 
to said board of chiropody medical examiners be entitled to a license 
without examination. A license without written examination may be issued 
to chiropodists of other states maintaining equal statutory requirements 
for the practice of chiropody and extending the same reciprocal privilege 
to this state provided further that they have had a valid license for at 
least two years in that state prior to filing for reciprocal privilege, and 
by payment of fifty dollars ($50.00) to the board of medical examiners fund.

66-801. (8228.1) License required to practice or teach cosmetology or 
operate a beauty shop or school, and provisions for registration of schools of 
cosmetology and providing for certification of trained physically handicap- 
ped persons. No person shall practice or teach cosmetology without a license 
and no place shall be used or maintained for the teaching of cosmetology, for 
compensation, except under a certificate of registration, and no person shall 
own, operate, manage or conduct a beauty shop or school and teach the 
art therein, or practice therein, without a manager-operator license, and 
such manager-operator license shall not be issued unless the applicant 
therefor shall have been actively engaged in, or practicing beauty culture 
in this state for a period of one (1) year preceding such application, in 
addition to possessing the other requirements provided for a practitioner 
or teacher of cosmetology in this act. Said licenses and said certificate of 
registration shall be issued only in conformity with this act, provided that 
this section, insofar as it refers to the right of individuals to operate a 
beauty shop shall not be applicable to physically handicapped persons 
trained for cosmetology by the state bureau of vocational rehabilitation 
or by the rehabilitation division of the United States veterans administration. 

Upon proper certification from the state director of the state bureau of 
vocational rehabilitation that a beneficiary of that department has success- 
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fully completed the required apprenticeship or training in a shop or beauty 
school, or a similar certification from the chief of the rehabilitation and 
education division of the Montana regional office of the United States 
veterans administration that a beneficiary of that department has success- 
fully completed the required apprenticeship or training in a shop or beauty 
school, and has passed the examination given by the Montana state examin- 
ing board of beauty culturists for an operator’s license, the secretary of the 
state board of cosmetology shall issue such person the necessary certificate 
or license to practice the profession in Montana, including the right to 
open and operate a beauty shop.

66-802. (3228.2) Definition. The practice and teaching of cosmetology 
is defined to be and includes any or all work generally and usually included 
in the term “hairdressing” and “beauty culture” and performed in so-called 
hairdressing and beauty shops, or by itinerant cosmetologists, which work 
is done for the embellishment, cleanliness and beautification of the hair, 
scalp, face, arms or hands. Provided, however, that itinerant cosmetologists 
shall not be construed to include itinerant cosmetologists who perform 
their services. without compensation for demonstration purposes, in any 
regularly established store or place of business, holding a license from 
the state of Montana as such store or place of business.

66-803. (3228.3) Requirements for practicing or teaching cosmetology 
or operating a school of cosmetology. Before anyone may practice or teach 
cosmetology, or any person, firm, or co-partnership, or corporation may 
operate a school of cosmetology, such person, firm, or co-partnership or 
corporation must obtain a license or certificate of registration from the state 
board as hereinafter provided. To be eligible to take the examination to 
practice cosmetology, the applicant must not be less than eighteen (18) years 
of age and a graduate of the eighth grade school, and must be of good mora! 
character. Such applicant must have completed a continuous course of 
study of at least two thousand (2,000) hours in an accredited beauty school, 
which course of study has been distributed over a period of not less 
than ten (10) months or more than twelve (12) months, and has received 
a diploma from said beauty school. Such person so qualified must file 
with the secretary of the state board, a written application to take such 
examination accompanied by a health certificate issued by a registered, 
licensed physician on a form supplied by the state board, and shall deposit 
with the secretary of the said board, the required examination fee and 
pass an examination as to his or her fitness to practice cosmetology. 
Before an applicant may take an examination to obtain a license as a 
teacher of cosmetology, he or she must have a diploma from an accredited 
beauty school, and must also have a license to practice cosmetology, 
and must show that he or she has been actively engaged as a beauty

operator for three (3) continuous years prior to taking said teachers’ 
examination. Said applicant must qualify by filmg an application as 
prescribed by the. board and by taking and passing such examination as 
prescribed and given by the state board before a license shall issue. Such 
license must be renewed annually as herein provided. 

Provided, however, that the state board may issue apprentice licenses 
to applicants who are not less than sixteen years of age and of good moral 
character. Such applicants must register with the secretary of the state 
board before commencing the apprenticeship upon such form as the state 
board shall prescribe for such apprenticeship license. Such apprentice, 
after two (2) continuous years under a licensed cosmetologist, must take 
the state board examination for an operator’s license. Provided, however, 
the board shall not issue more than one (1) apprenticeship license to a 
licensed beauty shop, excepting such shops as have five or more licensed 
operators, in which case the number of apprentices shall be limited to 
one (1) apprentice for every five (5) operators or a fraction thereof. 

Provided, further, the board may grant to graduates of accredited 
schools of this state upon the payment of a fee of two dollars ($2.00) a 
temporary license authorizing such graduates to practice as an operator 
under the supervision of a licensed cosmetologist, in the practice of hair- 
dressing and beauty culture, for a period of not to exceed ninety (90) days, 
or until the next examination is held by the board. No such temporary 
license shall be issued except upon the presentation by the applicant of 
a certificate of graduation from a registered school of the state of Montana, 
and such temporary licenses shall not be renewable. 

No person, firm, or co-partnership, or corporation shall operate a school 
for the purpose of teaching cosmetology for compensation unless a certificate 
of registration has been first obtained from the state board. Application 
for such certificate shall be filed with such board on such form as the 
board shall prescribe. 

No school for teaching cosmetology shall be granted a certificate of 
registration unless it complies, or can comply, with the following require- 
ments: 

(1) Have in its employ a licensed teacher who shall be, at all times, in 
the immediate supervision of the work of said school, or such other teachers 
as the state board may determine is necessary for the proper conduct of 
said school. Provided, however, that there shall not be more than twenty- 
five (25) students.to each such teacher. 

(2) It shall possess such apparatus and equipment as the state board 
may determine is necessary for the ready and full teaching of all subjects 
or practices of cosmetology. 

(3) It shall maintain a school term of not less than two thousand (2,000) 
hours extending over a period of ten (10) consecutive months, and shall pre- 
scribe a course of practical training and technical instructions equal to the 
requirements for state board examinations, which course of training and 
technical instruction shall be prescribed by the state board. 

_ (4) It shall keep a daily record of the attendance of each student, 
establish grades, and hold examinations before issuing diplomas. 

(5) No owner, or person in charge of a school of cosmetology shall 
permit any person to sleep in or use for residential purposes, or any other 
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purpose which would tend to make the room unsanitary, any room used, 
wholly or in part for a school of cosmetology. 7 

(6) Certificates of registration may be refused, revoked, or suspended, 
as provided in section 66-811. 

(7) The state board shall have the power to prescribe such further 
rules and regulations as they deem necessary for the proper conduct of 
schools of cosmetology. 

If a licensee shall contract a communicable disease, endangering the 
public health, the board shall, upon proof of same, cancel or suspend his or 
her license until such time as said licensee can secure a physician’s certificate 
showing that such licensee is free from communicable disease.

—term—appointment— qualifications. There is hereby created a state ex- 
amining board which shall be called and styled “the Montana state examin- 
ing board of beauty culturists’”, consisting of three members, each of whom 
shall be a hairdresser or cosmetologist, to be appointed by the governor, 
from a list of six persons recommended by the Montana state hairdressers’ 
association.

66-806. (3228.6) Power of board to promulgate rules and regulations 
and to approve price agreements. (1) The Montana state examining board 
of beauty culturists shall have power to approve price agreements among 
licensed practitioners and students in beauty schools, under this act, where- 
by minimum prices for hairdressing and beauty culture are established by 
explicit written agreement signed and executed by at least seventy-five 
(75%) per cent of the practitioners in any county within the state of Mon- 
tana, and submitted to the board by such signing group over the signatures 
of all thereof; providing also that beauty schools shall charge for students’ 
work, not less than fifty (50%) per cent of the established minimum prices, 
as determined and approved by seventy-five (75%) per cent of the prac- 
titioners in that particular area. Upon receipt of such price agreements, so 
executed, the board shall proceed to investigate the reasons therefor and the 
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necessity of justification for such agreement with or without public hearing 
thereon, and in the event that the board, in its discretion, concludes that such 
price agreement is just and under the conditions obtaining for the particular 
territory involved, will best protect the public health and safety by affording 
a sufficient minimum price for hairdressing and beauty culture to enable the 
practitioners to furnish modern and healthful services, and appliances to 
minimize danger to the public health, the board may approve such agree- 
ments for the term proposed therefor or for such shorter term as the board 
may deem proper. 

(2) The board shall also have power to consider separately, the petition 
of an incorporated town or city, when accompanied by the signatures of at 
least two-thirds (24) of the licensed practitioners in such town or city and 
the board may approve, if deemed necessary, according to the purpose of 
this act, any changes in existing price agreements or establish new agree- 
ments, when approved by seventy-five (75%) per cent of the licensed practi- 
tioners within such town or city. All other communities and territory 
adjacent to any town or city and all other areas in the county shall abide by 
the rules and agreements heretofore prescribed for that particular county. 

For the purposes above, a city or town shall be deemed to include, in ad- 
dition to the territory lying within its legal boundaries, the territory ad- 
jacent to it and lying within three miles of said legal boundaries, in any 
direction. 

(3) In determining whether any such price agreement is necessary and 
just, and will protect the public health and safety, the board shall give 
consideration to all conditions affecting hairdressing and the beauty culture 
art, as practiced, in its relation to public health and safety, and also to the 
necessary costs incurred in the particular territorial area in maintaining 
shops or parlors in sanitary and attractive condition. 


(4) The price agreement as proposed, or as modified by the board, 
shall be put into effect by official order of the board, which shall plainly state 
the minimum price for all work usually performed in a beauty shop or 
parlor within the county, city or town in which the price agreement has 
been signed, and for which it is effective. If the board, at the time of the 
receipt of the proposal, or at any time thereafter, including any time sub- 
sequent to its order, either upon petition of two-thirds (24) of the signa- 
tories to said price agreement, or upon the board’s initial motion finds that 
the minimum prices so fixed by its order are insufficient or improperly ad- 
justed, to provide healthful services to the public and keep the shops and 
parlors in a safe, sanitary and attractive condition, then the board shall have 
authority to modify said minimum prices by prescribing such increases, ad- 
justments or decreases, if necessary, best calculated to realize said objectives. 


(5) The state board shall prescribe reasonable rules for the conduct of 
its business and for the qualification, examination and registration of appli- 
eants to practive or teach cosmetology, and for applicants for manager- 
operator licenses, and for the regulation and instruction of apprentices and 
students, and for the conduct of schools of cosmetology for apprentices and 
students, and generally for the conduct of the persons, firms or corporations 
affected by this act, within the limits of the act.

the interested parties, which notice shall contain a brief statement of the 
reasons for the contemplated action of the board and designate a proper 
time and place for the hearing of all interested parties before any final 
action is taken as hereinafter provided; provided, however, that due notice 
within the provisions of this section shall be deemed to have been given when 
the board shall have placed in a United States postoffice a copy of the notice 
as hereinabove provided, addressed to the designated or last known residence 
of the person applying for such license or to whom such license has already 
been issued; provided, further, that any person, firm, copartnership or corpo- 
ration whose license to do business as herein provided is revoked or sus- 
pended or who is refused a license or a renewal of a license already issued 
may commence an action in a court of competent jurisdiction against the 
state board of cosmetology for the purpose of cancelling or obtaining other 
relief from the act of the said board.

No other or additional license or fee shall be 
imposed by any municipal corporation or any other political subdivision of 
the state of Montana for the practice or teaching of cosmetology.

tions.—There is hereby created a state board of dental examiners of the 
state of Montana which board shall consist of five (5) members, and shall 
be composed of the present member personnel of the board of dental ex- 
aminers superseded by this act, until the time when their respective terms 
of office would expire, except for this act and upon the expiration of such 
respective periods of time for which any member of said board would serve, 
the governor shall appoint his successor who shall hold office for five (5) 
years and until his successor shall be appointed and qualify; and thereafter 
as often as the term of any member of said board shall expire, the governor 
shall appoint his successor as herein provided for said term of five (5) 
years. 

Any vacaney upon the board caused by the resignation, death or re- 
moval of a member shall be filled by the governor by appointment for the 
unexpired term of that member. 

The Montana state dental association shall, through its secretary, pre- 
sent to the governor within fifteen (15) days after its regular annual meet- 
ing, a list of the names of not less than five candidates from which ap- 
pointments for vacancies on the board occurring during the ensuing year 
may be made, provided that at all times at least three (8) members of the 
board shall be appointed by the governor from the list of candidates so 
submitted by the said association. No person shall be eligible to member- 
ship on said board of dental examiners who has not been legally qualified 
to practice, and who has not been engaged in the active practice of dentistry 
in the state of Montana for at least five (5) continuous years immediately 
prior thereto, and who does not at the time of his appointment hold a cer- 
tificate entitling him to practice dentistry in the state of Montana, and who 
is not a citizen of the United States and a resident of the state of Montana.

All moneys received by the board and/or its officers for the board, shall 
be paid to the secretary-treasurer of the board, who shall be the custodian 
of the board’s receipts and funds, and all disbursements shall be made by 
him in aceordance with this act, and the directors of the board. 


The secretary-treasurer shall give bond in such amount as the board

(2) The board may, in its discretion, permit any dental student who 
shall have successfully completed his or her junior year in a recognized 
dental school, and who files proof satisfactory to the board that he or she 
has the preliminary education in this section described, to take written 
examination in such subjects as he or she has completed, and all satisfactory 
grades there secured shall be credited upon the final examination of such 
student. The board shall require a fee of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars for 
such examination, which fee shall apply on the final examination to be taken 
by such applicant. 


(8) The board shall adopt a uniform code of rules and regulations 
within the limitations of this act, governing the matter of examinations for 
license to practice dentistry in the state of Montana, which examinations 
shall be open to any applicant meeting the requirements of this act, and 
shall also provide in such code for giving reasonable notice of the time and 
place where examinations shall be held. 


(4) The examination hereinabove above referred to shall be practical in 
character and sufficiently thorough to test the fitness of the applicant to 
practice dentistry. It shall include, written in the English language, ques- 
tions on any or all of the following subjects: Anatomy, histology, physi- 
ology, chemistry, materia medica and therapeutics, metallurgy, pathology, 
bacteriology, anesthesis, operative and surgical dentistry, prosthetic den- 
tistry, prophylaxis, and orthodontia, and any additional subjects pertain- 
ing to dental service. Said written examination may be supplemented by 
oral examinations. Demonstrations of the applicant’s skill in operative and 
prosthetic dentistry shall also be required. Said examination shall be con- 
ducted under oath or affirmation before said board, and any member of said 
board is empowered to administer the necessary oath of affirmation. 


(5) <All persons successfully passing such examination shall be regis- 
tered as licensed dentists in the board register, as hereinabove provided 
and, upon payment of an additional twenty-five ($25.00) dollars shall receive 
a certificate signed by the president and secretary of said board, in sub- 
stantially the following form, to-wit:

where the question of the contents of such paper or papers is properly 
involved.

(3115.6) Certificate to be registered in counties where prac- 
ticing—replacing lost certificates—second examination on failure—admis- 
sion of dentists from other states—reciprocity—annual license fee—reduc- 
tion allowed, when—inactive fee—due date of annual fee—revocation of li- 
cense for failure to pay. (1) ‘The certificate in this act provided for shall 
entitle the holder thereof to practice dentistry in any county in the state of 
Montana, provided such certificate shall first be filed for registration and 
registered in the office of the county recorder of the county in which such 
holder desires to practice, and nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to permit any holder of any certificate to practice in any county in this state 
unless such certificate shall have been first registered in the office of the 
recorder of such county as herein provided; provided further that any such 
holder of a certificate may practice in more than one or in any number 
of counties in this state on having such certificate registered in each of 
such counties in which such holder desires to practice. Said board of dental 
examiners shall, upon satisfactory proof of.the loss of any such certificate 
issued under the provisions of this act, issue a duplicate certificate in 
place thereof, and a fee of one dollar shall be charged for issuing such 
certificate.

accredited four year high school or has actual scholastic credits equivalent 
to a four year high school course and (3) who ls.a graduate of a recognized 
dental school or college, and (4) who has been lawfully and continuously 
engaged in the practice of dentistry for five years or more immediately 
before filing his application to practice in this state and (5) who shall de- 
posit in person with the secretary-treasurer of the board a duly attested 
certificate from the examining board of the state or territory in which he is 
registered and/or licensed, certifying to the fact of his registration and li- 
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cense and of his being a person of good moral character and of profes- 
sional attainments, may, (6) upon the payment of a fee of fifty dollars 
($50.00) and (7) after satisfactory practical examination demonstrating his 
proficiency, be granted a license to practice dentistry in this state, without 
being required to take an examination in theory.

have the power to reduce the annual license fee of four dollars to the sum of 
one ($1.00) dollar or more (but not in excess of four ($4.00) dollars) per 
year when the amount of the balance of cash in the hands of the secretary- 
treasurer reaches the sum of four thousand dollars, it being the intent of this 
act that said fund shall be maintained at an approximate level of four thou- 
sand dollars. Notice of such change in the amount of dues shall be given to 
each dentist registered in the state, by the secretary-treasurer. 

(4) In the event any registered dentist absents himself from the state 
for a period of one or more years, or does not engage in active practice with- 
in the state of Montana, he may continue his license in good standing by the 
payment of one dollar each year, or, at the discretion of the board, he may 
be reinstated upon the payment of a fee of one dollar ($1.00) for each 
year’s absence. Such annual payments shall be made prior to May first 
in each and every year, and receipt or certificate therefor shall be issued 
by the secretary-treasurer of the board.

fesses to prescribe for, treats or professes to treat disease, pain, deformity,

accusation. All accusations must be in writing, verified by some party 
familiar with the facts therein charged, and three copies thereof must be 
filed with the secretary of the board. Upon receiving the accusation the 
board shall, if it deem the accusation sufficient, make an order setting the 
same for hearing, and requiring the accused to appear and answer such 
charge or accusation at said hearing, at a specified time and place, and the 
secretary shall cause a true copy of said order of the board and of the 
accusation or charge to be served upon the accused at least ten (10) days 
before the day appointed in the order for said hearing. 

(5) The process issued by the board, or any member thereof, shall 
extend to all parts of the state, and may be served by any persons authorized 
to serve process of courts of record, or by any person designated for that 
purpose by the board or any member thereof. Proof of service shall be 
made as provided in civil cases in courts of record and shall be filed 
with the secretary of the board. The person executing any such process 
shall receive such compensation as may be allowed by the board, not to 
exceed the fees now prescribed by law for similar service, and such fees 
shall be paid in the same manner as provided herein for the fees of witnesses. 
The accused must appear at the time appointed in the order and answer the 
charges and make his defense to the same, unless for sufficient cause, upon 
the accused’s application or the board’s order, the board assign another 
day for that purpose. 

(6) If the accused does not appear the board may proceed and 
determine the accusation in his absence. If the accused confess the accusa- 
tion or refuse to answer the charge, or upon the hearing thereof, the 
board shall find the charge or accusation (whether one or more) true, it 
may proceed to an order either revoking the license of the accused or 
suspending it for a fixed period. The board and the accused may have 
the benefit of counsel, and the board shall have the power to administer 
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oaths, take depositions of witnesses in the manner provided by law in 
civil cases, and to issue subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of papers, books, accounts, documents and testimony in any 
inquiry, investigation, hearing or proceeding in any part of the state. Such 
subpoena shall be issued over the signature of the secretary of the board 
and the seal thereof, and in the name of the state of Montana. 

(7) Upon revocation or suspension of any license the fact shall be 
noted upon the records of the state board of dental examiners of the state 
of Montana and the license shall be marked as cancelled upon the date of its 
revocation, or suspended, as the case may be.

Any dental hygienist duly licensed to practice as such in another state 
having and maintaining an equal standard of laws regulating the practice 
of dental hygienists within this state and who is a graduate of an accredited 
high school maintaining a complete four (4) year course and who is also a 
graduate of a recognized school of dental hygiene, and who is of good 
moral character and is desirous of removing to this state, and deposits in 
person with the board of dental examiners a certificate from the examining 
board of the state in which he or she is licensed, certifying to the fact of 
his or her being licensed and that he or she is of good moral character 
and professional attainments, may, upon the payment of a fee of ten dollars 
($10.00), at the discretion of the board, be granted a license to practice 
in this state without further examination. As to any person so applying 
and who has been licensed in a state not maintaining a standard of laws 
equal to those in force within this state, the board may license such persons 
upon the payment of the fee provided for above, furnishing the same 
evidence as to licensing, good moral character, and professional attainments, 
and passing such further examinations as the board of dental examiners 
shall deem necessary.

Any dental assistant who can produce satisfactory evidence that such 
person has been employed as a dental hygienist in the office of a regularly 
licensed dentist in the state of Montana for one or more years prior to 
the passage of this act, may, upon payment of a fee of ten ($10.00) dollars, 
be granted a certificate to practice by the state dental board. Such cer- 
tificate must be secured before such person may continue practice as a 
hygienist.

ners. The governor, with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
seven learned, skilled, and capable physicians, who shall have been resi- 
dents of the state of Montana for not less than two years preceding their 
appointment, not more than two of whom shall be from the same county, 
and who have attended three courses of lectures, and are graduates of 
aceredited colleges of medicine, who shall constitute the board of examiners 
for the purpose of this article. The physicians so appointed shall hold 
their respective offices for seven years; provided, that the terms in office 
of those constituting the present board shall not be affected by the pro- 
visions of this act; and the terms of their successors shall be so arranged 
as to succeed the present incumbents as their terms expire; and provided, 
also, that all the vacancies occurring shall be likewise filled by appointment 
by the governor, with the advise and consent of the senate. Appointments 
made when the senate is not in session shall take effect immediately, and 
may be confirmed at the next ensuing session.

66-1002. (3117) Organization of board—register—rules. The board of 
medical examiners must, on the first Tuesday of April of each year, elect 
from among their number a president, vice president, secretary, and treas- 
urer. The board must adopt a seal, upon which shall appear the words, 
“The board of medical examiners of Montana” and the further words, 
“official seal’, and all acts, rules and regulations, certificates and licenses 
shall be authenticated by said seal. Four members of said board shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The president and secretary shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths in examination of applicants for certificates, and to witnesses 
ealled before the board in the transaction of business, hearings or other 
proceedings under the provisions of this act. The board of medical examiners 
must hold meetings for examinations at the seat of government on the first 
Tuesday in April and in October of each year, and may hold meetings at 
such other times and at the same, or other places, as the board or its 
officers herein authorized may determine. The board must keep a record of 
all its proceedings and also a register of all applicants for a certificate, 
with the age of the applicant, time spent in the study of medicine, and the 
name and location of all the institutions granting to such applicant degrees 
or certificates of lectures attended, in medicine and surgery. The register 
must also show whether applicant was rejected, or has received a certificate 
under this act; such register is prima facie evidence of the verity of all the 
matters kept therein. The president or the secretary of the board may eall 
such special meetings of the board as may be deemed advisable or necessary. 
The board shall have the power to make, prescribe and promulgate rules 
and regulations to carry out and enforce the terms and provisions of the 
medical practice act of the state of Montana, and as amended or supple- 
mented, including rules and regulations governing admission by reciprocity.

person who is an applicant to practice medicine and surgery in the state 
of Montana shall apply to said board of medical examiners for a certificate 
so to do. Every person applying shall present his or her diploma to the 
said board for verification as to its genuineness ; 
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(a) if the diploma is found to be genuine, and is issued by a university, 
college or school currently approved by the council on medical education 
and hospitals of the American medical association, which fact said board 
shall determine, and 

(b) if the person presenting and claiming said diploma be the person 
to whom the same was originally granted, said person shall thereupon, 
submit to an examination at a time and place designated by said board, 
which may be the time and place of a regular meeting of said board, in 
and upon each of the following branches of medicine and surgery, to-wit: 
Anatomy, physiology, materia medica, therapeutics, practice of medicine, 
surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, diseases of the nervous 
system, and diseases of the eye and ear. Said board shall cause such examin- 
ation to be both scientific and practical, and of sufficient breadth, thorough- 
ness and intensity to test the candidate’s fitness to practice medicine and 
surgery. After examination, such board, if the candidate has been found 
qualified, shall grant a certificate to such candidate to practice medicine and 
surgery in the state of Montana, which said certificate can be granted only 
by the consent of not less than four (4) members of said board, and which 
said certificate shall be signed by the president and signed and attested 
by the secretary of said board and authenticated by the seal thereof; 
provided, however, that in all cases where an applicant for a certificate 
under this section shall produce and exhibit to said board a genuine ecerti- 
ficate from a board of medical examiners (however designated by the law of 
any other state) duly appointed and existing under the laws of any state 
of the United States, and which state through its said board recognizes 
certificates or licenses issued by the board of medical examiners of Montana, 
certifying to the facts: 

(1) that the person presenting such certificate is duly and well qualified 
to practice medicine and surgery in the state issuing said certificate, and 
that said board issuing said certificate has subjected the applicant to a 
thorough written examination to ascertain this fact, or certifying to 
the facts; 

(2) that the person presenting such certificate is duly and well qualified 
to practice medicine and surgery in the state issuing said certificate; and 
to the further fact, if such is the case, that said applicant was exempt from 
examination under the provisions of the law of said state, by reason of his 
residence in said state in the active practice of medicine and surgery at 
the time of the passage in said state of said law requiring the examination 
of applicants to practice medicine and surgery; and if said board of medical 
examiners is satisfied and finds that the requirements for admission to the 
practice of medicine and surgery in such other state, past or current, are 
the equivalent of the Montana requirements ; 


he or she may, in the sound discretion of said board of medical examiners 
of Montana, upon paying the fee required of applicants for examination 
under the provisions of section 66-1008, and otherwise complying with all 
the requirements of the medical practice act of Montana, receive from said 
board of medical examiners of Montana a certificate to practice medicine 
and surgery within this state, and upon filing said certificate with the county 
elerk of the county in which he resides, as provided in section 66-1005, said 
person shall be a legally qualified practitioner of medicine and surgery in 
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the state of Montana; provided, however, that the board may, in any case 
of an applicant for admission by reciprocity, require a full written examina- 
tion of said applicant. During any period intervening between the regular 
meetings of said board of medical examiners, any person desiring to practice 
medicine in this state may present his or her diploma to the president or 
secretary of said board, who may, upon the concurrence of any four (4) 
members of the board, issue a temporary certificate to practice, valid only 
until the next regular meeting of said board. 

All physicians and surgeons who hold certificates heretofore granted by 
the existing board of medical examiners of Montana, or who are now 
legally entitled to practice medicine and surgery in this state, shall be 
exempt from the provisions of this section. Licenses or certificates to 
practice medicine and surgery in the state of Montana shall be issued only 
to citizens of the United States of America. The board may, by specific 
regulation, prescribe and enforce reciprocity requirements current with 
changes in standards in the practice of medicine and surgery.

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66-1004. (3119) Examination of applicants for certificates—revocation 
of certificates—appeals from decision of board. (1) No person not hereto- 
fore licensed to do so shall be permitted to practice medicine in the state 
of Montana, unless he shall have first been subjected to a thorough examina- - 
tion as to his qualifications, learning, and professional skill by the state board 
of medical examiners, nor until he has been issued a certificate by such board, 
after such examination, admitting him to practice as a physician and 
surgeon in the state of Montana. The board may refuse to grant a cer- 
tificate for unprofessional, dishonorable, or immoral conduct. 

(2) Before a certificate can be refused for such cause, the board must 
serve in writing upon the applicant a copy of any charge or charges against 
him, and appoint a day for hearing, at which the applicant or any witness 
in his behalf may appear and give testimony in refutation of such charges. 
In case the board, after such hearing, refuse a certificate to the applicant, 
the decision specially stating the ground upon which such refusal was 
made must be reduced to writing and a copy thereof delivered to the 
applicant upon demand. Upon a like hearing the board may refuse a cer- 
tificate to any one who may publicly profess to cure or treat disease, 
injury, or deformity, in such a manner as to deceive the public. The 
hearing provided for herein must take place within twenty days after the 
service of the copy of the charges upon the applicant, unless further time 
is granted to the applicant, and the decision of the board must not be 
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later than ten days after the day of hearing. If the decision is not rendered 
within said period of ten days, the applicant is not subject to any penalties 
for practicing without a certificate during the time that elapses before the 
decision is made. 

(3) The board, with the concurrence of four members thereof, may 
revoke a certificate for unprofessional, dishonorable, or immoral conduct. 
Before such revocation can take place, a written complaint, specifically 
stating the charges against the person whose certificate is sought to be 
revoked, must be delivered to the board, and a copy thereof be served 
upon such person twenty days before the time fixed by the board for. the 
hearing of such charges. The board must fix the time and place for the 
hearing, at which the person charged may appear and produce testimony 
in refutation of such charges. If, after such hearing, the board revoke the 
certificate of such person, the ground upon which such revocation is 
made must be specifically stated by the board in writing, and a copy 
thereof delivered, on demand, to the person whose certificate is revoked. 

(4) In all cases of the refusal or the revocation of a certificate to 
practice medicine by said board, the person aggrieved thereby may appeal 
from the decision of the board as hereinafter provided. An appeal may 
be taken from the action of the state board of medical examiners in 
refusing to issue a certificate to practice medicine and surgery to any appli- 
cant after examination, or from the action of said board in revoking the 
certificate of any physician or surgeon, to the district court of the county 
in which such revocation or refusal was made. The appeal is taken by 
serving notice of appeal upon the secretary of the board of medical exam- 
iners and the attorney general of the state, within thirty days after notice 
from the board of medical examiners of its decision, and by filing within 
the same time with the clerk of the proper district court a verified copy 
of the decision from which appeal is taken, together with a verified copy of 
any charge or charges preferred against the applicant and filed with the 
board of medical examiners. 

(5) The appellant is required, at the time of filing such appeal, to 
furnish and file with the clerk of the court a good and sufficient bond, to 
be approved by the clerk of the court, with two good and sufficient sureties, 
in the sum of three hundred dollars, guaranteeing the payment of all costs 
of the appeal should the case be decided against the appellant, and the costs 
shall consist of the sheriff’s fees for serving jurors, jurors’ fees, and the fees 
of the clerk of the court. Such appeal shall thereafter be tried by the 
district court before a jury of six physicians—not less than two of whom 
shall be of the same school of medicine as the appellant—and in ease such 
jury cannot be obtained in the county where the case is tried, the judge 
of such court shall order subpoenas for physicians from any adjoining county 
or counties, which subpoenas shall be served by the sheriff of such adjoining 
county upon receipt, after the clerk of the court where the subpoena is 
issued shall have sent by registered mail such subpoena to such sheriff. 
Bias or prejudice or fixed opinion shall constitute a ground of challenge 
to a juror for cause, and the appellant and the medical board shall each 
have the right to peremptorily challenge not more than two of such jurors. 

(6) When the jury shall have been selected and sworn to try the 
cause, they constitute a higher examining board for the purpose of in- 
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quiring into whether or not the judgment of the board of medical examiners 
should be affirmed or overruled upon the issues presented to such board, 
and such jury may make such examination of the appellant as they may 
deem necessary or desirable. It shall take four of the jury to render a 
verdict, and no member of the medical board is qualified to act as a juror. 
The attorney general is hereby made the attorney for said board. Jurymen 
subpoenaed under this act shall be entitled to mileage at the rate of ten 
cents per mile for each and every mile by them actually traveled in attending 


upon the court, and of three dollars per day for their services.

66-1007. (3122) Practicing medicine without certificate—penalties. (1) 
Any person practicing medicine or surgery within this state without first 
having obtained a certificate to practice, as provided by law, and after 
his certificate to practice has been revoked, or contrary to the provisions 
of this article, shall for each violation of the provisions of this code, or 
any act relating to the practice of medicine or surgery in this state, be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), nor less than two hundred 
and fifty dollars, ($250.00), or by imprisonment in the eounty jail not 
exceeding one year, nor less than ninety (90) days, or by both said fine 
and imprisonment, as the court may determine. 


(2) Any person shall be regarded as practicing within the meaning of 
this article who shall append or affix the letters M. B. or M. D., or the title 
of Dr., or Doctor, or any other sign or appellation in a medical sense to his 
or her name, who shall publicly profess to be a physician or a surgeon, who 
shall publicly profess either on his own behalf; in his own name, in his 
trade name, or on behalf of any other person, corporation, association, 
partnership, either as manager, bookkeeper, solicitor, or other agent, to 
eure, treat, relieve, or palliate any ailment, disease, or infirmity of the 
mind or body of another by using or prescribing any drug, medicine, or 
surgical treatment, or who shall recommend, prescribe, or direct, for the 
use of any person, any drug, medicine, appliance, apparatus, or other 
agency, whether material or not material, for the cure, relief, or palliation 
of any ailment or disease\of the mind or body, or for the cure or relief of 
any wound, fracture, or bodily injury, or other deformity, after having 
received, or with the intent of receiving therefor, either directly or in- 
directly, any bonus, gift, or compensation; provided, however, that nothing 
in this section shall be construed to restrain or restrict any legally licensed 
osteopathic practitioner and chiropractors practicing under the laws of 
this state.

Charged Merely With Practicing Medi- 
cine Without License Entitles Defendant 
To Bill of Particulars 


Where the statute under which one is 
charged with a public offense sets forth 
a number of ways in which the offense 
may be committed, such as this section, 
the accused is entitled to know what par- 
ticular portion of the section he is accused 


of violating, and by entering a plea of not 
guilty the accused may not be held to have 
waived his right to a bill of particulars. 
There is no statute in Montana requiring 
it, but the right exists by virtue of the 
provisions of both federal and state con- 
stitutions—to know the nature and cause 
of the accusation. State ex rel. Wong Sun 
v. District Court, 112 M 153, 156, 113 P 
2d 996. 


Information 


Information charging the practice of 
medicine without a license, following the 
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general form prescribed by sec. 94-6404, 
and in substantial compliance with subds. 
6 and 7 of sec. 94-6412, requiring that the 
offense charged be so set forth in ordinary 
and concise language as to enable a person 
of common understanding to know what is 
intended, and with such a. degree of 
certainty as to enable the court to pro- 
nounce judgment upon conviction, held 
sufficient. State v. Thierfelder, 114 M 104, 
110, 132 P 2d 1035. 


A substantial compliance with the stat- 
utory provisions relative to what an infor- 
mation must contain and the form thereof 
secs. 94-6403 to 94-6405, viewed in the 
light of sec. 94-6413, declaring that no de- 
fect or imperfection in its form shall ren- 
der it insufficient which does not tend to 
the prejudice of a substantial right of 
defendant upon its merits, is all that is 
required, and under this rule an informa- 
tion charging defendant with practicing 
medicine without a license held not open 
to attack as not charging a public offense.

Medicine and Surgery the Same 


Where an osteopath was charged with 
practicing medicine (removing tonsils) 
without a license, his contention that the 
information was fatally defective in that, 
if he was guilty of any offense it was 
practicing surgery, held of no merit, the 
practice of medicine and surgery being 
considered as one under the statutes and 
by long acceptation by the people gen- 
erally. “Osteopathy”, as defined by its 
founder, dictionaries and decisions of 
courts, briefly stated, “administers no drugs 
and uses no knife’. State v. Thierfelder, 
114 M 104, 118, 132 P 2d 1035. 


PROFESSIONS AND OCCUPATIONS 


Operation and Effect 


By the adoption of the, proviso relating 
to osteopaths, their status was not affect- 
ed so as to permit them to practice medi- 
cine or surgery, and the section is not 
open to the objection that it denies to 
every person, except osteopaths, the right 
to practice medicine or surgery without a 
certificate from the state board of medi- 
cal examiners. State v. Dodd, 51 M 100, 
105, 149 P 481; State v. Wood, 53 M 566, 
571, 165 P 592; State v. Hopkins, 54 M 
52, 59, 166 P 304. 

A conviction upon an information 
drawn under this section, which under- 
took to state the circumstances of the 
offense with unnecessary particularity, 
and in doing so confined the charge to 
the giving of a particular prescription, 
held not justified by the evidence.

Penalty—Jurisdiction in District Court 


Whether an osteopath charged with prac- 
ticing medicine and surgery without a li- 
cense is prosecuted under this section or 
sec. 66-1406, the case falls within the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the district court, 
and not within that of the justice of the 
peace. Sec. 66-1408 prescribes the penalty 
for violation of sec. 66-1406, both having 
the same history, ch. 51, 1. 1905. In. both 
instances the penalty exceeds justice court 
jurisdiction i. e. a fine not exceeding 
$1,000 and imprisonment not exceeding 
one year.

(1) 


Candidates for examination shall pay in advance to the secretary of 


the board of medical examiners a fee of fifty dollars ($50.00), which fee 
shall defray the entire expenses of said candidate for examination before 
the board of medical examiners. Any one failing to pass the required 
examination shall be entitled to a second examination within six months 
without additional fee. Candidates who shall be granted certificates to 
practice medicine and surgery in the state of Montana under the reciprocity 
provisions of section 66-1003 without examination, shall, before receiving 
certificate of authorization to practice medicine in this state, pay to the

The monies so received from the foregoing and 
every other source, shall be turned over, by said secretary, to the state 
treasurer, and shall be by the state treasurer deposited in the board of 
medical examiners fund as provided by law. In the event any person 
licensed to practice medicine absents himself from the state for a period 
of one or more years, or does not engage in active practice within the 
state of Montana, he may continue his license in good standing by the 
payment of one dollar ($1.00) each year, or, at the discretion of the board, 
he may be reinstated. upon the payment of a fee of one dollar ($1.00) for 
each year’s absence. 

(3) Such annual payments for registration shall be made prior to May 
first in each and every year, and receipt of certificate of annual registration 
therefor shall be issued by the secretary of the board. In case of default 
in the payment of the annual registration fee by any person licensed to 
practice medicine and surgery, his underlying certificate to practice medicine 
and surgery shall be revoked by the board upon thirty (380) days’ notice 
given to the delinquent of the time and place of considering such revocation. 
A registered letter addressed to the last. known address of the person 
failing to comply with the requirement of annual registration, as such 
address appears upon the records of the board, shall constitute sufficient 
notice of intention to revoke his underlying certificate, but no certificate

66-1101. (4211.1) Terms defined. The following words and phrases, 
when used in this act shall, for the purpose of this act, have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them in this section, except in those instances where 
the context of the act clearly indicates that they shall have a different 
meaning ; 


“Commissioner.” The commissioner of insurance of the state of Montana 
or his assistants or deputies or other persons authorized to act for him. 

“Company.” Any person, firm, copartnership, company, association or 
corporation engaged in selling, furnishing or procuring, either as principal 
or agent, for a consideration, motor club service as herein defined. 

“Agent.” Whoever solicits the purchase of service contracts, as herein 
defined, or transmits for another any such contract or application therefor 
to or from the company, or acts or aids in any manner in the delivery or 
negotiation of any such contract, or of the renewal or continuance thereof. 

“Towing Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
consisting of the drafting or moving of a motor vehicle from one place to 
another under other than its own power. 

“Emergency Road Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein 
defined, consisting of the adjustment, repair or replacement of the equip- 
ment, tires or mechanical parts of any automobile so as to permit it to be 
operated under its own power. 

“Bail Bond Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
the purpose of which is to furnish or procure for any person accused of 
violation of any law of this state a cash deposit, bond or other undertaking 
required by law in order that the accused might enjoy his personal freedom 
pending trial. 

“Legal Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
consisting of the hiring, retaining, engaging or appointing of an attorney 
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or other person to give professional advice to or represent holders of service 
contracts with any such company in any court, as the result of liability 
incurred by the right of action accruing to the holder of a service contract 
as a result of the ownership, operation, use or maintenance of a motor 
vehicle. 

“Discount Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
resulting in the giving of special discounts, rebates or reductions of price 
on gasoline, oil, repairs, insurance, parts, accessories or service for motor 
vehicles, to holders of service contracts with any such company. 

“Financial Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
whereby loans or other advances of money, with or without security, are 
made to holders of service contracts with any such company. 

“Buying and Selling Service.” Any act or acts of a company, as herein 
defined, whereby the holder of a service contract with any such company 
is aided in any way in the purchase or sale of an automobile. 

“Theft Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, the 
purpose of which is to locate, identify or recover a motor vehicle owned 
or controlled by the holder of a service contract with any such company 
which has been or may be stolen or to detect or apprehend the person 
guilty of such theft. . 

“Map Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, by 
which road maps are furnished without cost to holders of service contracts 
with any such company. 

“Touring Service.” Any act or acts by a company, as herein defined, 
by which touring information is furnished without cost to holders of service 
contracts with any such company. 

“Motor Club Service.” The rendering, furnishing or procuring of 
towing service, emergency road service, insurance service, bail bond service, 
legal service, discount service, financial service, buying and selling service, 
theft service, map service and touring service, or any three or more 
thereof, as herein defined, to any person or persons in connection with the 
ownership, operation, use or maintenance of a motor vehicle by such other 
person or persons in consideration of such other person or persons being 
or becoming a member or members of any company, rendering, procuring 
or furnishing the same, or being or becoming in any manner affiliated 
therewith, or being or becoming entitled to receive membership or other 
motor club service therefrom by virtue of any agreement or understanding 
with any such company. 

“Service Contract.” Any agreement or understanding whereby any 
company, as herein defined, for a consideration promises to render, furnish 
or procure for any other person or persons, whether they be members of 
such company or otherwise, motor club service, as herein defined.

The five (5) 
persons who are the members of the Montana state board of examiners for 
nurses holding office thereon under the provisions of sections 3203-3216, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 22, laws of the 
twenty-eighth legislative assembly of Montana, 1943, shall be, and they are 
hereby appointed members of the Montana state board of nurse examiners, 
effective July 1st, 1947, for initial terms thereon which terms shall be, in 
the case of each member, equal to the time each member would have con- 
tinued to serve in her respective appointment except for this act, and until 
the respective successors of such members have been appointed by the gov- 
ernor and qualify. 

On expiration of each such initial term, eS Whe the governor shall 
appoint the members of the Montana state board of nurse examiners, each 
to hold office for a term of three (3) years and until a successor is appointed 
and. qualifies. The governor may appoint from a list of members of the 
Montana state nurses’ association, submitted by such association which list 
shall contain names of persons in number at least twice the number of 
appointments to be made. 

A vacancy occurring on the board may be filled for the unexpired term 
by appointment to be made by the governor.from. like nominations sub- 
mitted by the Montana state nurses’ association in the manner aforesaid. 

On or before April Ist of each year and at any other time when there is 
a vacancy, the Montana state nurses’ association shall submit to the governor 
a list of its members suitable for appointment, in number not. less than 
twice the number of vacancies to be filled. 

The governor may remove any member from the board for ie get of any 
duty required by law, or. for incompetency, or unprofessional, or dishonor- 
able conduct, on written and verified charges delivered to the accused at 
least twenty (20) days prior to hearing thereon, but no removal may be had 
until after the expiration of said twenty (20) day period and then only after 
a full and fair hearing on such charges, written notice of which hearing 
shall be delivered to the accused at least ten (10) days before the hearing. 
Any order of removal shall be subject to judicial review on the law and the 
facts by any appropriate method.

66-1205. Qualifications of members of board. Each member of the 
board shall be a citizen of the United States and a resident of this state for 
at least one (1) year prior to appointment ; shall have successfully completed 
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at least an approved four (4) year high school course of study evidenced by 
proper certification of credits; shall have graduated from an accredited 
school of nursing; shall be licensed as a registered nurse in this state; shall 
have had at least five (5) years experience in nursing following graduation, 
with at least two (2) years executive or teaching experience in nursing edu- 
cation and shall have been actively engaged 1 in the practice of nursing within 
two (2) years of appointment. 


Each member of the board shall file with the secretary of state, the con- 
stitutional oath of office before beginning his or her term of office.

66-1206. Duties and powers. The board shall meet annually, in the 
month of July, and shall elect from its members a president and a. record- 
ing secretary, and also shall appoint and employ an executive secretary as 
hereinafter provided who shall not be a member of the board. The board 
shall hold such other meetings during the year as may be deemed necessary 
by its president, or by any two members to transact its business. Such meet- 
ings may be called on unanimous consent, or if otherwise called, shall be 
held on five (5) days notice. A majority of the board including one (1) 
officer shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. 

The board is authorized to adopt and, from time to time, revise such rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with the law, as may be necessary to enable 
it to carry into effect the provisions of this act, including examination of 
any applicant for registration or certification. The board shall prescribe 
curricula and standards for schools and courses preparing persons for l- 
censure under this act. It shall provide for surveys of such schools and 
courses at such times as it may deem necessary. It shall accredit such schools 
and courses aS meet the requirements of this act and of the board. It shall 
evaluate and approve courses for affiliation. It shall examine, license and 
renew the license of duly qualified applicants. It shall conduct hearings upon 
charges calling for discipline of a licensee or revocation of a license; and 
it may, on its own motion conduct a hearing upon any application on at 
least ten (10) days written notice. The board shall have power to issue 
subpoenaes, and compel the attendance of witnesses and administer oaths to 
persons giving testimony at hearings. It shall cause.the prosecution of all 
persons violating this act and have power to incur such necessary expenses 
therefor. It shall keep a record of all its proceedings and make a complete 
and informative annual report to the governor. 

The board shall have power to adopt such forms for use by applicants 
and others, including license, certificate and identity forms, and other ap- 
propriate forms as may be convenient for the proper administration of this 
act. The board shall keep, separately, permanent and complete registers of 
all registered nurses, and schools of nursing wherein shall be faithfully 
recorded all pertinent data as to each registered nurse, or school of nursing. 
The board shall also keep, separately, a list of inactive registered nurses 
together with their last known addresses, and shall endeavor to keep such 
list and data up to date, from year to year. 

The board, in the adoption of rules and regulations, shall keep abreast 
of standards contemporaneous with advances in the knowledge of the 
science and art of nursing, within the limits thereof. 
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In the exercise of its powers and discharge of its duties, the board’s 
actions shall be subject to judicial review or correction as hereinafter 
provided. 

The board shall appoint and employ a qualified person to serve as ex- 
ecutive secretary to the board, and it shall fix the compensation of such 
officer and define the duties of such office. It may employ such other persons 
as may be necessary to carry on the work of the board. 

The executive secretary appointed by the board shall be a citizen of the 
United States, a graduate of a college or university and of an accredited 
school of nursing, and must be a registered nurse with at least five (5) years’ 
experience in teaching and administration in an accredited school of nursing.

under the provisions of this act.

66-1213. Renewal of license—temporary certificates—war period ex- 
emptions. The license of every person, licensed under the provisions of 
this act shall be annually renewed, except as hereinafter provided. On or 
before December ist of year, the board shall mail an application for re- 
newal of license to every person whose license was renewed or to whom a 
license was issued during the current year. The applicant shall fill in the 
application blank and return it to the board with a renewal fee of two 
dollars ($2.00) before January Ist, next. Upon receipt of the application 
and fee, the board shall verify the accuracy of the application and issue to 
the applicant a certificate of renewal for the current year. beginning January 
1st and expiring December 31st, following. Such certificate of renewal shall 
render the holder thereof a legal practitioner for the period stated on the 
certificate of renewal, and shall be attached by the licensee to his or her 
license. 


Any licensee who allows his or her license to lapse by failing to renew 
the license as and within the time provided above, may be reinstated by the 
board on satisfactory explanation for such failure to renew his or her license 
and on payment of a further fee of two dollars ($2.00) in addition to the 
two dollars ($2.00) annual renewal of license. 


Any person practicing professional nursing during the time his or her 
license has lapsed shall be considered an illegal practitioner and shall be 
subject to the penalties provided for violation of this act. 


A person licensed under the provisions of this act desiring to retire from 
practice temporarily, shall send a written notice to the board. Upon receipt 
of such notice the board shall place the name of such person upon the non- 
practicing or inactive list.

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The board shall have the power, within its discretion (a) to issue tempo- 
rary certificates as registered nurses to persons registered, certificated, or 
licensed under the laws of any other state having requirements for registra- 
tion or licensing substantially equivalent to Montana, upon payment of a 
temporary certificate fee of five dollars ($5.00), such temporary certificate 
to entitle the holder thereof to practice for the length of time and as 
specified in the temporary certificate for a period not longer than six (6) 
months; to renew such temporary certificates as registered nurses for a 
second consecutive period of not longer than six (6) months, upon payment 
of a second temporary certificate fee of five dollars ($5.00); to allow the 
fees so collected up to a maximum of ten'dollars ($10.00) to be applied upon 
the total fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) when and if the person holding a 
temporary certificate makes application for a license to practice as a regis- 
tered nurse and (b) to exempt all registered nurses serving in any of the 
armed forces of the United States, land, sea, air, or any other armed services, 
or part of any thereof, from the annual renewal fee of two dollars ($2.00) 
for a period not longer than the duration of war, or until cessation of 
hostilities, and six (6) months thereafter, as the board may determine.

66-1214. Fund—administration and disposition of same. There is 
hereby created the fund of the state board of nurse examiners. The state 
treasurer of the state of Montana shall be custodian of said fund and keep 
an account of the same. Disbursements from the fund shall be effected by 
warrants drawn by the state auditor on the fund, pursuant to claims author- 
ized and approved by the state board of nurse examiners and by the state 
board of examiners. All fees received by the state board of nurse examiners 
and all fines collected under this act shall be paid over by the executive 
secretary to the state treasurer for the credit of said fund, at least twice 
in each month. The state board of nurse examiners shall keep in said fund 
for all necessary and proper expenses incurred and to be incurred in the 
administration of this act the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00). The

66-1218. Proceedings. Upon filing of a sworn complaint with the board, 
charging a person with having been guilty of any of the actions specified 
as a ground for disciplinary action, the board shall fix a time and place for 
a hearing and shall cause a true copy of the charges, together with a notice 
of the time and place fixed for the hearing, to be personally served on the 
accused at least ten (10) days prior to the date of hearing. When personal 
service cannot be effected and such fact is certified on oath by any person 
duly authorized to make legal service, the executive secretary of the board 
shall cause to be published, twice in each of two (2) successive weeks, a 
notice of the hearing in a newspaper published in the county in which the 
accused last practiced according to the records of the board and shall mail 
a copy of the charges and of such notice to the accused at his or her last 
known address. When publication of the notice is necessary the date of 
the hearing shall be not less than ten (10) days after the last date of the 
publication of the notice. 
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The attendance of witnesses and the production of books, papers and 
documents at the hearing may be compelled by subpoenas issued by the 
board, which shall be served in accordance with law. At the hearing the 
board shall administer oaths as may be necessary for the proper conduct 
of the hearing. The board shall not be bound by strict rules of procedure 
or by the technical rules of evidence in the conduct of its proceedings, but 
the determination must be based upon clear and substantial legal evidence 
to sustain it, exclusive of hearsay evidence properly excluded on objection. 


At the hearing the accused shall have the right to appear either person- 
ally or by counsel, or both, to produce witnesses and evidence on his or 
her own behalf, to cross examine witnesses and to have subpoenas issued by 
the board. If the accused is found guilty of the charges the board may 
refuse to issue a license to the applicant or may revoke, or suspend, a 
licensee. | 


Any order or determination of the board in such disciplinary proceed- 
ings, or in any other activity of the board shall be subject to judicial review 
in the district court of the county of the residence of the person affected, by 
writ of review or by action against the board as in the ease of other civil 
actions, setting forth the alleged grounds of error or excess in the exercise 
of the powers or performance of the duties prescribed herein for the board. 
Any review proceeding or action against the board shall be commenced 
within thirty (30) days after issuance of the order or determination in 
question, or be forever barred.

does not in any way assume or pretend to be a registered nurse, such persons 
being hereby excluded from the operation of this act. 

This act shall ‘not be construed as conferring any authority to practice 
medicine or surgery, or any of the healing arts licensed to be practiced 
in the state of Montana, or to undertake the treatment of disease by any 
of the methods employed in such arts, unless the licensee shall have fully 
qualified under the applicable law covering such healing art, or arts. 
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Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to persons of the Christian 
Science faith in the care of the sick.

66-1220. Violation of act—penalties. It shall be a misdemeanor for any 
person (including any corporation, association, or individual) to— 

a. Sell or fraudulently obtain or furnish any nursing diploma, license 
or record or aid or abet therein. 

b. Practice professional nursing as defined by this act under cover of 
any diploma, license or record illegally or fraudulently obtained or signed 
or issued unlawfully or under fraudulent representation. 

ce. Practice professional nursing as defined by this act unless duly 
licensed to do so under the provisions of this act. 

d. Use in connection with his or her name any designation tending to 
imply that he or she is a registered nurse unless duly licensed so to practice 
under provisions of this act. 

e. Practice professional nursing during the time his or her license 
issued under the provisions of this act shall be suspended or revoked. 

f. Conduct a school of nursing unless the course has been accredited 
by the board. 

g. Otherwise violate any provisions of this act. 

Such misdemeanor shall be punishable by a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) for a first offense. Each subsequent offense shall 
be punishable by a fine of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or by imprison- 
ment of not more than six (6) months in the county jail, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

The several district courts within their respective jurisdictions are 
hereby empowered to hear, try and determine charges of misdemeanor and 
to impose in full the punishment or imprisonment and fines herein prescribed. 
It shall be necessary to prove in any prosecution or hearing under this 
article only a single act prohibited by law or a single holding out or an 
attempt without proving a general course of conduct, in order to constitute 
a misdemeanor under this act. 

Such misdemeanors shall be prosecuted by or under the direction of the 
attorney-general in the name of the state; provided, however, that nothing 
in this section shall be interpreted to prevent or impede the prosecution of 
such misdemeanors by the county attorney of any county when such pro- 
ceedings shall have been authorized by the attorney-general.

66-1302. (8156) Provisions regulating practice of optometry. It shall 
be unlawful for any person: 

1. To practice optometry in the state of Montana unless he shall first 
have obtained a certificate of registration, in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, and-filed the same or a certified copy thereof with the county clerk 
and recorder of the county of his residence, excepting such persons who at 
the present time are regularly registered optometrists and possess a valid, 
unrevoked certificate of registration ; or 


2. To sell or barter, or offer to sell or barter any certificate of registra- 
tion issued by the state board of optometry; or 

3. To purchase or procure by barter any such certificate of registration 
with intent to use the same as evidence of the holder’s qualification to 
practice optometry ; or 

4. To alter with fraudulent intent in any material regard such certificate 
of registration; or 

5. To use or attempt to use any such certificate of registration which 
has been purchased, fraudulently issued, counterfeited or materially altered 
as a valid certificate of registration; or 

6. To practice optometry under a false or assumed name; or 

7. To wilfully make any false statement in a material regard in any 
application for an examination before the state board of optometry or for 
a certificate of registration ; or 

8. To advertise by displaying a sign or by otherwise holding himself 
out to be an optometrist without having at the time of so doing a valid 
unrevoked certificate of registration ; or 

9. To replace or duplicate ophthalmic elise with or without a pre- 
scription or to dispense ophthalmic lenses from prescriptions, without having 
at the time of so doing a valid, unrevoked certificate of registration as an 
optometrist; provided, however, that the provisions hereof shall not be 
construed so as to prevent an optical mechanic from doing the merely 
mechanical work upon such lenses; or 
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10. To take or make any measurements for the purpose of fitting or 
adapting ophthalmic lenses to the human eye, without having at the time 
of so doing a valid, unrevoked certificate of registration; and any person 
who shall take or make any measurements or use any mechanical device 
whatsoever for such purpose or who shall in the sale of spectacles or eye 
glasses or lenses use, in the testing of the eyes therefor, lenses other than the 
lenses actually sold, shall be deemed to be practicing optometry within the 
meaning thereof; provided, that nothing in this section shall apply to the 
prescriptions of qualified optometrists or oculists when sent to a recognized 
optical house. | 

11. To advertise at a price, or any stated terms of such a price, or as 
_ being free, any of the following: The examination or treatment of the 
eyes; the furnishing of optometrical services, or the furnishing of a lens, 
lenses, glasses, or the frames or fitting thereof. 

The provision of this subdivision does not apply to the advertising of 
goggles, sun-glasses, colored glasses, or occupational eye protective devices, 
provided the same are so made as not to have refractive values and are 
not advertised in connection with the practice of optometry or of any 
professional service.

66-1303. (8157) Examiners in optometry. A board is hereby created to 
be known as the Montana state board of examiners in optometry, hereinafter 
designated the board of examiners, which shall consist of three members 
appointed by the governor. The board shall have power to make rules and 
regulations for the conduct, business and procedure of the board and for the 
regulation, conduct, supervision and procedure governing all applicants for 
certificates of registration as optometrists and the practice of optometry not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. No person shall be eligible to 
appointment who is not a registered optometrist of the state of Montana and 
actually engaged in the exclusive practice of optometry in the state of Mon- 
tana during the term of his office.

1. The board of examiners shall make rules and regulations relative to and 
gvoverning the qualifications of all applicants for certificates of registration 
as optometrists not inconsistent with the provisions of this act and if the 
applicant does not meet the requirements of such rules and regulations then 
the applicant will not be eligible to take an examination to practice op- 
tometry in this state. If the applicant meets the requirements of such rules 
and regulations said applicant before beginning to practice optometry in 
this state must pass an examination given by and conducted before said 
board of examiners.

Constitutionality 


In a prosecution of a chiropractor for 
practicing osteopathy without a license, 
this statute was held not repugnant to 
the state constitution on the ground that 
there is nothing in the titles of the acts 
constituting the statute indicating an in- 


latter, like the former, having to do with 
the art of healing by the use of the hands, 
falls within the definition of “osteo- 
pathy,” and is therefore included within 
it. State v. Hopkins, 54 M 52, 56, 166 
P 304. 

The practice of osteopathy is a proper 
subject for police regulation. Johnson v. 
City of Great Falls, 38 M 369, 374, 99 P 
1059. 

The statute regulating the practice of 
osteopathy is not invalid as arbitrary

school years of nine months each; provided that all graduates of reputable 
schools of osteopathy who present themselves for examination and who 
have graduated later than January, 1919, shall present satisfactory evidence 
to the board of having actually attended such a school for a period of not 
less than four school years of eight months each, which was preceded by 
a four-years’ high school course or its scholastic equivalent. 

(2) Each individual, after the first year of registration, holding a cer- 
tificate to practice under this act and who is in active practice in this state, 
shall on or before the first day of April of each year pay a renewal fee of two 
($2.00) dollars to the secretary of the board of osteopathic examiners; and 
each individual, after the first year of registration, holding a certificate to 
practice under this act, who is not in active practice, shall on or before the 
first of April of each year pay a renewal fee of one ($1.00) dollar to the 
secretary of the board. The secretary of the board shall before the 15th 
of March of each year send a notice to each individual holding a valid cer- 
tificate to practice under this act and from whom a fee is due stating that 
such fee is due.

“ pharmacy” shall mean a drug store or other established place regularly 
registered by the state board of pharmacy, in which prescriptions, drugs, 
medicines, chemicals, and poisons are compounded, dispensed, vended or sold 
at retail. 

(b) The term “pharmacist” shall mean a natural person licensed by the 
state board of pharmacy to prepare, compound, dispense and sell drugs, 
medicines, chemicals and poisons, and such person shall be entitled to affix 
to his name the term REG-PH. 
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(c) The term “assistant pharmacist” shall mean a natural person l- 
censed as such by the state board of pharmacy to prepare, compound, dis- 
pense and sell drugs, medicines, chemicals and poisons in a pharmacy having 
a pharmacist in charge. 

(d) The term “drug” means (1) articles recognized in the official United

(6) To examine, license and register as pharmacists all applicants whom 
the board shall deem qualified as such as prescribed herein. To license 
pharmacies and certain stores, and to issue certificates of ‘certified phar- 
macy” as in this act provided. 

(7) To revoke temporarily or permanently, upon fair hearing, after 
reasonable notice of formal charges have been served, licenses issued by it 
to any pharmacist or assistant pharmacist whenever the holder of such 
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license has obtained. the same by false representations or fraud of any 
character or shall be an habitual drunkard or addicted to the use of narcotic 
drugs, or shall have been convicted of a felony, or shall have been convicted 
of violating the pharmacy law, or shall have been found guilty by the board 
of incompetency in the preparation of prescriptions, or guilty of gross im- 
morality affecting the discharge of his duties as a pharmacist or assistant 
subject to the right of any person whose license may be revoked to review 
by the district court of the proper county on any question of law and fact. 

(8) To report its proceedings annually to the governor and to the state 
pharmaceutical association with such information and recommendations as 
it deem proper, giving the names of pharmacists and assistant pharmacists 
registered and licensed during the year, and the items of its receipts and 
disbursements. ;

cant shall not receive a license until he has at least one year of practical 
experience in a pharmacy which has been approved by the board of phar- 
macy. During this year, provided applicant has passed such examination, 
he shall be licensed as an assistant pharmacist only. 


Reciprocity. The board may, in its discretion, grant registration without 
examination, to any pharmacist heensed by the board of pharmacy or a 
similar board of another state which accords similar recognition to licensees 
of this state, provided the requirements for registration in such other state 
are, in the opinion of the board, equivalent to the requirements herein pro- 
vided. Every person licensed and registered under this act shall receive from 
the state board of pharmacy an appropriate certificate attesting the fact as 
it may be which certificate shall be conspicuously displayed at all times in 
his place of business. If the holder be entitled to manage or conduct a 
pharmacy in the state for himself or another, the fact shall be set forth in 
the certificate. 


Pharmacists or assistants not required to be examined or to register 
anew under this act. Persons, who, at the time of the enactment of this law, 
hold certificates of registration as pharmacists, or assistant pharmacists, 
granted by the state board of pharmacy of this state, shall not be required 
to submit to examinations or to register anew under this law, but all such 
persons shall apply for and secure annual renewals of their present regis- 
tration as provided in this act, and in all other respects be amenable to and 
governed by the provisions of this act and the rules and regulations of the 
board from time to time promulgated under this act.

66-1508. Licenses for stores selling drugs—‘certified pharmacy’—re- 
vocation. (a) The state board of pharmacy shall upon application upon 
such forms as it may prescribe, and upon the payment of an annual fee of 
three dollars ($3.00), license pharmacies and stores other than a pharmacy 
wherein may be sold ordinary household or medicinal drugs prepared in 
sealed packages or bottles by a manufacturer, qualified under the laws of 
the state wherein such manufacturer resides. The name and address of such 
manufacturer shall appear conspicuously on each package sold by such 
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licensee. It shall be unlawful for any such store to sell such household 
medicinal drugs, without first having secured such license and thereafter 
keeping the same in force by proper renewal, provided, also, that nothing 
herein shall be construed to prevent any vendor from selling any patent or 
proprietary medicine in the original package when plainly labeled, nor such 
non medical articles as are usually sold by such vendors. 

(b) The state board of pharmacy shall require and provide for the 
annual registration and licensing of every pharmacy now or hereafter doing 
business within this state within the meaning of this act. Upon presentation 
of evidence satisfactory to the board, it may license any pharmacy as a 
“CERTIFIED PHARMACY”, provided, however, that such license shall be 
granted only to such pharmacies as are operated by registered pharmacists 
or assistant registered pharmacists qualified as herein prescribed. Such li- 
cense must be exposed in a conspicuous place in the pharmacy for which it 
is issued, and shall expire on the thirtieth day of June following the date 
of issue. It shall be unlawful for any person to conduct such pharmacy 
unless such license has been duly issued and is in full force and effect. 

(c) The board may suspend, revoke or refuse to renew any store or 
pharmacy license obtained by false representation, or fraud of any charac- 
ter, or when the pharmacy for which the license shall have been issued is 
kept open for the transaction of business without a pharmacist in charge 
thereof, or when the person to whom license shall have been granted has been 
convicted for violation of any of the provisions of the act or for a felony, or, 
if a natural person, whose pharmacist or assistant pharmacist license has 
been revoked or when the store or pharmacy is conducted in violation of the 
provisions of this act. Before any license can be revoked the holder thereof 
shall be entitled to a hearing by the board after reasonable notice, and 
judicial review of the action of the board.

It shall be unlawful for any 
person, from and after the passage of this act, to retail any of the following 
named poisons, to-wit: Arsenic and its preparations, corrosive sublimate, 
white and red precipitate, biniodide of mercury, cyanide of potassium, 
hydroecyanie acid, strychnine, and all poisonous vegetable alkaloids and 
their salts, the essential oil of almonds; opium and its preparations, ex- 
cept paregoric and other preparations of opium containing less than two 
grains to the ounce; aconite, belladonna, colchicum, conium, nux-vomica, 
digitalis, and their pharmaceutical preparations; croton oil, chloroform, 
chloral hydrate, sulphate of zinc, mineral acids, carbolic acid, oxalic acid;

word “poison,” and the name and place of business of the seller. Also, 
each label of such poison shall contain a concise statement of the princi- 
pal antidotes for the poison so labeled. The label hereby required to be 
placed upon wood alcohol shall contain the following: “Warning. The 
fumes of wood alcohol burned in a close room, if inhaled, are injurious to 
eyesight, often producing total blindness.” Nor shall it be lawful for any 
person to deliver or sell any poisons enumerated above, unless upon due 
inquiry it be found that the purchaser is aware of its poisonous character, 
and represents that it be used for a legitimate purpose. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to the dispensing of poisons in not unusual 
quantities or doses upon the prescription of practitioners of medicine. Any 
person or persons violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor; provided, however, that this section shall not 
apply to manufacturers making and selling at wholesale any of the above 
poisons, and provided that each bottle, box, vessel, paper, or package in 
which said poison is contained shall be labeled with the name of the article, 
the word “poison,” and the name and place of business of the seller.

66-1701. Photography defined. (a) Photography is defined to be: 

1. The production of pictures by the action of light on prepared sensi- 
tive surfaces ; 

2. The processes of projecting and registering images by means of lens 
and camera upon sensitized materials, development and fixation of the latent 
image to render same visible and permanent, and the subsequent reproduc- 
tion or transfer of such image, either negative or positive, upon other sensi- 
tized material by aid of light and chemical action. 

(b) The practice of photography is defined to be the business or pro- 
fession, occupation or avocation of taking or producing photographs, or 
any part thereof, for hire.

66-1702. Creation of board. The board of examiners in photography is 
hereby created. Said board shall consist of five (5) members, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor.

The terms of the members first appointed 
shall be, one (1) for five (5) years; one (1) for four (4) years; one (1) for 
three (8) years; one (1) for two (2) years; and one (1) for one (1) year. 
Thereafter the term of each member shall be for five (5) years.

66-1703. Organization — duties of officers — meetings — compensation. 
(a) Within thirty (30) days after the appointment of the members 
thereof, the board shall organize by electing one (1) of its members as 
president, one (1) as vice-president, and one (1) as secretary and treasurer. 
The board shall make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
the performance of its duties. A majority of the board shall constitute a 
quorum. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the president to preside at all meetings. In 
the absence or incapacity of the president, the vice-president shall assume 
his duties. It shall be the duty of the secretary-treasurer to keep a record of 
all proceedings of the board, which shall be open at all times to public in- 
spection. He shall have custody of all funds and shall hold, use or expend 
such funds only in the manner hereinafter provided. He shall give such 
surety bond as the board shall from time to time prescribe, in not less than 
double the amount of money he would hold at any one time, and the 
premium shall be a charge against the board. 

(c) The board shall hold public meetings at least once each year and 
as often and at such places as it may deem necessary. 

(d) Hach member of the board shall receive as compensation five dol- 
lars ($5.00) for each day actually in session or actively engaged in the 
duties of the board or of his office, and actual necessary traveling expenses 
and hotel bills when in session. In addition, the secretary-treasurer shall be 
allowed an annual expense account not to exceed one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for stenographie assistance. 

(e) The secretary-treasurer shall transmit to the state treasurer all 
fees or other revenue received by the board. The state treasurer shall place 
ten per cent (10%) thereof in the general fund to assist in defraying the 
cost of the maintenance of the state government, and shall place the re- 
mainder in a separate fund to be known as “The Photographers’ License 
Fund”, to be used only in defraying the expenses of the board and in the 
prosecution of violations of this act. Any other provision of law notwith- 
standing, the unexpended balance remaining in said photographers’ license 
fund as of the end of the fiscal year shall not revert to the general fund but 
shall be credited to said fund for the succeeding fiscal year. The board shall 
never incur any expense nor approve any claim against said fund in excess 
of the balance therein, nor shall the state auditor issue any warrant against 
said fund in excess of said balance.

commercial experience in accounting so that, in the judgment of the 
board, the requirement of a four-year high school course or equivalent 
education may be waived, and (e) who shall have successfully passed ex- 
aminations in the theory and practice of general accounting, in auditing, 
in commercial law as affecting accountancy, and in such other nelatied 
subjects as the board of accountancy may deem advisable.

An unincorporated association shall comply with the rules prescribed for 
a co-partnership. 

When a corporation makes application for a license, it shall state in 
its application a list of its officers and directors, and their addresses, its 
principal place of business in this state, which shall be deemed its home 
office, and the names of the officers for whom a license is asked; the com- 
missioner shall require its filing of a recommendation for each of said 
officers as in the ease of an individual applicant, a good and sufficient bond 
in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned that the corporation shall 
conduct its business as a real estate broker in accordance with the require- 
ments of this act. 

The commissioner may require such other proof as he may deem advisable 
as to the honesty, truthfulness and good reputation of any applicant for a 
license, whether an individual or member of a co-partnership or officer of a 
corporation, before issuing the license; provided, however, that if a real 
estate broker has once been licensed under this act, upon his application for 
a renewal of his license, the commissioner may, in his discretion, waive 
the filing of new recommendations or references. 

Upon the filing of the application, if the same be accompanied with a 
proper recommendation or recommendations, bond or bonds, and fee herein- 
after specified, if the commissioner is satisfied with the showing made, he 
shall forthwith issue the license, which shall continue thenceforward, unless 
revoked, until the first day of April next ensuing. If the commissioner shall 
not be satisfied with the showing made by the applicant, or if the necessary 
bond or bonds, satisfactory to the commissioner be not given, he may refuse 
to issue the license, in which ease the applicant may appeal to the district 
court within ten days after notice that his application has been rejected.

Before a certifi- 
cate of authority shall be issued, the applicant shall file with the board a 
bond or bonds, to be approved by it, running to the state of Montana, in the 
penal sum of five thousand dollars, for the use of any owner, mortgagee or 
other person having an actual interest in the real estate covered by an ab- 
stract of title, or any title insurance company licensed and authorized to do 
business in this state, who may be aggrieved ; such bond or undertaking shall 
be conditioned for the payment by such abstracter of any and all damages 
that may be sustained by or may accrue to any such person or company 
by reason of or on account of any error, deficiency or mistake in any ab- 
stract or certificate of title, or any continuation thereof, made or issued by 
such abstracter ; said bond shall be written by some surety or other company 
issuing such bonds and licensed and authorized to do business in this state, 
and no personal bonds are to be accepted under this provision.

provided, or shall otherwise violate any of the provisions of this act. 


Upon a verified complaint being filed with the board charging the holder 
of a certificate of registration with a violation of any of the provisions of this 
act or conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude, or with habitual care- 
lessness, or inattention to business, or fraudulent practices, or charging the 
holder of a certificate of authority with failure to furnish the bond or 
bonds, or other securities, required by section 66-2113, or such new or addi- 
tional bonds, or securities as the board deems necessary, or with failure to 
have in charge of his or its abstract business, a registered abstracter as here- 
in provided, or with a violation of any of the provisions of this act, the board 
shall immediately notify in writing said holder of such certificate, of the 
filing of said complaint and furnish the said holder with a copy of the said 
complaint. The board shall at the same time require the holder of such 
certificate to appear before it on a day fixed by said board, not less than 
twenty nor more than forty days from the date of the service of said com- 
plaint on the holder of such certificate, and to show cause why the said cer- 
tificate should not be canceled and annulled. The board shall cause a 
transcript of any testimony taken, to be made by a stenographer. 


Hither the abstracter or the complainant may appeal from the decision of 
the board to the district court of the county in which the abstracter has his 
or its place of business. Such appeal shall be taken within thirty days after 
the decision of the board, by causing a written notice of appeal to be served 
on the secretary of the board and executing a bond to the state of Montana, 
with surety to be approved by the secretary of the board, conditioned to 
prosecute such appeal to effect and to pay all costs that may be adjudged 
against the appellant.

66-2201. (3217) Appointment of state board of veterinary medical ex- 
aminers. That there be and is hereby created a state board of veterinary 
medical examiners, to be appointed by the governor of the state of Montana, 
which shall consist of three reputable practitioners of veterinary medicine 
and surgery, who shall have graduated from some college authorized by 
law and recognized by the American veterinary medical association to 
confer degrees, and each of whom shall, after the first board has been 
appointed, be licensed under this act. The appointments first made shall 
be one for one year, one for two years, and one for four years, and there- 
after appointments shall be made for the term of four years. The Mon- 
tana state veterinary medical society shall, at each annual meeting, nomi- 
nate twice the number of examiners to be appointed that year on the 
board. The names of such nominees shall be annually transmitted under 
seal by the president and secretary, prior to May first, to the governor, 
who shall, prior to August first, appoint from such lists the examiners 
that will be required to fill any vacancies that will occur from expiration 
of term on July thirty-first. Any other vacancy, however occurring, shall 
likewise be filled by the governor for the unexpired term. Each nominee, 
before appointment, shall furnish to the governor proof that he has received 
a degree in veterinary medicine from an authorized veterinary medical 
school, and that he has actually and legally practiced veterinary medicine 
in this state for at least two years. If no nominees are legally before him 
from the society, the governor may appoint from members of the vet- 
erinary profession in good standing in Montana without restriction. The 
governor may, after due notice and hearing, remove any examiner for 
misconduct, incapacity, or neglect of duty.

66-2202. (3218) Organization of board—quorum—powers. Every vet- 
erinary medical examiner shall receive a certificate of appointment from the 
governor, and, before beginning his term of office, shall file with the secretary 
of state the constitutional oath of office. The board shall annually elect from 
its members a president, vice-president, and secretary-treasurer, and shall 
hold two regular meetings each year. At any meeting a majority shall 
constitute a quorum. If any member of the board shall, without cause, 
absent himself from two of its regular meetings consecutively, his office 
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shall be deemed vacant. The board may take testimony and proofs con- 
cerning all matters within its jurisdiction. The board may make all by- 
laws and rules not inconsistent with law needed in performing its duties.

Kach mem- 
ber of the board shall be entitled to receive all necessary traveling and in- 
cidental expenses, provided such expenses shall not exceed the amount in the 
treasury during any fiscal year. The secretary-treasurer shall receive an 
additional salary to be fixed by the board and not to exceed one hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum. The secretary-treasurer shall give bond in 
such sum and with such conditions as the board may from time to time 
direct. The board shall keep full and complete minutes of its proceed- 
ings and of its receipts and disbursements, and a full and accurate list 
of all persons licensed and registered by it, and such records shall be 
public records, and shall, at all times, be open to public inspection. The 
secretary-treasurer of said board shall be the legal custodian of all moneys 
received for licenses or certificates of registration, as provided by this 
article, up to and including the sum of one thousand dollars, which shall 
constitute a trust fund to be used, besides salaries and other expenses of 
the board, in carrying on prosecutions under the provisions of this act. If, 
at any time, the amount of money received, after deducting such salaries 
and expenses, shall amount to more than one thousand dollars, the secretary- 
treasurer shall forward the same to the treasurer of the state of Montana, 
and receive his official receipt for same. Said board shall, not later than 
July fifteenth of each year, submit to the governor a full and complete 
report of its proceedings during the twelve months immediately preceding.

66-2204. (3220) Applications for license to practice—examinations— 
fees. Any person desiring to begin the practice of veterinary medicine or 
veterinary surgery in the state of Montana, or who shall desire to hold him- 
self or herself out to the public as a practitioner of veterinary medicine or 
veterinary surgery, except as provided in section 66-2211, shall make appli- 
cation to said board of examiners for license so to do. Such application shall 
be upon a form furnished by said board, and shall be accompanied by satis- 
factory evidence of the good moral character of the applicant, and shall 
present evidence of his having graduated in and received a degree from a 
legally authorized veterinary medical school recognized by the American 
veterinary medical association; said school or college having a curriculum 
requiring a three-year course, or its equivalent, for graduation, On appli- 
cation, the diploma of said applicant shall be submitted to said board for 
inspection and verification. Every person applying to said board for 
license to practice shall pay to the board the fee of ten dollars, which fee 
shall in no ease be refunded, and which shall become a part of the funds 
of the treasury of the board. Said board shall by means of examination, 
either oral or written as the board may determine, ascertain the profes- 
sional qualifications for license of all applicants under this act, and shall 
issue such license to all who are found upon examination to be in the 
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judgment of said board competent to practice, and no such license shall 
be issued to any person who is not found by such examination to be com- 
petent. 


Such examination shall be held at a time and place or places specified 
by said board, and shall include suitable questions for a thorough ex- 
amination in comparative anatomy, physiology and hygiene, in chemistry 
and veterinary surgery, obstetrics, pathology, and diagnosis, and therapeu- 
ties, including practice of materia medica, bacteriology, parisitology, and 
other branches deemed advisable by the board. Said board shall con- 
secutively number all applications received and note upon each the dispo- 
sition made of it and preserve same for reference, and shall number 
consecutively all licenses issued; provided, that veterinarians holding a 
diploma from a recognized veterinary medical school, who are at the time 
of the passage and approval of this act engaged in the practice of veterinary 
medicine in the state of Montana, shall be entitled to a license without 
such examination. Any candidate failing on one subject, with a general 
average of eighty per cent. in the others, may be re-examined in that 
subject at any regular examination; failing in one subject with a lower 
average, or in two or more subjects, may be admitted to a subsequent 
examination on original fee after six months have elapsed, and must then 
take the examination in all subjects. The board may issue temporary license 
to such candidate, allowing him or her to practice pending the successful 
passage of an examination.

66-2205. (3221) Application for license as farrier. Any person desiring 
to begin the practice of treating domestic animals in the state of Montana, 
under the title of farrier, shall make application to said board of veterinary 
medical examiners on or before July 1, 1919, so to do. Such application 
shall be upon a form furnished by said board, and shall be accompanied 
by the fee prescribed in the preceding section, and satisfactory evidence of 
the good moral character of the applicant, who shall present satisfactory 
evidence of having resided in the state of Montana for a period of twenty- 
four months immediately previous to the passage and approval of this 
act, and of having treated domestic animals as a part of his or her voeca- 
tion during that period, and a license shall be granted.

Every license so granted by the board shall be issued under seal, and 
shall be signed by each acting veterinary medical examiner of the board, 
and shall state that the licensee has given satisfactory evidence of fitness 
as to age, character, veterinary medical education, and all other matters 
required by law, and that after full examination he or she has been found 
duly qualified to practice. Each person licensed by the board to practice 
veterinary medicine or veterinary surgery or farriery in this state shall 
procure from the secretary of the board on, or before July first, annually, 
his certificate of registration.

(3224) Display of license and certificate—arrangement with 
other boards. Every person practicing veterinary medicine or veterinary 
surgery in the state of Montana, or representing himself as so practicing, 
shall display or cause to be displayed conspicuously in his or her usual place 
of business, license or certificate of registration issued to him or pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. The board of examiners shall make arrangement 
with similar boards in the several states in so far as practicable, whereby

Every person 
who shall practice veterinary medicine or farriery within this state, without 
lawful registration or in violation of any provisions of this article, shall for- 
feit to the county wherein such person shall so practice, or. in which any 
violation shall be committed, not to exceed fifty dollars for every such viola- 
tion, and for every day of such unlawful practice, and any incorporated vet- 
erinary medical society of the state may bring action in the name of such 
eounty for the collection of such penalties, and the expense incurred by 
such society in such prosecution, including necessary counsel fees, may be 
retained by such society out of the penalties so collected, and the residue, 
if any, such shall be paid into the county treasury. The state board of vet- 
erinary medical examiners may, out of the funds in the treasury, when 
sufficient proof is before them, begin proceedings for prosecutions under 
the provisions of this act, independent of such state societies. Any person 
who shall practice veterinary medicine or farriery under a false or assumed 
name, or who shall falsely personate another practitioner of a like or dif- 
ferent name, shall be guilty of a felony; and any person guilty of violating 
any of the other provisions of this article, not otherwise specifically punished 
herein, or who shall buy, sell, or obtain any veterinary medical diploma, 
license, record, or registration, or who shall aid or abet such buying, selling, 
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or fraudulently obtaining, or who shall practice veterinary medicine or far- 
riery under cover of a license or diploma illegally obtained, or signed or 
issued unlawfully under fraudulent representation, or mistake of fact in 
material regard, shall attempt to practice veterinary medicine or farriery, 
and any person who shall, without having been authorized so to do legally, 
append any veterinary title to his or her name, or shall assume or advertise 
any veterinary title in such manner as to convey the impression that he or 
she is a lawful practitioner of veterinary medicine or farriery, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not more than twenty-five days, or both such fine and imprisonment.

66-2301. General provisions—civil engineer and land surveyor regis- 
stration. In order to safeguard life, health, and property, and to promote 
the public welfare, any person in either public or private capacity prac- 
ticing or offering to practice civil engineering or land surveying in this state, 
as a professional or registered engineer or land surveyor, shall be required 
to submit evidence that he is qualified so to practice and shall be registered 
as hereinafter provided; and from and after the first day of January, 1948, 
it shall be unlawful for any person to practice or to offer to practice in this 
state, civil engineering or land surveying, as defined in the provisions of 
this act, or to use in connection with his name or otherwise assume, use, or 
advertise any title or description tending to convey the impression that he 
is a civil engineer or a land surveyor, unless such person has been duly regis- 
tered under the provisions of this act.

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66-2302. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited as 
the Montana civil engineers’ registration act.

66-2303. Definitions. The following terms, when used in this act, shall 
have the following meanings, unless the context clearly requires otherwise: 

(1) Civil engineer. The term “civil engineer” within the meaning and 
intent of this act shall mean a person who, by reason of his special knowl- 
edge of the mathematical and physical sciences and the principles and 
methods of engineering analysis and design, acquired by professional edu- 
cation and practical experience, is qualified to practice civil engineering as 
hereinafter defined, as attested by his legal registration as a civil engineer. 

(2) Engineer-in-training. The term “engineer-in-training” as used in 
this act shall mean a candidate for registration as a civil engineer who is 
a graduate in an approved engineering curriculum of four years or more 
from a school or college approved by the board as of satisfactory standing, 
or who has had four years or more of experiente in engineering work of a 
character satisfactory to the board; and who, m addition, has successfully 
passed the examination in the fundamental engineering work, as provided 
in section 66-2315, and who shall have received from the board, as herein- 
after defined, a certificate stating that he has successfully passed this 
portion of the examinations. 

(3) Practice of civil engineering. The-term “practice of civil engineer- 
ing” within the meaning and intent of this act shall mean any professional 
service or creative work requiring engineering education, training, and 
experience and the application of special knowledge of the mathematical, 
physical and engineering sciences to such professional services or creative 
work as consultation, investigation, evaluation, planning, design, and super- 
vision, of construction for the purpose of assuring compliance with speci- 
fications and design, in connection with any of the following: river, irriga- 
tion, hydraulic, water supply, sewers and sewage disposal projects, railroad 
design and construction, and structures; highway design and construction 
projects; structural design and construction projects. A person shall be 
construed to practice or offer to practice civil engineering, within the 
meaning and intent of this act, who practices any branch of the profession 
of civil engineering; or who, by verbal claim, sign, advertisement, letter- 
head, card, or in any other way represents himself to be a civil engineer, 
or through the use of some other title implies that he is a civil engi- 
neer; or that he is qualified to practice any specialized branch within 
the field of civil engineering; or who holds himself out as able to perform, 
or who does perform, for remuneration, any engineering service or work 
or any other professional service designated by the practitioner or recog- 
nized by educational authorities as civil engineering. 

(4) Land surveyor. The term “land surveyor” as used in this act shall 
mean a person who engages in the practice of land surveying as herein- 
after defined. 

(5) Practice of land surveying. The practice of land surveying within 
the meaning and intent of this act includes surveying of areas for their 
correct determination and description and for conveyancing, or for the 
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establishment or re-establishment of land boundaries and the plotting of 
lands and subdivisions thereof. 


(6) Board. The term “board” as used in this act shall mean the state 
board of registration for civil engineers and land surveyors, Peo dee for 
by this act.

66-2304. Board—appointments—terms. A state board of registration 
for civil engineers and land surveyors is hereby created whose duty it shall 
be to administer the provisions of this act. The board shall consist of five 
(5) civil engineers, who shall be appointed by the governor and shall have 
the qualifications required by section 66-2305. The members of the first board 
shall be appointed within thirty (80) days after the taking effect of this 
act, to serve for the following terms: One member for one (1) year, one 
member for two (2) years, one member for three (3) years, one member 
for four (4) years, and one member for five (5) years, from the date of the 
taking effect of this act, or until their successors are fully appointed and 
qualified. Every member of the board shall receive a certificate of his ap- 
pointment from the governor and before beginning his term of office shall 
file with the secretary of state his written oath or affirmation for the faith- 
ful discharge of his official duty. Hach member of the board first appointed 
hereunder shall receive a certificate of registration under this act from said 
board. On the expiration of the term of any member, the governor shall 
appoint for a term of five (5) years a registered civil engineer, having the 
qualifications required by seetion 66-2305, to take the place of the member 
whose term on said board is about to expire. Hach member shall hold office 
until the expiration of the term for which such member is appointed or until 
a successor shall have been duly appointed and shall have qualified.

Responsible charge of engineering teaching may be 
construed as responsible charge of important engineering work.

66-2306. Board—compensation and expenses. Each member of the 
board shall receive such compensation as the board may direct, not to exceed 
the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) per diem, when actually attending to the 
work of the board or any of its committees and for the time spent in neces- 
sary travel; and, in addition thereto, shall be reimbursed for all actual 
traveling, incidental, and clerical expenses necessarily incurred in carrying 
out the provisions of this act.

Notice of all meetings shall be given in such manner as the by-laws may 
provide. The board shall elect or appoint annually the following officers:

66-2309. Board—powers. The board shall have the power to adopt and 
amend all by-laws and rules of procedure, not inconsistent with the consti- 
tution and laws of this state, which may be reasonably necessary for the 
proper performance of the duties and the regulations of the proceedings 
before it.

In earrying into effect the provisions of this act, the board, under the 
hand of its chairman and the seal of the board, may subpoena witnesses and 
compel their attendance, and also may require the production of books, 
papers, documents, etc., ina case involving the revocation of registration or 
practicing or offering to practice without registration. Any member of the 
board may administer oaths or affirmations to witnesses appearing before 
the board. If any person shall refuse to obey any subpoena so issued, or 
shall refuse to testify or produce any books, papers, or documents, the 
board may present its petition to such authority as may have jurisdiction, 
setting forth the facts, and thereupon such authority shall, in a proper ease, 
issue its subpoena to such person, requiring his attendance before such 
authority and there to testify or to produce such books, papers and docu- 
ments, as may be deemed necessary and pertinent by the board. Any person 
failing or refusing to obey the subpoena or order of the said authority may be 
proceeded against in the same manner as for refusal to obey any other sub- 
poena or order of the authority.

66-2310. Receipts and disbursements. The secretary of the board shall 
receive and account for all moneys derived under the provisions of this act, 
and shall pay the same monthly to the state treasurer, who shall keep such 
moneys in a separate fund to be known.as the “civil engineers’ fund”. Such 
fund shall be kept separate and apart from all other moneys in the treasury, 
and shall be paid out only by warrants drawn by the state auditor, upon 
vouchers issued and signed by the chairman and the secretary of the board. 
All moneys in the “civil engineers’ fund” are hereby specifically appropriated 
for the use of the board. The secretary of the board shall give a surety 
bond to the state in such sum as the board may determine. The premium 
on said bond shall be regarded as a proper and necessary expense of the 
board, and shall be paid out of the “civil engineers’ fund”. The secretary of 
the board shall receive such salary as the board shall determine in addition to 
the compensation and expenses provided for in section 66-2306. The board

may employ such clerical or other assistants as are necessary for the proper 
performance of its work, and may make expenditures of this fund for any 
purpose which in the opinion of the board is reasonably necessary for the 
proper performance of its duties under this act, including the expenses of 
the board’s delegates to annual conventions of, and membership dues to, 
the national council of state boards of engineering examiners. Under no 
circumstances shall the total cost of warrants issued by the state auditor 
in payment of the expenses and compensation provided for in this act 
exceed the amount of the examination and registration fees collected as 
herein provided.

66-2311. Records and reports. The board shall keep a record of its 
proceedings and a register of all applications for registration, which regis- 
ter shall show (a) the name, age, and residence of each applicant; (b) the 
date of the application; (c) the place of business of such applicant; (d) his 
educational and other qualifications; (e) whether or not an examination was 
required; (£) whether the applicant was rejected; (g) whether a certificate 
of registration was granted; (h) the date of the action of the board; and

of the board set forth therein, and a transcript thereof, duly certified by 
the secretary of the board under seal, shall be admissible in evidence with 
the same force and effect as if the original were produced.

66-2313. General requirements for registration. The following shall be 
considered as minimum evidence that the applicant is qualified for regis- 
tration as a civil engineer, or land surveyor, or for certification as an 
engineer-in-training, respectively : 


(1) Asa civil engineer: 

(a) Graduation plus experience. 

Graduation in an approved engineering curriculum of four (4) years or 
more from a school or college approved by the board as of satisfactory 
standing; and a specific record of an additional four (4) years or more of 
experience in engineering work before or after graduation of a character 
satisfactory to the board and indicating that the applicant is competent 
to practice civil engineering (in counting years of experience, the board at 
its discretion may give credit, not in excess of one (1) year, for satisfactory 
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graduate study in engineering) provided that in a case where the evidence 
presented in the application does not appear to the board conclusive nor 
warranting the issuing of a certificate of registration, the applicant may be 
required to present further evidence for the consideration of the board, and 
may also be required to pass an oral or written examination, or both,.as the 
board may determine; ‘excepting that for the period to and including 
January Ist, 1952, the experience above referred to, required of a candidate 
who has served in the armed forces of the United States (in the last war) 
shall be for such candidate two (2) years before or after graduation; or

to practice civil engineering ; or 

(c) Engineers of long established practice. 

A specific record of twelve (12) years or more of lawful practice in 
engineering work of a character satisfactory to the board and indicating 
that the applicant is competent to practice civil engineering and has had 
responsible charge of important engineering work for at least five (5) years, 
and provided applicant is not less than thirty-two (82) years of age. 

(2) Asan engineer-in-training: 

(a) Graduation plus examination. 

Graduation in an accredited engineering curriculum of four (4) scholas- 
tie years or more from a school or college approved by the board as of 
satisfactory standing, and successfully passing a written examination in the 
basic engineering subjects: or 

(b) Experience plus examination. 

A specific record of four (4) years or more of experience in engineering 
work of a character satisfactory to the board, and successfully passing a 
written examination in the basic engineering subjects. | 

(8) Asa land surveyor: 

(a) Graduation plus experience. 

Graduation from a school or college approved by the board as of satis- 
factory standing, including the completion of an approved course in survey- 
ing ; and an additional two (2) years or more of experience in land survey- 
ing of a character satisfactory to the board and seatingrbenss that the appli- 
cant is competent to practice land surveying ; or 

(b) Examination plus experience. 

Successfully passing a written, or written and oral, sonia cH in 
surveying prescribed by the board; and a specific record of six (6) years or 
more of experience in land Sunyaping of a character satisfactory to the board 
and indicating that the applicant is competent to practice land surveying; or 

(c) Land surveyors of long established practice. 

A specific record of ten (10) years or more of lawful practice in land 
surveying of a character satisfactory to the board, and mnuses aphbydus 
is not less than thirty (30) years of age. 

Character. No person shall be eligible for Myint de as a civil engineer 
or land surveyor or certification as an engineer-in-training, who is not of 
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good character and reputation. The board shall make an investigation of | 
the character, reputation and ability of such applicant. 

Teaching Credits. In considering the qualifications of applicants, Pre 
neering teaching may be construed as engineering experience. 

Education Credits. The satisfactory completion of each year of an ap- 
proval curriculum in engineering in a school or college, approved by the 
board as of satisfactory standing, without graduation, shall be considered 
as equivalent to a year of experience in section 66-2313 (1) b and (2) b 
Graduation in a curriculum other than engineering from a college or uni- 
versity of recognized standing may be considered as equivalent to two (2) 
years of experience in section 66-2313 (1) (b) and (2) (b); provided, how- 
ever, that no applicant shall receive credit for more than four (4) years of 
experience because of undergraduate educational qualifications.

pase iedes of his engineering experience. 

The registration fee for civil engineers shall be twenty-dollars ($20. 00), 
ten dollars ($10.00) of which shall accompany application, the remaining 
ten dollars ($10.00) to be paid upon issuance of certificate. When a certifi- 
cate of qualification issued by the national bureau of engineering registra- 
tion is accepted as evidence of qualification, the total fee for registration as 
civil engineer shall be ten dollars ($10.00).

66-2315. Examinations. When oral or written examinations are re- 
quired, they shall be held at such time and place as the board shall de- 
termine. When examinations are required on fundamental engineering sub- 
jects (such as are ordinarily given in college curricula) the applicant shall 
be permitted to take this part of the examination prior to his completion of 
the requisite years of experience in engineering work, and satisfactory 
passage of this portion of the examination by the applicant shall constitute 
a credit for a period of ten (10) years. The board shall issue to each appli- 
cant upon successfully passing the examination in fundamental engineering 
subjects a certificate stating that he has passed the examination and that his 
name has been recorded as an engineer-in-training. 

The scope of the examinations and the methods of procedure shall be

66-2316. Certificates—seals. The board shall issue a certificate of regis- 
tration upon payment of registration fee as provided for in this act, to any 
applicant who, in the opinion of the board, has satisfactorily met all the 
requirements of this act. In the case of a registered engineer, the certificate 
shall authorize the “practice of civil engineering”. In the case of an 
engineer-in-training, the certificate shall state that the applicant has success- 
fully passed the examination in fundamental engineering subjects required 
by the board and has been enrolled as “engineer-in-training”. In the case 
of a registered land surveyor, the certificate shall authorize the “practice 
of land surveying”. Certificates of registration and certificates as engineer- 
in-training shall show the full name of the registrant, shall have a serial 
number, and shall be signed by the chairman and the secretary of the board 
under seal of the board. 

The issuance of a certificate of registration by this board shall be prima 
facie evidence that the person named therein is entitled to all the rights and 
privileges of a registered civil engineer, or of a registered land surveyor, 
while the said certificate remains unrevoked or unexpired. 

Each registrant hereunder may upon registration obtain a eal of the 
design authorized by the board, bearing the registrant’s name and the 
legend “registered civil engineer’, or “registered land surveyor’. Plans, 
specifications, plats and reports prepared by a registrant shall be stamped 
with the said seal when filed with public authorities, during the life of the 
registrant’s certificate, but it shall be unlawful for any one to stamp or seal 
any documents with said seal after the certificate of the registrant named 
thereon has expired or has been revoked, unless said certificate shall have 
been renewed or reissued.

It shall be the duty of the secretary of the board to notify 
every person registered under this act, of the date of the expiration of his 
certificate and the amount of the fee that shall be required for its renewal 
for one (1) year; such notice shall be mailed at least one (1) month in 
advance of the date of the expiration of said certificate.

At any time with- 
in one (1) year after this act becomes effective, upon the application therefor 
and the payment of the registration fee of twenty dollars ($20.00) for civil 
engineers, or ten dollars ($10.00) for land surveyors, the board shall issue a 
certificate of registration, without oral or written examination, to any civil 
engineer or land surveyor who:shall submit evidence under oath satisfactory 
to the board that he is of good character, has been a resident of the state of 
Montana for at least one (1) year immediately preceding the date of his 
application, and was practicing civil engineering if an engineer, or land 
surveying if a surveyor, at the time this act becomes effective, and has per- 
formed work of a character satisfactory to the board.

Annual Crops

This section, so far as it refers to roots,

Annual crops are usually treated as 
chattels personal, subject to sale or mort- 
gage and levy of execution as other chat- 
tels are, even while still annexed to the 
soil, and are not included within the defi- 
nition of real property.

Fences 


A fence is a fixture and its annexation 
to land is governed by the law of fix- 
tures.

Where one places a fence on the 
land of another without an agreement 
permitting him to do so, it belongs to 
the owner of the land unless he. chooses 
to require him to remove it, the presump- 
tion, disputable in nature, being that one 
in possession of land is also the owner 
of the fixtures thereon. 


Growing Grass 


Growing grass is a part of the soil of 


which it is the natural growth, within 
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the meaning of section 67-207, and this 
section, and destruction thereof by the 
herding of livestock thereon constitutes 
a damage to the owner’s real property.

Where the owner of a mining claim, 
before selling it, explained to the buyer 
that an electric hoist which, though 
placed upon a substantial foundation on 
the elaim, could be removed without mam- 
terial injury to either claim or hoist, and 
had. been used in mining operations under 
a lease at a fixed rental per month, to be 
returned to the owner at the expiration 
of the term of hiring, did not belong to 
him, but had been installed at the in- 
stance of a company which had been 
working the claim under an option to 
purchase, and that he was merely holding 
it as security for money due him from 
such company, the buyer was not a bona 
fide purchaser, but one with notice, and 
therefore not entitled to claim the ma- 
chinery as a fixture. Montana Electric 
Co. v. Northern Valley Min.

When Chattels Affixed to Land Do Not 
Become Fixtures 


Whether a thing imbedded in the soil 
is or is not a fixture depends upon the in- 
tention of the party making the annexa- 
tion. and the use or purpose of annexa- 
tion; to become a fixture the intention 
to make an article a permanent accession 
tothe realty must affirmatively and 
plainly appear, if left in doubt it must 
be deemed a chattel; if attached for a 
use which does not enhance the value 
of the land it does not become a fixture.

Operation and Effect 

This section specifying when a thing is 
deemed to be affixed to land is merely a 
rule for general guidance concerning itself 
more with ultimate than with probative 
facts.

Dredge Deemed Fixture in Absence of 
Contract 


A dredge used in placer mining opera- 
tions is mining machinery within the mean- 
ing of this section, and deemed affixed to 
the mine, in the absence of an express 
agreement that it may be removed. When 
on mining property and used for working 
and developing the mine, in applying this 
section the disputable presumption arises 
that the dredge became a part of the real 
property. This presumption is overcome 
where personal property is affixed to the 
land under express agreement that it may 
be removed as between the parties and 
those having notice of such agreement.

Intention—Drawn by Deductions—Pre-

Whether machinery used in operation of 
a mine is realty or personalty is not deter- 
mined by the secret intention of the person 
making the annexation, but the intention 
deducible as a presumption of law from the 
character of the chattel, the manner and 
effect of its annexation, its adaptability 
to the use of the realty, the purpose to 
which it is put, the relation of the parties, 
and the policy of the law.

Operation and Effect 


Mining machinery, being deemed affixed 
to the mine, is real property.

Where casing used in 
sinking an oil-well was furnished to the 
owner of the leasehold by a third person 
under a contract that ownership of the 
easing should remain in such person un- 
less oil or gas in commercial quantities 
be encountered and the operations © re- 
sulted in a dry hole, the casing retained 
its character as personal property and 
did not become affixed to the land, and 
therefore the lien of the driller did not 
extend to it.

By virtue of this section mining tools 
and machinery are deemed affixed to the 
mine and therefore constitute “machinery 
or fixtures for’ mining claims within the 
meaning of section 45-501 entitling one 
who furnished the same or performs labor 
thereon, to a lien. Purchase price of such 
tools and machinery and labor charges for 
repairing the same are lienable items.

Change from Permissive to Hostile Pos- 
session 


Possession of real property by permis- 
sion of the owner and with knowledge of 
title in him cannot be made the basis of a 
title by prescription, and though permis- 
sive possession may subsequently become 
hostile, to make it so there must be a re- 
pudiation of the permissive possession and 
of the recognition of ownership implicit 
therein, and the repudiation must be 
brought home to the owner by actual no- 
tice, or at least by acts of hostility so 
manifest and notorius that actual notice 
must be presumed. Kelly v. Grainey, 113 
M 520, 529, 129 P 2d 619. 

While a permissive possession may sub- 
sequently become hostile, to make it so 
there must have been a repudiation of 
the permissive possession brought home to 
the owner by actual notice. “Hostile” pos- 
session, within this rule, means an inva- 
sion of the owner’s possession by the 
claimant without the owner’s permission 
and in violation of the latter’s right of 
property; “adverse” possession means hav- 
ing opposing interests; having interests 
for the preservation of which opposition 
is essential. Price v. Western Life Insur- 
ance Co., 115 M 509, 513, 146 P 2d 168. 


Continuous Use 


Adverse user of an irrigating ditch 
whenever use of it was necessary, un- 
interrupted by the owner of the servient 
estate, was continuous and uninterrupted, 
continuous use not necessarily implying 
constant use and continuity of use de- 
pending altogether upon the nature and 


character of the right claimed. Hays _ v. 
De Atley et al., 65 M 558, 562, 212 P 
296. 


Elements 


If a defendant in ejectment proves ad- 
verse possession, in himself and in _ his 
predecessor, for the required statutory 
period, he shows a title absolutely in him- 
self to the disputed land. Rude v. Mar- 
shall, 54 M 27, 30, 166 P 298. 

The occupancy of land for the period of 
ten years which under this section ripens 
into title by prescription must be such 
as will constitute adverse possession, i. e., 
actual, visible, hostile and continuous pos- 
session for the full period; the claim of 
the possessor must invade the title of the 
owner and be so brought home to him 
that he is in-a position to institute action 
for possession at all times during the 
entire ten-year period; otherwise the pos- 
session is deemed to have been under and 
in subordination to the legal title. Fergu- 
son v. Standley, 89 M 489, 499, 300 P 245. . 

Mere possession of real property, no 
matter how exclusive and complete, is not 
sufficient to create a title by prescrip- 
tion; to create such a title the possession 
must have been adverse; otherwise it will 
be deemed to have been in subordination 
to the legal title. Le Vasseur v. Roullman 
et al., 93 M 552, 556, 20 P 2d 250. 

Id. The possession of realty, to be “ad- 
verse,” must be actual and visible, exclu- 
sive, hostile and continued for a period 
of ten years; it must be open and noto- 
rious, or be of such a character as to raise 
a presumption of notice, or so patent that 
the owner could not be deceived; the claim 
of the possessor must be so brought home 
to the owner as to enable the latter to 
institute action for possession at all times 
during the running of the statute of lim- 
itations. 


Exclusive Use 


The fact that plaintiff in his complaint 
claimed the right to use the ditch to the 
extent of one-half of its capacity only, 
conceding to defendants the right to use 
the other half, did not have the effect 
of destroying his allegation that his use 
was exclusive, the word “exclusive” in such 
a case meaning, not: that others had no 
rights in it, but that his right to its use 
was not dependent on the like right in 
others and that their use did not inter- 
fere with his. Hays v. De Atley et al., 65 
M 558, 562, 212 P 296. 

This section authorizes acquisition of 
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title by prescription to an easement, such 
title being as effective as though evi- 
denced by a deed; the occupancy of the 
land in such a case does not divest the 
servient owner of title to the land over 
which it extends and need be continuous 
only in the same sense that the claimant 
exercise his right without interference 
at such times as he has need of the use; 
it need not be exclusive so long as the 
right does not depend upon a like right 
in others. Ferguson v. Standley, 89 M 489, 
499, 300 P 245. 


Nature of Title 


The title to an easement acquired by 
prescription is as effective as though evi- 
denced by a deed. Stetson v. Youngquist 
et al., 76 M 600, 606, 248 P 196.

Pleading 


In an action to quiet title to an easement 
by prescription in a ditch across defend- 
ants’ land, the complaint alleging, inter 
alia, that plaintiff’s possession had for 
more than ten years been continuous and 
exclusive was sufficient as against the 
objection that it was defective in not al- 
leging that it was also peaceable, the 
words “continuous and exclusive” com- 
prehending the meaning of “peaceable.” 
Hays v. De Atley et al., 65 M 558, 562, 
212 P 296. 

One claiming a ditch right over an- 
other’s land by adverse user must not 
only be able to show an open, notorious, 
exclusive and hostile possession of the 
easement claimed but also that his pos- 
session was continued and uninterrupted 
for the full statutory period of ten years; 
if possession be broken it ceases to be 
effectual, since, as soon as a break oc- 
curs, the law restores the constructive 
possession of the owner. Scott v. Jardine 
Gold Min. & Mill. Co., 79 M 485, 493, 257 
P 406. 


Prescription to Establish Highway 


This section appears to recognize the 
doctrine that adverse use by the public for 
the period named in the statute of limita- 
tions will establish a highway by pre- 
scription, but the title will be confined to 
the very way traveled during the period, 
unless an attempt has been made by the 
proper authorities to erect a highway, 
when the extent of the title will be mea- 
sured by the claim exhibited by the pro- 
ceedings. State v. Auchard, 22 M 14, 16, 
55 P 361. 


Presumption 

Where the claimant of a ditch rien by 
prescription over the lands of another has 
shown an open, visible, continuous and un- 
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molested use of the lands for a period 
sufficient to acquire title by adverse pos- 
Session, his use will be presumed to have 
been adverse and under a claim of right 
and not by license, the burden of over- 
coming such presumption being upon the 
owner of the servient estate. Glantz v. 
Gabel, 66 M 134, 212 P 858. 


Tacking of Prescriptive Periods 


In an action seeking confirmation of 
an easement acquired by prescription, con- 
tention that the doctrine of “tacking” of 
prescriptive periods is inapplicable where 
no mention is made of the right claimed in 
the various deeds to the property may 
not be sustained, the doctrine being per- 
missible when there is a privity between 
the successive users of the easement, and 
there is a sufficient privity as to the in- 
choate easement if the enjoyment thereof 
was continuous and under the same claim 
of title. Groshean et al. v. Dillmont Realty 
Co., 92 M 227, 240, 12 P 2d 273. 


Water Right by Prescription—Essential 
Requirement—Estoppel by Decree 


In order to acquire a prescriptive right 
to the use of water in an adjudicated 
stream, the user must have been detrimen- 
tal to the one whose title and right are 
said to have been destroyed, and may not 
be predicated upon the fact that the use 
had in no way lessened the source of water 
for other decreed rights nor tended to 
destroy them; one claiming a right under 
a decree where his predecessor in interest 
was a party to the action is estopped from 
claiming a right by prescription as against 
any of the decreed rights. Woodward v. 
Perkins, 116 M 46, 54, 147 P 2d 1016. 


When Law Presumes a Grant 


Where possession of land has been ad- 
verse for the statutory period of ten years, 
the law raises a presumption of a grant, 
the presumption arising only, however, 
where the occupancy would otherwise have 
been unlawful. If the use of the land was 
permissive in the beginning, it can be 
changed into a hostile and adverse one 
only by the most unequivocal conduct on 
the part of the user; the evidence of ad- 
verse possession must be strictly construed 
against the adverse user, and every rea- 
sonable intendment should be made in 
favor of the true owner. Price v. Western 
Life Insurance Co., 115 M 509, 513, 146 P 
2d 168.

grantor with a third person, to be delivered on performance of a condition, 
and, on delivery by the depositary, it will take effect.

Definition of an Escrow 


An “escrow” is a written instrument 
delivered to a third person to take effect 
upon the happening of a contingency and 
delivery of it to the person entitled to it. 
Under this definition, neither money nor 
a receipted bill, deposited in bank under 
an agreement between the parties to a 
proposed lease of coal land, could properly 
become the subject of an escrow, neither 
being a written contract. Glenderning v. 
Slayton, 55 M 586, 593, 179 P 817. 


Effect of Conditions 


The deposit of a deed to be delivered 
on the performance of a condition after 
the death of the grantor—such as the 
payment of funeral expenses—stands on 
the same footing as a deposit for delivery 
unconditionally after death, and the gran- 
tee may after the grantor’s death perform 
the condition and take title as of the date 
when the deed was deposited. Plymale et 
al. v. Keene, 76 M 403, 410, 247 P 554. 


Effect of Escrow on Owner 


Delivery of a deed in escrow by the 
depositary, after the death of the grantor, 
does not, under the doctrine of relation, 
relate back either to the date of the instru- 
ment or its delivery to the depositary, so 
as to defeat the right of dower.

Oral Escrow Agreement with Deed and 
Check Sufficient 


No precise form of words is necessary, 
and the agreement to deposit an instru- 
ment in escrow may be made orally; and 
where vendor deposited the deed and the 
vendee the check to be given in payment, 
in an attorney’s office, until vendor pro- 
cured the release of a mortgage, the deed 
and check constituted the escrow, and con-

When Delivery Deemed Complete 


If a deed, fully executed and so drawn 
as to convey a present title, is deposited 
by the grantor with a third person with 
directions to deliver it to the grantee after 
the death of the grantor, and the grantor 
in making such deposit reserves no power 
to recall or modify it or thereafter to 
control in any manner its disposition, the 
delivery will be deemed complete as of 
the date when the deed is deposited, the 
intention of the grantor at the time of 
passing it to such third person being the 
controlling factor in determining the ques- 
tion of delivery or nondelivery. Plymale

When Title Passes 


Where an owner sells his land on the 
instalment plan and places the contract 
and deed in escrow, to be delivered to 
the purchaser upon completion of the pay- 
ments, the latter does not obtain title 
until all of the payments are made; until 
then, the title is in the vendor. Knapp v.

Under a contract of sale of real property 
on deferred payments, as distinguished 
from one where execution and performance

A reservation of a life estate in 
the grantor of real property pre-supposes 
a conveyance of the property in which 
the life ‘estate is reserved; hence where 
there was no such conveyance because the 
deeds to the property, executed during the 
lifetime of the grantor, were not delivered 
until after his death, there could not‘have 
been any such reservation.

CHAPTER 1 
PURPOSE OF ACT—DEFINITIONS 


Section 68-101. Purpose of act—public employees retirement system. 
68-102. Definitions. 


68-101. Purpose of act—public employees retirement system. The pur- 
pose of this act is to effect economy and efficiency in the public service by 
providing a means whereby employees who become superannuated or other- 
wise incapacitated may, without hardship or prejudice, be replaced by more 
capable employees, and to that end providing a retirement system con- 
sisting of retirement compensation and death benefits.

68-102. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in this act, 
unless a different meaning is plainly indicated in the context, shall have the 
following meanings: | 

(a) “Retirement system” shall mean the “public employees’ retirement 
system” created by this act. 

(b) “Contracting city” shall mean any municipal corporation in the 
state which has elected to have all, or any part, of its employees become a 
part of the retirement system and which has contracted with the board for 
such purpose. 

(c) “Contracting county” shall mean any county in the state which 
has elected to have all or any part of its employees become a part of the 
retirement system and which has contracted with the board for such pur- 
pose. For the purpose of applying the provisions of this act to counties, 
wherever in this aet reference is made to “city”, “contracting city”, “city 
employee”, “city clerk”, “municipal corporation”, or “legislative body” of 
any city or municipal corporation, such words shall be construed to read, 
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respectively, as “county”, “contracting county”, “county employee”, “county 
clerk”, “county” or “board of county commissioners” of any county. 


(d) “Public agency” shall mean any public district or other local 
authority or public body whatsoever. 


(e) “Contracting public agency” shall mean any public agency in the 
state which has elected to have all or any part of its employees become a 
part of the retirement system and which has contracted with the board for 
such purpose. For the purpose of applying the provisions of this act to 
public agencies, whenever in this act reference is made to “city”, “con- 
tracting city”, “city employee’, “city clerk”, “municipal corporation”, or 
“legislative body” of any city or municipal corporation, such words shall be 
construed to read, respectively, as “public agency”, “contracting public 
agency’, “public agency employee”, “secretary of governing board or 
analogous authorized employee of the public agency”, “public agency”, or 
“governing board or head of a public agency not managed by a board”. 

(f) State employee. “State employee” means any person in a state 
office or regularly employed by the state in any capacity whatever and 
whose salary is paid either by warrant of the state auditor and from the 
fees or income of any department or agency of the state, excepting all 
elective and all appointive (except as herein otherwise provided) officers, 
court commissioners, the members of any state board or commission who 
serve the state intermittently and are paid on a per diem basis; but including 
the president and all deans, professors and instructors in every department, 
college, and school of the University of Montana. ‘State employee” means 
further any employee under direct state supervision or functional state 
supervision as certified by the head of the state department concerned and 
approved by the board of the public employees retirement system, who is 
paid either fully or in part from federal funds, but is not subject to the 
federal retirement system. Temporary employees shall not be eligible to 
membership, but probationers thereunder and temporary employees shall 
become members at the expiration of six months’ continuous employment, 
and deductions shall be made from the salaries of such employees beginning 
on the first day of the calendar month following the completion of six 
(6) months’ continuous employment. Permanent seasonal employees shall 
in no event be considered temporary employees. 

(g) “Head of department” means the head of any department, institu- 
tion or branch of the state service which directly pays salaries out of its 
income or which prepares, approves, and submits salary statements of its 
employees to the state board of examiners, state auditor and state treasurer 
for payment. 

(h) “Member” shall mean any person included in the membership of 
the retirement system set forth in section 68-202 and not excluded in section 
68-203. 

(i) “Board” shall mean the “board of administration” created in this 
act. 

(j) “Retirement fund” shall mean the “public employees’ retirement 
fund” created and established in section 68-405. 

(k) “State service” shall mean service rendered as an employee, hired 
or appointed, of the state or its university or any of the colleges, schools, 
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components or units thereof for the purposes of this act, service rendered 
as an employee of any contracting city for compensation, and, for the DUE, 
poses of this act, a member shall be considered as being in the “state service” 
only while he is receiving compensation from the state, or its university as 
aforesaid or the contracting city for such service, except as provided in 
subdivision (f) of section 68-501. 

(1) “Prison employee” for the purpose of the retirement system, means 
persons appointed by the warden of the state prison or by the state board 
of prison commissioners. 

(m) “Prior service” shall mean all state service, or service to a con- 
tracting city, rendered before the first day of January, 1945; and all 
service rendered as an employee of the university before the same date, and 
all state service rendered as an employee of a contracting city before the 
effective date of the city’s participation in the retirement system, and 
allowable as provided in subdivision (h), section 68-501. Employees of a 
contracting city shall receive credit for prior service only if the election 
of the contracting city to participate in the public employees retirement act 
is filed with the board on or before, but not after, July 1, 1950. Notwith- 
standing the sentence preceding, “prior service” as applied to a person, em- 
ployed by the state, including the university, who became a member while 
employed on a part-time basis, because of amendments to this retirement 
act, or as applied to a person who became a member prior to said amend- 
ments, because of a change in the employment status to a full-time basis, shall 
mean all state service rendered before the effective date of said membership. 


(n) “Continuous service” as applied to “prior service” shall mean all 
prior service, regardless of interruptions in such service, and as applied to 
service as a member shall mean uninterrupted employment in state service, 
except as provided by subdivision (h) section 68-501, and, except that when 
for any cause whatever, a member discontinues state service but subsequent- 
ly re-enters such service within three (8) years from the date of the dis- 
continuance, such interruption shall not be deemed to break the continuity 
of service. 


(0) “Beneficiary” shall mean any person in receipt of a pension, an- 
nuity, retirement allowance, death benefit or any other benefit provided by 
this act. 


(p) “Compensation” shall mean the remuneration paid in cash out of 
funds controlled by the state, the university, or the contracting city, plus 
the monetary value as determined by the board of. administration, of living 
quarters, board, lodging, fuel, laundry and other advantages of any nature 
furnished by the state, the university, or the contracting city to a member, in 
payment for services. 


(q) “Compensation earnable”’ by a member shall mean the average 
monthly compensation as determined by the board upon the basis of the 
average time put in by members in the same group or class of employment 
and at the same rate of pay, it being assumed that during any absence said 
member was in the position held by him at the beginning of the absence and 
that prior to entering state service he was in the position first held by him 
in such service, but such “compensation earnable” shall not exceed four 
hundred sixteen dollars and sixty-six cents ($416.66) per month. 
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(r) “Final compensation” shall mean the average annual compensation 
earnable by a member during the five (5) years immediately preceding his 
retirement. 

(s) “Regular interest” shall mean the average interest earned on in- 
vestments made hereunder, compounded at each June 30th, subject to sub- 
division (j), section 68-501 plus such additional interest as the board may 
eredit from year to year in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

(t) “Normal contributions” shall mean contributions by members under 
the provisions of section 68-701 (g) to (n), both inclusive. 

(u) ‘Additional contributions” shall mean contributions by members 
under the provisions of section 68-701 (k). 

(v) “Accumulated normal contributions” shall mean the sum of all 
the normal contributions standing to the credit of a member’s individual 
account, together with the regular interest thereon. 

(w) “Aecumulated additional contributions” shall mean the sum of all 
the additional contributions standing to the credit of a member’s indi- 
vidual account, together with the regular interest thereon. 

(x) “Accumulated contributions” shall mean accumulated normal con- 
‘tributions plus any accumulated additional contributions standing to the 
eredit of a member’s account. 

(y) “Pension” shall mean payments for life derived from contributions 
made from the state controlled funds, or in the case of members from con- 
tracting cities from the funds of such cities, as provided in this act. 

(z) “Annuity” shall mean payments for life derived from contributions 
made by a member as provided in this act. 

(aa) “Retirement allowance” shall mean the pension plus the annuity. 

(ab) “Death allowance” shall mean payments for life, or until re- 
marriage, or until the youngest child shall attain the age of eighteen (18) 
years, as provided in section 68-1101. 

(ac) “Actuarial equivalent” shall mean a benefit of equal value when 
computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall be adopted by the 
board, and interest at a rate to be annually determined by the retirement 
board compounded annually, subject to subdivision (j), section 68-501. 

(ad) “Retirement” shall mean withdrawal from active service with a 
retirement allowance granted under the provisions of this act. 

(ae) “Disability” and “incapacity for performance of duty” referred to 
herein as a basis of retirement, shall mean disability of permanent duration 
or disability of extended and uncertain duration, as determined by the 
board on the basis of competent medical opinion. 

(af) “Actuary” shall mean the actuary regularly and continuously 
employed on a full or part-time basis, by the board of administration. 

(ag) “Benefit” shall be the retirement allowance, death allowance, 
death benefit or refund of accumulated contributions provided by this act. 


(ah) “Fiscal year’ shall mean any year commencing with July first 
(1st) and ending June thirtieth (30th) next following.

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CHAPTER 2 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM CREATED—WHO ARE MEMBERS 


Section 68-201. Public employees’ retirement system created. 
68-202. Members—employees who have served six months—re-entry state service— 
school district employees. 
68-203. Who are are ineligible to membership in system. 


68-201. Public employees retirement system created. A retirement sys- 
tem is hereby created and established to become effective July 1, 1945, and 
to be known as the “public employees’ retirement system.”

68-202. Members—employees who have served six months—re-entry 
into state service—school district employees. Except as herein expressly ex- 
cluded from membership all employees shall beeome members of the re- 
tirement system as follows: 

(a) From and after the date this system becomes effective, every em- 
ployee who has rendered one-half (44) year of continuous service is a 
member of the retirement system and every other employee shall become a 
member after the completion of six (6) months of state service, uninter- 
rupted by a break of more than one (1) month, provided that an employee 
who has entered or enters state service after January 1, 1946, as the 
result of the assumption by the state- of a governmental function 
previously exercised by a political subdivision thereof and under which 
function he was employed for at least such six (6) months’ period im- 
mediately preceding such assumption, shall be considered a member of and 
after the date of said entry into state service. 

(b) Every employee who re-enters state service after the date this 
system becomes effective, and who, prior to such re-entry has completed 
six (6) months of state service, uninterrupted by a break of more than one 
(1) month, shall become a member of the retirement system upon such 
re-entry. Time during which an employee of a school district is absent 
from state service during official vacation, shall be counted as service in 
determining eligibility for membership under this act.

68-203. Who are ineligible to membership in system. The following 
employees shall not become members of the retirement system: 

(a) Elective officers, other than elective officers who filed with the board 
of administration an election in writing to become members; provided, that 
any person so excluded from membership, who later becomes a member 
hereof, shall have the option of making contributions to the retirement 
system in the amount which he would have contributed had he not been 
so excluded, and he shall then receive credit for prior service in the same 
manner as if he had not been so excluded. If he shall affirmatively exercise 
the option, the contributions of the state, or the contracting city because of 
his membership, shall be the same as they would have been had he not been 
so excluded. 

(b) Inmates of state institutions who are allowed compensation for 
such service as they are able to perform. 

(c) Persons in state institutions principally for the purpose of training, 
but who receive compensation. 
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(d) Independent contractors who are not employees. 

(e) Employees serving on a part-time basis unless such employees are 
members at January 1, 1946, or any time of employment after that date on 
a part-time basis, or unless such employment is regular and continuous and 
in the opinion of the employing power will extend for more than one (1) 
year, and requires service for at least one-half the time required of em- 
ployees in the same group or class, serving on a full-time basis. Any em- 
ployee who is a member at January 1, 1946, and who is serving on a part- 
time basis not requiring at least one-half (14) the time required of employees 
in the same group or class serving on a full-time basis, may elect to termi- 
nate his membership in the system. Any employee so selecting shall be con- 
sidered aS permanently separated from state service, solely for the purposes 
of section 68-701(m). 

(f) Persons in state service on July 1, 1945, or prior thereto who filed 
with the board of administration an election not to become members, pro- 
vided any person so excluded from membership by his own election may on 
or before, but not after, July 1, 1948, file with the board of administration 
an election to become a member and receive credit for prior service, and 
shall become a member of the retirement system on the date of filing such 
election. Such person shall receive credit for prior service only if his elec- 
tion to become a member is filed with the board on or before, but not after 
July 1, 1948, and shall have the option of paying to the retirement system all 
or part of the amount which he would have contributed had he not been so 
excluded but had been a member to and including the date of filing such 
election to become a member, plus interest which would have accumulated 
thereon through such date. Upon the retirement of such person under sec- 
tion 68-801, the pensions provided by contributions of the state under this 
act shall be the same as if such person affirmatively exercised the option to 
pay to the retirement system all of that amount with accumulated interest. 

(g) Persons directly appointed, by the governor, and who do not file 
with the board of administration an election in writing to become members. 

(h) Persons who are members of any other retirement or pension sys- 
tem supported wholly or in part by funds of the United States government, 
any state government or political subdivision thereof and who are receiving 
credit in such other system for service, it being the purpose of this section 
to prevent a person from receiving credit for the same service in two (2) 
retirement systems supported wholly or in part by public funds, and no 
person shall receive such credit under any circumstances. Any member of 
the retirement system who, because of his employment by the state, shall be 
required to become a member of any such other system, shall be considered 
solely for the purposes of section 68-701 (m) as permanently separated from 
state service. The accumulated contributions of any member who shall have 
died after becoming a member of such other system and before receiving 
said accumulated contributions, shall be paid to the beneficiary nominated 
by him to receive any death benefit payable under section 68-1101. Contri- 
butions to the retirement fund under section 68-1807 on the basis of com- 
pensation earned by members after the effective date of termination of 
membership herein because of the membership in such other system, shall 
be repaid to the fund from which said contributions were made. For the 
purpose of this section, persons who merely are receiving pensions or retire- 
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ment allowances, or other payments, from any source whatever, on account 
of service rendered to some other agency than the state and when such 
persons were not in state service, shall not be considered, because of such 
receipt, members of any other retirement or pension system.

CHAPTER 3 


CONTRACTS BETWEEN MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS, COUNTIES AND 
PUBLIC AGENCIES 


Section 68-301. Contracts between municipal corporations, counties and public agencies. 
68-302. Counties, by contract with board of administration, may participate. 
68-303. Other public agencies in state may, by contract with board, participate. 


68-301. Contracts between municipal corporations, counties and public 
agencies. After receiving from the board of administration, a quotation of 
the approximate contribution provided for in section 68-602, any municipal 
corporation in the state may participate in the public employees’ retirement 
system, making its employees members of said system, by contract entered 
into between the legislative body of said municipal corporation and the 
board of administration of the said retirement system, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act. Said contract may include any provisions consistent 
with this act, necessary in the administration of the retirement system as 
it affects said employees, and municipal corporation. The approval and 
termination of said contract shall be subject to the toh omine provisions, in 
addition to the other provisions of this act: 


(a) Said legislative body shall adopt a resolution giving notice of in- 
tention to approve said contract, which resolution shall contain a summary 
of the major provisions of the proposed retirement system. Such contract 
shall not be approved unless and until an election has been held to permit 
the employees proposed to be included in the retirement system to express, 
by secret ballot, their approval or disapproval of said retirement proposal. 
The ballot at such election shall include the summary of the retirement 
system as set: forth in the foregoing resolution. The election shall be con- 
ducted in such manner as to permit the city employees proposed to be in- 
cluded: in the system separately to express their approval or disapproval 
thereof. Said election shall be conducted in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed. by the legislative body of the city. Approval of the contract. shall 
be by ordinance, adopted. by the affirmative vote of two-thirds (2/3) of the 
members of said legislative body, not less than twenty (20) days after the 
adoption of said resolution, or by an ordinance adopted by a majority vote 
of the electorate of the city voting thereon. The legislative body shall not 
include in the retirement system any of the city employees above mentioned, 
a majority of whose members voted to disapprove the proposed system. 


(b) . Said municipal corporation shall include under said contract all 
of its employees, except as exclusions in addition to the exclusion specified in 
this act, may be agreed to between it and the board of administration, said 
exclusions to be based on groups of employees such as by departments, by 
duties or by age, and not by individual employees.: The board of administra- 
tion, however, shall have the right to disapprove'the exclusion of any group, 
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if in its opinion said exclusion affects adversely the interest of said retire- 
ment system. Membership in the retirement system shall be compulsory for 
all employees included under said contract. 

(c) Errors in said contract may be corrected through amendments ap- 
proved by the adoption of suitable resolutions by the contracting parties. 
Excluded employees may be included under said contract, by groups, 
through amendments to said contract approved in the manner prescribed in 
this section for the approval of contracts. Additional benefits on account of 
prior services, provided in this act but not included in said contract, may be 
included in said contract, through amendments approved in the manner ‘pre- 
scribed in this section for the approval of contracts, except that an election 
among employees shall not be required.

68-302. Counties, by contract with board of administration, may parti- 
cipate. Any county in this state may participate in the public employees’ 
retirement system, making all or some of its employees members of such 
system by contract entered into between the board of supervisors of such 
county and the board of administration of the retirement system. The pro- 
visions of this act relating to cities, employees of cities, the entering into 
contracts between cities and the board, the method of computing benefits and 
the benefits payable to city employees, and.all other provisions of this act 
which relate to cities which elect to include employees under the public em- 
ployees’ retirement system shall also apply to counties in the same manner to 
the same extent, and with the same effect as if counties instead of cities 
were expressly referred to in such provisions.

68-303. Other public agencies in state may, by contract with board, 
participate. Any public agency in this state, which is not already author- 
ized to do so, may participate in the public employees’ retirement system, 
making all or some of its employees members of said system, by contract 
entered into between the governing board or head of such agency, and the 
board of administration of the retirement system. The provisions of this act 
relating to cities, employees of cities, the entering into contracts between 
cities and the board, the method of computing. benefits, and the benefits 
payable to city employees, and all other provisions of this act, which relate 
to cities which elect to include employees under the public employees’ re- 
tirement system, shall also apply to public agencies in the same manner, to 
the same extent, and with the same effect, as if public agencies, instead of 
cities, were expressly referred to in such provisions.

CHAPTER 4

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68-401. Cost of service of member borne by employing subdivision. An 
employee of the state or a contracting city shall receive credit, subject to 
the provisions of this act, for all service rendered by him as an employee of 
the state or a contracting city, and the cost of benefits based on such 
service shall be borne by the respective employers in whose service it was 
rendered, unless the termination of employment by the state or a contracting 
city is followed by entry into employment by the state if the previous em- 
ployment was by the state of a different contracting city, more than one 
(1) year after such termination, in which event service as applied to a mem- 
ber who is an employee of the state or an employee of a contracting city, 
shall be limited to service rendered as an employee of the state or of the 
contracting city, as the case may be. If a person is employed concurrently by 
more than one contracting city, or by the state and one or more contracting 
cities, his status under the retirement system shall be determined in the 
same manner as if he were employed in more than one office or department 
of the state.

68-402. Change of status, It shall be the duty of the head of each 
office or department of the state, other than the university, to give im- 
mediate notice in writing to the board of administration of the change in 
status of any member in his office or department resulting from transfer, 
promotion, leave of absence, resignation, reinstatement, dismissal or death. 
The head of each such office or department shall furnish such other informa- 
tion concerning any member as the board may require. The registrar of the 
university, or such other official as the university may designate, shall fur- 
nish monthly reports to the board of administration showing changes in 
the status of any and all members employed by the university during the 
preceding month, and shall furnish such additional information concerning 
any or all such members as the board may require in the administration of 
the retirement system.

68-403. Monthly reports of change of status of members. The chief ad- 
ministrative officer of a contracting city, or other such person as the legis- 
lative body of the city may designate, shall furnish monthly reports to the 
board of administration showing changes in the status during the preceding 
month of any and all members who have been included under the retirement 
system by the city, and shall furnish such additional information concern- 
ing any or all of such members as the board may require in the administra- 
tion of the retirement system, and further, shall furnish such services of 
its offices and departments as the board may request in connection with 
claims by said members against the system.

68-404. Termination of membership. Each member and each person re- 
tired shall be subject to all provisions of this act and to the rules and regu- 
lations adopted by the board of administration. Any person who is retired

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ten (10) consecutive years, or withdraws more than one-fourth (14) of his 
normal contributions, ceases to be a member.

All contributions paid into said fund as the employer 
agency portion from the state, counties, cities, towns, school districts or 
other public agencies or political subdivisions shall constitute a pooled or 
mingled fund for payment of all claims made and approved.

CHAPTER 5 
BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION—POWERS AND DUTIES 


Section 68-501. Board of administration. 


68-501. Board of administration. The board of administration shall 
consist of five (5) members appointed by the governor, three (3) of which 
members shall be public employees and shall be members of the retirement 
system, and two (2) of which shall be members at large. The terms of 
public employee members presently serving on the board of administration 
shall continue in full force and effect, and the original appointments of the 
two (2) members at large shall be as follows: One for a term of two (2) 
years and one for a term of three (3) years. As the respective terms of all 
members of the board expire, each appointment shall be for a term of 
three (8) years; provided not more than one (1) employee member of the 
retirement board shall be an employee of the same department, bureau or 
agency of the state or contracting public agency. Members of the board of 
administration shall serve on a per diem basis and shall be paid at the 
rate of ten dollars ($10.00) per day of service, plus actual and necessary 
expenses, provided, however, the total per diem compensation in any one 
year for each member of the board shall not exceed the sum of five hundred 
dollars ($500.00). 

The attorney general is hereby designated legal counsel for the board. 


(a) Vaecaney on board—how filled. Any vacancy occurring ninety 
(90) days or more before the expiration of the term of any member of the 
retirement board shall be filled by appointment by the governor. The 
person thus appointed shall serve for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

(b) The board may establish such rules and regulations as it deems 
proper, within the limitations of this act and for its proper administration, 
operation and enforcement. The board shall elect one (1) of its members 
president, and shall appoint and fix the compensation of a secretary who 
shall have the power to administer caths, and other necessary employees. 
It shall maintain its office in the city of Helena. A quorum of the board 
shall be three (3) members. The board may appoint a committee of one 
or more of its members, which shall have authority to perform routine acts, 

such as retirement of members and fixing of retirement allowances, approval 
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of death claims and correction of records necessary in the administration of 
the system in accordance with the provisions of this act and rules and 
regulations of the board. All expenses of the administration of this act in 
excess of amount provided by the one dollar ($1.00) membership fee shall 
be a charge on the appropriation made from general fund of the state: 

(c) The board shall determine who are employees within the meaning 
of this act and shall be the sole authority and judge under this act as to 
the conditions under which persons may be admitted to and continue to 
receive benefits under the retirement system, and shall have exclusive 
control of the administration and investment of the fund. As soon as 
practical after the close of each fiscal year, the board shall file with the 
governor a report of its work for such fiseal year. 

(d) Subject to the following and to all other provisions of this act, 
and such rules and regulations as it may adopt in pursuance thereof, the 
board shall determine and may modify allowances for service and cata 

(e) The board of administration shall fix and determine how much 
service rendered in any fiscal year shall be the equivalent of a year of service 
and parts thereof, but shall credit one (1) year for two hundred and fifty 
(250) or more days of service rendered by employees on a per diem basis 
and one (1) year for ten (10) months or more of service rendered by 
employees on a monthly basis, but not more than one (1) year for all 
service in any fiscal year. In determining the credit to be granted for 
service rendered on a part-time basis, for purposes of calculating retirement 
allowances, the service shall be reduced to a full-time basis according to 
the service required, in the next'preceding sentence, for credit for one (1) 
year of service. In calculating benefits based on service so determined, 
except in calculating the additional pension provided in subdivision (g) of 
section 68-901 compensation earnable shall be taken as the compensation 
which would be earnable if the employment had been on a full-time basis, 
and with a compensation derived by multiplying the member’s compensation 
by ratio of full-time to the time he was required by his employment to 
engage in his duties. In calculating the credit to be granted for service 
rendered on a part-time basis, for purposes of determining qualifications 
for retirement, and of calculating benefits payable upon death before 
retirement, the service required in this paragraph for credit for a year of 
service shall not be used, but instead, a year of service shall be credited 
for each year during which the member was employed throughout the 
year on a part-time basis and was engaged in his duties the full amount of 
time he was required by his employment to be so engaged. Credit for 
fractional years will be granted to the extent of the fraction derived by 
dividing the time during which the member was engaged in his duties 
within the year, by the time he was required by his employment to be so 
engaged. 

(f) Time during which a member is absent from public service without 
compensation shall not be allowed in computing service; except that 
time during which a member is absent from public service by reason of 
having been ordered on duty with the armed forces of the United States, or 
by reason of voluntary service by the member in said forces or on ships 
operated by or for the United States government, either during a war 
involving the United States as a belligerent or in any other national

emergency, and for ninety’ (90) days thereafter shall be considered as time 
spent in public service, for the purpose of qualification for retirement and 
death benefits, but not for calculation of retirement benefits unless the 
member elects to contribute and contributes under the retirement system. 
Any member so absent and until his return within the said ninety (90) 
days may resign from the system. Any members so absent shall have the 
right to contribute to said system, either during his service with the 
armed forces of the United States or’in the merchant marine of the United 
States, and ninety (90) days thereafter or upon his return to the state 
service, at times and in a manner fixed by the board of administration, 
amounts equal to the contribution which would have been made by him to 
_ the system on the basis of his compensation earnable at the commencement 
of his absence. If he does so contribute he shall receive credit for public 
service for such time in the same manner as if he had not been absent 
from public service. Whenever a member elects to continue his contributions, 
the state or the contracting city, or: county or other agency shall thereupon 
contribute an amount equal to that which it would have contributed under 
section 68-1307 or under the contract between the board and the legislative 
body, as the case may be, i the member had not been absent from. state 
service. 


Any member so absent or any member absent from state service by 
reason of having been ordered by an authorized official of the state of 
Montana or the United States, to duties outside state service shall be paid 
upon his request, his accumulated contributions. Such payment shall ter- 
minate any election by said member under this section to contribute. 


Time during which a member is absent from public service by reason of 
injury or illness determined within one (1) year after the end of such absence 
as arising out of and in the course of his employment, shall be considered as 
spent in public service, for the purpose of qualification for retirement and 
death benefits, but not for the calculation of retirement benefits, except 
as he received compensation, as defined in this act and as distinguished from 
disability indemnity under the workmens compensation act during the 
absence, and then only to the extent of compensation received. 


(g) Each employee shall file with the board of administration such 
information affecting his status as a member of the retirement system as 
the board may require. 


(h) Credit for prior service shall bel eranted to each person other than 
persons who are employees of the university or of a contracting city at the 
time of becoming members of the retirement system, who has rendered such 
service as defined: in this act, and who has become a member of the retire- 
ment system on January 1, 1946, or within three (3) years after last 
rendering prior service, the prior service credited, however, to be one-half 
(144) year less than the total: prior service rendered by him. Credit for 
prior service shall be granted to each person who is employed by the 
university at the time of becoming a member of the retirement system re- 
gardless of whether he had been retired under the system prior to the effec- 
tive date hereof, who has rendered such service as defined in this act and who 
has become a member of the retirement system on January 1, 1946, or within 
‘three (3) years after last rendering prior service, the prior service credited, 
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however, to be one-half (14) year less than the total prior service rendered 
by him. 

Credit for prior service shall be granted to each person who is employed 
by a contracting city at the time of becoming a member of the system, who 
has rendered such service as defined in this act, and who has become a 
member of the retirement system within three (3) years after last rendering 
prior service. Notwithstanding the three (3) sentences next preceding, 
credit for prior service shall be granted to each person employed by the 
state including the university, who became a member while employed on a 
part-time basis, because of amendments to this retirement act, or who 
became a member prior to said amendments, because of a change in status 
to a full-time basis, but prior service credited shall be one-half (14) year 
less than the total prior service rendered by him. The credit for prior 
service to be granted persons employed by a contracting city who are in- 
cluded under the retirement system shall be established by contract between 
the board and the legislative body of such city; and such credit as may be 
granted to a person shall be in the form of a percentage, not to exceed 
the analogous percentage applicable to employees of the state, for each 
year of prior service. Prior service so credited shall be the basis for a 
retirement allowance or benefit as provided in this act only if the member- 
ship in the retirement system continues unbroken until retirement or retire- 
ment allowance or until the granting of such other benefit; provided, that 
termination of membership by withdrawal of accumulated contributions 
followed by the redeposit of such contributions upon re-entrance into public 
service aS herein provided shall not constitute a break in membership, but 
this section shall not be construed to entitle any person to credit as prior 
service for time during which he was not in public service as defined in 
this act, 

(i) The management and control of the retirement system shall be 
vested in the board of administration, and it shall exercise the following 
powers and perform the following duties: 

(j]) The board of administration shall keep in convenient form such 
data as shall be necessary for the actuarial valuation of the retirement 
fund created by this act. On July 1, 1946, and at the end of every two 
year period thereafter, it shall cause to be made an actuarial investigation 
into the mortality, service and compensation experience of the members and 
beneficiaries under the provision of this act, and shall further cause to 
be made an actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of the public 
employees’ retirement fund herein created, and from time to time shall 
determine the rate of interest being earned on the said retirement fund. Upon 
the basis of any or all of such investigation, valuation, and determination, 
said board shall adopt such mortality, service and other tables and such 
interest rate, in lieu of the interest rate specified herein, or any of such 
items as it shall deem necessary, and shall make such revision in rates of 
contributions of members as it may deem necessary to comply with the 
provisions of section 68-701. No adjustment shall be included in the new 
rates for time prior to the effective date of such revision. 

(k) The board shall credit contributions of members of beneficiaries, 
of the state and of contracting cities with interest at the rate being used 
under the system on the effective date hereof, compounded each June 30th, 
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subject to tne foregoing subdivision (j) of section 68-501. At the end of 
each fiscal year, beginning with the second fiscal year of the operation 
of the retirement system, it may credit to all contributions held in the 
retirement fund at June 30th of the then current fiscal year, such interest 
in excess of said rate provided herein as it may deem proper in the light 
of the earnings of the retirement fund during such fiscal year, but such 
additional interest credited during any fiscal year shall not be greater 
than the excess of said earnings over the interest otherwise credited to 
contributions during that year. Interest at said rate, compounded annually, 
subject to said foregoing subdivision (j) hereof, shall be used in the eal- 
culation of benefits under any mortality table adopted by the board, regard- 
less of any additional interest allowed on contribution under this paragraph. 

In addition to other records and accounts, it shall keep such records 
and accounts as may be necessary to show at any time: 

The total accumulated contributions of members. 

The total accumulated contributions of retired members less the annuity 
payments made to such members. 

The accumulated contributions of the state and of contracting cities held 
for the benefit of members on account of service rendered as members of 
the retirement system. 

All other accumulated contributions of the state and of contracting cities 
which shall include the amounts available to meet the obligation of the 
state and of the contracting cities, respectively on account of benefits that 
have been granted to retired employees and on account of prior service of 
members. 

(1) In addition to rendering the annual report to the governor required 
by subsection (c) of this section, it shall cause to be published annually a 
financial statement showing an actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the retirement system created by this act and a statement as to the 
accumulated cash and securities in the retirement fund as certified by the 
state auditor, but until all prior service is verified, the board of administra- 
tion may omit from the financial statement published annually, assets and 
liabilities resulting from such prior service, and may include assets and 
liabilities on account of service rendered as members in amounts equal only 
to accumulated contributions held on account of such service.

CHAPTER 6 


PRIOR SERVICE—ALLOWANCE FOR—COST TO CITIES, COUNTIES AND 
PUBLIC AGENCIES 


Section 68-601. Prior service of city, county and public agency employees. 
68-602. Cost to cities, counties and public agencies. 
68-603. Contribution to be made by contracting city. 


68-601. Prior service of city, county and public agency employees. The 
board of administration is hereby empowered to make arrangements with 
any contracting city for the payment of the prior service liability as 
computed by the actuary, on such terms as the financial conditions of the 
contracting city will permit. Should the legislative body of any city having 
an existing retirement, pension or annuity fund or system, hereafter referred 
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to as the local system, desire to make all or part of the members of the 
local system members of the public employees’ retirement system, it may 
enter into a contract for that purpose with the board of administration in 
the manner provided in section 68-301 and section 68-602; provided, however, 
that the employees. voting as provided in subdivision (a) of section 68-301 
shall be limited to active members of the local system voting as a unit, and 
approval shall require a two-thirds vote of such employees. 

All members of the local system included in said contract shall become 
members of said employees’ retirement system, and shall no longer be 
members of the local system, and the provisions of this act shall also 
apply, except that the existing pensions being paid to pensioners or an- 
nuitants of the local system on the date of the approval shall be continued 
and paid at their existing rates by the public employees’ retirement system 
and the liability on this account shall be included in the computation of the 
prior service liability by the actuary as provided for herein. Subject to 
the approval of the board of administration, as for all other employees, 
the contracting city may elect to continue the local system and to place under 
the retirement system only a portion of the members of the local system. 
Any eash and securities to the credit of the local system and held on account 
of persons who become members of the public employees’ retirement system, 
shall be transferred to the said system as of the date of the approval, the 
value at which said securities shall be credited to the contracting city, 
being determined by the board of administration. 


The trustees or other administrative head of the local system as of 
the date of the approval, shall certify the proportion, if any, of the funds 
of the system that represents the accumulated contributions of the members, 
and the relative shares of the members as of that date. Such shares shall 
be credited to the respective individual accounts of such members in the 
Montana public employees’ retirement system, and administered as if said 
contributions had been made during membership in said system, except that 
the annuity provided by said contributions with accumulated interest shall 
be deducted from the pension which otherwise would be payable on account 
of prior service. The total of the funds transferred to the Montana public 
employees’ retirement system shall be offset against the prior service liability 
before determining the contribution to be paid by the contracting city as 
provided herein. If all the members of the local system become members 
of the retirement system, the operation of the local system shall be discon- 
tinued as of such date as is provided for in the contract between the board 
and the legislative body of the contracting city.

68-602. Cost to cities, counties and public agencies. When the legisla- 
tive body of a municipal corporation desires to consider the participation 
of said municipal corporation in the retirement system, said body shall ask 
the board of administration for a quotation of the approximate contribution 
to the retirement system which would be required of the municipal corpora- 
tion because of such participation. Said approximate contribution quoted 
by the board and the definitive contribution certified by the board as pro- 
vided in section 68-603 shall be determined by actuarial valuations of the 
prior and future service liability under the retirement system, on account 
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of employees of such municipal corporation whose memberships are contem- 
plated, in the determination of the approximate contribution, or who become 
members, in the determination of the definitive contribution, in the same 
manner as the contribution required of the state on account of its employees 
was originally determined; provided, that in consideration of the number of 
employees of the municipal corporation or other circumstances, a different 
manner of determining said contribution may be adopted by the board, 
upon recommendation of the actuary. The approximate and definitive con- 
‘tributions are similar to premiums under insurance policies. Said approxi- 
mate contribution shall be quoted by the board to the municipal corporation, 
subject to the understanding that the definitive contribution certified by the 
board after the approval of a contract as provided in section 68-603, may 
differ from said approximate contribution because of (1) change in number 
or salaries of employed included; (2) change in prior service benefits; (3) 
time elapsed between said quotation and effective date of said contract; (4) 
change in effective date of membership; (5) change in manner of deter- 
mining contribution; and (6) any other changes in the facts or assumptions 
upon which said determination was based. 

It shall be the duty of the municipal corporation to furnish to the board 
of administration such data about its employees as the board may deem 
necessary for such valuations including an investigation into the experience 
among said employees. It shall also be the duty of the municipal corporation, 
at the option of the board of administration, to have such valuations and 
the investigation and valuations required by section 68-501 with respect to 
its employees, made through a consulting actuary and the municipal cor- 
poration, said contract to be subject to the approval of the board, and 
said valuations to be under the direction of the actuary of the retirement 
system. The services under said contract. shall be deemed services rendered 
to the municipal corporation and not to the state. 


The board of administration, however, may elect to have such valuations 
made in its office under the direction of the actuary of the retirement 
system, in lieu of having said valuations made through a consulting actuary. 
Regardless of how such valuations are made, all data in connection there- 
with, including work sheets, final results, and reports from said consulting 
actuary, shall be the property of the board of administration and shall be 
delivered to said board at the conclusion of said valuations. The expense of 
determining initially such approximate and definitive contributions, and 
of the investigation and valuation required by subdivision (j) of section 
68-501 with respect to its employees, shall be assessed against and paid by 
the municipal corporation on whose account it is incurred, said payment 
being made directly to said consulting actuary for services rendered under 
said contract and directly to the board of administration for services ren- 
dered by its employees. The board may include each year in the contribu- 
tion required of the contracting city, a reasonable amount which may differ 
from city to city as determined annually, to cover the costs of administering 
the system as its affects the active and retired employees of said city. All 
such payments made to the board of administration by municipal corpora- 
tions shall be credited to the current appropriation for ere ens of the 
board and available for expenditure by the gone oe

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68-603. Contribution to be made by contracting city, The contracting 
city participating in the system as provided in this act, shall make such 
contribution to the retirement system, on account of its approval of the 
participation of its employees in the public employees’ retirement system, 
as may be recommended by the actuary, in either or both fixed sums or 
percentage of total compensation of said employees who are members, 
approved by the board of administration and certified by said board to 
the legislative body of the contracting city, said contribution being also 
referred to herein as definitive contribution. Said definitive contribution 
shall be subject to such adjustment as may necessary on account of any 
additional prior service credits which the contracting city may desire 
awarded to employees of such contracting city or on account of experience 
under the system as determined by the periodical investigation, valuation 
and determination provided for in subdivision (j) of section 68-501. Said 
contribution shall be paid to the retirement system at times and in the 
manner provided in the contract between the system and the contracting 
city. The legislative body of said contracting city shall budget in each fund, 
from which compensation for personal services are paid in whole or in part, 
an amount sufficient to pay the contributions required to the retirement 
system, and, if moneys are not available in such funds from general 
revenue sources in sufficient amount for that purpose, shall have authority 
to budget, levy and collect annually a special tax upon the assessable prop- 
erty within the city in the number of cents per one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
of assessable property as will be sufficient to raise the amount estimated 
by the said legislative body to be required to provide sufficient revenue to 
meet the obligation of the city to the retirement system under this section 
and under section 68-301; which said rate of taxation may be in addition 
to the annual rate of taxation allowed by law to be levied in said city. 
Any person who is a member or beneficiary of the retirement system on 
account of the participation of said contracting city, shall have the right 
to maintain appropriate action or proceeding to require performance of the 
duty imposed on said legislative body by this section and section 68-301.

CHAPTER 7 
MANAGEMENT OF RETIREMENT FUND 


Section 68-701. Management of retirement fund. 


68-701. Management of retirement fund. The retirement fund shall be 
managed as follows: 


(a) The board of administration shall have exclusive control of the 
administration and investment of said fund, subject to the terms, conditions, 
limitations, and restrictions imposed by the laws of the state of Montana 
upon savings banks in the making of investments by savings banks. 

(b) Investments of said fund shall be made in the manner following and 
in no other way: 

The board of administration may by affirmative vote from time to time 
adopt a list of acceptable securities and specify either (i) the sum to be 
invested or (ii) the cash reserve to be retained in the fund and not invested. 
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While such a list is in effect, securities may be purchased from such list 
up to the amount so specified for investment by an officer or employee of 
said board of administration, to be designated by said board for such pur- 
pose. Securities duly purchased from said list in the manner hereinbefore 
provided shall be reported to the board of administration at its next regular 
meeting. 

(ec) The board of administration shall deposit monthly in the state 
treasury all amounts received by it as provided in this section and section 
68-1307. 

(d) The state treasurer shall be custodian of the retirement fund, sub- 
ject to the exclusive control of the board of administration as to the 
administration and investment thereof. All payments from said fund shall 
be made by him only upon vouchers signed by two board members desig- 
nated by the board of administration. A duly attested copy of a resolution 
of the board of administration designating such persons and bearing on its 
face specimen signatures of such persons shall be filed with the treasurer 
as his authority for making payments upon such vouchers. No voucher 
shall be drawn unless it has previously been authorized by resolution of 
the board of administration. 


(e) Interest earned on any cash deposit in a bank by the state treasurer 
and income on other assets constituting a part of the said fund shall be 
paid into said fund as received. Income, of whatever nature, earned on the 
retirement fund during any fiscal year, in excess of the interest credited 
to contributions during said year shall be retained in said fund as a reserve 
against deficiencies in interest earned in other years, losses under invest- 
ments, and other contingencies. 


(f) Except as herein provided, no member and no employees of the 
board of administration shall have any interest direct, or indirect, in the 
making of any investment, or in the gains of profits accruing therefrom. And 
no member or employee of the said board directly or indirectly, for himself 
or aS an agent or partner of others, shall borrow any of its funds or deposits, 
nor shall any such member or employee in any manner use the same except 
to make such current and necessary payments as are authorized by said 
board; nor shall any member or employee of said board become an indorser 
or surety as to, or in any manner an obliger for investments by the board. 


(g) The normal rates of contribution of members shall be based on 
sex and the age at the nearest birthday at the time of entrance into the 
retirement system. The normal rates of contribution shall be such as will 
provide an average annuity at age 65 equal to one one hundred-fortieth of 
the final compensation of members, according to the tables adopted by 
the board, for each year of service rendered after entering the system. 
Nothing in this section shall prevent the adoption of one schedule of rates 
for males and one schedule for females. 

(h) The actual amount of annuity receivable by any member upon 
retirement shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accumulated contributions, 
as provided in subdivisions (a) and (k) of section 68-1307. 

(i) The board of administration shall certify to the head of each office 
or department of the state and to the registrar of the university the normal 
rate of contribution as provided in this act for each member in such office, 
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department, or the university, respectively. The head of each office or 
department of the state shall apply such rate of contribution to so much 
of the compensation of each member as does not exceed four hundred sixteen 
dollars and sixty-six cents ($416.66), per month and shall certify to the 
state auditor on each and every pay roll the amount to be contributed and 
shall furnish immediately to the board of administration a copy of each and 
every such pay roll; and each such amount shall be deducted by the head 
of each office or department and shall be remitted to the board. The 
registrar of the university shall apply the rate of contribution certified to 
him by the board to so much of the compensation of each member employed 
by the university as does not exceed four hundred sixteen dollars and sixty- 
six cents ($416.66) per month, and the contributions so determined shall 
be deducted by the registrar of the university from the compensation of 
each such member; each such amount shall be remitted to the board and 
the registrar of the university shall furnish to the board a copy of each . 
and every salary roll and pay roll from which such amounts have been 
deducted. Each contribution deducted and remitted to the board shall 
be credited by the board, together with regular interest, to an individual 
account of the member for whom the contribution was made. Payment of 
salaries or wages less such contribution shall be full and complete discharge 
and acquittance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the service 
rendered by members during the period covered by such payment, except 
their claims to the benefits to which they may be entitled under the 
provisions of this act. ; 

(j) The board of administration shall certify to the city clerk, or other 
officer designated by the legislative body, of each contracting city the rate 
of contribution as provided in this act for each member included under 
the retirement system respectively. The city clerk, or other officer, shall 
apply the rate of contribution certified to him by the board to so much 
of the compensation of each member included in the retirement system 
as does not exceed four hundred sixteen dollars and sixty-six cents ($416.66) 
per month, and the contribution so determined shall be deducted by the 
city clerk, or other officer, from the compensation of each such member; 
each such amount shall be remitted to the board and the city clerk or other 
officer, shall furnish to the board a copy of each and every salary roll and 
pay roll from which such amounts have been deducted. Each contribution 
deducted and remitted to the board shall be credited by the board, to- 
gether with regular interest, to an individual account of the member for 
whom the contribution was made. Payment of salaries or wages less such 
contribution shall be full and complete discharge and acquittance of all 
claims to the benefits to which they may be entitled under the provisions 
of ‘this act.» 

(k) Subject to the rules and regulations to be established and pro- 
mulgated by the board of administration, any member may elect to con- 
tribute at rates in excess of those provided for in subsection (i) and (j) of 
this section of this act, for the purpose of providing additional benefits, but 
the exercise of this privilege by a member shall not place on the state or 
contracting city any additional financial obligation. The provisions of 
subdivision (f) and (g) of section 68-208 shall apply also to. additional 
contributions. The board, upon application shall furnish to such member 
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information concerning the nature and amount of additional benefits to 
be provided by such additional contributions. 

(1) In addition to the contributions hereinbefore provided to be paid 
by employees who are members of the retirement system created by this 
act, every such employee shall pay an annual membership. fee of $1.00 
which amount, together with other moneys appropriated for that purpose, 
shall be used for the support of the board of administration. 

(m) Should the state service of a member be discontinued otherwise 
than by death or retirement, he shall after the date of discontinuance, be 
paid such:part of his accumulated contributions as he demands, except 
that if the member is credited with less than ten (10) years of state service 
and, in the opinion of the board of administration is permanently separated 
from state service by reason of such discontinuance, he shall be paid 
forthwith ninety per centum (90%) of his accumulated contributions with- 
out interest. The board may, in its discretion, withhold for not more than 
one’ year after a member last rendered state service all or part of his 
accumulated normal contributions if after a previous discontinuance of 
state service he withdrew all or part of his accumulated normal contribu- 
tions and failed to redeposit such withdrawn amount in the retirement 
fund as provided in subsection (n). 


Any member with ten (10) or more years of service, whose service 
is discontinued otherwise than by death or retirement, shall have the 
right to elect within ninety (90) days after such termination of service, 
and without right or revocation, whether to allow his accumulated contribu- 
tions to remain in the retirement fund. Upon the qualification for retire- 
ment by reason-of age or disability of a member who has elected to allow 
his accumulated: contributions to remain in the retirement fund, he shall 
receive a retirement allowance in accordance with the provisions of section 
68-901, exclusive of sub-paragraph (2) of section 68-901. 


(n) Any member may redeposit in the retirement fund, in one sum 
or in not to exceed 12 monthly or 24 semi-monthly payments, an amount 
equal to that which he withdrew therefrom at the last termination of his 
membership, subject to minimum’ monthly or semi-monthly payments as 
fixed by the board of administration. If a member, upon re-entering the 
‘retirement system after a termination of his membership, does not elect 
to make’ or, having so elected, subsequently does not make such redeposit, 
he shall re-enter as a new member without credit: for any service except 
the prior service credited to him before said termination, and the rate 
of his contribution for future years shall be the normal rate provided for 
in this act at his age of re-entrance; otherwise his rate of contribution 
for future years shall be the same as his rate prior to’ the last termination 
of his membership, and his membership shall be the same as if unbroken by 
such last termination. Regardless of whether such redeposit is made, the 
documents held by the retirement system as executed by said member 
prior to termination of membership shall; be held by the system for the 
same purposes as prior to said termination, and _ beneficiaries nominated 
in eels documents BpAut continue unchanged until changed as provided 
-herein.

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CHAPTER 8 
RETIREMENT—COMPULSORY—VOLUNTARY 


Section 68-801. Compulsory service retirement—reinstatement—voluntary retirement. 


68-801. Compulsory service retirement—reinstatement—voluntary re- 
tirement. Retirement of a member for service shall be made by the board 
of administration as follows: 

(a) From and after July 1, 1947, until January 1, 1951, every member 
other than elective officers and officers appointed directly by the governor 
shall be retired on the first day of the calendar month next’ succeeding 
that in which he attains the age of seventy-five (75) years. Elective officers 
and officers appointed directly by the governor who have elected to become 
and are members of the system may continue to serve in office for the 
duration of the term for which elected or appointed. Every employee of 
the university who becomes a member, and who, at the time of becoming 
such member has attained the age of seventy-five (75) years, shall be 
retired forthwith. On and after January 1, 1951, every member who at 
that time has attained the age of seventy (70) years, shall be retired 
forthwith, and thereafter every such member must be retired on the first 
day of the ealendar month next succeeding that in which dis attains the 
age of seventy (70) years. 

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this act, until October 1, 
1947, or the termination of the war in which the United States is now 
engaged, which ever is earlier, any person who has been retired for service . 
(as distinguished from disability) under the provisions of this act may 
be employed in state service in accordance with the laws governing such 
service, in the same manner as person who has not been so retired, upon 
the determination of the board of administration, by medical examination, 
that he is not incapacitated for the duties proposed to be assigned to him. 

(c) Any person so employed shall be considered as reinstated from 
retirement and his retirement allowance shall be cancelled forthwith. His 
individual account shall be credited with an amount which is the actuarial 
equivalent of his annuity at the time of such reinstatement, and his rate 
of contribution for future years shall be the same as if he had continued in 
state service during the period of his retirement. Such person shall receive 
credit for prior service in the same manner as if he had never been retired. 

(d) Upon obtaining the age of sixty (60) years or more and completing 
ten (10) years of public service credited under this act, any member shall 
be retired upon his written application to the board, subject to the provi- 
sions of section 68-901.

CHAPTER 9 
SERVICE AND DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCES 


Section 68-901. Service retirement allowance. 


68-901. Service retirement allowance. A member upon retirement from 
service is entitled to receive a service retirement allowance which shall 
consist of: Vd 
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(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his ac- 
cumulated contributions at the time of his retirement. 

(b) A pension, purchased by the contributions of the state, or the 
contracting city, equal to that portion of the annuity purchased by the 
accumulated normal contributions of the member; and 

(c) An additional pension, purchased by the contributions of the 
state, for members other than persons who are employees of the university 
at the time of becoming members, and members employed by a contracting 
city. Such additional pension shall be equal to one-seventieth of the 
average annual compensation earnable by him during the three years 
preceding retirement, multiplied by the number of years of prior service, 
except that if a member retires before attaining the age of sixty-five (65) 
years, the additional pension shall be reduced to that amount which the 
value of the pension computed as provided in this paragraph as deferred 
.to age sixty-five (65), will purchase at the actual age of retirement. 

-. (d) If a member retires before attaining the age of sixty-five years, 
the additional pension shall be reduced to that amount which the value 
of the pension computed as provided in this section as deferred to age 
sixty-five (65) will purchase at the actual age of retirement. 

(e), An additional pension, purchased by contributions of the state, 
for members who are also employees of the university at the time of 
-becoming members, said additional pension to accrue from the date of 
retirement under the system regardless of whether said retirement was 
prior to the effective date hereof. Such additional pension shall be equal 
to one-seventieth of the average annual compensation earnable by him 
during the three years preceding retirement, multiplied by the number of 
years or prior service credited to him, except that if a member retires 
before attaining the age of sixty-five (65) years, the additional pension 
shall be reduced to:that amount which the value of the pension computed 
as provided in. this paragraph as deferred to age sixty-five (65), will 
purchase at the actual age of retirement. If, however, a member who is 
employed by the university at the time of becoming a member, shall not 
have rendered state service before January 1, 1946, his additional pension 
shall be based upon one-seventieth of the average annual compensation 
earnable by him during the first year of state service or such portion 
thereof as he may have served before January 1, 1946, multiplied by the 
number of years of prior service credited to him. 

(f) An additional: pension on account of prior service, purchased by 
the contributions of the contracting city for members who are also employees 
of a contracting city as may be provided for under the contract between 
the board and the contracting city, 


MINIMUM GUARANTEE 


(g) When a member enters the retirement system with credit for 
prior service, and retires after attaining the age of seventy (70) years, if 
his final compensation was such that one-half thereof is in excess of the 
total of his pension, annuity, and additional pension for prior service, a 
second additional pension for prior service sufficient to cause his retirement 
allowance to amount to one-half of such final compensation shall be paid 
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him on account of prior service, but in no event shall a greater second 
additional pension be paid than will cause the total retirement allowance, 
exclusive of the annuity provided by his accumulated additional contribu- 
tions, to amount to the sum of four hundred eighty dollars ($480.00) per 
year. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the members who 
are employees of a contracting city unless provided for by contract between 
the board and the contracting city, but if a member be employed by more 
than one of such cities, his aggregate retirement allowances shall be taken 
into account in applying. said provisions, and said application shall be 
made as if the member was employed by one or more offices or depart- 
ments of the state. 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


(h) Any member shall be retired for disability regardless of age or 
amount of service, if incapacitated for the performance of duty as the 
result of an injury or disease arising out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment. Incapacity for performance of duty shall be determined by the 
board of administration, but the industrial accident board shall determine, 
in the same manner as for all other state employees, whether such incapacity 
is the result of injury or disease arising out of and in the course of 
employment. In the absence of an application to the industrial accident 
board, filed by a proper party, the board of administration hereunder 
shall proceed with retirement and with the payment of benefits payable 
under the retirement system. when disability does not result from injury 
or disease arising out of and in the course of their employment. If the 
industrial accident board determines on the basis of such an application 
subsequently filed, that disability resulted from injury or disease arising 
out of and in the course of employment, an amount equal to said benefits 
shall be deducted from the benefits payable under the retirement system 
because of such determination. Any such member incapacitated for the 
performance of duty by reason of a cause not included in the immediately 
preceding sentence, and any other member so incapacitated, regardless of 
the cause, shall be retired regardless of age but only after ten (10) years 
of service to the state, or to the contracting city. 

(i) Subject to the requirements as to service and cause of idihability 
stated in subdivision (h) of this section, and upon the application of a 
member or upon the application of the dad of the office or department in 
-which such member is or was last employed, or upon application of the 
university if such member is an employee of the university, or any other 
‘person on behalf of such member, while such member is in state service, 
within four months after such member’s discontinuance of state service, 
or while such member continuously, from the date of discontinuance of 
state service to the time of the application or motion, is physically or 
mentally incapacitated to perform his duties, may apply for, or the board 
of administration upon its own motion may order, a medical examination 
to determine the existence of such incapacity. Upon the receipt of such 
application, the board:of administration shall order such medical examina- 
tion. If the medical examination and other available information show, 
to the satisfaction of said board, that the member is incapacitated physically 
or mentally for the performance of his duties in the state service, the

said board shall forthwith retire the member for disability. The said board 
shall secure such medical service and advice as is necessary to carry out 
the purpose of this section and of sections 68-1001 through 68-1004, and 


shall pay for such medical services and advise such compensation as the 
board deems reasonable. ! 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


(j) Upon retirement for disability a member who has attained the age 
of sixty (60) years shall receive a service retirement allowance as provided 
by subsections (a), (b), (c) of this section. Upon retirement of a member 
for disability resulting from injury or disease arising out of and in the 
course of employment, such member shall receive a retirement allowance 
of fifty (50) per centum of his final compensation. 


(k) Upon retirement for disability a member who is an employee of 
the university and who has attained the age of sixty (60) years, shall 
receive a service retirement allowance as provided in subdivisions (a), (b) 
and (c) of this section. 


(1) Every other member retired for disability shall receive a retirement 
allowance which shall consist of: 

(i) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his ac- 
eumulated contributions at the time of his retirement; and 

(11) If, in the opinion of the board of administration, such disability 
is not due to intemperance, wilful misconduct or violation of law on the 
part of the member, a pension purchased by the contributions of the state, or 
of the contracting city, which, together with his annuity provided by his 
accumulated normal contributions, shall make the retirement allowance, 
exclusive of the annuity provided by his accumulated additional contri- 
butions, equal to (a) ninety (90) per cent of one-seventieth (1/70) of his 
final compensation multiplied by the number of years of service credited 
to him, if such disability retirement allowance exceed one-fourth (14) of 
his final compensation ; otherwise, (b) ninety (90) per cent of one-seventieth 
(1/70) of his final compensation multiplied by the number of years of 
service which would be creditable to him were his service to continue until 
attainment by him of age sixty-five (65), but in such cas8e the retirement 
allowance shall not exceed one-fourth (14) of such final compensation. In 
no event, however, shall the pension purchased by the contributions of 
the state or of the contracting city be more than sufficient to make the 
disability retirement allowance, exclusive of the annuity provided by 
accumulated additional contributions, exceed the service retirement allow- 
ances, exclusive of any annuity purchased by accumulated additional con- 
tabations! receivable by the member should he retire at the lowest age at 
which he would be eligible for service retirement. 

(iii) If, in the opinion of the board, the disability is due to intemper- 
ance, Wwilfal misconduct or violation of law, on the part of the member, and 
the Ainavee to which said member is entitled under subdivisions (j), (Ic) and 
(1) of this section, is less than two hundred forty dollars ($240.00) per year, 
the board of administration in its discretion, may pay to said member, 
in one lump sum and in lieu of said annuity, his aceumnlated contributions.

68-1001. Reinstatement from disability retirement. (a) ‘The board of 
administration, may, at its pleasure, require any disability beneficiary, 
under the age of sixty (60) to undergo medical examination. Such examina- 
tion shall be made by a physician or surgeon, appointed by the board, at 
the place of residence of said beneficiary or other place mutually agreed 
upon. Upon the basis of such examination the board shall determine 
whether said disability beneficiary is still incapacitated, physically or 
mentally, for service in the office or department of the state or of the 
contracting city, where he was employed and in the position held by him 
when retired for disability, or for duties proposed to be assigned to him. 
If the board of administration determines that said beneficiary is not so 
incapacitated, his retirement allowance shall be cancelled forthwith. If 
he was an employee of the state or of the university, he shall be reinstated 
to the position held by him when retired for disability or to a position in 
the same classification with duties within his capacity. If he was an employee 
of a contracting city, the board shall notify the proper official of said 
city that said disability has been terminated. and that said person is eligible 
for reinstatement to duty. The fact that said person was retired for dis- 
ability shall not prejudice any right to reinstatement to duty which he may 
have or claim to have. 

(b) In the case of such a member who is an employee of a contracting 
city, and who for any reason is not so reinstated or is not re-employed by 
said city in a position subject to the retirement system, he shall be paid 
an amount which is the actuarial equivalent of his annuity at that time, 
as based on a disabled life, but said amount shall not exceed the amount of 
his accumulated contributions as such amount stood at the time of his 
retirement for disability. 

(ec) Should a disability beneficiary re-enter the state service a be 
eligible for membership in the retirement system in accordance with section 
68-202, his retirement allowance shall be cancelled and he shall immediately 
become a member of the retirement system, his rate of contribution for 
future years being that established for his age at the time of such re-entry. 
His individual account shall be credited with an amount which is the 
actuarial equivalent of his annuity at that time, as based on a disabled 
life, but such amount shall not exceed the amount of his accumulated con- 
tributions as such amount stood at the time of his retirement for disability. 
Such member shall receive credit for prior service in the same manner as 
though he had never been retired for disability.

68-1002. Reduction of allowance when employed. Should a daatiliey 
beneficiary, prior to attaining age sixty (60) engage in a gainful occupation 
not in the state service or should he re-enter the state service in a capacity

tion shall reduce the amount of his monthly pension to an amount which, 
when added to the compensation earned monthly by him in such occupation, 
shall not exceed the amount of his monthly compensation at the time of 
his retirement. Should the earning capacity of such beneficiary be further 
altered, the board may further alter his pension to an amount which 
shall not exceed the amount upon which he was originally retired, but which, 
subject to such limitation, shall equal, when added to the compensation 
earned by him, the amount of his compensation at the time of his retire- 
ment.

DEATH BENEFITS 
Section 68-1101. Death-benefit. 


68-1101. Death benefit. Upon the death before retirement of a member 
while in the state service, or within four (4) months after the discontinuance 
of state service, or while physically or mentally incapacitated for the 
performance of his duty, if such incapacity has been continuous from the 
discontinuance of state service, the retirement system shall be liable for 
a death benefit, which if there isa surviving wife or surviving children 
under eighteen (18) years of age, shall be paid in monthly installments and 
to the surviving wife and children as presented therein; otherwise such 
death benefit shall be paid to his estate, or to such person having an 
insurable interest in his life as he has nominated by written designated 
duly executed and filed with the retirement board. sats aoe amie 
shall consist of: 


(a) His accumulated contributions, eniitii in ananion Machetes 

(b) An. amount, provided from contributions by the state, or: By a 
contracting city, which shall be equal to one-twelfth (1/12) of the annual 
compensation earnable by the deceased during the twelve’ (12) months 
immediately preceding his death, multiplied by the number of completed 
years of service under the system, but not to exceed fifty oh a centum 
of such compensation. 

(ec) A member, or a beneficiary after death of a Ee tie may elect, 
by written designation, duly executed and filed with the board of adminis- 
tration to have the death benefit provided in clauses (a) and (b) paid in 
monthly installments, fixed in number or amount, all subject to sueh rules 
and regulations as the board may adopt. Regular interest shall be credited 
on the unpaid balance of such benefit, at rates then in use under the system 
as adopted by the board from time to time.

Section 68-1201. Nomination of beneficiary—payment to next of kin without probate—affi- 
davit required—case of minor—funeral expenses—payment of amount 
due on effective date. 


68-1201. Nomination of beneficiary—payment to next of kin without 
probate—affidavit required—case of minor—funeral expenses—payment of 
amount due on effective date. (a) The nomination by a member of a 
beneficiary under the retirement system may be revoked at the pleasure of 
the member or beneficiary making the nomination and a different beneficiary 
nominated by a written instrument duly executed and filed with the board. 
If no beneficiary shall be nominated or if the estate shall be the beneficiary, 
and.if said estate would not be probated, if no amount were due from the 
retirement system, all of the said amount due, including retirement allow- 
ances accrued but not received prior to death, shall be paid directly 
without probate to the surviving next of kin of the deceased, or the 
guardians of said survivor’s estates, share and share alike, payment to 
be made in the same order in which the following groups are listed: 
Husband or wife, or 
Children, or 
Father and mother, or 
Grandchildren, or 
Brothers and sisters, or 

6. Nieces and nephews. 

(b) No payment shall be made to persons included in any of said 
groups if at the date of payment there be living persons in any of the groups 
preceding it, as listed, and payment to the persons in any group, upon 
receipt from said persons of an affidavit upon a form supplied by the 
retirement board, that there are no living individuals in the groups preceding 
it and that the estate of the deceased will not be probated, shall be in full 
and complete discharge and acquittance of the board and system on account 
of said death. If any person entitled to a benefit from the system shall 
be a minor who has no guardian of his estate, said benefit not to exceed 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) may be paid to the person entitled to the 
custody of a minor to hold for the minor, upon the written statement, duly 
acknowledged and verified, of such person that the total estate of the minor 
does not exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) in value, and such payment 
shall be full and complete discharge and acquittance of the board and 
system. Such persons shall account to the minor for the money when 
the minor reaches the age of majority. 

(c) The retirement board, in the event that the whereabouts of the 
nominated beneficiary can not be determined, or in the event that the 
beneficiary be the estate of the deceased person, or if no beneficiary be 
nominated, may pay to the-undertaker who conducted the funeral, or 
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to any person or organization who has paid said undertaker from said 
person’s or organization’s own funds, in its discretion all or a portion of 
any amount payable under the retirement system, but not to exceed the 
funeral expenses of such deceased person or the portion of such expenses 
paid by said person or organization as evidenced by the sworn itemized 
statement of the undertaker and by such other documents as the board 
may require. Said payment shall be full and complete discharge and ac- 
quittance of the board and system up to the amount so paid, anything in 
this act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

(d) Any amount due from the retirement system on the effective date 
hereof, because of death, may be paid in accordance with the provisions 
of this section, but only persons living on said effective date shall receive 
any part of said amount due. .

68-1301. Retirement benefits not modified by compensation insurance— 
subrogation provided for. (a) If an injury, known to result in the 
retirement of and/or the death of a member of the retirement system is 
the proximate consequence of the act of a person other than his employer, 
the board shall have the right to recover from said person, on behalf of 
the retirement system, an amount which shall be the actuarial equivalent of 
the benefits which are provided by contributions of the state and for which 
the retirement system shall be lable because of said injury and/or death. 
The board of administration may do any and all things necessary to recover 
on behalf of the retirement system any and all amounts which the board 
might recover from employees, or from third persons under any provisions 
of this act, any other provisions of law of the state of Montana, including 
any provision by which an insurer might recover by subrogation, or 
otherwise, including the right to commence and prosecute actions, to file 
liens, to intervene in court proceedings, or to compromise claims before or 
after commencement of suit, except that any claim in favor of the retire- 
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ment system against such third person, may be compromised only in such 
amount as may be approved by a person duly authorized by the board for 
such purpose. The agreed cost of such service and the expense incidental 
thereto is a proper charge against the fund out of which the compensation 
of an injured state employee is paid; and such cost and expense shall be 
reimbursed to the retirement system by the contracting city by which ¢ an 
injured member is employed. 

(b) Any amount recovered by way of subrogation by the employer, 
workmen’s compensation insurer or retirement system shall be applied first 
to the amounts which the employer or its insurer shall have paid or become 
obligated to pay, and second, on the amounts which the retirement system 
shall have paid or become obligated to pay. 

(c) Amounts by which retirement and death allowances are reduced 
under the provisions of section 68-1201 and net amounts recovered from 
third persons under the provisions of this section, shall be paid by the 
retirement system to the fund out of which the compensation of the 
injured member is paid, or to the contracting city which pays the compensa- 
tion of the injured member as the case may be.

The state auditor shall thereupon 
draw a warrant upon the state treasurer for said three per cent (38%) 
of compensation contributed by the state. Said warrant shall be drawn on 
funds appropriated to each department, board, commission, bureau or 
other agency of the state to the credit of the public employees retirement 
fund and the state treasurer shall deposit the amount thereof in said retire- 
ment fund. 

(c) Contributions made to the retirement system under this section 
shall be applied by the board of administration to meet the state’s obligations 
under the system in such order and amount as said board shall determine; 
provided, however, that said contributions shall “be first applied to the 
liability aceruing because of state service rendered during such year 
and on account of pensions provided for in section 68-901, such amounts to 
be determined by actuarial valuation as computed by the actuary of 
the said board. 

(d) Each department, board, commission, bureau or other agency of the 
state under whose supervision there are state employees who are paid either 
fully or in part from federal funds, but who are not subject to the federal 
retirement system, shall certify to the state auditor at the end of each month 
the total amount of compensation paid such employees who are members of 
the retirement system; and the state auditor shall thereupon draw a war- 
rant upon the state treasurer in the amount of three per cent (8%) of the 
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compensation of such employees, regardless of whether such compensation 
is partly or entirely derived from federal funds. Said warrant shall be 
drawn on funds appropriated to such department, board, commission, bureau 
or other agency of the state to the credit of the public employees retirement 
fund and the treasurer shall deposit the amount thereof in said retirement 
fund.

There is hereby 
created and established a board to be known under the official name and 
designation of the “state board of health of Montana”. Said board shall be 
composed of seven (7) members and, in addition, an executive secretary, 
selected by the board, but who shall vote only as hereinafter provided. Five 
(5) of the said members shall be experienced physicians, legally authorized 
to practice, and in the active practice of medicine and surgery in the state of 
Montana, and each of said members shall be appointed by the governor from 
a list of not less than ten (10) names of legally licensed physicians and sur- 
geons, submitted and nominated therefor by the Montana state medical asso- 
ciation; one (1) member who shall be the president of the Montana state 
board of pharmacy; and one (1) member who shall be the president of the 
Montana state board of food distributors. Each member of the board shall 
have one vote. 


The state board of health of Montana shall have power to prescribe and 
promulgate rules and regulations in the several fields of activity assigned 
to it by law, in all cases consistent with, and within the limitations of the 
powers, duties and purposes prescribed by law. The state board of health of 
Montana shall continue to possess the powers and discharge the duties here- 
tofore prescribed by law and such additional powers and duties as may 
hereafter be prescribed by law.

They shall study the vital statistics of the state, and 
endeavor to make intelligent use of the records of deaths and sickness 
among the people; they shall make sanitary investigations and inquiries 
regarding the causes of disease, and especially communicable diseases and 
epidemics; the causes of mortality, and the effects of localities, employ-

69-501. Definitions. As used in this act: 


(1) “Vital statistics” includes the registration, preparation, and tran- 
scription, collection, compilation and preservation of data pertaining to 
births, adoptions, legitimations, deaths, stillbirths, marital status and data 
incidental thereto. 

(2) “Live birth” means the birth of a child who shows evidence of life 
after the child is entirely outside the mother. 

(3) “Stillbirth” means a birth after twenty (20) edits of gestation 
which is not a live birth. 

(4) “Dead body” means lifeless human body or such parts of the human 
body or the bones thereof from the state of which it sean t may be 
concluded that death recently occurred. 

(5) “Person in charge of interment” means any person who places or 
causes to be placed a stillborn child or dead body or the ashes, after cre- 
mation, in a grave, vault, urn or other receptacle, or otherwise disposes 
thereof. 

(6) “Physician” means a person legally authorized to practice medicine 
in this state. 

(7) “Board” means state board of health.

69-502. Duties of state board of health. The state board of health shall: 

(1) Establish a bureau of vital statistics with suitable offices properly 
equipped for the preservation of its official records ; 

(2) Install a statewide system of vital statistics ; 

(3) Make and may amend necessary regulations, give instructions and 
prescribe forms for collecting, transcribing, compiling and preserving vital 
statistics ; and 

(4) Enforce this act and the regulations made pursuant thereto.

69-503. Publication of regulations. The regulations of the board shall 
take effect after passage and approval by the board.

The board shall appoint a state registrar of vital statistics, who shall be 
qualified in accordance with standards of education and experience as the 
board shall determine and fix his compensation.

69-506. Duties of state registrar. The state registrar, under the super- 
vision of the state health officer, shall have charge of the bureau of vital 
statistics and be the custodian of all its files and records, and perform the 
duties prescribed by the board.

He shall sub- 
mit to the board a biennial report of the administration of this act.

(1) Whoever 
assumes the custody of a child of unknown parentage shall immediately re- 
port to the local registrar in writing: (a) the date and place of finding or 
assumption of custody; (b) sex; color or race; and approximate age of 
child; (c) name and address of the person or institution with whom the 
child has been placed for care, and (d) name given to the child by the finder 
or custodian. 

(2) The place where the child was found or custody assumed shall be 
known as the place of birth and the date of birth shall be determined by 
approximation. 

(3) The report shall constitute the certificate of birth. 

(4) If the child is identified and a regular certificate of birth is found 
or obtained, the report shall be sealed and filed and may be opened only 
by court order.

69-512. Registration of deaths and stillbirths. A certificate of every 
death or stillbirth shall be filed with the local registrar of the district in 
which the death or stillbirth occurred within three (8) days after the oc- 
currence is known; or if the place of death or stillbirth is not known then 
with the local registrar of the district in which the body is found within 
twenty-four (24) hours thereafter. In every instance a certificate shall be 
filed prior to interment or other disposition of the body.

69-513. Death and stillbirth certificates. (1) The person in charge of 
interment shall file, with the local registrar of the district in which the death 
or stillbirth occurred or the body was found a certificate of death or still- 
birth within three (8) days after the occurrence. 

(2) In preparing a certificate of death or stillbirth the person in charge 
of interment shall obtain and enter on the certificate the personal data re- 
quired by the board from the persons best qualified to supply them. He shall 
present the certificate of death to the physician last in attendance upon the 
deceased or to the coroner having jurisdiction who shall thereupon certify 
the cause of death according to his best knowledge and belief. He shall 
present the certificate of stillbirth to the physician, midwife or other person 
in attendance at the stillbirth, who shall certify the stillbirth and such 
medical data pertaining thereto as he can furnish. 

(3) Thereupon the funeral director or person in charge of interment 
shall notify the appropriate local registrar, if the death occurred without 
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medical attendance, or the physician last in attendance fails to sign the death 
certificate. Then the local registrar may complete the certificate on the 
basis of information received from relatives of the deceased or others having - 
knowledge of the facts. If the circumstances suggest that the death or still- 
birth was caused by other than natural causes, the local registrar shall refer 
the case to the coroner for investigation and certification.

69-522. Court procedure to establish date and place of birth and 
parentage. (1) Any person born in this state may petition any court of 
record of the county in which he resides or was born for an order establish- 
ing a public record of the time and place of his birth and his parentage. The 
petition shall be verified by him and shall allege the facts which he claims 
entitle him to. such an order: The court shall fix the time .and place of 
hearing the petition. 

(2) If the court is satisfied from the evidence received at the hearing 
of the truth of the allegations of the petition and of the facts as to the time 
and place of the petitioner’s birth and of his parentage, and that he resides in 
the county or was born there, the court shall make and enter an order 
reciting the jurisdictional facts and determining the time and place of the 
petitioner’s birth and the names of his parents, and any other facts deemed 
relevant by the court. 

(3) The order or a certified copy thereof may be rachadedia in the office 
of the county clerk of the county and in the office of the state bureau of 
vital statistics. 

(4) The order, the record thereof, and certified copies of the order or 
of the records shall be evidence ofthe truth of their contents and be ad- 
missible as proof thereof at all times and places the same as certificates of 
birth mentioned in section 69-516.. From the records thus received from the 
court the state bureau of vital. statistics shall make a transcript of the im- 
portant facts and make a delayed birth certificate on a form prescribed by 
the board. A certified copy of this delayed birth certificate shall constitute 
prima facie proof of the facts recited in it.

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69-524. Disclosure of records. (1) The records and files of the bureau 
of vital statistics are open to inspection, subject to the provisions of this act 
and regulations of the board; but it is unlawful for any officer or employee 
of the state to disclose data contained in vital statistics records, except as 
authorized by this act and by the board. 

(2) Disclosure of illegitimacy of birth or of information from which 
it can be ascertained, may be made only upon order of a court in a case 
where such information is necessary for the determination of personal or 
property rights and then only for such purpose. 

(3) The state registrar shall not permit inspection of the records or 
issue a certified copy of a certificate or part thereof unless he is satisfied that 
the applicant therefor has a direct and tangible interest in the matter re- 
corded and that the information therein contained is necessary for the de- 
termination of personal or property rights. His decision shall be subject, 
however, to review by the board or a court under the limitations of this 
section. 


(4) The board may permit the use of data contained in vital statistics 
records for research purposes, but no identifying use thereof shall be made. 


(5) Subject to the provisions of this section the board may direct the 
state registrar to make a return upon the filing with him of birth, death and 
stillbirth certificates and of certain data shown thereon to federal, state or 
municipal agencies.

69-525. Adoption, duties of clerk of court—substitute birth certificate. 
In ease of adoption of a person born in the state of Montana, it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of the district court to forward by the fifteenth of the 
following month a certified copy of the final order of adoption to the regis- 
trar of vital statistics of the state board of health. The state registrar upon 
receipt of the certified copy of the order of adoption shall prepare a subsi- 
tute certificate in the new name of the adopted person, naming the true 
date and place of birth and sex of said adopted person and statistical par- 
ticulars of the foster parents in place of the natural parents. The state 
registrar shall strike out the words “Attendant’s own signature” on the sub- 
stitute record and insert in their stead the words “State registrar” and sign 
as such, and all dates of recording are to be left as on the original. And the 
state registrar shall make such a substitute birth certificate if furnished with 
a certified copy of adoption for any birth certificate now in his custody. 
The state registrar shall send copies of the substitute record to the local 
registrar and to the county clerk and recorder, to be substituted for the 
copies of the original record in their possession. The local registrar and the 
county clerk and recorder shall forthwith enter the substitute record in 
their files and shall forward immediately to the state registrar the copies of 
the original birth record to be sealed with the original record in the files 
of the state registrar. Such sealed documents may be opened by the state 
registrar only upon the demand of the adopted person if of legal age, or by 
order of a court of competent jurisdiction. Upon receipt of a certified copy 
of a court order of annulment of adoption, the state registrar shall restore the 
original certificate to its original place in the files. In case of adoption of a 
person born in the United States of America but without the state of Mon- 
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tana, and adopted in the state of Montana, it shall be the duty of the clerk 
of the district court, upon request of an adopting parent and presentation to 
him of a certified copy of such person’s birth certificate, to forward the 
certified copy of the birth certificate and a certified copy of the final order 
of adoption to the registrar of vital statistics of the state board of health. 
The state registrar, upon receipt thereof, shall prepare a birth certificate 
in the new name of the adopted person, naming the true date of birth and 
sex of said adopted person and statistical particulars of the foster parents 
in place of the natural parents. Upon receipt of a certified copy of a 
court order of annulment of adoption, the state registrar shall append it to 
the certified copy of the order of adoption and thereafter shall not issue 
any birth certificate.

69-601. (2464) Local boards of health. Each incorporated city or town 
in the state shall have a local board of health, the same being designated in 
this act as the “local board.” Said local board shall consist of three mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the municipal authorities of the town or city 
and removable at their pleasure, one of whom shall be a physician, legally 
qualified to practice medicine and surgery in the state; the board shall elect 
one of its members as secretary; provided, that any incorporated town of 
less than five thousand inhabitants may, by written notice to the state 
board of health, and to the county board of health of the county in which 
said town is located, place itself under the care of the county board of 
health, in which case the county health officer, as hereinafter provided 
for, shall have the same authority within the corporate limits of such 
town as he has in the county outside of corporate mits; provided, that 
such incorporated town shall pay all expenses incurred in enforcing sani- 
tary measures and quarantines within its corporate limits. If the munici- 
pal authorities of any incorporated city or town shall fail to appoint a 
board of health as ‘required above, within thirty days after having been 
notified of such requirement by the secretary of the'state board of health, 
then the state board of health may appoint a health officer for such town 
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or city, and the health officer thus appointed by the state board of health 
shall have all the powers, receive all the emoluments, and perform all the 
duties required of a local health officer appointed by the municipal author- 


ities.

Where a board of health consists of five (5) 
members, one member shall be appointed for one (1) year, one (1) member 
shall be appointed for two (2) years, one (1) member shall be appointed for 
three (3) years, one (1) member shall be appointed for four (4) years, and 
one (1) member shall be appointed for five (5) years, etc., and upon the 
termination of office, members shall be thereafter appointed for a period of 
five (5) years. Vacancies which occur on the board of health by reason of 
death or resignation or for other reasons, shall be filled for the unexpired 
term of the vacated member and appointments to fill such vacancies shall 
be made as heretofore specified, and the member or members so appointed 
shall be approved by the state board of health.

69-805. Establishment of district health units. Two or more adjacent 
counties and the first-class cities located therein may, when it is so desired 
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by the several political subdivisions, pool their resources to form a full- 
time district health unit. For the maintenance of such full-time district 
health unit the cost thereof shall be borne by the several participating 
counties on a basis of assessed valuation of each participating county in 
proportion to the total assessed valuation of all property within the area in- 
cluded in the district. When first-class cities desire to cooperate in the 
maintenance of a full-time district health unit, they shall financially co- 
operate in such amount as may be agreed upon by the governing council 
or body of the city concerned and the county commissioners for the county 
in which such first-class city is located. Any funds appropriated for health 
service by a city which shall participate in the maintenance of a full-time 
district health unit shall be paid to the county treasurer who shall disburse 
those funds as county funds. 

A full-time district health unit shall be construed to be a health unit 
organized to include contiguous territory in one or more adjacent counties; 
and which shall be under the immediate direction of a health officer and 
other personnel who shall be employed to devote their entire time to the 
prevention of disease and the promotion of the public health; provided that 
it shall be permissible to employ at least one (1) physician on a part-time 
basis as assistant health officer in each county included in the health dis- 
trict other than the county in which the headquarters of the district health 
unit are located. The duties of an assistant health officer shall be confined to 
the diagnosis of communicable disease and such other duties as may be 
assigned to him by the district health officer.

69-806. Creating district boards of health. When two or more counties 
unite in the maintenance of a district health unit, a district board of health 
shall be created in the following manner: The district board of health shall 
consist of a member of the county commissioners of each participating 
county who shall be appointed by the board of county commissioners of each 
participating county, and additional members not to exceed a total of seven 
(7) members. In the event one or more first-class cities shall cooperate in 
the maintenance of a full-time district health unit, the mayor, with the ap- 
proval of the city council or other governing body of each first-class city so 
cooperating in the maintenance of a district health unit shall appoint one 
(1) member to the district board of health. Other members of the district 
board of health, not to exceed a total of seven (7) members in all, one of 
whom shall be a superintendent of schools, a doctor of dentistry, and 
another a doctor of medicine, each of whom shall be appointed upon mutual 
agreement by the governing bodies of the political subdivisions concerned, 
and, in the case of disagreement, by the state board of health. Members of 
a district board of health shall be appointed to hold office for a term of one 
(1), two (2), three (3), four (4), five (5), six (6) and seven (7) years re- 
spectively, after which the appointments shall be made for a term of seven 
(7) years. Vacancies occurring in the district board of health as a result of 
death, resignation, the termination of office, or for other reasons, shall be 
filled by appointing body or bodies, as outlined herein above, for the re- 
mainder of the term so vacated. 
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The district board of health shall designate the location and provide the 
office for the district health department and furnish it with the necessary 
equipment. 

Meetings of the district board of health shall be held quarterly at such 
place as is designated by the board or upon call by the district health officer 
or the secretary of the state board of health. Members of the district board 
of health shall serve without compensation but shall be entitled to payment 
for travel and other necessary expenses incurred while attending meetings 
of the board of health; provided that in no instance shall travel expenses 
be paid in excess of five (5c) cents per mile nor subsistence be paid in excess 
of five ($5.00) dollars per diem.

Upon the 
establishment of one or more control districts within any county in Mon- 
tana, the county commissioners of such county are hereby authorized and 
empowered to appoint some suitable person or persons, whose duty it shall 
be to poison or otherwise kill and exterminate the Columbian ground- 
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squirrel or other rodents within the limits of such control districts, and 
said county commissioners are further authorized and empowered to pay 
out of the general fund of the county the per diem of the person or per- 
sons so appointed, and all other expenses in connection with the killing 
and extermination of such Columbian ground-squirrel or other rodents.

It is further provided that each member of the state board of ento- 
mology, and each of its duly authorized representatives and employees, are 
similarly empowered to enter upon any farm, grounds, or premises, a rail- 
road right of way, or any other parcel of land at any time, for each and all 
of the purposes specified in this act.

69-1401. (2672) Construction of scaffolds. All scaffolds erected in this 
state for use in the erection, repair, alteration, or removal of buildings shall 
be well and safely supported, and sufficient width, and properly secured, 
so as to insure the safety of persons working thereon or passing thereunder, 
or by the same, and to prevent the falling thereof, or of any material that 
may be used, placed, or deposited thereon.

69-1402. (2673) Temporary floors for protection of workmen. It shall 
be the duty of every owner, person, or corporation who shall have the direct 
and immediate supervision or control of the construction or remodeling of 
any building having more than three framed floors, whether some or all of 
said floors are above or below the established street grade, to provide and 
lay upon the upper side of the joists or girders, or both, of the first floor 
below the riveters and structural steel setters, a plank floor, which shall 
be laid to form a good substantial temporary floor for the protection of 
employees and all persons engaged above or below, or on such temporary 
floor in such building; provided, however, that where the permanent floor 
is in place on the floor herein required to be planked, a temporary protective 
floor shall not be required. | 

If the floor or permanent floor of the second floor, or of any other 
floor above the second, or roof, is being placed previous to the permanent 
floor immediately below the floor which is being arched or planked, a 
good, substantial temporary floor shall be laid on the joists and girders of 
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the next lower floor. For the purpose of this section, the lowest framed 
floor in the building shall be considered the first floor.

69-1403. (2674) Planking above scaffolds. In buildings more than 
three stories high, where persons are working on a scaffold or scaffolds on 
the outside of such buildings, such persons shall be protected by well-secured 
planking, set over the heads of such persons for the full width of the 
scaffolding on which they are working, if another story or stories are being 
raised above such persons during the time they are working on such outside 
scaffold or scaffolding.

69-1502. (2713) Qualifications of boiler inspectors. No person is eli- 
gible to hold the office of inspector of boilers and steam-engines who has not 
had at. least ten years of actual experience in the operation of steam-engines, 
steam-boilers, and steam machinery, and who has not held for at least five 
years immediately preceding his appointment a first-class stationary engi- 
neer’s license of the state of Montana, or who is directly or indirectly 
interested in the manufacture or sale of boilers or steam machinery, or 
any patented article required to be sold relating thereto.

69-1503. (2714) Inspection of boilers. (1) The inspector of boilers 
must inspect all steam-boilers and steam-generators before the same are 
used, and all persons who bring into this state any boiler or boilers must 
notify the boiler inspector stating the number and kind of boilers, where 
they had heretofore been located, and where they are to be located and 
operated in this state, and must secure from the boiler inspector a certificate 
of inspection before said boilers are placed in operation, except in the case 
of new boilers, which must be inspected within ninety days after they are 
put in use, and all boilers must be inspected at least once in every year. Any 
person failing to give notice to the boiler inspector as herein provided, or 
who operates such boilers without a certificate from the boiler inspector, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars for each offense, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not less than thirty nor more than ninety days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. é 

(2) The inspector of boilers must subject all boilers to hydrostatic 
pressure, which hydrostatic pressure must be thirty-three and one-third 
per cent. greater than the steam pressure allowed on the boilers, providing 
there are no such leaks on such boilers which prevent the inspector from 
applying such hydrostatic pressure. And the inspector must satisfy himself 
by a thorough interior and exterior examination that the boilers are well 
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made and of good and suitable material; that the openings for the passage of 
water and steam, respectively, and all pipes and tubes exposed to heat, are 
of the proper dimensions and free from obstructions; that the flues are 
circular in shape; that the fire line of the furnace is at least two inches 
below prescribed minimum water line of the boilers; that the arrangements 
for delivering the feed water is such that the boilers cannot be injured 
thereby, and that such boilers and the steam connections may be safely 
employed without danger to life. |

69-1504. (2715) Same—further requirements in making inspection. (1) 
The inspector must also satisfy himself that the safety-valves are of suitable 
dimension, sufficient in number and area, and properly arranged, and that 
the safety-valve weights are properly adjusted so as to allow no greater 
pressure in the boilers than the amount prescribed by the inspection cer- 
tificate ; that there are a sufficient number of gauge-cocks properly inserted 
to indicate the amount of water, and suitable gauges that will correctly 
record the pressure of steam; and adequate and certain provisions for an 
ample supply of water to feed the boilers at all times, and that suitable 
means for blowing out are provided, so as to thoroughly remove mud and 
sediment from all parts of the boilers when they are under pressure of 
steam, and any renter, user, or owner of a boiler, or any person or persons 
who tamper with the safety-valve to allow the boiler to carry greater 
pressure than is allowed by the inspection certificate, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 


In subjecting the boilers to the hydrostatic test, the test applied must 
exceed the working pressure allowed .in the ratio of one hundred to sixty- 
six and two-thirds, provided the valves and: other conditions of piping 
on the boiler will allow the inspector to make such test. But where there 
are leaks on the boiler which make it impossible to apply such hydrostatic 
pressure, or where the water cannot be procured with which to make such 
test, the inspector may make a hammer test of said boiler and inspect 
same closely and give to such boiler a rating for steam pressure as its 
condition will warrant. In all cases the inspector must use judgment in 
the steam pressure allowed on boilers. 


(2) Where a boiler is constructed with lap horizontal seams on boiler, 
dome, or drum, a factor of four and one-half shall be used in determining 
the safe working pressure allowed on such boiler. But where the boilers are 
constructed with butt-strap horizontal seams, a factor of four may be used 
in determining such safe working pressure. But in any ease the inspector 
may use a higher factor if the conditions are such as to warrant it. If 
boiler rests on side wall on lugs, or is hung by I-beams, or is in any way 
set up so that the weight of the boiler is pulling against the horizontal seam 
of rivets, a factor of five must be used to determine the safe working 
pressure allowed on boiler. Where the horizontal lap seams of boiler are 
exposed to the fire, a factor of five must be used to determine the safe 
working pressure to be allowed on such boiler. On stay bolts, if new, seven 
thousand five hundred pounds pressure per square inch shall be allowed: 
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If such stay-bolts are corroded or defective, the inspector must determine 
the pressure to be allowed on same. On braces made of solid material, 
eight thousand pounds pressure per square inch shall be allowed. On welded 
braces or braces with only one crow-foot, six thousand pounds pressure 
per square inch shall be allowed. No cast-iron shall be used in the construc- 
tion or reinforcements of any boiler where the pressure allowed on said 
boiler is more than one hundred pounds per square inch.

69-1505. (2716) Same—material to be used. No boiler or steam pipe, 
nor any of the connections thereto, must be approved which is made in 
whole or in part of bad material, or is unsafe from any cause. Nothing herein 
shall be construed to prevent the use of any boiler or steam-generator which 
may not be constructed of riveted iron or steel plates, when the inspector has 
satisfactory evidence that such boiler or steam-generator is equal in strength 
to and as safe from explosion as boilers of the best quality, constructed of 
iron or steel plates.

69-1507. (2718) Duty of owner to permit inspection—sealing of fire-box 
—costs and expenses. It is the duty of the owners or managers of steam- 
boilers to allow the inspector free access to the same. In case the owner or 
manager of any boiler is notified by the inspector to have said boiler ready 
for inspection on a day certain, and fails to have such boiler ready for 
inspection at such time, the inspector shall at once seal up the firebox in 
such boiler, and such seal must not be removed from the firedoor without 
a written order from the inspector. Any person tampering with or re- 
moving said seal shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine. of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not less than two months nor more than six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. If the owner or manager of any boiler 
that has been so sealed desires to have the same inspected before the next 
regular visit of the inspector to the district where said boiler is situated, 
he must pay all transportation and hotel expenses of the inspector who 
makes the inspection, in addition to the inspection fee provided by law. 
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It shall be the duty of the engineer operating any boiler or boilers to assist 
the inspectors in their examination of the same, and ‘point out any defects 
known to him in the boilers or machinery under his charge. Any engineer 
not complying with this section shall have his license revoked or suspended.

69-1509. (2720) Classification of engineers. (1) Engineers intrusted 
with the care and management of steam machinery as specified in the pre- 
ceding section must be divided into four classes, namely, first-class engineers, 
second-class engineers, third-class engineers, and low-pressure engineers. No 
license shall be granted to any person to perform the duties of a first-class 
engineer who has not taken and subscribed an oath that he has had at 
least three years’ experience in the operation of steam boilers and steam 
machinery, or whose knowledge and experience is not such as to justify 
the belief that he is competent to take charge of all classes of steam- 
boilers and steam machinery. 

(2) No license must be granted to any person to act as a second-class 
engineer who has not taken and subscribed an oath that he has had at 
least two years’ experience in the operation of steam-boilers and steam- 
engines, and is, on examination, found competent to take charge of all classes 
of steam-boilers and steam machinery not exceeding one hundred horse- 
power. No license must be granted to any person to act as a third-class 
engineer who has not served at least one year under a competent engineer, 
and is found, upon examination, to be sufficiently acquainted with the 
duties of an engineer to be intrusted with the care of steam-boilers, and of 
steam machinery not exceeding twenty horsepower. All firemen who have 
charge of steam-boilers, as to the regulation of feed-water and fuel, where 
the boilers are so situated as not at all times to be under the eye of the 
engineer in charge, are required to pass a third-class engineer’s examination 
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and procure the same kind of license. All firemen who operate boilers where 
over thirty pounds pressure per square inch is allowed must hold at least 
a third-class license. 

(3) All persons who operate heating boilers or plants, in public build- 
ings where the steam pressure allowed on such boilers is thirty pounds per 
Square inch or less, must procure from an inspector a low-pressure license. 
Applicants for this grade of license must have at least six months’ previous 
experience in the care and management of low-pressure boilers, and must 
be found competent, on examination, to hold such grade of license. Such 
license shall not entitle the holder thereof to operate steam-boilers or steam 
machinery where the boiler pressure allowed is over thirty pounds to the 
square inch. Engineers holding third-class or higher class of license may 
operate boilers in heating plants where thirty pounds pressure or less, per 
square inch is allowed, without obtaining a low-pressure license. All appli- 
eants for license as stationary engineers or firemen must be at least eighteen 
years of age. 

(4) None of the licenses in this section above named shall entitle the 
holder thereof to operate a traction-engine, but all persons who are intrusted 
with the care and management of traction-engines, or boilers on wheels, are 
required to pass an examination as to their competency to operate such 
class of machinery and to procure a license to be known as a traction 
license. Such traction license shall not entitle the holder thereof to operate 
any other class of steam machinery specified in the preceding section. No 
license shall be granted to any person to act as a traction engineer who has 
not had at least six months’ experience as fireman on traction-engines, and 
who is not found, upon examination, to be sufficiently acquainted with the 
duties of a traction engineer to be intrusted with the care of traction engines. 
Applicants for traction license must be at least eighteen years of age.

69-1511. (2722) Certificate of inspection—penalty for wrongfully issu- 
ing certificate of inspection or licenses. In making an inspection of the 
boilers and machinery herein provided for, the inspectors may act jointly 
or separately, but the inspector or assistant inspector making such inspection 
must in all cases certify the same under the seal of the boiler inspector’s 
office. Any inspector or assistant inspector who wilfully and feloniously 
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certifies regarding any steam boilers or their attachments, or grants a 
license to any person to act as engineer contrary to the provisions of this 
article, is punishable under the provisions of section 94-35-214.

The inspector of 
boilers is authorized to charge a fee of ten dollars for the inspection of each 
steam-boiler and its steam connections, and five dollars for each additional 
boiler when connected. The fee for the inspection of each traction-engine or 
boiler on wheels shall be ten dollars. The fee for the inspection of boilers 
in incorporated cities shall be five dollars. Such fees shall be payable at the 
time of the inspection. In case of the failure of the owner, manager, or 
person in charge of any boiler to pay such fee upon the demand of the 
inspector, said inspector is authorized to seal the fire-box of said boiler, and 
said seal shall not be removed until said fee is: paid and the written order 
of the inspector authorizing its removal is received by said owner or man- 
ager. Any person who tampers with or removes such seal without such 
written order shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished as 
provided by section 69-1507. The fee for the examination of applicants for 
engineer’s: license is seven dollars and fifty cents for first-class engineer ; 
five dollars for second-class engineer; three dollars for third-class engineer ; 
two dollars for low-pressure engineer, and three dollars for traction engi- 
neer, to be paid at the time of application for license. In ease of the failure 
of any applicant to pass a successful examination, ninety days must 
elapse before he can again be examined as applicant for license. But the 
inspector may grant to the applicant a lower grade of license than that ap- 
plied for upon such examination. All certificates of inspection and engi- 
neers’ licenses must be displayed in a conspicuous place in the engine room.

If any person who has 
applied for a license as a first or second or third-class engineer, under the 
provisions of this article, and has been rejected, feels aggrieved, he may 
at any time after the lapse of ten days, and within ninety days after the 
date of his rejection, by petition in writing set forth the causes of his 
erievance and demand another examination.

Upon the same day, 
or any day prior to the date set for such examination, the inspector and 
selected engineer must in writing agree upon, and designate and notify a 
third disinterested engineer holding a license equal in grade to the license 
applied for by the rejected applicant, to sit with them. On the day and hour 
set for such examination all three of such board, that is, the inspector and the 
engineer selected by the applicant, and the engineer agreed upon by them, 
must proceed to carefully re-examine such applicant, and fully and fairly 
test his qualifications and capabilities to receive a license such as he has 
applied for. After such examination is completed, if a majority of such 
board decide that such applicant is entitled to the license he has applied

69-1515. (2726) Boilers exempted from provisions—duty of owner of 
traction engine—notice of purchase of boiler. (1) Boilers used for heat- 
ing purposes in private residences, low pressure cast iron sectional boilers 
carrying not to exceed fifteen pounds steam pressure, and locomotives used 
on railroads conducting a general business in hauling passengers and freight 
do not come under the provisions of this article. But locomotives, commonly 
known as dinkey-engines, used in operating logging or mining railroads, or 
any similar work where such locomotives are owned, leased or operated by 
any individual, company, or corporation and are used in the business of such 
individual, company, or corporation, and not for general commercial pur- 
poses, shall be classed as traction engines and be subject to inspection as

Nor are locomotive 
engineers, Save as herein provided, or persons operating any of the engines 
or boilers herein, exempted from the operation of this article, required to 
procure license from the inspectors. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the owner and user of any traction engine 
or boiler on wheels to notify the inspector of the location of such boiler on 
or before the first day of June of each year. Any owner or user of such 
traction engine or boiler on wheels who shall fail to notify the inspector as 
herein provided shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person pur- 
chasing any steam boiler whether traction or stationary boiler, shall be en- 
titled to receive from the seller the certificates of inspection issued on such 
boiler and any person purchasing any steam-boiler, whether traction or 
stationary, not exempted by the provisions of this section, shall, within ten 
days after such purchase, report the fact of such purchase to the boiler 
inspector and notify such inspector where he intends to locate or operate 
said boiler. Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. All other steam-boilers and steam- 
engines, save as herein exempted, come under the provisions of this article 
and persons operating same are required to hold the. ee gerade of license.

It 
is unlawful for any person in this state to operate a stationary boiler or 
steam-engine, or any boiler or steam-engine other than railroad locomotives 
or other engines and boilers exempted by the provisions of section 69-1515, 
without a license granted under the provisions of this article. The owner, 
renter, or user of any steam-engine or boiler is equally liable for the violation 
of this section. But in case of accident, sickness, refusal to work, or any un- 
foreseen prevention of the licensed engineer employed by any owner, renter, 
or user of a steam-engine or boiler operated in remote districts, which would 
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retard the work to be performed, the owner, renter, or user may, for the 
space of fifteen days, employ any person of the age of eighteen years whom 
he may consider competent to run the engine or boiler, although such person 
so employed may not be the holder of an engineer’s license. The person so 
employing the unlicensed engineer must immediately notify the inspector 
or assistant inspector. But no owner, renter, or user of steam machinery 
shall be allowed to so employ unlicensed engineers for more than fifteen 
days in any one calendar year. And it shall be unlawful, except as stated 
in this section, for any person, firm, or corporation to employ any person 
not duly licensed as an engineer, within the meaning of this act, to run 
or operate any of the boilers or engines subject to the provisions of this act.

operated by any power, without first obtaining a license therefor from a 
boiler inspector as herein provided. Except that in emergencies the pro- 
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visions of section 69-1517 relating to the employment of unlicensed engi- 
neers shall apply to the operation of the engines and machinery named 
herein.

The capacity or initial power of all traction engines or ma- 
chinery propelled or operated by gas, oil, or any product of oil, when sold 
or offered for sale within this state, must be computed and determined by 
the draw-bar horsepower; that is, the initial pulling power of such engines 
or machinery, and not otherwise; and such power or capacity shall be plain- 
ly engraved in figures with the letters “H. P.” on a metallic templet or 
plate, which templet or plate shall, before such engine or machine is sold or 
offered for sale, be securely fastened thereto, in such manner and place and 
of sufficient size as to be easily seen and read. And all new engines or ma- 
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chinery named herein must be engraved or branded with the shop number, 
which shall be in some place easily observed.

69-1801. Purpose of act. The purpose and. intent of this act is to pro- 
vide for the public safety in case of fire in those buildings specified in section 
69-1802 open to or used by the public; to provide for fire escapes, fire fight- 
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ing apparatus, fire alarms; and to provide for inspection of such buildings 
and premises by specified officers.

69-1802. Application of:act. This act shall apply to hotels, night clubs, 
boarding or rooming houses, apartments, dormitories, office buildings, 
theaters, gymnasiums, any place of public amusement or used for public 
gatherings, colleges, schools, stadiums, amphitheaters, factories, hospitals, 
motor courts, tourist inns, cabins, asylums, sanitariums, and all other places 
where large numbers of persons work, sleep, live, or congregate from time 
to time for any purpose but not to private residences.

69-1803. Fire escape requirements. All buildings described in section 
69-1802, except private residences hereinafter erected or any building now 
erected, of two or more stories in height shall be equipped with not less than 
one adequate fire escape for each five thousand (5,000) square feet of lot 
area or fraction thereof occupied by the building. “First story” is defined 
as being the story the ceiling of which is first above the level of the grade, 
said ceiling being an average of five (5) feet or more above the ground 
surrounding the building.

69-1804. Specifications for adequate fire escapes. Adequate fire escapes 
provided for in the preceding section shall be of interior or exterior type. 
Exterior fire escapes shall be constructed of concrete stairway, an iron or 
steel stairway, an iron or Steel straight chute, or it may be constructed of 
other fire-resistive material of equal strength, to which there shall be free, un- 
occupied and unobstructed passage, and free, unoccupied and unobstructed 
egress and ingress to and from the interior of the building; provided, how- 
ever, where outside stairways do not reach the ground, same must have an 
iron stairway from the lowest balcony to the ground, counterbalanced so that 
same shall remain in horizontal position when not in use. This stairway must 
be constructed in the same manner and of the same material as those of the 
upper balconies. When a suspended weight is used as a counterbalance, 
proper guides or places must be provided. It is hereby made the duty of 
the state fire marshal to prepare and promulgate minimum specifications for 
the construction and erection of each type of fire escape authorized by this 
act, which specifications shall be based upon a working stress of not less than 
sixteen thousand (16,000) pounds to the square inch for steel, twelve thou- 
sand (12,000) pounds to the square inch for wrought iron, and seven hun- 
dred (700) pounds to the square inch for concrete. 

Specifications for interior fire escapes shall require that they be enclosed 
with noncombustible material and that all stairways, halls, air chutes, and 
laundry chutes and all door and window openings in Sich interior fire 
escapes be properly protected with automatic or self-closing fire doors or 
shutters and that all stairway escapes be continuous and suitably connected 
with the roof the building. 

No fire escape shall be approved as complying with the provisions of 
this act, the material and erection of which are not at least the equivalent 
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of the minimum specifications promulgated by the state fire marshal as herein 
provided.

69-1805. Duty of owner or occupant concerning escapes and alarms. 
It shall be the duty of the owner entitled to the beneficial use, rental or con- 
trol, or if the owner be a nonresident, the occupant or lessee, of any building 
where fire escapes are required, also to provide and maintain, in good con- 
dition at all times, therein, proper guide signs and exit lights, which signs 
and lights shall be of a sufficient number on each floor to indicate the location 
of fire escapes and all entrances thereto. And it shall be unlawful to ob- 
struct in any manner whatsoever any fire escape required by the provisions 
of this act, or hallway, corridor, or entrance-way leading thereto. All build- 
ings within the scope of this act occupied at night by more than ten (10) 
persons, if more than one story in height shall have in each story an elec- 
trically operated gong or gongs, to be operated by any one of a number of 
switches, one of which shall be on each floor. Said gong or gongs shall not 
be less than six (6) inches in diameter and installed with not less than num- 
ber fourteen (14) rubber covered wire. Provided, however, that in lieu of 
said gong or gongs, such buildings may be equipped with a telephone alarm 
system operated from a central switchboard. Wherever such telephone sys- 
tem is used in such buildings, an attendant shall be on duty at the central 
switchboard twenty-four (24) hours daily, the alarm from such switchboard 
shall be simultaneous in all rooms of the building, and a single switch at the 
switchboard shall operate said telephone alarm system.

When such a room intervenes said corridor shall have a glass panel 
extending from the top rail to the door knob and the glass shall be of a kind 
that is easily broken, Any lock on such corridor door shall be of a night- 
latch type that can be operated from inside the room without a key. Close 
to such door in the corridor side shall be kept an adequate instrument: for 
breaking the glass, with an explanatory label, subject to the 2PRO RA of the 
local fire chief or the state fire marshal.

It shall be the duty of the chief of the fire 
department of each city or village where a fire department is established 
and the mayor of the city or village where no fire department exists or the 
justice of the peace of a township in territory without the limits of a city 
or village at least once each six (6) months to enter into all. buildings and 
upon all premises within his jurisdiction for the purpose of the examination 
of such premises for violations of this act. Such inspection shall include but 
shall not be limited to testing fire alarms, fire extinguishers, examining fire 
hose and attachments, and other fire apparatus, and examining fire escapes 
provided for. herein. Copies. of. such. inspection shall be filed in the office of 
the state fire marshal on forms to be provided by him. 
When any building Shall be found which required the erection of fire 
escapes, and upon which fire escapes have not been erected according to 
the provisions of this act, or if fire hoses, fire extinguishers, fire alarms, or 
other fire apparatus is found to be lacking or, defective or not in good work- 
ing condition, the person making such inspection or the state fire marshal 
shall serve a written notice upon the party or parties whose duty it is to 
erect such fire escapes, or maintain such fire apparatus. Said notice shall 
specify the time within which said fire escapes shall be erected, or such 
defective conditions be remedied, and in no case shall be more than 
ninety days; and said notice shall be deemed to have been served if delivered 
to the person to be notified, or if left with any adult person at the 
usual residence or place of business of the person to be notified, or if 
deposited in the post office, directed to the last known address of the 
person to be notified. In case of buildings within the term of this act, 
that are managed and controlled by a board of trustees, board of com- 
missioners, or other governing body, to cause the erection of fire escapes on 
said buildings, as may be required; provided, that the occupant or lessee 
of any building who is required to erect fire escapes under the provisions 
of this act, shall be entitled to reimburse himself for the cost and expense 
of erecting said fire escapes out of the rent or lease money of said premises, 
and such reimbursement shall not be construed to be a breach of any existing 
lease, contract, or any covenant thereof nor grounds for any action or 
damage ouster. . 

The state fire marshal shall have SaHeral charge. and supervision of the 
enforcement of the provisions of .this act and such officers as above 
enumerated shall act under the general charge and supervision of the state 
fire marshal. Said officer shall assist the state fire marshal in giving effect 
to the terms and provisions of this act and shall be subject to his direction 
and to the rules and regulations adopted for the enforcement of this act.

69-1901. (2786) Definitions. The term “explosive” or “explosives” 
whenever used in this act shall be held to mean and include any chemical 
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compound or mechanical mixture that contains any oxidizing and com- 
bustible units, or other ingredients, in such proportions, quantities or 
packing that an ignition by fire, by friction, by concussion, by percussion, or 
by detonator of any part of the compound or mixture may cause such a 
sudden generation of highly heated gases that the resultant gaseous pres- 
sures are capable of producing destructive effects on contiguous objects, or 
of destroying life or limb. 

The word “magazine” as used herein means any building or other 
structure, other than a factory building, used for the storage of explosives. 

The term “building” or “buildings” as used herein shall be held to 
mean and include only a building or buildings occupied in whole or in part 
-aS a habitation for human beings, or any church, schoolhouse, railroad 
station, store, or other building where people are accustomed to assemble. 

The term “factory building” as used herein shall be held to mean any 
building or other structure containing explosives in which the manufacture 
of explosives or any part of the manufacture is carried on. 

The term “railroad” as used herein shall be held to mean and include 
any steam, electric or other railroad which carries passengers for hire. 

The term “highway” as used herein shall be held to mean and include 
any public street, public alley or public road. 

The term “efficient artificial barricade” as used herein shall be held 
to mean an artificial mound or properly riveted wall of earth of a minimum 
thickness of not less than three feet. 

The term “person” as used herein shall be held to mean and include 
firms and corporations, as well as natural persons. 

Words used in the singular number shall include the plural, and the 
plural the singular.

No person shall manu- 


facture, have, keep, or store explosives in this state, except in compliance 
with this act, except that explosives may be manufactured without com- 
pliance with this act in the laboratories of schools, colleges and similar 
institutions, for the purpose of investigation and instruction.

pliance, as provided in section 69-1909, shall be made and the certificate of 
compliance issued ; provided that the quantity and distance table may be dis- 
regarded and a certificate of compliance may be issued for two second-class 
magazines (see section 69-1907) in any building not otherwise prohibited by 
law, if the contents and location of the magazine are as follows: (a) One 
second-class magazine containing not more than fifty pounds of explosives 
may be allowed if the said second-class magazine is placed on wheels and 
located not more than ten feet from, on the same floor with and directly 
opposite to the entrance on the floor nearest the street level; (b) One 
second-class magazine containing not more than five thousand blasting caps 
may be allowed if the said second-class magazine is placed on wheels and 
located on the floor nearest the street level.

Magazines in 
which explosives may lawfully be kept or stored shall be of two classes,

(a) Magazines of the first class shall consist of those containing ex- 
plosives exceeding fifty pounds, and shall be constructed of brick, concrete, 
iron, or wood, covered with iron, and shall have no openings except. for 
ventilation and entrance. The doors of such magazine must at all times 
be kept closed and locked, except when necessarily open for the purpose 
of storing or removing explosives therein or therefrom, by persons law- 
fully entitled to enter the same. Every such magazine shall have sufficient 
openings for ventilation thereof, which must be screened in such manner 
as to prevent the entrance of sparks of fire through the same. .Upon 
each end of such magazine, above the side walls thereof, or upon its barri- 
cade, there shall at all times be conspicuously posted a sign with the 
words “Magazine—Explosives—Dangerous” legibly printed thereon in 
letters not less than six inches high. No matches or fire of any kind shall 
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at any time be permitted at any such magazine. No package of explosives 
shall at any time be opened within fifty feet of any magazine, nor shall 
any explosives be kept therein except in the original containers. Magazines 
in which more than fifty pounds of explosives are kept and stored must 
be detached from other structures, and magazines where more than five 
thousand pounds of explosives are kept and stored must be located at 
least two hundred feet from any other magazine, and magazines where 
quantities of explosives over twenty-five thousand pounds are kept and 
stored must have an increase over two hundred feet of two and two-thirds 
feet for each one thousand pounds of explosives in excess of twenty-five 
thousand pounds stored therein; provided, that where magazines are pro- 
tected one from the other by natural or efficient artificial barricade, the 
distance above specified may be reduced one-half. 

(b) Magazines of the second class shall be made of fire-proof material 
or wood, covered with sheet iron, and no more than fifty pounds of 
explosives shall at any time be kept or stored therein, and except when 
necessarily opened for use by authorized persons, shall at all times be kept 
securely locked. Upon each magazine there shall at all times be kept 
conspicuously posted a sign with the words “Magazine—Explosives—Dan- 
gerous” legibly printed thereon, and not more than two such magazines 
shall be had or kept in any building.

least two separate exits or as many more as the fire marshal shall direct. 
These exits shall be placed as remote from each other as consistent with the 
construction of the building and shall be easily accessible from all parts of 
the building.

(c) The term “secretary and/or executive officer’, shall mean the secre- 
tary and/or executive officer of the state board of health of Montana.

The term “fire- 
works” shall mean and include any combustible or explosive composition, or 
any substance or combination of substances, or article prepared for the 
purpose of producing a visible or an audible effect by combustion, explosion, 
deflagration or detonation, and shall inelude blank cartridges, toy cannons, 
in which explosives are used, the type of balloons which require fire under- 
neath to propel the same, firecrackers exceeding two (2) inches in length, 
and one-quarter (14) inch in diameter, torpedoes, skyrockets, Roman candles, 
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Daygo bombs, sparklers or other fireworks of like construction and any 
fireworks containing any explosive or flammable compound, or any tablets 
or other device containing any explosive substance. 

Exceptions: The term “fireworks” shall not include sparklers, fire- 
crackers not exceeding two (2) inches in length and one-quarter (14) inch 
in diameter, toy pistols, toy canes, toy guns, or other devices in which paper 
caps containing twenty-five hundredths (25/100) grains or less of explosive 
compound are used, providing they are so constructed that the hand cannot 
come in contact with the cap when in place for the explosion, and toy pistol 
paper caps which contain less than twenty hundredths (20/100) grains of 
explosive mixture, the sale and use of which shall be permitted at all times.

Except as hereinafter 
provided, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, co-partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation to offer for sale, expose for sale, sell at retail, or use 
or explode any fireworks; provided that the state fire marshal and the 
governing body of any city, town or township or county shall have power, 
under reasonable rules and regulations adopted by it, to grant permits for 
supervised public displays of fireworks to be held therein by municipalities, 
fair associations, amusement parks, and other organizations or groups of 
individuals. Every such display shall be handled by a competent operator 
to be approved by the state fire marshal or by the governing body of: the 
municipality in which the display is to be held and shall be of such a - 
character, and so located, discharged or fired as in the opinion of the chief 
of the fire department or such other officer as may be designated by the 
governing body of the municipality, after proper inspection, shall not be 
hazardous to property or endanger any person or persons. Application for 
permits shall be made in writing at-least fifteen (15) days in advance of 
the date of the display. After such privilege shall have been granted, sales, 
possession, use and distribution of fireworks for such display shall be law- 
ful for that purpose only. No permit granted hereunder shall be transfer- 
able. The term “municipalities” shall include cities, incorporated towns or 
townships.

It hereby is found and declared that the 
public welfare requires control and regulation of the operation of refrig- 
erated lockers and of the sale, handling and processing of articles of human 
food in connection therewith, and the control, inspection and regulation of 
persons engaged therein, in order to prevent or eliminate unsanitary, un- 
healthful, fraudulent, and unfair or uneconomic practices and conditions in 
connection with the refrigerated locker business, which practices and con- 
ditions endanger public health, defraud customers, jeopardize the public 
source of supply and storage facilities of essential food products, and ad- 
versely affect an important and growing industry. It is further found and 
declared that the regulation of the refrigerated locker business, as above 
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outlined, is in the interest of the economic and social well-being and the 
health and safety of the state and all of its people.

(c) Locker room temperatures of zero (0) degrees (Fahrenheit) with a 
tolerance of twelve (12) degrees (Fahrenheit) plus.

(zg) “Director” means the principal administrative officer of the division 
of hospital survey and construction of the said state board of health of 
Montana as appointed by said board.

Constitutionality 


Sections 70-101 et seq., creating a public 
service commission and defining its pow- 
ers, are constitutional. Public Service

Regulations made by the public ser- 
vice commission must be reasonable in 
order to be valid, and any regulation 
which imposes upon a city an obligation 
which is invalid is not reasonable.

Inasmuch as a franchise contract made 
in 1912 between a city and a gas com- 
pany must be presumed to have been 
entered into with knowledge that the 
state could thereafter enact legislation 
toward exercising the power of rate regu- 
lation reposed in it, and thus change the 
rates fixed by the contract, this act is 
not open to attack on the ground that it 
impairs the obligation of the contract 
made the year before.

Operation and Effect 


In the enactment of this law the legis- 
lature intended to provide a comprehen- 
sive and uniform system of regulation 
and control of public utilities, by a spe- 
cially created tribunal, through which the 
state itself exercises its soverign power.

The public service commission is a crea- 
ture of, and clothed with only such powers 
as are clearly conferred upon it, by the 
statute to which it owes its being.

An ordinance granting a public utility 
franchise after the enactment of the pub- 
lic service commission law is not invalid 
merely for the reason that such act vests

tion payable by the company is valid 
and binding.

Powers of Commission 


The legislature in enacting the public 
service commission act intended not only 
to empower the commission to regulate 
charges or fix rates, but also to see to it 
that reasonable service is rendered by the 
utility and that its equipment is reason- 
ably adequate.

In an action to enjoin the inhabitants 
of a town from further use of a ditch

fore subject to jurisdiction of public ser- 
vice commission, but the commission was 
not a party to the action and court did 
not pass on the point, but did hold that 
property (including water) may be clothed 
with a public interest depending upon the 
extent and character of the use, making 
it a public consequence and affecting the 
community at large.

(3882) Power to prescribe rules of procedure—judicial power. 


In addition to the modes of procedure hereinafter prescribed in particular

(38892) Greater or less charges than those prescribed—rebates 
and privileges. It shall be unlawful for any public utility to charge, demand, 
collect, or receive a greater or less compensation for any service performed 
by it within the state, or for any service in connection therewith, than is 
specified in such printed schedules, including schedules of joint rates, as 
may at the time be in force, or to demand, collect, or receive any rate, 
toll, or charge not specified in such schedules. The rates, tolls, and charges 
named therein shall be the lawful rates, tolls, and charges until the same 
are changed, as provided in this act. It shall likewise be unlawful for any 
publie utility to grant any rebate, concession, or special privilege to any 
consumer or user, which, directly or indirectly, shall or may have the 
effect of changing the rates, tolls, charges, or payments, and any violation 
of the provisions of this section shall subject the violator to the penalty 
prescribed in section 70-110.

(3906) Action to set aside rates or charges fixed by commission. 


(1) <Any party in interest being dissatisfied with an order of the com- 


mission fixing any rate or rates, fares, charges, classifications, Joint rate or 
rates, or any order fixing any “ysn eS practices, or services, may within 
ninety days commence an action in the district court of the proper county 
against the commission and other interested parties as defendants, to vacate 
and set aside any such order on the ground that the rate or rates, fares, 
charges, classifications, joint rate or rates, fixed.in such order is unlawful 
or unreasonable, or that any such regulation, practice, or service, fixed in 
such order, 1s imlawful or unreasonable. The commission and other parties 
defendant shall file their answer to said complaint within thirty days 
after the service thereof, whereupon such action shall be at issue and stand 
ready for trial upon twenty days’ notice to either party. 
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(2) All actions brought under this section shall have precedence over 
any civil cause of a different nature pending in such court, and the court 
shall always be deemed open for the trial thereof, and the same shall be 
tried and determined as other civil actions; any party to such action 
may introduce evidence in addition to the transcript of the evidence offered 
to such commission. Any party in interest being dissatisfied with the order 
of the commission fixing any rate or rates, fares, charges, classifications, 
joint rate or rates, or any order fixing or prescribing any rule, regulation, 
practice, or service, may apply to the district court, having jurisdiction, for, 
and upon proper showing there shall be issued by such court, an injunction, 
staying and suspending the operation of the order of the commission pending 
the final determination of the reasonableness and lawfulness of said order 
in the courts. All orders of the commission shall become operative within 
twenty days after the filing of the order by the commission subject to 
the right of stay and injunction as hereinbefore provided. As a condition 
to the granting of such injunction, the court shall require of the party 
seeking such injunction an undertaking entered into on the part of the 
plaintiff, supported by responsible corporate surety, in such reasonable sum 
as the court shall direct, to the effect that the plaintiff will pay all damages 
which the opposite party may sustain by ‘reason of the delay or prevention 
of the order of the commission becoming effective if said order is sustained 
in the final determination or in proceedings involying rates the court 
may in the alternative require the difference between the existing rate and 
the commission ordered rate to be impounded under the direction of the 
court, pending the final determination of the action. 


(3) If, upon the trial of such action, evidence shall be introduced by 
the plaintiff which is found by the court to be different from that offered 
upon the hearing before the commission, or additional thereto, the court, 
before proceeding to render judgment, unless the parties to such action 
stipulate in writing to the contrary, shall transmit a copy of such evidence 
to the commission, and shall stay further proceedings in said action for 
fifteen days from the date of such transmission. Upon receipt of such 
evidence, the commission shall consider the same, and may modify, amend, 
or rescind its order relating to such rate or rates, fares, charges, classifica- 
tions, joint rate or rates, regulation, practice, or service complained of in 
said action, and shall report its action thereon to said court within ten 
days from the receipt of such evidence. 


(4) If the commission shall rescind its order complained of, the action 
shall be dismissed ; if it shall alter, modify, or amend the same, such altered, 
modified, or amended order shall take the place of the original order 
complained of, and judgment shall be rendered thereon, as though made 
by the commission in the first instance. If the original order shall not be 
rescinded or changed by the commission, judgment shall be rendered upon

(5) Hither party to said action, within sixty days after service of a copy 
of the order or judgment of the court, may appeal or take the case up on 
error as in other civil actions. Where an appeal is taken to the supreme

of jurisdiction, two suits to set aside orders 
of the public service commission requiring 
appellant to reduce its charges for elec- 
tricity in Baker. and Forsyth, held, (in 
reversing the decisions), that the court 
could not conclude that a “plain, speedy 
and efficient remedy” exists in the state 
courts under the inhibition of this section 
against stay or injunction prior to final 
determination to apply the so-called John- 
son Act (48 Stat. ec.

commission or.some member thereof, or some person deputed by it, shall

County Still Has Definite Obligations

The contention may not be sustained 
that since the enactment of ch. 82, 1. 1937 
(71-201 et seq.) known as the public wel- 
fare act, the duty of caring for county 
poor rests in the state board of public 
welfare; while the state and federal gov- 
ernments now co-operate with the county 
in the matter, counties still have definite 
obligations to the poor and needy and 
must bear their proportionate share of 
social relief.

person without means, who is unable to earn a livelihood in consequence of 
bodily infirmity, idiocy, lunacy, or other cause, must be supported by the 
father, grandfather, mother, grandmother, children, grandchildren, brothers, 
or sisters of such poor person, if they, or either of them, be of sufficient abil- 
ity, in the order named; and every person who fails or refuses to support

Separate proposals may be made for the care, support and maintenanee of 
the county poor, and for the care and maintenance of the indigent sick and 
infirm of the county, and such proposals shall be addressed to the clerk of’ 
the board. The board may annually, at its June meeting; award a contract 
for the care, support’ and maintenance of the county poor for the ensuing 
year to the lowest responsible bidder or bidders therefor, and may also 
award a contract for the care and maintenance of the indigent sick and 
infirm of the county for the ensuing year to the lowest responsible bidder 
or bidders therefor; provided, that if the lowest responsible bidder or 
bidders for the care, support and’ maintenance of the county poor shall 
also be the lowest responsible bidder or bidders for the care and main- 
tenance of the indigent sick and infirm of the county, both of such contracts 
may be awarded to such bidder or bidders; and provided further, that if a

indigent sick and infirm at said farm at. the expense of such county. Such 
superintendent shall at all times be under the control of and subject to the 
orders of the board of county commissioners, and may be removed by them 
at any time.

The 
board must annually, at their June meeting, make a contract with some resi- 
dent practicing physician to furnish medical attendance to the sick, poor,

Whenever, under existing laws, 
the board of county commissioners is authorized to make contracts for one 
year and no time is specified when the contracts shall be made, it shall be 
the duty of the county commissioners hereafter whenever possible, to make 
such contracts in the month of June of each year so that they will be better 
enabled to prepare their budget which under existing laws, must be pre- 
pared during the month of July.

any honorably discharged person, whether male or female, and including 
nurses, who shall have served in any branch of the armed services of the 
United States and who may hereafter die. Such burial shall not be made 
in any burial grounds or cemetery, or in any portion of any burial grounds 
or cemetery, used exclusively for the. burial of. pauper dead; provided, (1) 
the expense of burial shall be the sum of one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00), 
to be paid by the county commissioners of the county in which the deceased 
was an actual bona fide resident at the time of death, and provided (2) that 
the benefits hereof shall not be available in:the case of any decedent whose 
executor, administrator or heirs waive the benefits hereof. 

In the event. any. such honorably discharged person, male or female, who 
shall have served in the armed services of the United States, and who is a 
resident of the state of Montana, shall die while temporarily absent from 
the state or county of his mesidence, then the provisions of this act shall 
apply, and the burial expenses not exceeding the amount herein specified 
shall be paid in the same manner as above provided. 

Whenever any such honorably discharged person, male or female here- 
inbefore described shall die at any public institution of the state of Montana, 
other than the state soldiers’ home, and burial for any cause: shall not be 
made in the county of the former residences of the deceased, the officers of 
said state institution, as aforesaid, shall provide the proper burial herein 
prescribed except that the expense of each burial shall not exceed the sum

(a) The state board of public 


welfare shall consist of five (5) members appointed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the senate on the basis of a broad experience and 
interest in civic affairs and matters of public welfare. The members of the 
state board shall be appointed for overlapping terms of three (3) years and 
without regard to political affiliation. The first two members named shall 
be appointed for terms of one (1) year and the next two members named 
shall be appointed for terms of two (2) years, and the fifth member for a 
term of three (3) years. At the expiration of the first year all new ap- 
pointments shall be for terms of three (3) years. Board members may be 
removed by the governor for cause. 

(b) Each member of the state board Sheil be a citizen of the United 
States and a resident of the state of Montana for a period of five (5) years 
immediately preceding the date of his appointment. Appointments to fill 
vacancies in the membership of the state board shall be made by the governor 
for the remaining portion of such term. 

(c) The members of the state board shall take and subscribe to the 
constitutional oath of office and shall furnish a surety company bond con- 
ditioned upon the faithful and proper discharge of their duties in the 
amount of five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars each, running to the state of 
Montana, the premium of which shall be paid by the state. 

(d) The governor shall designate the chairman of the state board and 
the state board shall elect such remaining officers of the board as it may 
deem necessary. . 

(e) Members of the state board shall receive no compensation for their 
services other than the actual amount of traveling expenses actually in- 
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curred in respect to the performance of their official duties in attendance at 
regular or special meetings of the board and ten ($10.00) dollars per diem 
for each day actually in attendance at such board meetings. The per diem 
of such individual member of the board shall be limited to not exceed the 
amount of five hundred ($500.00) dollars per year. No member of the state 
board shall have any direct financial interest in or profit by any of the 
operations of the state department of public welfare or any of its agencies. 


Per diem and expenses of state board members shall, upon claims being 
presented according to state law, be paid out of funds appropriated to the 
state department of public welfare. 


(f) It shall be the duty of the existing Montana relief commission, Mon- 
tana old age pension commission, Montana orthopedic commission, state 
bureau of child and animal protection and the state board of charities and 
reform to turn over and deliver to the state board of public welfare created 
by this act, all books, records, maps, papers, moneys, and all property of 
any kind and description now in the possession of such boards, bureaus and 
commissions, and all funds heretofore appropriated to the use of the Mon- 
tana relief commission, Montana old age pension commission, Montana ortho- 
pedic commission, state bureau of child and animal protection and the state 
board of charities and reform, are hereby appropriated to the state board 
created and provided for in this act, it is further provided that the state 
board of public welfare shall assume all lawful outstanding contracts, agree- 
ments and obligations of said boards, bureaus and commissions. Provided, 
however, that the provisions of this act ‘shall not apply to the Montana 
orthopedic commission or the state bureau of child and animal protection 
until after the first day of July, 1937, and that these departments continue 
to operate as the law now provides until that date.

71-217. Staff personnel—how selected, paid and controlled—dismissal. 
Each county board shall select and appoint from a list of qualified persons 
furnished by the state department such staff-personnel as are necessary. 
The staff personnel in each county shall consist of at least one qualified staff 
worker (or investigator) and such clerks and stenographers as may be 
decided necessary. If conditions warrant, the county board, with the ap- 
proval of the state department, may appoint some fully qualified person 
listed by the state department as supervisor of its staff personnel. The staff 
personnel of each county department are directly responsible to the county 
board, but the state department shall have the authority to supervise such 
county employees in respect to the efficient and proper performance of their 
duties.

It is hereby made the duty of the board of county commissioners in 
each county to levy the per capita tax of two dollars ($2.00), and the 
six (6) mills for the county poor fund as provided by law, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary. The board shall budget and expend so much of the 
funds in the county poor fund for all purposes of this act as will enable the 
county welfare department to pay the general relief activities of the county 
and to reimburse the state department of public welfare for the county’s pro- 
portionate share of the administrative costs of the county welfare depart- 
ment, of old age assistance, aid to needy dependent children, aid to needy 
blind and its proportionate share of any other welfare activity that may 
be carried on jointly by the state and the county. 


. The amounts set up in the budget for the reimbursements to the state 
department shall be sufficient to make all of these reimbursements in full. 
The budget shall make separate provision for each one of these public 
assistance activities, and proper accounts shall be established for the funds 
for each and all of such activities. 

As soon as the preliminary budget provided for in section 16- 1903 HS 
been agreed upon, a copy thereof shall without delay be mailed to the state 
administrator of public welfare, and it shall be his duty, at any time before 
the final adoption of the budget, to make such recommendations with regard 
to changes in any part of the budget relating to the county poor fund as 
is deemed necessary in order to enable the county to discharge its obliga- 
tions under the public welfare act.

All relief disbursements 
by county departments of public welfare shall be by warrant or check; pro- 
vided, however, that if the county welfare department finds that a recipient 
is in the habit of dissipating relief allowances instead of using them for the 
purposes intended, or that for any other reason it is better for the recipient 
and his family to receive the allowance through disbursing orders, then dis- 
bursing orders shall be used instead of cash payments; but all such disburs- 
ing orders must be written in such form that the goods and merchandise to 
be provided may be furnished by any regular dealer in such goods and 
merchandise within the county.

Medical aid and services and 
hospitalization for persons unable to provide such necessities for them- 
selves are hereby declared to be the legal and financial duty and responsi- 
bility of the board of county commissioners, payable from the county poor 
fund.

Immediately upon receiving notice that such grant-in-aid has been

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thereon. This emergency budget shall appropriate the whole amount of 
the general relief grant from the state department for the various classes 
of expenditures from the poor fund for which the grant-in-aid was made 
by the state department.

(a) “Aid to blind”, (or assistance) means money payments to blind 
persons in need.

(c) “Ophthalmologist” means a physician licensed to practice medicine 
in the state of Montana and who is actively engaged in the treatment of 
diseases of the human eye.

71-602. Administration. (a) The state department of public welfare 
1s hereby authorized and is charged with the general administration and 
supervision of aid to blind under the powers, duties and functions as 
prescribed in sections 71-201 to 71-232. 

(b) The county department, of public welfare shall be charged with 
the local administration and supervision of aid to blind, subject to the 
powers, duties and functions prescribed for the county department in 
sections 71-201 to 71-232. 

(c) It is hereby mandatory and required that the state plan and 
operation of aid to the blind shall be in effect in each and every county 
of the state and the administration and supervision of aid to the blind 
shall be uniform throughout the several counties of the state. 

(d) The state department of public welfare shall have printed and 
distribute copies of this act to all county welfare departments and shall 
prescribe the form of and print and supply to the county welfare depart- 
ments blanks of applications, reports and’ such other forms as may be 
necessary in relation to aid to the blind. 

(e) All rules and regulations of the state departnient of public welfare 
made under this act shall be binding upon the county departments of 
public welfare. The state board of public welfare shall make such rules 
and regulations and take such action as may be necessary or desirable for 
carrying out the provisions of this chapter. 
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(f) The state department shall cooperate with the federal government 
in matters of mutual concern pertaining to assistance to the blind, in- 
eluding the adoption of such methods of administration as are found by the 
federal government to be necessary for the efficient operation of the plan 
for such assistance. 

(g) The state department shall make such reports in such forms and 
containing such information as the federal government may from time to 
time require, and comply with such provisions as the federal government 
may from time to time find necessary to assure the correctness and verifica- 
tion of such reports. 

(h) The state department shall publish an annual report and such 
interim reports as may be necessary or required. 

(i) The county department of public welfare shall administer the 
provisions of this chapter in the respective counties subject to the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the state department pursuant to the provisions 
of this chapter. 

(j) The state department shall designate the procedure to be followed 
in securing a competent medical examination for the purpose of determining 
blindness in the individual applicant for assistance. 

(k) The state department shall promulgate rules and regulations stating, 
in terms of ophthalmic measurements, the amount of visual acuity which 
an applicant -may have and still be eligible for assistance under this 
chapter. 

(1) The state department shall designate a suitable number of ophthal- 
mologists, duly licensed to practice medicine in Montana and actively en- 
gaged in the treatment of diseases of the human eye, to examine applicants 
and recipients of assistance to the blind. 

(m) The state department shall fix and pay to ophthalmologists fees 
for examinations of applicants. 

(n) The state department shall develop or cooperate with other agencies 
in developing measures for the prevention of blindness, the restoration of 
eyesight, and the vocational adjustment of blind persons.

Aid shall be granted 
under this chapter to any person who: 
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(a) Has no vision or whose vision, with correcting glasses is so defective 
as to prevent the performance of ordinary activities for which eyesight is 
essential and who has been examined and SO certified by a fully licensed 
ophthalmologist. 

(b) Has income which, when added to the contribution in money, sub- 
stance or service from legally responsible relatives or others, is inadequate 
to provide a reasonable subsistence compatible with decency and health. 

(c) Is not receiving old age assistance for himself or herself. 

(d) Has resided in- and been an inhabitant of the county in which 
application is made for at least one (1) year immediately preceding the 
date of the application. Any person otherwise qualified who has resided 
in the state for five (5) years or more within the nine (9) years immediately 
preceding the application, one (1) year of which state residence shall have 
been immediately prior to the date of the application, and who has no legal 
county residence, shall file his application in the county in which he is re- 
siding, and his assistance shall be paid entirely from state funds until he can 
qualify as having a legal residence in the said county. (For the purpose of 
this act, every person who has resided one (1) year or more in any county 
in this state shall thereby acquire a legal residence in such county, which he 
shall retéin until he has acquired a legal residence elsewhere, or until he 
has been absent voluntarily and continuously for one (1) year therefrom. 

(e) Is not at the time of receiving assistance an inmate of any public 
institution, except in the case of temporary medical or surgical care in a 
hospital. 

(f) Has not made an assignment or transfer of property for the pur- 
pose of rendering himself eligible for assistance under this act at any time 
within two years immediately prior to the filing of application for assist- 
ance pursuant to the provisions of this act.

It shall be the purpose of this division, as far as practicable 
under the conditions existing in the state of Montana, to extend and im- 
prove services for crippled children: These services shall consist of locating 
such children and providing diagnosis, medical, surgical and corrective 
treatment, aftercare and related services for children who are crippled or 
who are suffering from conditions which lead to crippling and the board 
may, at its discretion, within the limits of its funds, provide services for 
children who are afflicted with or suffering from rheumatic fever, or heart 
liseases, and who are totally incapacitated for education or for remuner- 
ative occupation. Special attention is to be given to this program in rural 
areas and in areas suffering from severe economic distress. The division 
shall be under the general supervision of the state board of health and its 
secretary to the same extent as other divisions serving under that board. 
It shall be the duty of the division to do and perform all things that are 
necessary to carry out this program, insofar as means are available and con- 
ditions in this state justify, in conformity with the Rodial security act of the

71-903. Method of disbursement. The state department of public welfare 
shall disburse all public assistance grants and costs of administration as 
provided for in each part of this act and all other expenditures authorized 
to be made by the department. The funds appropriated shall be made 
available for such disbursements in the following manner: 


From the appropriations made, the state department of public welfare 
shall as soon as it finds that it needs the money, be provided with an 
imprest fund for each quarter of each fiscal year ordinarily not exceeding 
one-fourth of the appropriation made for the fiscal year ; provided, however, 
that for good cause shown a larger-portion than one-fourth of the appro- 
priation for the fiscal year may be included in the imprest fund for any 
quarter. Any unexpended balance of the imprest fund made available for 
one quarter and remaining unexpended at the end of such quarter shall 
remain available for the use of the department for the succeeding quarter. 
The state department shall be responsible and liable to the state for all 
funds so received, and the department may divide the funds received 
among such specific accounts as it may deem necessary or desirable to 
establish. - | 
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In order to obtain money for the imprest fund, the department shall 
present claims to the state board of examiners; upon being approved by 
the state board of examiners and presented to the state auditor, the state 
auditor shall issue his warrant or warrants, and upon the receipt of such 
warrant or warrants the state treasurer shall disburse the amounts allowed 
to the state department of public welfare. 


The state department shall establish and maintain a bank account or 
accounts properly safeguarded by the deposit of such securities as may 
be used by depositories as security for funds under the control of the 
state treasurer, and these securities shall be subject to the approval of 
the state examiner and the state board of public welfare. This account 
or accounts shall be subject to checks or orders drawn by the state 
department for the payment of assistance grants, the cost of administration 
of the state and county departments and for all other expenditures author- 
ized to be made by the department. 


The appropriations made for the period beginning with March 2, 1939, 
and terminating with June 30, 1939, shall be made available through 
the method above indicated as rapidly as the state department finds that 
the funds are needed. 


When any of the said funds are deposited in any bank or banks 
pursuant to the foregoing provisions and securities have been deposited to 
safeguard these deposits as above required, and the securities have been 
approved by the state examiner and by the state board of public welfare, 
the state department of public welfare and all its officers and employees 
shall be released from any lability to the state for any loss that might 
oceur through the failure of the bank to repay such funds so deposited or 
any part thereof up to the full amount of the securities deposited.

(h) The county departments of public welfare shall administer the 
provisions of this chapter in the respective counties, subject to the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the state department pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

(i) The state department shall designate the procedure to be followed 
in securing a competent medical examination for the purposes of deter- 
mining silicosis in each individual applicant. : 

(j) The state department shall designate suitable physicians from the 
staff of the physicians of the Montana state tuberculosis sanitarium, to 
examine applicants for aid under this chapter. 

(k) The state department shall pay the actual transportation expenses 
of any applicant from the place of his residence in the state to the place 
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of examination and return, if upon said examination it is determined the 
applicant has silicosis as defined in this act.

(c) Is not at the time of receiving a payment under this chapter an 
inmate of any public institution, except Montana state tuberculosis sani- 
tarium. If the person to whom payment has been ordered to be paid is 
an inmate of the Montana state tuberculosis sanitarium, then and in that 
case the payment herein provided for shall be made to his wife and 
children if any. 

(d) Is not receiving, with respect to any month for which he would 
receive a payment under this chapter, compensation under the workmen’s 
compensation act of the state of Montana, which will equal the forty 
($40.00) dollars payment allowed hereunder. If he is receiving payments 
from either or both of these plans which is less in the aggregate than 
forty ($40.00) dollars per month, then if he is entitled to a payment 
under this chapter that payment shall be the difference between the 
amount which he is receiving under these plans and forty dollars ($40.00) 
per month.

72-101. (3779) Creation of commission. There is hereby created and 
established a board of railroad commissioners of the state of Montana, to 
be known as the “board of railroad commissioners of the state of Montana,” 
said board to consist of three members who shall be qualified electors of the 
state. The first board of railroad commissioners shall be composed of the 
following persons, namely: B. T. Stanton of Gallatin county, Nathan God- 
frey of Lewis and Clark county, and KE. A. Morley of Silver Bow county. 
The persons named herein as commissioners shall serve until the first Monday 
of January, 1909, or until their successors are elected and qualified. At 
the general election to be held in November, 1908, there shall be elected 
three commissioners for said board, one for a term of two years, one for a 
term of four years, and one for a term of six years, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. Said commissioners when elected will qualify 
at the time and in the manner provided by law for other state officers, and 
shall take office on the first Monday of January, next after their election. 
Each of said members of said board so elected shall serve until his sueces- 
sor is elected and qualified. Biennially thereafter, at the general election, 
one member shall be elected for a period of six years, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified, to sueceed the member of such board whose term 
shall expire on the first day of January following. Any vacancy occurring 
in the board shall be filled by appointment by the governor, and such 
appointee shall hold office until the next general election, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. At the biennial election following the 
occurrence of any vacancy in the board, there shall be elected one member to 
fill out the unexpired term for which such vacancy exists. No person in 
the employ of, or holding any official relations to any railroad, or owning 
any stocks, bonds, or other securities of any railroad, or who is or shall 
become in any manner pecuniarily interested in any railroad, or in any 
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stocks, bonds, or other securities thereof, shall be a member of said board. 
Any member of said board who, after his election or appointment to office, 
or after his induction into office, shall become an employee of or holder of 
any official relation to any railroad, or who shall become an owner or holder 
of any stocks, bonds, or other securities of any railroad, or have or acquire 
any pecuniary interest in any stocks, bonds, or other securities of any rail- 
road, shall forfeit his office, and the governor shall appoint a successor 
thereto as herein provided in case of a vacancy in said board. No commis- 
sioner shall participate in any hearing or proceeding in which he has any 
pecuniary interest.

The district 
court shall have jurisdiction to enforce, by proper decree, injunction or 
order, the rates, classifications, rulings, orders, and regulations made or 
established by the commission.

Every railroad corpo- 
ration has power: 
1. To cause such examination and surveys to be made as may be 
necessary to the selection of the most advantageous route for the railroad;

upon the lands or waters of any person, subject to lability for all damages 
which they do thereto ; 

2. To receive, hold, take, and convey, by deed or otherwise, as a 
natural person, such voluntary grants and donations of real estate and 
other property which may be made to it to aid and encourage the con- 
struction, maintenance, and accommodation of such railroad; 

3. To purchase, or by voluntary grants or donations to receive, enter, 
take possession of, hold, and use all such real estate and other property as 
may be absolutely necessary for the construction and maintenance of such 
railroad, and for all stations, depots, and other purposes necessary to 
successfully work and conduct the business of the road; 

4. To lay out its road, not exceeding in width one hundred feet on 
each side of its center line, unless a. greater width be required for the 
purpose of excavation or embankment, and to construct and maintain the 
same, with a single or double track, and with such appendages and adjuncts 
as may be necessary for the convenient use of the same; 

5. To construct their road across, along, or upon any stream of water, 
watercourse, roadstead, bay, navigable stream, street, avenue, or highway, 
or across any railway, canal, ditch, or flume which the route of its road 
intersects, crosses, or runs along, in such manner as to afford security for 
life and property; but the corporation shall restore the stream or water- 
course, road, street, avenue, highway, railroad, canal, ditch, or flume thus 
intersected to its former state of usefulness, as near as may be, or so that 
the railroad shall not unnecessarily impair its usefulness or injure its 
franchise ; 

6. To cross, intersect, join, or unite its railroad with any other rail- 
road, either before or after construction, at any point upon its route, and 
upon the grounds of such other railroad corporation, with the necessary 
turnouts, sidings, and switches, and other conveniences in furtherance of 
the objects of its connections; and every corporation whose railroad is, or 
shall be hereafter, intersected by any new railroad, shall unite with the 
owners of such new railroad in forming such intersections and connections, 
and grant facilities therefor; and if the two corporations cannot agree 
upon the amount of compensation to be made therefor, or the points or 
the manner of such crossings, intersections, and connections, the same 
shall be ascertained and determined as is provided in sections 93-9901 to 
93-9926 ; 

7. To purchase lands, timber, stone, gravel, or other materials to be 
used in the construction and maintenance of its road, and all necessary 
appendages and adjuncts, or acquire them in the manner provided in 
sections 93-9901 to 93-9926, for the condemnation of lands; and to change the 
line of its road, in whole or in part, whenever a majority of the directors 
so determine, as is provided hereinafter; but no such change must vary the 
general route of such road, as contemplated in its articles of incorporation; 

8. To carry persons and property on their railroad, and receive tolls 
or compensation therefor ; | 

9. To erect and maintain all necessary and convenient buildings, 
stations, depots, fixtures, and machinery for the accommodation and use 
of their passengers, freight, and business; 
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10. To regulate the time and manner in which passengers and property 
shall be transported, and the tolls and compensation to be paid therefor 
within the limits prescribed by law, and subject to alteration, change, or 
amendment by the legislative assembly at any time;

Subd. 4, Lay Out Its Road 


The language of subdivision 4 of this 
section, “not exceeding in width one hun- 
dred feet on each side of its center line,” 
is not a grant but a limitation. No obliga- 
tion is imposed upon any company to take 
the full amount permitted, and in the ab- 
sence of any necessity it cannot do so, 
either as against the will of the owner or 
the necessities of a competing road. Great 
Falls & Teton County Ry. Co. v. Ganong, 
48 M 43, 50, 136 P 391. 

Id. A railroad company, in projecting a 
route through a town, had staked a line 
through the center of one of its streets 
eighty feet wide, caused it to be mapped, 
and subsequently approved by its execu- 
tive officer. In an action by a rival com- 
pany looking to the condemnation of a 
strip of land sixty feet wide immediately 
adjoining one side of the street, the evi- 
dence was held insufficient to sustain a 
finding that such strip had already been 
appropriated by the first company for a 
public use of equal necessity, namely, for 
right of way purposes, under subdivision 
4 of this section. 

The mere fact that one has made sub- 
stantial improvements along a railroad in 


the expectation of its continued operation 
does not burden the railroad company with 
an implied obligation to operate. Briggs 
et al. v. Great Northern Ry.

Subd. 5, Obstruction of Watercourses 


Under the common-law rule of liability 
for the obstruction of surface waters, in 
force in this state in the absence of stat- 
ute providing otherwise, defendant rail- 
way company was not liable for damage 
caused to plaintiffs property by surface 
waters which were dammed up by its em- 
bankment and for the escape of which it 
had failed to construct culverts or open- 
ings, its duty in this respect being con- — 
fined, by this subdivision of this section, 
and sec. 72-644, to providing outlets for 
streams, watercourses, etc., intersected by 
the embankment, plaintiff’s evidence hav- 
ing failed to establish that the invading 
waters were conveyed through a natural 
watercourse.

for the passage of such water as is known 
to flow in the stream in time of usual 
freshets, and such as experience shows 
might occur at any time. Heckaman v. 

Co., 93, M 368, 377 et 
seq., 20 P 2d 258. 


Id. The usefulness of “franchise” of a 
non-navigable stream which under this 
subdivision of this section a railroad com- 
pany in crossing it in the course of con- 
struction must restore, is its use for irriga- 
tion purposes and drainage. |

(6510) Survey, annual work and completion of road. Every 


railroad corporation shall be required to complete fifteen miles upon each 
of its lines, branches, or extensions, each year subsequent to the passage 
of this chapter, in the case of companies already organized, and each year 
subsequent to the filing of articles of incorporation in the case of corpora- 
tions hereafter organized. But organization under this chapter shall not be 
deemed to confer any right to any portion of its line as designated in its 
articles of incorporation on which a preliminary survey and location shall 
not have been made, and if such corporation shall fail to comply with the 
requirements of this section, it shall forfeit its charter, and all the rights and 
privileges conferred by said articles as to any incompleted portion of its line 
of road. Hach railroad corporation shall complete the whole line of its 
road within five years from the passage of this chapter, in the case of corpo- 
rations already organized, and within seven years from the date of filing 
articles of mcorporation in the case of corporations hereafter organized. 
Upon the written application of any county attorney of a county through 
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which the line of said road would pass, made to the district court, setting 
forth the alleged cause of such forfeiture, it shall be the duty of such 
court, after notice to the corporation, to examine the cause; and if, in his 
judgment, sufficient cause exists for such forfeiture, to declare and enforce 
the forfeiture.

In case they do not make and maintain 
such fence and guards, if their engines or ears shall kill or maim any eattle 
or other domestic animals upon their line of road, they must pay to the 
owner of such cattle or other domestic animals, in all cases, a fair market 
price for the same, unless it occurred through the neglect or fault of 
the owner of the animal so killed or maimed; provided, that nothing herein 
shall be construed so as to prevent any person or persons from recovering 
damages from any railroad corporation for its negligent killing or injury 
to any cattle, or other domestic animals, at spurs, sidings, Y’s, crossings, 
and turntables.

Sufficiency of Complaint 


In an action against a railroad company 
for the killing of livestock, it is necessary 
that the complaint allege plaintiff’s own- 
ership or possession of land along or 
through which the railroad runs, and that 
the stock was killed at such place.

(6546) Payment of claim for damages to state livestock com- 
mission. (1) Where livestock are killed by railroad corporations in viola- 
tion of section 72-401 in the event the owner of any such livestock shall not 
claim or assert any claim against such railroad or railroad corporation for 
the value of the livestock so killed within six months from the date such 
animal or animals are killed, the secretary of the state livestock commis- 
sion is hereby authorized, required, and directed to demand and receive 
from such railroad or railroad corporation payment in damages for such 
livestock, and the said livestock commission is hereby empowered and 
directed to institute and prosecute, in the name of the state, actions against

It shall be the duty of all railroad corporations or railroad 
companies operating any railroad within this state to keep their railroad 
track, and either side thereof, for a distance of one hundred feet on each 
side of the track or roadbed, so far as it passes through any portion of 
this state, free from dead grass, weeds, or any dangerous or combustible 
material; and any railroad company or corporation failing to keep its 
railroad track and each side thereof free as above specified, shall be liable 
for any damages which may occur from fire emanating from operating 
such railroad, and a neglect to comply with the provisions of this section 
in keeping free any railroad track, and either side for a distance equal 
to the space of ground covered by the grant of the right of way for the 
railroad corporation or company, shall be prima facie evidence of negligence 
on the part of any such railroad corporation or company. But no railroad 
corporation or company shall be required to keep free as above specified any 
land not a part of its right of way.

Necessary Showing for Recovery 


In an action to recover damages, under 
this section, for the destruction of prop- 
erty by fire communicated to it through 
combustible material permitted by a rail- 
way company to accumulate on its right 
of way, a prima facie case of negligence 
is established by showing that defendant 
permitted the accumulation of such mate- 
rial on its rights of way; but to enable 
plaintiff to recover, he must show also 
that the property was destroyed by fire 
emanating from the operation of the rail- 
road, and that the combustible material 
was an agency through which the fire was 
communicated to the property destroyed.

The 
persons to whom free tickets, free passes, free transportation, and discrimin- 
ating reduced rates may be issued, furnished, or given are the following, 
to-wit: (a) The officers, agents, employees, attorneys, physicians, and sur- 
geons of such common e¢arriers of passengers; (b) to the families of the 
persons included in subdivision “a” hereof; (c) the general officers of any 
such common carriers; (d) employees of sleeping car and express car com- 
panies, and linemen of telegraph and telephone companies, railway mail serv- 
ice employees, post office inspectors, custom inspectors, and immigration 
inspectors, newsboys on trains, baggage agents; (e) persons injured in 
wrecks, and physicians and nurses attending such persons; (f) passengers 
traveling with the object of providing relief in cases of railroad accident, 
general epidemic, pestilence, or other calamitous visitation; (g) necessary 
earetakers of livestock, vegetables, and fruit, including return transportation

It shall be un- - 
lawful for any railroad or railway company operating wholly or in part 
in the state of Montana, any of the officers or employees thereof, to charge 
or receive from any person who is to be conveyed or transported on any of 
the lines of any such railroad or railway companies from any point within 
this state to another point within this state, a sum exceeding three cents 
per mile for the distance to be traveled by such person, nor shall any 
excess fare greater in amount than ten cents be charged or collected from 
any passenger with promise of rebate or refund of such excess, and that 
for children between the ages of five and twelve years, not more than 
one-half of the rate named in this section shall be charged, and that chil- 
dren under five years of age, when accompanied by parent or guardian, 
shall be transported free of charge; provided, that no railroad or railway 
company, or the officers or employees thereof, shall be obliged to accept 
a single fare for a sum less than five cents; provided, that any such rail- 
road or railway company shall not be precluded from selling mileage 
books at a rate less than three cents per mile. All persons shall have 
equal right to purchase such mileage books. That all charges for fares 
shall end in the figures naught or five and such figures shall be the one 
nearest to the fare computed under the provisions of this act. 


It shall be unlawful for any railroad or railway company operating 
wholly, or in part, in the state of Montana, as aforesaid, to charge, de- 
mand or collect or receive from any person who is to be conveyed or trans- 
ported on any of the lines of any such railroad or railway company or 
companies, between points within the state, any sum or amount in excess 
of, or in addition to, the rates hereinbefore fixed and prescribed for and 
on account of such person or passenger paying or offering to pay in cash 
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on board of trains of such company or companies, the sums or amounts 
necessary to be transported in accordance with the provisions of this sec- 
tion. It being intended hereby to prohibit and prevent the practice of 
exacting any additional sum or sums for transportation on account of the 
payment of the lawful rates in cash on board train, and the practice of 
issuing rebate slips, certificates or tickets for such excess sums or amounts. 


Any railroad or railway company, or any officer or employee thereof, 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this section, shall upon convie- 


tion thereof, be fined as provided in section 72-633.

Every railroad corporation operating its 
lines of road, or any part thereof, within this state, shall, between the 
fifteenth day of April and the first day of July in the year 1903, and each 
succeeding year thereafter, plough in a good and workmanlike manner, 
covering the sod well, upon each side of its line of road wherever it passes 
through a range or grazing country, a continuous strip of not less than 
six feet in width on each side of its track, as a fire-guard, which said strip

Action Joining Causes Under Similar 
State and Federal Liability Acts Not Re-

A plaintiff did not waive right to trial

complaint brought under the federal lia- 
bility act alleged that he was injured 
while in the engine whereas at the 
trial he testified that the injury occurred 
by coming in contact with the ground as 
a result of his jumping from the engine 
to escape the collision, amended complaint 
filed by leave of court to conform to the 
facts, examined and held not to state a 
new and different cause of action, and 
therefore refusal to strike it from the 
files was proper. Gillespie v. Great North- 
ern Ry. Co., 63 M 598, 607, 208 P 1059. 

Where the complaint of a boilermaker 
who suffered the loss of the sight of one 
of his eyes while working with an air- 
hammer calking bolts in the fire-box of a 
locomotive, after alleging by way of con- 
clusion that it was the duty of defendant 
company to furnish him with reasonably 
safe tools and appliances, contained ad- 
ditional averments as to the conditions 
under which he was required to work and 
that it was necessary for defendant to fur- 
nish him with proper goggles to protect 
plaintiff’s eyes from flying pieces of steel 
resultant from the use of the hammer, 
the pleading was sufficient to state a 
cause of action. Morelli v. Great North- 
ern Ry. Co. et al. 89 M 603, 610, 300 P 
210. 


Scope of Employment 

The question whether, when plaintiff, a 
section-hand, was injured by a collision 
while resting in a caboose standing upon 
the main line after the dinner hour and 
waiting to be transported to work, he was 
or was not acting within the scope of his 
employment was for the jury’s determina- 
tion where the evidence relating thereto 
was not conclusive either way. Wegge v. 
Great Northern Ry. Co. et al., 61 M 377, 
385, 203 P 360. 


Id. Held, that a conductor of a work 
train was not only acting in furtherance 
of the operations entrusted to him, but 
also within the scope of his authority 
when, in the temporary absence of the 
engineer, he assumed charge of the loco- 
motive and in his endeavor to switch a 
caboose from the main line, where it was 
a menace to life and limb on account of 
passing trains, to a side-track and in do- 
ing so caused a collision gusae the caboose 
injuring plaintiff. 


What Are Appliances 


Quaere: Are goggles, worn by railway 
boilermakers while using an air-hammer 
in fastening bolts, to protect their eyes 
from flying particles of steel, “tools and 
appliances” under the general rule making 
it the duty of the master to furnish his 
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servants a safe place to work and reason- 
ably safe tools and appliances with which 
to work, or “appliances” and “machinery” 
within the meaning of the Employers’ Lia- 
bility Act (this section)? Morelli v. Great 
Northern Ry. Co. et al., 89 M 6038, 610, 300

When Jury’s Verdict Conclusive As to 
Negligence 

Where in an action for damages for the 
death of a section-man struck by a work 
train being pushed in front of the engine 
and approaching from his rear while he 
was shoveling cinders from the track, the 
evidence on the question of defendant’s 
negligence was in direct, conflict, that of 
plaintiff being substantial to the effect 
that no warning was given by either bell 
or whistle and that thére was no one rid- 
ing on the front end of the train to guard 
against danger, the jury’s determination 
that defendant was negligent is conclu-

Operation and Effect 


Contributory negligence on the part of 
a railroad employee does not bar his right 
to recover damages for injuries received 
during the course of his employment; the 
jury, in such case, being required to dimin- 
ish the damages “in proportion to the 
amount of negligence attributable to such 
employee.” Hall v. Northern Pacific Ry. 
Co. et al., 56 M 537, 186 P 340; Palmer 
v. Great Northern Ry. Co., _. M __, 170 
P 2d 768, 771. 

This act does not change in any partic- 
ular the form of the statement of plain- 
tiff’s cause of action from that at common 
law, but does require all the other plead- 
ings to be so formulated as to present the 
issues arising upon the defenses permitted 
by it, including the matter which may be 
alleged in mitigation of damages. Cornell 
v. Great Northern Railway Co. et al., 57 M 
177, 187 P 902. 

This act does not change the rule 
that in a personal injury action the burden 
of pleading and proving contributory neg- 
ligence on the part of the plaintiff is upon 
the defendant. :

Assumption of Risk 


The defense of assumption of risk may 
be interposed as a bar in an action for 
personal injuries to an employee when 
they have been caused by hazard which 
is incident to the particular business, or 
when they have been brought about by an 
increased hazard occasioned by the failure 
of the employer to perform his primary 
duty with relation to the safety of the em- 
ployee, if the latter was aware of such 
increased hazard or it was so obvious that 
an ordinarily prudent person under like 
circumstances would have observed and ap- 
preciated it. Matson v. Hines, 63 M 214, 
222, 207 P 474. 

Id. In an action by a section-hand for 
injuries sustained in lifting a rail, in which 
the negligence charged was failure of de- 
fendant company to furnish a sufficient 
number of men to assist him in doing the 
work in hand, held that plaintiff, twenty- 
eight years of age, familiar with the work 
he was engaged in, and who knew, as tes- 
tified to by him, that it required from six 
to eight men to lift a rail, weighing from 
750 to 800 pounds, with reasonable safety 
to the men doing the lifting, assumed the 
risk of injury from overstrain in attempt- 
ing to lift it in company with three others.

sary to such drilling; that evidence that 
the well was not “spudded in” was suffi- 
cient to make out a prima facie case, and 
that therefore the granting of a nonsuit 
was error.

Implied Covenant to Drill Offset Wells

Limitation of Action 


An action for the cancellation of record 
of an oil and gas lease which had there- 
tofore been declared forfeited, brought 
under sections 73-114 to 73-116, held not 
an action “upon a statute for a penalty 
or forfeiture” within the meaning of see- 
tion 93-2606, prescribing that such an ac- 
tion must be brought within two years, 
nor one “upon a liability created by stat- 
ute other than a penalty or forfeiture” 
for which a like limitation is prescribed 
by section 93-2607.

remediable in character, is not a penalty 
statute within the meaning of the statute 
of limitations. 


Nature of Action 


Held, that an action to compel the re- 
lease of an oil and gas lease of record 
on the ground that the lessee had failed 
to commence drilling operations within the 
time fixed in the lease, by reason of which 
it became forfeited, and for the recovery 
of the statutory penalty, damages and at- 
torney’s fees (secs. 73-114 to 73-116), is 
one at law, entitling plaintiff to a jury 
trial. Solberg v. Sunburst Oil & Gas Co. 
et al., 70 M 177, 180, 225 P 612. 

An action for the cancellation of an oil 
and gas lease, for recovery of damages 
and the statutory penalty for failure to 
release, brought under sections 73-114 to 
73-116, is one at law, even though inci- 
dentally it calls for equitable relief. Ber-

Object of Action to Clear Record of 
Forfeited Lease 


The primary object of an action brought 
under sections 73-114 to 73-116, is to clear 
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the record of the cloud on title to oil and 
gas lands cast thereon by a forfeited lease, 
not to recover the penalty therein provided 
for; therefore where the court decreed can- 
cellation of a lease but did not award the 
penalty, appellant lessor’s contention that 
primary relief, to-wit, the penalty having 
been refused, the incidental relief—can- 
cellation—was improper, has no merit. 
Abell et al. v. Bishop, 86 M 478, 489 et 
seq., 284 P 525. 


Operations After Forfeiture 


After forfeiture of an oil and gas lease 
has been declared and demand made for its 
return for nonperformance of the condition 
to commence drilling operations within a 
given time, it is immaterial that the lessee 
thereafter commenced drilling, and the les- 
see’s failure to release the lease of record 
within sixty days entitles the lessor to 
prosecute his action under sections 73-114 
to 73-116. Solberg v. Sunburst Oil & Gas 
Co., 76 M 254, 259 et seq., 246 P 168. 


Time for Making Release 


This section provides that when an oil 
and gas lease shall become forfeited it is 
the duty of the lessee to record the re- 
lease thereof within sixty days from the 
date of forfeiture; section 73-116 provides 
that the lessor must at least twenty days 
before bringing the action given him by 
section 73-115, to enforce release demand 
such release of reeord. Held, that after 
forfeiture the lessor is not required to 
wait sixty days before making demand but 
may do so at any time, provided suit is 
not commenced before the expiration of 
the sixty-day period during which it is the 
duty of the lessee to make release.

Written Notice Not Require@ 


The lessor of oil and gas rights is not 
required to give written notice of his in- 
tention to declare a forfeiture of the lease

brought under sections 73-114 to 73-116, 
for damages for failure to clear the record 
of the forfeited lease. Solberg v. Sunburst

Written Portion Controlling 


Held, in an action to enforce the cancel- 
lation of an oil and gas lease and to re- 
cover damages for refusal to cancel (secs. 
73-114 to 73-116), that a written paragraph 
therein, providing that in the event a well 
was not commenced within the time limit 
mentioned in the lease, the instrument 
should be null and void, was controlling 
as against a printed one under which, if 
the operations were not commenced within 
that time the lessor should pay two dollars 
per acre for each additional year com- 
mencement of drilling was delayed, and 
that demurrer to the complaint was im- 
properly sustained.

(6903) Action to compel release—damages—attorney’s fees— 


release without suit. Should the owner of such lease neglect or refuse to 
execute a release as provided by this act, then the owner of the leased 
premises may sue in any court of competent jurisdiction to obtain such 
release, and he may also recover in such action of the lessee, his successor 
or assigns, the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) as damages, and all 
costs, together with a reasonable attorney’s fee for preparing and prose- 
cuting the suit, and he may also recover any additional damages that the 
evidence in the case will warrant.

(60) days from the date of service thereof, file an affidavit in the county 
clerk’s office in the county wherein such lease is recorded and deliver a 
copy thereof to the owner of the leased lands stating that said lease is in 
effect, otherwise, said lease shall be terminated and of no effect and shall 
cease to be a lien upon the lands described therein. 


If the lessee or the assignee thereof resides in the county where said 
lease is recorded, the notice shall be personally served on said person or 
persons. If said lessee or the assignee thereof does not reside in said county, 
but his, her or its address appears on the records in that county clerk’s 
office, or is otherwise known, such notice shall be mailed by registered 
mail to such person, or persons, at such address, and in addition thereto, 
such notice shall be published once a week for two consecutive weeks in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the county in which said lands are 
situated, and said notice shall likewise be published in the manner as above 
provided if the address of the lessee or assignee is unknown. The date of 
service of said notice, if served personally; the date of mailing, if served 
by mail; and the first date of publication of said notice, if published, must 
be at least sixty (60) days before the date of termination referred to in 
said notice.

Fraud—Constructive Notice No Defense 


It does not lie in the mouth of the 
mortgagor who made a fraudulent repre- 
sentation to the mortgagee that the prop- 
erty was unencumbered to assert that the 
defrauded mortgagee should not be heard 
to complain since he was chargeable with 
notice that the records disclosed the true 
state of facts.

Effect of Recording in General 


This section unequivocally makes all 
unrecorded deeds and conveyances, except 
leases for one year, void as to subsequent 
purchasers and encumbrancers in good 
faith and for a valuable consideration.

491. 

Under this section it is presumed that 
the holder of the prior recorded title ac- 
quired the entire estate, unless he had, or 
was charged with, notice. Custer Con.

A real estate mortgage extension agree- 
ment executed under section 52-203, before 
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maturity of the last of a series of mort- 
gage notes, was not recorded until after 
the period of extension had expired. Two 
years prior thereto the property had been 
conveyed to another, subject to the mort- 
gage, the deed, however, not being re- 
corded until some six weeks after recorda- 
tion of the agreement. Held, in an action

quent purchaser in good faith and for a

Knowledge of Royalty Assignments in

Who Is An Innocent Purchaser in Good 
Faith 


Where plaintiff in an action in unlaw- 
ful detainer, before purchasing land had 
consulted the records and found that. the 
then occupant was holding under a lease 
which had expired, and upon inquiry was 
informed by the latter that he was so 
holding and paying rent annually, he was 
a purchaser in good faith and without no- 
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tice of defendant’s claim as a life tenant 
under a letter from the owner to defend- 
ant that he could remain in possession so 
long as he used the premises for a certain 
purpose and paid the rent. Stoltze Land

When Support of Indigent Parents Not 
Sufficient Consideration 


While an existing legal obligation, such 
as rests upon children to support their 
indigent parents to the extent of their 
ability, under secs. 61-114 and 61-124 is 
a good consideration for a promise under 
sec. 13-502, “to an extent corresponding 
with the extent of the obligation, but no 
further or otherwise,” that is not to say 
that it is such a consideration as to make 
defendant a purchaser in good faith and 
for a valuable consideration, so as to en- 
title him to plaintiff’s property under this 
section. Kelly v. Grainey, 113 M 520, 534, 
129, P 2d 619. 


Where Recording Not Substitute for 
Actual Notice to Change Permissive Pos- 
session to Hostile 


Held, that although the recording of 
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various deeds would have constituted such 
notice as would protect a bona fide pur- 
chaser for a valuable consideration whose 
deed had been recorded first under this 
section, it could not take the place of 
actual notice to the owner of the property, 
involved in a quiet title action in which 
the defendant relied upon the doctrine of 
adverse possession of her grantor, that the 
permissive nature of the possession had 
been changed into a hostile one.

Claim in Opposition to Written Title— 
Burden of Proof 


Where it is sought to found a claim, as 
for a right-of-way, to a part of a ranch, 
based upon oral negotiations,- and the 
owner is dead, this section furnishes to 
the heirs their only defense; if there was, 
in fact, an agreement to convey the right- 
of-way, the owner’s death would not neces- 
sarily defeat a right to have specific per- 
formance decreed, but to authorize this the 


terms of the contract must be definite and 
full, and be made out by clear and unam- 
biguous proof. Lewis v. Patton, 42 M 528, 
5338, 113 P 745. 

Where a party asserts a claim to realty 
in opposition to the written title, he has 
the burden of proof, and the evidence in 
support of it must be clear, full and satis- 
factory, nothing being left to conjecture 
or speculation. MacGinniss Realty Co. v. 
Hinderager, 63 M 172, 206 P 436. 


Operation in General 


An oral agreement by a purchaser at a 
judical sale of a lode mining claim to take 
the deed in his own name, and convey to 
another, is void as within this section. 
Largey v. Leggat, 30 M 148, 157, 75 P 950. 

A contract between tenants in common 
for the erection of a house on the common 
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property by one at his own expense, and re- 
quiring him to make an equal division of 
the rents between them when the rents re- 
ceived equaled one-half the cost, does not 
come within: the meaning of this section. 
Ayotte v. Nadeau, 32 M 498, 519, 81 P 145. 

Where plaintiff sought to recover money 
on a demand loan, defendant was properly 
allowed to introduce testimony tending to 
show that the money paid him by the for- 
mer was not a loan, but a partial payment 
upon the purchase price of real property 
sold under an oral contract, even though 
such contract of purchase was invalid, and 
therefore unenforceable, under the statute 
of frauds.

Where it appears, in an action of eject- 
ment, that monuments, on the boundary 
between the lands of adjoining properties, 
are in place and have been identified by 
the witnesses for the plaintiff, thus mak- 
ing certain that which can be made cer- 
tain, in conformity with section 49-130, 
and showing that there was no dispute as 
to the true dividing line, no valid agree- 
ment between the parties establishing the 
dividing line could have been made with- 
out a complete observance of the statute 
of frauds, as expressed in this section. My-

A life estate in real property (or a joint 
tenancy with the right of survivorship) 
can only be created by deed or will, un- 
der the statute of frauds; therefore the 
contention of the grantee in a deed ‘which 
reserved no such estate in the grantor that 
it was orally understood between the par- 
ties that the instrument should have. that 
effect is not maintainable. Hayes v. Mof- 
fatt, 83 M 214, 228, 271 P 433. 


Part Performance 


Where it appeared from plaintiff’s evi- 
dence in a suit to enforce specific per- 
formance of an oral contract to sell real 
property, that he had fully performed all 
the terms of the agreement to be per- 
formed by him, and that defendant had 
put him in actual possession of the prem- 
ises, upon which he had erected substan- 
tial improvements, the court had the power 
to grant the relief asked for. Stevens v. 
Trafton, 36 M 520, 528, 93 P 810. 


A parol agreement for the sale or ex- 
change of real property may be specifi- 
cally enforced in case of part performance, 
and where the vendee takes possession and 
makes valuable improvements, there is a 
sufficient part performance to take the 
case out of the statute of frauds. Hogan 
v. Thrasher, 72 M 318, 327, 233 P 607. 

Id. For possession by the vendee to con- 
stitute part performance of a parol agree- 
ment to sell or exchange land, such pos- 
session must be in pursuance of the agree- 
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ment and not merely a ‘continuance of a 
former possession; but where possession 
is followed by the making of valuable and 
permanent improvements, it is referable 
to the new relation created by the con- 
tract, rather than the old one. 


Settler may Convey Rights in Public 
Lands Orally 


A settler upon public lands of the United 
States may convey his right therein, with 
water rights appurtenant thereto, orally, | 
with or without consideration, to one who 
thereupon takes immediate possession 
thereof.

Statute of Frauds Must be Pleaded 


Where a defendant, in a suit for specific 
performance, admitted the making of the 
contract and relied on other defenses than 
the statute of frauds to defeat the action, 
he could not avail himself of this section 
without specially pleading it.

by the contract was properly excluded.

Finance Company Not Liable as Regis- 
tered Owner 


A finance corporation to which a dealer 
in automobiles had assigned a conditional 
sale contract covering a truck which, in 
colliding with a car parked on the high- 
way, caused injuries to plaintiff, held not 
liable in damages on the theory advanced 
that it being the registered owner of the 
offending truck, liability followed. Coombes

Mortgagee not Bona Fide Purchaser 
When 

In an action in conversion of machinery 
covered by conditional sale contracts by 
one who knew that the contracts existed 
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and that the seller retained title until full 
payment was made but nevertheless took 
mortgages thereon, evidence held to sus- 
tain the finding of the trial court that 
plaintiff was not a bona fide mortgagee, 
within the meaning of this section, and 
therefore not entitled to recover against 
the seller of the machinery which had been 
seized and disposed of at the time plain- 
tiff acquired its mortgages.

Operation and Effect 


Where a chattel mortgage, executed by 
the purchaser of the property under a con- 
ditional sale contract, was filed for record 
prior to the recordation of the contract, it 
was as valid in the hands of the assignee 
of the mortgage as it was in those of the 
bona fide mortgagee for value and with- 
out notice, even though the assignee may 
have had actual notice of the existence of 
the conditional contract of sale at the time 
of the assignment.

the time it is offered in evidence there is 
nothing to show the nature of defendant’s 
claim it is admissible, subject to be 
stricken upon undisputed testimony that 
defendant was a bona fide purchaser.

Where Contract Must be Filed

Exclusive Control of Funds Derived 


from Land Grant 


The state board of education is vested 
with exclusive power to receive and con- 
trol the funds derived from lands granted 
the state for the use of its institutions of 
learning, among them the state normal 
school, and therefore is free from the limi- 
tations and restrictions of the constitu- 
tion as to the expenditures of the ordinary 
revenues of the state, to-wit, only on ap- 
propriations made by the legislature and 
on warrants drawn by the state auditor.

There shall be an executive board, consisting of three (3) members, for 
each of said institutions named in the preceding section, two (2) of whom 
shall be appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the state board of education.

sufficient surety for the faithful performance of his duties as such, and for 
the faithful accounting for and paying over to, and for the use of said insti- 
tution, all moneys received by him as treasurer.

11. To cooperate with the other departments of the University of Mon- 
tana, with the state mine inspector, and with other departments of the state 
government as may be mutually beneficial; and to cooperate with the United 
States geological survey and with the United States bureau of mines, in 
accordance with the regulations of those institutions. 

12. It shall also be the duty of the bureau of mines and. geology, upon 
the request of the department of state lands and investments, to make ex-

The purpose of this laboratory shall be to make 
the studies necessary to establish the grade and quality of the wheat and 
other grains grown in the state by scientific.and accurate tests, to the end 
that such facts established by scientific experiments, publicly disseminated, 
may aid the grain-growers and dealers in the state to establish the full 
market value of their products in the markets of the world. 


Samples of the different kinds of wheat grown under the various 
conditions existing in the state of Montana shall be collected, and systematic 
study shall be made of each of these to determine their milling and baking 
value. Tests shall also be made of samples which may be sent to the 
laboratory by growers and dealers in the state of Montana, provided post- 
age and transportation charges are prepaid and the method of taking the 
samples conforms to the regulations sgh Se by the director in charge of 
the laboratory. 


The director in charge of the laboratory shall keep an accurate record 
of all samples submitted, and report the results of all the milling and baking 
tests which are made in the laboratory to the parties submitting the 
samples, as soon as possible after such tests have been completed. The 
results from all the tests made at the laboratory must be reported in the 
form of bulletins or pamphlets, whenever the data accumulated shall be 
sufficient for such publication.

grade and dockage fixed by the inspector on such grain shall be binding 
upon both parties, and any balance due either party shall be determined 
according to the grade and dockage fixed by said inspector; provided, 
kowever, that in the case of a bona fide sale of such lot of grain at a terminal 
market outside the state, the grade and dockage fixed at such terminal 
market shall not be disturbed, and any balance due between the parties 
shall be determined according to the grade and dockage that shall have 
been fixed at such sale.

move to town to provide high school education for his children. 

5: When the county superintendent of schools of the county where the 
child resides, for any other reason than stated above shall approve the at- 
tendance of any child in a public elementary school in another county. In 
approving such attendance in another district or county the county super- 
intendent shall take into consideration such items as distance to school, 
road conditions, trading center of parents, opportunity to live with relatives, 
dormitory facilities, living conditions, transportation and type of educational 
program.

75-1632. (1015) Duties of trustees. Every school board unless other- 
wise specially provided by law shall have power and it shall be its duty: 


1. To prescribe and enforce rules not inconsistent with law, or those 
prescribed by the superintendent of public instruction for their own govern- 
ment of schools under their supervision. 

2. To employ or discharge teachers, mechanics or laborers, and to fix 
and order paid their wages; provided, that no teacher shall be employed . 
except under resolution agreed to by a.majority of the board of trustees 
at a special or regular meeting; nor unless such teacher be the holder of a 
legal teacher’s certificate in full force and effect. All contracts of employ- 
ment of teachers, authorized by proper resolution of a board of trustees, 
shall be in writing and executed in duplicate by the chairman and clerk of 
the board, for the district and by the teacher. 

3. To determine the rate of tuition of nonresident pupils. 

4. To fix the compensation of the clerk. 

5. To enforce the rules and regulations of the superintendent of public 
instruction for the government of schools, pupils, and teachers and to en- 
force the course of study. 

6. To provide for school furniture and for svereiihe needed in the 
schoolhouse or for the use of the school board. 
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7. To repair and insure schoolhouses and to rent, lease and let to such 
persons or entities as the board may deem proper, the grade school halls, 
gymnasium and buildings and part thereof for such time and rental as the 
board may designate. All rentals shall be paid to the county treasurer for 
the credit of the school district. 

8. To purchase, acquire, sell and dispose of plots or parcels of land to 
be used as sites for schoolhouses, school dormitories and other school build- 
ings, and for other purposes in connection with the schools in the district ; 
to build, purchase or otherwise acquire schoolhouses, school dormitories and 
other buildings necessary in the operation of schools of the district, and to 
sell and dispose of the same; provided, that they shall not build or remove 
schoolhouses or dormitories, nor purchase, sell or locate school sites unless 
directed so to do by a majority of the electors of the district voting at 
an election held in the district for that purpose, and such election shall be 
conducted and votes canvassed in the same manner as at the annual election 
of school officers, and notice thereof shall be given by the clerk by posting 
three (3) notices in three (3) public places in the district at least ten (10) 
days prior to such election, which notices shall specify the time, place, and 
purpose of such election. Provided, further, that this subdivision shall not 
be so construed as to prevent the board of trustees from purchasing one (1) 
or more options for a school site. 

9. To hold in trust for their district all real or personal property for 
the benefit of the school thereof. 

10. To suspend or expel pupils from school who refuse to obey the 
rules thereof, and to exclude from school, children under six (6) years of 
age where the interest of the school requires such exclusion. 

11. To provide clothing and medical aid for indigent children when it 
shall be made to appear that such aid is needed; and when deemed advisable 
to employ a physician or registered nurse to make inspection into the sani- 
tary conditions of the school and the general health conditions of each pupil, 
and to make a full, detailed report to the board of trustees. The clerk of 
the district shall furnish immediately to each parent or guardian a copy of 
such portion of the above mentioned report as pertains to his child or ward. 

12. To require pupils to be furnished with suitable books as a condition 
of membership in school. 

13. To exclude from school and school libraries all books, tracts, papers 
and other publications of immoral and pernicious nature. 

14. To require teachers to conform to the law. 

15. To make an annual report, as required by law, to the county super- 
intendent on or before the first day of August in each year, in the manner 
and form and on the blanks prescribed and furnished by the superintendent 
of public instruction. 

16. To make a report directly to the superintendent of public instruction 
whenever instructed by him to do so. 

17. To determine what branches, if any, in addition to those required by 
law, shall be taught in any school in the district, subject to the approval 
of the county superintendent in districts of the third class. 

18. To visit every school in their district at least once in each term, 
and to examine carefully into its management, conditions, and needs. This 
clause applies to each of the trustees. 
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19. To provide separate privies or outhouses for the use of the sexes 
at all schoolhouses, where the same do not exist, and to see that the same 
are kept in good repair, and in a clean condition. Such privies or outhouses 
must be located and built in such manner as to secure privacy. In all cases 
where there is no fence dividing the play yards of the sexes, the privies or 
outhouses herein named shall be separate and distinct buildings, and situated 
at least twenty (20) feet apart, and to require that all teachers and janitors 
use due care in keeping all toilets in good repair and in.clean condition and 
free from obscenity ; provided; that any trustee or trustees, teacher, janitor, 
or janitors, failing to comply with the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00), or imprisoned in the 
county jail not exceeding ninety (90). days, or both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court. 


20. To allow pupils residing in other distviete to attend school in the 
district of which they have Kiev if in their judgment there is sufficient 
room. 


21. To procure, by purchase or donation, and to cause to be displayed 
daily in suitable weather, an American flag, with accompanying necessary 
fixtures, for each and every schoolhouse in their respective districts. Said 
flags shall be of dimensions not less than four (4) by six (6) feet, and 
shall be made from durable material. The school trustees are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to use such portion of the school funds as remain in 
their hands, and which is not otherwise appropriated, for the purchase and 
erection of fixtures:

the facts constituting the emergency, the estimated amount of money re- 
quired to meet such emergency, and the time and place when the board 
will meet for the purpose of considering and adopting an emergency budget 
for such current school year. 


(2) A copy of such resolution shall be published one time in the 
official newspaper of the county, a copy thereof shall be posted at the 
school house, or at each school house if there be more than one in the 
district, and at the post office, if there be one in the district, and a copy there- 
of shall be delivered to the county superintendent of schools and another 
copy delivered to the county clerk as clerk of the board of county commis- 
sioners of the county in which the school district is situated. The time 
designated in such notice for such meeting shall be not less than one week 
after publication, posting and delivery of such copies of resolution.

reserve for the following school year, shall be divided by the number of

(1024) Creation of new districts out of other districts—change 
A new school district may be created out of portions 


of one (1) or more existing school districts where the taxable valuation 
(the percentage valuation upon which levies are made and taxes computed) 
of property remaining in each district from which territory is taken is not 
reduced below seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) and where the num- 
ber of census children between the ages of six (6) and sixteen (16) years is 
not reduced below fifteen (15). For the purpose of organizing a new 
school district out of one (1) or more existing districts, a petition in 
writing shall be made to the county superintendent of schools, signed by 
parents or guardians of at least ten (10) census children between the 
ages of six (6) and sixteen (16) years, residing within the boundaries of 
the proposed new district, and residing at a greater distance than three 
(3) miles from any school house owned by any one of such school districts 
in which a school is maintained. The petition shall describe the boundaries 
of the proposed new district and give the names of all children of school 
age residing therein at the date of the presenting of said petition. The 
petition shall also show the taxable valuation (the percentage valuation 
upon which levies are made and taxes computed) of the property within 
the proposed new district which must not be less than seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($75,000.00) as shown by the last completed assessment roll. 

(2) The county superintendent shall within five (5) days from the 
receipt of such petition give notice of the hearing of said petition by 
posting or causing to be posted, a notice thereof at least ten (10) days prior 
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to the ‘time appointed by him for consideration of said petition, in’ at 
least three (3) of the most public places in the proposed new district and 
one (1) on each schoolhouse door of each district affected by the proposed 
change, or if there be no schoolhouse, then in one (1) of the most public. 
places in each of said old districts; and shall on the day fixed in the 
notice proceed to hear said petition at the place designated in said notice, 
which must be either at the court house of the county or else at the 
schoolhouse in one of the school districts affected, unless a protest in 
writing signed by at least a majority of the school electors residing within 
such proposed school district shall be filed. with the county superintendent 
of schools before or at the time fixed in the notice for the hearing of said 
petition, in which event the proposed school district shall not be created. 
If no such protest be filed, then the county superintendent, upon hearing 
the petition, shall within ten (10) days from the date of such hearing, 
make an order establishing the new district and describing the boundaries 
thereof, or make an order denying such. petition. 

(3) An appeal may be taken to the board of county commissioners 
of the county, from either order made as aforesaid by three (3) resident 
taxpayers of either the old or the new district who are dissatisfied with 
said order. Such appeal shall be taken within thirty (30) days of the 
date of such order and upon the hearing of said matter by the board of 
county commissioners, a decision shall be rendered which shall be final. 
The appeals mentioned in this section shall be in. writing, subscribed by 
the parties taking the appeal and shall-recite sufficient facts to show their 
rights to appeal hereunder,.and that it is an appeal from the decision 
rendered, and such an appeal shall be filed with the county superintendent 
within thirty (80) days from the date of the order establishing such new 
district or denying such petition. The county superintendent shall, within 
twenty (20) days from the filing of such notice of appeal, transmit to the 
board of county commissioners, and file in the office of the county clerk, 
the notice of appeal and all petitions, plats, and papers in his possession 
pertaining to the petition for the creation of such new school district. 

(4) The county clerk, shall forthwith, upon receipt of such noticé of 
appeal and other papers, give notice to all parties interested, by causing 
to be posted at least ten (10) days prior to the date of the next regular 
meeting of the board of county commissioners, in at least three (8) of the 
most public places in the proposed new district, and one (1) on each 
schoolhouse door of each district affected by the proposed change, or if 
there be no schoolhouse, then in one (1) of the most public places in 
each of said old districts, notices to the effect that the board of county 
commissioners will, at its office in the courthouse, upon a certain date, 
specifying the same in such notices, which date shall be during the next 
regular session of the board, finally hear and determine said appeal and 
said petition for the creation of such new district. The boundaries of any 
- district can be changed in the following manner, to-wit: 

(5) A majority of the resident taxpayers who are registered electors 
and whose names appear upon the last completed assessment roll for state, 
county and school district taxes, residing in territory which is a part 
of any organized school district may present a petition in writing to the 

county superintendent of schools, asking that such territory be transferred 
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‘to, or included in, any other organized district to which said territory 
is contiguous, provided however, that no territory within three (3) miles of 
an established school in such district shall be so transferred and provided 
further that the taxable valuation (the percentage valuation upon which 
levies are made and taxes computed) of property in the district from 
which territory is taken shall not be reduced to less than seventy-five 
thousand dollars ($75,000.00). 

(6) The petition shall describe the territory which it is proposed to 
transfer or include, and shall also state the reason for desiring such change, 
and the number of children of school age, if any, residing in the territory 
to be transferred or included. 

(7) The county superintendent shall file said petition in his office 
immediately on receipt thereof, and shall give notice to the parties interested 
by posting notices at least ten (10) days prior to the time appointed for 
considering said petition, one (1) of which shall be in a public place in 
_the territory which is proposed to be transferred or included, and one (1) 
on the door of each schoolhouse in each district affected by the change, or 
if there be no schoolhouse in such district, then in some public place in 
such district or districts, and at the time stated in said notice for the 
consideration of such petition, which shall not be less than ten (10) days nor 
-more than thirty (30) days after the date of filing such petition, he shall 
proceed to hear such petition, and if he deem it advisable and for the 
best interest of the territory proposed to be transferred or included, he 
‘shall grant such petition and make an order fixing the boundaries of the 
district so changed, which order shall be final, unless an appeal be taken 
to the board of county commissioners. of the county wherein such districts 
are located within thirty (30) days thereafter, and upon hearing thereof the 
decision of said board shall be final. 


(8) All the papers, documents, and records in the case shall be certified 
by the county superintendent to the county commissioners for their deter- 
mination of the matter on appeal; provided, that lands lying contiguous 
to a district and not attached to any district shall be attached to an 
adjacent district by the county superintendent of his own motion, and 
provided further, that all districts shall consist of contiguous territory.

right of petition for a vote of electors on such issue in the district or 
districts where dissatisfaction exists. Hach petition shall be directed to 
and received by the county superintendent of schools and shall in each 
such district seeking election on the issue be signed by not fewer than 
twenty (20%) per cent of the qualified electors in such district to merit 
consideration. Within ten (10) days following the filing of such petition 
or petitions, the county superintendent of schools shall cause a ten (10) 
days’ posted notice to be given by the clerk in each district, seeking 
such election, such notice to be posted in three (3) public places, in each 
such district, of an election in such district at a time and place or places 
specified in each notice to vote on the question of consolidation. 

(8) The votes at such election shall be by ballot, which shall read “For 
consolidation” ‘or “Against consolidation”. The presiding officer at such 
election shall, within ten (10) days thereafter, certify the result of the 
vote to the county superintendent of the county in which the district lies. 

(4) If the majority of the votes cast in each district holding such elee- 
tion be for consolidation, it carries, and the superintendent, within ten (10) 
days thereafter, shall make proper orders to give effect to such vote, and 
shall thereafter transmit a copy thereof to the county clerk and recorder 
and to the clerk of each district affected. If the order be for the formation 
of a new district, it shall specify the name and number of such district, and 
the county superintendent shall appoint three (3) trustees to serve until 
the first Saturday in April succeeding. 

(5) At the regular election succeeding there shall be elected by the 
regularly qualified electors three (3) trustees, one of whom shall serve for 
one (1) year, one for two (2) years, and one for three (8) years. The election 
of trustees and terms shall be the same as for other districts under the 
general school laws. 

(6) When, in the interest of reducing cost of operation or improving the 
school service for pupils, a board of trustees, of a third class district, 
shall by majority vote of its members ask the county superintendent of 
schools to annex the territory and property of such third class district to 
an adjacent second or first class district, the county superintendent shall, 
upon an approving vote of the trustees of the district with which annexation 
is sought, authorize such annexation within not less than twenty (20) nor 
more than thirty (30) days following the final vote of the trustees that 
makes this consolidation possible unless a petition be filed seeking election 
on such issue in which case consolidation shall not be effected until ten (10) 
days after a favorable vote on the issue. The same right of petition by 
electors for a vote on the issue of annexation and the same general plan 
for balloting shall be utilized on the question of district annexation by the 
electors of the petitioning district or districts as the case may be that is 
hereby authorized for district consolidation. 

(7) The ballot shall in this case be “For annexation” and “Against 
annexation.” Should the action of the boards of trustees approving the 
plan of annexation be approved by majority vote of electors of the district or 
districts seeking election on the issue then the consolidation sought shall 
be effected by the county superintendent of schools within ten (10) days 
after such election. In the event of a disapproving vote by majority of 
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votes cast by either of such voting districts, the proposed annexation 
shall fail. 


(8) In case of annexation of any district or districts to any existing 
district, as herein provided, the proper officers of the annexed districts, 
within ten (10) days from the receipt of a copy of such order, shall 
turn over to the proper officers of the district to which they are annexed, 
all records, funds, and effects of such annexed district. In case of the 
formation of a new district, the proper officers of the discontinued districts 
in like manner, within ten (10) days after the organization of the new 
district, shall turn over the records, funds, and effects of such old districts 
to the proper officers of the new districts. 


(9) In ease of consolidation of districts by annexation, the title to 
school houses and sites of the separate districts shall vest in the new 
consolidated district. The officers of the first or second class district in- 
volved shall continue to hold office under the consolidated district until

Separate elections must be held in each portion 
of the district lying in different counties on the same date and hour and 
be conducted in the same manner as general school elections. Each county 
superintendent of schools must appoint three judges of election for. the 
territory in his or her county and the result of the election must be certified 
by the judges to their respective county superintendents. The county super- 
intendents shall meet within five days after the election and determine the 
total vote cast throughout the district. If a majority of all votes cast: m 
the district are for dissolution, the district must be dissolved; or in the 
event that two-thirds (2/3) of the votes cast in the territory of any county 
favor dissolution the district may be dissolved as to such territory; pro- 
vided both superintendents of the counties affected are agreed that such 
dissolution will not entail an undue hardship to either part of such joint 
district, and that there is no good and sufficient reason why such dissolu- 
tion should not be made. In ease of the failure of a two-thirds (2/3) major- 
ity in any portion of the district, as herein provided, or a failure of the 
majority of the entire district to vote for dissolution, the district shall not 
be dissolved and no election thereon can be held within three (3) years 
thereafter. If dissolution carries it shall take effect at the end of the 
current school year.

FIRE DRILLS—INSTRUCTION IN FIRE DANGERS AND PREVENTION

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75-2301. (1071) Fire drills. In all schools of the state, either public or 
private, in which thirty or more children are enrolled it shall. be the duty 
of the teacher or teachers therein employed to instruct the children under 
their immediate control and charge once each week during the school terms 
in “fire-drill” as hereinafter provided, except that in buildings occupied ex- 
clusively by high school students, drills may be held but twice each month. 

A fire-alarm shall be given by striking a gong, and immediately upon 
such alarm the children shall be required to form immediately a line and 
leave the building in an orderly manner, through the exit and exits that 
will most expeditiously clear the building. There shall be no certain day of 
the week or hour of the day for giving such alarm, and it shall be given 
without previous warning to the children. 

It shall be the duty of the trustees or directors, or other persons having 
control and management of any school building of the class mentioned 
herein, to provide one or more gongs therefor, with such means of sounding 
the same as may be approved by the state fire marshal. Hach member 
of any board of trustees or directors, or any other person whose duty it is 
to install said gongs as herein provided, who fails or refuses so to do, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less 
than five nor more than fifty dollars. 

Any teacher who fails or refuses to instruct in said fire-drill in the man- 
ner provided for in this chapter, after the installation of gongs, as above 
provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon con- 
viction be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars.

75-2302. (1072) Instruction in fire dangers and prevention thereof. 
Every teacher or instructor in every public, private, or parochial school of 
elementary grade, consisting of more than ten pupils, shall devote not less 
than ten minutes in each week during which school is in session to the in- 
struction of pupils in fire dangers. 

For the purpose of such instruction it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioner of insurance to prepare a book, conveniently arranged in chapters 
or lessons, such chapters or lessons to be in number sufficient to provide 
a different chapter or lesson for each week of the maximum school year, 
one of such lessons to be read by the teachers in such school each week; 
provided, that if it is advisable, and found possible, to secure such lessons 
as may have been prepared for this purpose, or in use in another state, the 
same may be used in this state. 

This book shall be published at the expense of the state from the amount 
appropriated for public printing, under the direction of the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, and shall be distributed in quantities sufficient 
to provide a copy for each teacher required by the provisions of this chapter 
to give the instruction herein provided for; the distribution to be made by 
the state superintendent of public instruction. 

Wilful neglect by any principal, or other person in charge of any public, 
private, or parochial school of the elementary grades to comply with the 
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provisions of this chapter, shall be a misdemeanor, punishable for each of- 
fense by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars.

en-pox, and such other diseases as may be named and attention called to 
the same by the board of health of this state.

School boards are hereby required to direct superintendents and teachers 
to give oral and blackboard instruction, using the data and statements 
supplied by the state board of health. 

Neglect or refusal on the part of any superintendent or teacher to com- 
ply with the provisions of this chapter shall be considered a sufficient cause 
for dismissal from the school by the school board. 

Any member of any school board who shall wilfully neglect or refuse 
to comply with any provisions of this chapter shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be subject to punishment by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.

After the election of any teacher or principal for the third consecutive year 
in any school district in the state, such teacher or principal so elected shall 
be deemed re-elected from year to year thereafter at the same salary unless 
the board of trustees shall by majority vote of its members on or before 
the first day of May give notice in writing to said teacher or principal that 
he has been re-elected or that his services will not be required for the en- 
suing year; provided that nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent 
re-election of such teacher or principal by such board at an earlier date, 
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and also provided that in ease of re-election of such teacher or principal, 
he shall notify the board of trustees in writing within twenty days after 
the notice of such re-election of his acceptance of the position tendered him 
for another year and failure to so notify the board of trustees shall be re- 
carded as conclusive evidence of his nonacceptance of the position.

This section provides, inter alia, that 
after. the election of a. teacher for the 
third consecutive time she shall be deemed 
re-elected from year to year thereafter 
unless the board of trustees gives notice 
in writing that her services will no longer 
be .required, ete. Held, in- a, teacher’s 
action for breach of contract, that the 
statutory provision became a part of the 
contract of employment, binding upon

This requirement shall not apply to such persons who are not citizens 
of the United States but who are approved annually by the state board of 
education for employment as exchange teachers from foreign countries or 
who are approved annually for employment for special instruction, study 
or research in the public high schools, the public junior colleges and the 
units of the university of Montana. During no school or university year 
may the number of persons so approved for employment by the state board 
of education exceed a total of one hundred (100) persons for both the publie 
high schools and the units of the university of Montana. 

2. No person is eligible to teach in any public school in this state, or to 
receive a certificate to teach, who has not attained the age of eighteen (18) 
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years and who has not secured and presented to the certification authority 
a satisfactory health certificate from a reputable physician. 

3. No person shall be accounted a qualified teacher within the meaning 
of the school law who has not first secured from the certificating authority a 
certificate setting forth his qualifications to teach in the public schools of 
Montana. 

4, All certificates before they shall be valid in any county must be 
registered in the office of the county superintendent of schools of such county 
within ten (10) days after the term of service of any teacher begins. Not 
more than ten (10) days’ salary shall be paid any teacher for services 
rendered previous to the registration of such certificate.

75-2503. (1090) County board of educational examiners. 1. How Con- 
stituted. In each county there shall be a board of county examiners com- 
posed of the county superintendent of schools, who shall be ex officio chair- 
man of the board, and two (2) competent persons recommended by the 
county superintendent, appointed by the board of county commissioners 
each for a term of two (2) years, who, at the time of their appointment shall 
be residents of the county and who shall have been actively engaged in 
teaching for a period of at least eighteen (18) months. Two (2) members 
of this board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. If 
vacancies occur in these positions during the terms for which the incumbents 
were appointed, their successors shall be appointed to serve during the un- 
expired terms only.

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4. Compensation. The compensation of these examiners shall be their 
actual traveling expenses from their residences to and from the county 
seat, or other point in the county where the examinations are held, and 
the two (2) members of the board appointed by the board of county com- 
missioners shall receive such further compensation per diem as the board of 
county commissioners may deem just and sufficient for their services, basing 
such compensation upon the actual quality of the work performed by them 
and the actual time required to perform it.

“When regularly 
certificated teachers cannot be secured, the state superintendent of publi 
instruction in such emergencies, in accordance with rules and regulations of 
the state board of education prescribed and adopted therefor, may grant a 
permit to any person who has previously held a valid Montana certificate, 
or who meets the minimum academic and professional prerequisites in effect 
when such application is made, or who meets standards of preparation pre- 
seribed by the state board of education for meeting such emergencies. Such 
permits are valid for one (1) year and may be renewed in accordance with 
rules and regulations prescribed and adopted by the state board of edu- 
cation.

3. Elementary state certificates. An elementary state certificate valid

institution. For such certificates the courses to be completed and definitions 
of credits shall be fixed and determined by the rules and regulations of the 
state board of education.

4. Temporary secondary state certificates. The state superintendent of 
public instruction may grant a temporary secondary certificate at any time 
to any teacher whose experience, qualifications and credentials meet the 
legal requirements for a secondary state certificate prescribed herein. Such 
temporary secondary state certificate shall be valid in grades six (6) to 
twelve (12) inclusive, in any county of the state for a period of one (1) year; 
provided, however, that the holder of such certificate shall have it duly 
registered in the office of the county superintendent of schools in the county 
in which employed to teach before beginning to teach. 

5. Secondary state certificates. A secondary state certificate valid for 
six (6) years in grades six (6) to twelve (12), inclusive, in the public schools 
of Montana may be issued by the state board of education to a graduate of 
any fully accredited four (4) year college or university within or without 
the state in accordance with rules and regulations prescribed and adopted 
by such state board of education. Montana state institutions recommending 
for certification shall file complete transcripts of record in the office of the 
state superintendent of public instruction in such form as may be prescribed 
and required by the state board of education. Applicants for certificates 
based upon academic and professional preparation outside of Montana, or in 
institutions within the state which are not a part of the university of Mon- 
tana shall comply with the rules and regulations prescribed and adopted by 
the state board of education both as to the amount and character of train- 
ing and the filing of transcripts. 

6. Elementary life certificates. Candidates for elementary life certifi- 
cates must be holders of an elementary state certificate in full force and 
effect and must present satisfactory evidence of at least thirty-six (36) 
months of successful teaching experience in Montana during the life of a 
Montana elementary state certificate, and satisfactory evidence of having 
secured subsequent to the issuance of the elementary state certificate such 
approved academic and professional training as may be prescribed and re- 
quired by the rules and regulations of the state board of education. 

7. Secondary life certificates. Candidates for secondary life certificates 
must be holders of secondary state certificates in full force and effect and 
must present satisfactory evidence of at least thirty-six (36) months of 
successful teaching experience in Montana during the life of a Montana 
secondary state certificate, and satisfactory evidence of having secured sub- 
sequent to the issuance of the secondary state certificate such approved and 
professional training as may be prescribed and required by the rules and 
regulations of the state board of education. 

8. Montana secondary state and Montana secondary life certificates. 
Montana secondary state and Montana secondary life certificates shall be 
valid in grades six (6) to twelve (12), inclusive, of the public schools of 
Montana, and may have their jurisdiction extended to grades one (1) to 
five (5), inclusive, by meeting the specialized preparation prescribed and 
required by the rules and regulations of the state board of education. 

9. Special certificates. Upon the request of any board of school district 
trustees, or its representative, or any county superintendent of schools, the 
state superintendent of public instruction, in accordance with rules and 
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regulations established therefor by the state board of education, may grant 
a special certificate, valid only in the district requesting the same, in music, 
art, public speaking, foreign language, physical education and health, pen- 
manship, home economies, agriculture, commercial and kindred subjects,

Applications for permits and 
certificates shall be filed with the state superintendent of public instruction 
and shall be accompanied by the following fees: permit, one dollar ($1.00) ; 
special, two dollars ($2.00); temporary elementary state, two dollars 
($2.00) ; temporary secondary state, two dollars ($2.00) ; elementary state, 
six dollars ($6.00); secondary state, six dollars ($6.00); elementary life, 
five dollars ($5.00) ; secondary life, five dollars ($5.00). For renewal of all 
certificates the same fee as is required for the original certificate. 


2. State teachers’ certification fund. All fees for certificates and re-

pension of permits and certificates. The state board of education is author- 
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ized and required to revoke and annul, at any time, any certificate hereto- 
fore issued by the state board of education or state board of educational 
examiners, or state superintendent of public instruction, or which may 
hereafter be issued by the state board of education or state superintendent 
of public instruction, for any cause which would have required or authorized 
a refusal to’ grant if it had been- known ‘at the time it was granted, and

75-2510. (1104) Types of certificates established for the purpose of 
articulating with neighboring states having similar types of certificates. 

1. Certificating Authority.—All certificates authorized by this section 
shall be granted or endorsed by the state board of educational examiners 
in accordance with the provisions herein and regulations established in 
conformity herewith. Such regulations shall be formulated by the state 
board of educational examiners and approved by the state board of edu- 
cation before becoming operative. 

2. Essential Features.—All essential features of these A eroaten in- 
cluding academic and professional preparation, duration, jurisdiction, terms, 
and grades and credits (if certificates are granted wholly or in part upon 
the same), shall be placed upon, or attached to and made a part of, standard 
and limited certificates recognized in articulation, or granted under the 
provision of this section. 

3. HExaminations.—Standard and limited certificates described herein 
may be granted upon examination to candidates who present satisfactory 
evidence of having the minimum academic, professional and other prere- 
quisites therefor, as prescribed by law at the time of taking the examination. 
The subjects in. which said candidates shall be examined. shall be deter- 
mined by the state board of educational examiners with the approval 
of the state board of education and published from time to time in the 
regulations governing examinations. The state board of educational exam- 
iners shall have full authority to accept in lieu of examinations in particular 
subjects, credits made in standard normal schools, colleges and universities 
accredited by the board, provided the credits are extensive enough and 
the grades high enough to indicate adequate knowledge of the subject. 
When certificates authorized in this section are granted upon examination, 
the questions shall be formulated, the examinations held, the papers graded 
and the certificates issued, or returns made, by the state board of educa- 
tional examiners, or under regulations established by said board. The 
examinations shall be held at the same times and places as other Montana 
teachers’ examinations. 

4. Certificates Granted by Recognition of Credentials.—When certifi- 
eates authorized by this section are granted upon the basis of credentials 
secured either within or without the state of Montana, such credentials 
shall be passed upon and evaluated by the state board of educational exam- 
iners and certificates issued only in conformity with the standards pre- 
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seribed herein. Such credentials may consist of teachers’ certificates from 
other states having standards equivalent to the certificates sought in 
Montana, or graduation diplomas and credits from standard institutions 
within or without the state. Certificates of health, character, American 
citizenship, success and experience shall be required, and any other data 
which, in the judgment of the board, shall be vital in the selection of 
capable teachers upon the basis of credentials presented. The state board of 
educational examiners shall give full credit and recognition to the diplomas 
and certificates meeting these standards and which are issued, or may 
have been issued heretofore, by the state higher educational institutions 
of Montana. 

5. Suspension or Revocation.—The certificates prescribed in this section 
shall be subject to suspension or revocation by the authority issuing the 
same on the same conditions and for the same causes as any other teachers’ 
certificates issued in Montana. 

6. Kinds of Certificates Authorized for the Purpose of Articulating 
With Neighboring States——The kinds of certificates authorized under the 
provisions of this section for the purpose of articulating with neighboring 
states, are as follows: 

A. Standard Certificates: 

(1) Standard high school certificates which shall be classified as 
standard two-year, five-year and life high school certificates.—These cer- 
tificates shall be valid in grades 7 to 12, inclusive, in the public schools of 
Montana. Candidates for these certificates must be graduates of a four- 
year accredited high school, or its equivalent, and in addition, they must 
be graduates of an accredited four-year standard college or university. A 
minimum of 15 semester credits in education (general psychology being a 
prerequisite) is also required of all candidates. A course in practice teaching 
should be ineluded in the credits in education. 

For each type of standard high school certificate the prerequisites shall 
be the same except for the amount of successful teaching experience. The 
holder of the two-year standard high school certificate shall be eligible 
for the five-year high school certificate after teaching successfully for 
fourteen months within the state during the life of the two-year certificate. 
The holder of a five-year standard high school certificate shall be eligible 
for the life standard high school certificate after teaching twenty-eight 
months successfully within the state, fourteen of which shall have been on 
the five-year standard high school certificate. In all cases the state board 
of educational examiners shall determine whether or not the experience 
has been successful. Short term certificates may not be displaced by long 
term certificates when teaching experience has been unsuccessful. Where 
doubt exists the board shall use its discretion in granting or renewing 
certificates. Two-year and five-year standard high school certificates are 
renewable once in the discretion of the state board of educational examiners. 

(2) Standard elementary certificates, which shall be classified as 
standard two-year, five-year and life elementary certificates—These cer- 
tificates shall be valid in grades 1 to 9, inclusive, in the public schools of 
Montana. Candidates for any standard elementary certificates must be 
graduates of a four-year accredited high school, or its equivalent, and, in 
addition, must have had two years of approved academic and professional 
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preparation in an accredited institution of higher learning. A minimum 
of fifteen semester credits in education or professional study should be 
included in the preparation. 

For each type of standard elementary certificate the prerequisites shall 
be the same except for the amount of successful teaching experience. The 
holder of a two-year standard elementary certificate shall be eligible for a 
five-year standard elementary certificate after teaching successfully for 
fourteen months within the state during the life of the two-year certificate. 
After twenty-eight months of successful teaching experience within the 
state, fourteen months being during the life of the five-year certificate, the 
holder of a five-year standard elementary certificate shall be eligible for a 
_ life elementary certificate. Standard two-year and five-year elementary 
certificates are renewable once in the discretion of the state board of 
educational examiners. The state board of educational examiners shall in 
all cases determine whether or not experience has been successful and 
shall issue, renew, or withhold certificates according to the seek or failure 
of the ont aidatés! 


B. Limited Certificates—These certificates shall be granted upon 
satisfactory examination to persons meeting the minimum prerequisites 
stipulated in sub-section 7 and 8 below of this section. The kinds of limited 
certificates authorized are: 


(a) Second grade, valid in grades one to eight sahil of the public 
schools of Montana for a period of two years. No experience is required. 
Candidates must be graduates of a four-year accredited high school, or have 
its equivalent, and, in addition thereto, have had twelve quarter credits of 
approved professional training obtained in residence at an institution of 
higher learning accredited by the state board of educational examiners. 
This certificate may be renewed once without examination, provided. the 
holder fulfills the minimum prerequisite requirements prescribed by law 
and in effect at the time such renewal is made; and provided further, that 
the teaching experience of the candidate has Beer in the judgment of the 
state board of educational examiners, successful. 


(b) First grade, valid in grades one to eight inclusive, of the public 
schools of Montana for the period of five years. Candidates for this cer- 
tificate must have had fourteen months of successful teaching experience. 
This certificate is renewable indefinitely provided the candidate meets the 
minimum academic and professional requirements established by law and 
in effect at the time each renewal is made, and by teaching successfully 
twenty-one months during the life of the original certificate and each 
renewed certificate. Successful experience shall be determined by the state 
board of educational examiners as in the issuance of other certificates. 


7. General Prerequisites Established for Limited Certificates and for 
Standard Elementary and High School Certificates——None of these types of 
certificates shall be granted to any person who does not meet these 
prerequisites: 

(a) Full citizenship. 

(b) Minimum age of eighteen years. 

(c) Satisfactory evidence of good moral character. 

(d) Certificate of good health from a reputable physician. 
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8. Minimum Academic and Professional Prerequisites for the Issuance 
of Any Limited Certificates—The minimum academic and professional pre- 
requisites for the issuance of any limited certificate described herein shall 
be as follows: 

(a) After September Ist, 1923, no limited certificate shall be issued 
to anyone who is not a graduate of a four-year accredited high school, or its 
equivalent, and who does not have in addition thereto, twelve quarter credit 
hours (eight semester hours) of approved professional training acquired in 
residence at an institution of higher learning accredited by the state board 
of educational examiners. 

(b) After September 1, 1924, candidates for limited certificates must 
be graduates of a four-year accredited high school, or its equivalent, and in 
addition thereto shall have had twenty-four quarter credits of approved 
academic and professional preparation acquired in residence at an 
accredited institution of higher learning. 

(c) After September Ist, 1925, candidates must be graduates of a 
four-year accredited high School: or its equivalent, and have had in addi- 
tion one year of approved academic and professional preparation in resi- 
dence at an accredited institution of higher learning. 

(d) After September Ist, 1926, candidates must be graduates of a 
four-year accredited high school, or its equivalent, and have had two years 
of approved academic and professional preparation (at least one-half of 
which shall have been obtained in residence) at an accredited institution 
of higher learning. 

9. The holder of any standard certificate shall be eligible to hold any 
supervisory position in third-class districts; and shall be eligible for admin- 
istrative and supervisory positions in first and second-class districts pro- 
vided he shall have had the successful teaching experience prescribed in 
section 982 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1921. 

10. Fees and Appeal for Re-reading of Papers.—Applicants for stan- 
dard and limited e¢ertificates described above, shall pay at the time exam- 
inations are taken or credentials submitted, the fee fixed for the particular 
certificate sought. Fees for such certificates shall be as follows: 

Second and first grade limited. certificates, one dollar ($1.00) and three 
dollars ($3.00), respectively ; 

Standard elementary two-year, five-year and life, two dollars ($2.00), 
five dollars ($5.00), and ten dollars ($10.00), respectively ; 

Standard high school two-year, five-year and life, two dollars ($2.00), 
five dollars ($5.00) and ten dollars ($10.00), respectively. 

The fee for re-reading of papers on appeal from any examination papers 
shall be two dollars. 

When application is made for certificate by examination, the fee shall 
be paid to the county superintendent at the time of taking the examination, 
and said fee shall be forwarded by the county superintendent to the state 
department of public instruction to be deposited with the state treasurer 
in the state certificate fund. When a certificate is sought upon presenta- 
tion of credentials in lieu of examination, the fee shall be paid directly to 
the state superintendent and the same deposited with the state treasurer 
in the state teachers’ certificate fund. Fees for re-reading papers shall be 
placed in the same fund. No refunds will be made to those who fail to 
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pass examinations, or who are lacking in the necessary prerequisites, 
credentials or vital data required by law; nor shall any refund be made to 
persons whose credentials are unsatisfactory for the purpose of securing a 
certificate by endorsement. Persons failing in examination shall have the 
same right to appeal for re-reading of their papers as in the case of other 
Montana certificates and on the same conditions. 


11. Registration.—The holder of either a standard or limited certificate 
shall register the same in the county where he teaches not later than ten 
days after he begins to teach. 

12. Definition of Terms.—The state board of educational examiners 
shall have full authority to define the terms “academic” “professional” 
and “equivalent” in the regulations to be issued in conformity with the 
provisions of this section.

It shall be his duty to give 
written notice of the time and place in his county, and to all the teachers 
of the county, at least thirty days before the opening of such institute. 
It shall be the duty of all boards of school trustees, through their clerks, 
to notify each and all of the teachers within their districts of the time and 
place of holding the institute, and to direct each and all of their teachers 
to close their several schools for the purpose of attending the institute. 
Each and every teacher engaged in teaching a term of school in any 
district during the time of the institute shall close his school during such 
time, and shall attend the institute and take active part in the same except 
aS hereinafter provided, without loss of salary for the actual time spent 
in attending the institute and for the actual time spent in going to and 
returning from the same. The county superintendent shall, in all cases, 
keep and preserve a record of the actual time spent by each teacher of his 
county at the institute, and shall furnish both to each teacher and to his 
board of school trustees a certificate of the time spent by said teachers at 
the institute. 


Wilful failure on the part of any teacher to attend the institute, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall be considered sufficient cause for 
the revocation of such teacher’s certificate by the county superintendent ; 
provided, however, that the county superintendent may, in his discretion, 
excuse any teacher from attending the institute who could not attend the 
same without great and excessive inconvenience, cost, expense, and loss 
of time. 


Wilful failure on the part of the board of school trustees of any 
school district to close their schools during the time of the holding of 
the institute, as herein required, shall be considered sufficient cause for 
withholding the public moneys to which such district would otherwise be 
entitled; provided, however, that, in the case of boards of school trustees, 
as in the case of teachers, the great distance of any school district from 
the place of holding the institute, excessive loss of time, inconvenience, 
and cost shall be considered good grounds on which the county superin- 
tendent, under authority and direction from the state superintendent, may 
excuse any board of school trustees from closing their school at such times, 
and from observing the above requirements.

For the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of the institute, there shall be a fund created as 
follows: | 
1. All moneys received from the issuance of teachers’ certificates ai 
the county superintendent. 

2. Moneys received from appropriations a boards of county com- 
missioners; and every board of county commissioners in each county in 
which a tedtlibrst institute or summer school may be held is hereby author- 
ized and directed to appropriate for said fund as follows: 

Counties of the first class not less than. two hundred and fifty dollars nor 
more than four hundred and fifty dollars. Counties of the second class not 
less than two hundred and fifty dollars nor more than four hundred dollars.

75-2701. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in this 
act shall have the following meanings unless a different meaning is plainly 
required by the content: 


(1) ‘Retirement system” shall mean the foe retirement system of 
the state of Montana provided for in section 75-2702. 


(2) “Retirement board” shall mean the retirement board ee by 
section 75-2703 to administer the retirement system. 


(3) “Employer” shall mean the state of Montana or the board of 
trustees of any school district employing teachers subject to’ the provisions 
of this act; or other agency of and within the state ay which the teacher 
is paid. 


(4) “Teacher” shall mean any teacher in the public elementary and 
high school of the state, and the university of Montana, as constituted in 
accordance with section 75-401 including all kindergarten teachers in the 
public schools, and shall include any school librarian or physical training 
teacher, Aringinal vice-principal, supervisor, superintendent, county super- 
intendent of schools, and any other member of the teaching or professional 
staff of any public elementary or high school of this state, and any adminis- 
trative officer or member of the instructional or scientific staff of the 
university of Montana; provided that no person shall be deemed a teacher 
within the meaning of this act who is not so employed for full time outside 
vacation periods. The word “teacher” shall also include any person employed 
in the office of or by the superintendent of public instruction in the per- 
formance of duties pertaining to instructional services. In all cases of 
doubt, the retirement board shall determine whether any person is a 
teacher as defined in this act. 

(5) “Member” shall mean any person included in the membership of 
the system as provided in section 75-2704. 

(6) . “Service” shall mean service as a teacher as described in subsection 
(4) of this section and paid for by an employer as described in subsection (3) 
of this section. 

(7) ‘Prior service” shall mean service as a “teacher” or in a similar 
capacity outside of the state, rendered prior to the date of establishment of 
the system, and in case of teachers in the university of Montana rendered 
prior to September 1, 1939, for which credit is allowable as provided in 
section 75-2705; provided, further, that any teacher, mustered into or 
serving in the military forces of the United States government during the 
period of war, shall receive “prior service credit” for such period of service. 
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(8) ‘Membership service” shall mean service as a teacher rendered 
while a member of the retirement system. 

(9) “Creditable service” shall mean prior service plus membership as 
provided in section 75-2705. 

(10) “Beneficiary” shall mean any person in a hese of a pension, 
annuity, a retirement allowance, or other benefit as provided by this act. 

(11) “Regular interest” shall mean interest at four perecentum per 
annum compounded annually, or at such other rate as may be set by the 
retirement board in accordance with subsection (2) of section 75-2707. 

(12) “Accumulated contributions” shall mean the sum of all the 
amounts deducted from the compensation of a member or paid by a member 
as provided for in subsection (2), of section 75-2705, and credited to his 
individual account in the annuity savings fund, together with interest. 
Regular interest shall be computed and allowed to provide a benefit at the 
time of retirement. Interest at the rate of three-fourths the regular rate 
shall be computed and credited to the pension accumulation fund when 
withdrawn for any other purpose subsequent to July 1, 1945. 

(13) “Earnable compensation” shall mean the full rate of the compen- 
sation, pay or salary that would be payable to a teacher fhe worked the 
full normal working time except that any compensation in excess of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000.00) per annum shall be used as two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) for the purpose of this system. In cases where compen- 
sation includes maintenance, the retirement board shall fix the value of 
that part of the compensation not paid in money. 

(14) “Average final compensation” shall mean the average annual com- 
pensation, pay or salary earnable by a member during his last ten years of 
Service as a teacher. 

(15) “Medical board” shall mean the board of physicians provided for 
in section 75-2703. 

(16) “Annuity” shall mean payments for life derived from the accumu- 
lated contributions of a member as provided in this act. All annuities shall 
be paid in equal monthly installments. 

(17) “Pensions” shall mean payments for life derived from money pro- 
vided by the employer as defined in this act. All pensions shall be paid in 
equal monthly installments. 

(18) “Retirement allowance” shall mean the annuity plus the pension. 

(19) “Annuity reserve” shall mean the present value of all payments 
to be made on account of a member’s annuity granted under the provisions 
of this act, computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall be 
adopted by the retirement board and regular interest. 

(20) “Pension reserve” shall mean the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of a pension granted under the provisions of this act, 
computed on the basis of such mortality tables as shall be adopted by the 
retirement board with regular interest. 

(21) “Actuarial equivalent” shall mean a benefit of equal value when 
computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall be adopted by 
the retirement board and regular interest. 

(22) “Former retirement system” shall mean the retirement system 
established under sections 1113 to 1132 inclusive, of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1935. :

75-2702. Name and date of establishment. A state teachers’ retirement 
system is hereby established for the teachers of the state of Montana, and 
placed under the management of a “retirement board” for the payment 
of retirement allowances and other benefits under the provisions of this 
act. The retirement system herein created shall have such powers and 
privileges of a corporation aS may be necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act. The retirement system so created shall begin operation 
as of the first day of September, 1937, except that the state’s contribution 
to the pension accumulation fund shall begin with the fiscal year, July 1, 
1937; and such system shall be known as “The Teachers’ Retirement System 
of the State of Montana”, and by such name all of its business shall be 
transacted, all of its funds invested, and all of its cash and securities and 
other property held in trust for the purpose for which received.

75-2703. Administration. (1) The general administration and the 
responsibility for the proper operation of the retirement system and for 
making effective the provisions of this act are hereby vested in a retire- 
ment board. Subject to the limitations of this act the retirement board 
shall from time to time establish rules and regulations for the administration 
and transaction of the business of the retirement system and shall perform 
such other functions as are required for the execution of this act. The 
membership of the retirement board shall consist of five persons as follows: 


(a) The superintendent of public instruction 

(b) The state treasurer 

(c) The attorney general 

(d) Two other members known as teacher members who shall be 
members of the retirement system and who shall be appointed by the state 
board of education as hereinafter provided. 

(2) At the first regular meeting of the state board of education 
following September 1, 1937, the state board-of education shall appoint and 
designate two qualified teacher members of the retirement board, one of 
whom shall be designated to serve for one year, and the other for two 
years from the date of such appointment. Annually thereafter the said 
state board of education shall appoint one teacher member of said retirement 
board to succeed the teacher member whose term expires on such date, and 
each person so appointed shall hold said office for the period of two years 
from date of his appointment or until his successor shall be appointed and 
qualified. Until the first appointment of such teacher members shall have 
been made and the teacher members appointed duly installed, the ex officio 
members of the retirement board shall constitute an acting retirement board. 

(8) Ifa vacancy occurs in the office of a teacher member of said board, 
the vacancy may be filled until the next regular meeting of the state board 
of education by the remaining members of the retirement board, and at 
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said next regular meeting of the state board of education said vacancy 
shall be filled by the said state board of education for the unexpired term. 

(4) If a vacancy occurs in the office of an ex officio member of the 
board the vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner 
as the office was previously filled. 

(5) Each member of the retirement board created by this act shall 
take and subscribe the oath prescribed by article XIX, section 1 of the 
constitution of the state of Montana, and such oath shall be filed in the 
office of the secretary of state. 

(6) A majority of the members of the retirement board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of any business. 

(7) The members of the retirement board shall serve without compensa- 
tion except that the teacher members thereof shall receive a per diem fee 
of ten dollars each for each day in actual attendance at the meetings of 
said board or in the execution of their duties as members of said board; 
provided, however, that in no instance shall any such member of said 
board receive as said per diem fee, a sum in excess of one hundred dollars 
in any one year; and the members of said board shall be allowed their 
actual and necessary traveling expenses while performing their duties as 
members of said board, which shall be paid quarterly upon proper vouchers 
from the expense fund hereinafter named. 

(8) The retirement board shall elect from its membership a chairman, 
and shall appoint a secretary who may be, but need not be one of its 
members. The secretary shall give bond in such amount and with such 
sureties as the board may require. 

(9) The retirement board shall have power to employ and to secure 
the services of such technical and administrative employees as may be 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the retirement system. The 
compensation of all persons engaged by the retirement board shall be 
fixed by the board and all other expenses of the board necessary for the 
proper operation of the retirement system shall be paid at such rates and 
in such amounts as the retirement board shall approve. | 

(10) The retirement board shall keep in convenient form such data as 
shall be necessary for actuarial valuation of the various funds of the 
retirement system and for checking the experience of the system. It- shall 
keep a record of all of its proceedings which shall be, open to» public 
inspection. It shall publish biennially on or before the first day of 
January wherein the legislative assembly shall meet a report showing in 
detail the fiscal transactions of the retirement board for the two years ending 
on the preceding thirtieth day of June, the amount of the accumulated cash 
and securities of the system and the last balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the system by means of an actuarial valuation of the assets 
and liabilities of the retirement system. The board shall submit said report 
to the governor and shall furnish copies thereof to the heads of the various 
departments and to the legislative assembly. 


Legal Adviser 


(11) The attorney general of the State of Montana shall be the legal 
adviser of the retirement board. 
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Medical Board 


(12) The retirement board may designate a medical board to be 
composed of three physicians not eligible to participate in the retirement 
system. If required, other physicians may be employed to report on special 
eases. The medical board shall arrange for and pass upon all medical 
examinations required under the provisions of this act, shall investigate all 
essential statements and certificates by or on behalf of a member in con- 
nection with an application for disability retirement, and shall report in 
writing to the retirement board its conclusions and recommendations upon 
all the matters referred to it. 


Actuary 


(13) The retirement board shall designate an actuary who shall be 
the technical adviser of the retirement board on matters regarding the 
operation of the funds created by the provisions of this act and shall perform 
such other duties as are required in connection therewith. 

(14) As soon after the establishment of the system as the board may 
deem it necessary, the board with the assistance of its actuary shall make 
such investigation of the mortality, service and compensation experience of 
the members of the system as he shall recommend and the retirement board 
shall authorize, for the purpose of determining upon the proper mortality 
and service tables to be prepared and submitted to the retirement board 
for adoption. On the basis of such investigation the said retirement board 
shall adopt such tables and such rates as are required by section 75-2708. 

(15) It shall be the duty of the retirement board to adopt for the 
retirement system such mortality, service or other tables as shall be 
deemed necessary and to certify such rates of contribution as are payable 
by the state as hereinafter provided. As an aid to the board in certifying 
the annual rates of payment to be made by the state under the provisions 
of this act the board shall have prepared by an actuary an annual valuation 
of the assets and liabilities of the funds of the system. In the year 1940 
and at least once in each five year period thereafter, the actuary shall make 
an actuarial investigation into the mortality, service and compensation ex- 
perience of the members and beneficiaries of the retirement system, and shall 
make a valuation of the assets and liabilities of the funds of the system, 
and taking into account the result of such investigation and valuation the 
board shall modify such mortality, service and other tables and shall fix 
and determine rates of contribution payable on account of members by the 
state under the provisions of this act, and said board shall have the power 
and authority at any time the same may be found necessary to readjust and 
redetermine such rates of contribution to the end that the retirement system 
shall be kept at all times upon a sound financial and actuarial basis, and 
that the contributions shall be the actuarial equivalent of the benefits 
provided and paid.

75-2704. Membership. (1) The membership of the retirement system 
shall consist of the following: 

(a) All persons who were teachers in the public elementary and high 
schools of the state during the school year nineteen hundred and thirty-six 
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to nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, and who continue to be teachers 
shall become members as of the date of establishment except that any such 
teacher may notify the board on or before the thirtieth day of November, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, in such form as the board may prescribe, 
that he does not desire to become a member, and in such case the board 
shall exclude him from the membership. 

(b) All persons who were teachers in the university of Montana during 
the school year nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
thirty-nine, and who continue to be teachers shall become members as of 
the first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-nine, except that 
any such teacher may notify the board on or before the thirtieth day of 
November, nineteen hundred and thirty-nine, in such form as the board may 
prescribe, that he does not desire to become a member, and in. anelt case 
the board shall exclude him from the membership. 

(ce) All persons who become teachers or re-enter the teach ne service 
in the public elementary or high schools on or after the first. day of 
September, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, and all persons who become 
teachers or re-enter the teaching service in the university of Montana on or 
after the first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-nine, shall 
become members of the retirement system by virtue of their appointment 
as teachers. 

(d) A teacher in the public elementary or high schools who shall 
elect not to become:a member as provided in subdivision (a) of this sub- 
section, may thereafter apply for and be admitted to membership, but no 
such teacher shall receive prior service credit unless he becomes a member 
before the first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-eight. 

(e) A teacher in the university of Montana who shall elect not to 
become a member as provided in subdivision (b) of this subsection may 
thereafter apply for and be admitted to membership, but no such teacher 
shall receive prior service credit unless he becomes a member before the 
first day of September, ninteen hundred and forty. 

(2) The retirement board may in its discretion deny the right to 
become members to any class of teachers whose compensation is only partly 
paid by the employer, or who are serving on a temporary or any other 
than a per annum basis, and it may also in its discretion make optional 
with members in any such class their individual entrance into membership. 

(3) The membership of any person in the retirement system shall cease 
if he shall be continuously absent without pay for a period of more 
than three years or if in any period of ten consecutive years after he 
last became a member he shall render less than five years of service as 
a teacher or if he withdraws his accumulated contributions or retires on 
a pension or dies, but not otherwise, except that the membership of a 
teacher who has not withdrawn his contributions and who has not had 
sufficient service to be eligible for disability retirement shall not be cancelled, 
provided the member shall prove to the satisfaction of the retirement board 
that absence from service was caused by personal illness constituting 
disability, or service in the armed forces of the United States which includes 
all members of the army, the navy, the marine corps, and the coast guard, 
or service in the American red cross and merchant marine during time 
of war. 
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(4) It shall be the duty of each board of school trustees and of the 
chief executive of each institution, station or division of the university of 
Montana employing teachers subject to the provisions of this act to submit 
to the retirement board a statement showing the name, title, compensation, 
duties, date of birth, and length of service of each teacher employed in 
such schools and such other information regarding such teachers as the 
retirement board may require.

75-2705. Membership application and creditable service. (1) Under 
such rules and regulations as the retirement board shall adopt, each teacher 
upon becoming a member shall file with the retirement board an application 
showing his date of birth, and such other necessary information as the 
retirement board may require for the proper operation of the retirement 
system. If a member .was a teacher in the public elementary or the high 
schools during the school year immediately preceding the establishment 
of the retirement system, and becomes a member before the first day of 
September, nineteen hundred and thirty-eight, and if a member was a 
teacher in the University of Montana during the school year nineteen 
hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and thirty-nine, and becomes 
a member before the first day of September, nineteen hundred and forty, 
he shall itemize on such application all services as a teacher rendered prior 
to the date of establishment, including service in a similar capacity in 
other states rendered by him prior to the first day of September, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-seven, for which he claims credit. 

(2) Any member who was a teacher in the University of Montana 
during the school year nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred thirty-nine and becomes a member before the first day of September, 
nineteen hundred and forty, shall be allowed upon application to the retire- 
ment board, credit for prior service for either the school year nineteen 
hundred and thirty-seven to nineteen hundred thirty-eight, or the school 
year nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and thirty-nine, 
or for both of these years, provided (a) that he make application to the 
retirement board prior to the first day of September, nineteen hundred and 
forty ; and (b) that he was a teacher in the University of Montana during the 
school year or years for which he makes application for such eredit; and 
(c) that he contributes to the retirement fund an amount equal to the 
contribution that would have been necessary if he had been a member 
during the school year or years for which he makes application for such 
eredit; and (d) that he completes the payment of such contribution before 
the first day of September, nineteen hundred and forty-one. The amount 
contributed by a member in accordance with this subsection shall be 
eredited to his individual accounts in the annuity savings fund. 

(3) The retirement board shall fix and determine by appropriate rules 
and regulations how much service in any year is the equivalent of a year 
of service, but in computing such service or in computing average compan- 
sation, it shall credit no period of more than a month’s duration, during 
which a member was absent without pay, nor shall more than one year 
of service be credited for all service in any school year. 
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(4) Subject to the above restrictions and to such other rules and 
regulations as the retirement board shall adopt, said board shall verify 
as soon as practicable the statement of service submitted. 


(5) Upon verification of the statement of service submitted, the retire- 
ment board shall issue to each member who was a teacher in the public 
elementary or the high schools during the school year immediately pre- 
ceding the date of establishment of the retirement system and becomes a 
member before the first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-eight, ~ 
and to each member who was a teacher in the University of Montana during 
the school year nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
thirty-nine, and becomes a member before the first day of September, nine- 
teen hundred and forty, a prior service certificate certifying to the aggregate 
length of prior service as a teacher and to the aggregate length of such 
service in a similar capacity outside of the state for which the member is 
entitled to credit. In such prior service certificate, the member shall be 
credited up to the nearest number of years and months with all service as 
a teacher prior to September 1, 1937, and with all service not exceeding 
ten years in a similar capacity in other states, and with all service for which 
credit is allowable as provided in subsection (2) of this section. 


(6) So long as membership continues, a prior service certificate shall 
be final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to such service unless 
thereafter modified by the retirement board upon application made by 
the member within one year after the date of issuance or modification 
of a prior service certificate or upon the discovery by the retirement 
board of an error or fraud. When membership ceases such certificate 
shall be void. Should membership be resumed by the teacher, such teacher 
shall enter the system as a teacher not entitled to prior service credit, 
except as provided by subdivision (7) of section 75-2707. 


(7) At retirement the creditable service of a member on which his 
retirement allowance shall be based, shall consist of the membership service 
rendered by him since he last became a member and also if he has a prior 
service certificate, which is in full force and effect, the service certified on 
his prior service certificate.

75-2707. Benefits. Superannuation retirement benefit. (1) (a) Any 
member in service who has completed fifteen years of creditable service, the 
last ten years of which shall have been in this state, and who has attained 
the age of sixty may retire from service, if he files with the retirement board 
his written application setting forth at what date, not less than thirty nor 
more than ninety days subsequent to the filing thereof, he desires such 
retirement and notwithstanding that during such period of notification, he 
may have separated from service. 
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(b) That from and after the passage and approval of this act, any 
member in service who has attained the age of seventy years, during any 
school year shall be retired by said retirement board on the first day of 
September following, his or her seventieth birthday. 

Allowance on superannuation retirement. (2) Upon superannuation 
retirement a. member shall receive a fapertnanpiion retirement allowance 
which shall consist of: 

(a) ..An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accumu- 
lated contributions at the time of his retirement, and 

(b) A pension of one-quarter of his average final compensation provided 
his. ereditable service is at least thirty-five years, otherwise, a pension of 
one one-hundred and fortieth (1/140) of his. average final compensation 
multiplied by the number of. years of his creditable service, and 

(c) If he has a prior. service certificate in full force and effect, an 
_additional pension which shall be equal. to one one-hundred and fortieth 
‘(1/140) of his average final. compensation multiplied by the number of 
years of service certified to him on his prior service certificate. 

Disability retirement benefit. (3). Upon the application of a member 
in service or of his employer, any member who has had ten or more years of 
ereditable service in the state of Montana may be retired by the retirement 
board not less than thirty and not more than ninety days next following 
the date of filing such application on a disability retirement: allowance, pro- 
vided that the medical board after a medical examination of such member 
shall certify that such member is mentally or, physically incapacitated for 
the further performance of duty, that such ineapacity is likely to be 
permanent and that such member should be retired. 

Allowance on disability retirement. (4) Upon retirement for disability 
‘a. member shall receive a superannuation allowance if he is eligible for a 
superannuation allowance; otherwise he shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance which shall consist of : 

(a), An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his aceumu- 
lated contributions at the time of retirement, and 

(b) . A pension which, together with his annuity, shall provide a total 
retirement allowance equal to ninety per centum of one-seventieth of his 
average final compensation multiplied by the number of years of. his 
creditable service, if such retirement allowance exceeds one-quarter of his 
average final compensation; otherwise, a pension which, together with his 
annuity, shall.provide a total retirement allowance equal to one-quarter of 
his average final compensation, provided, however, that no such allowance 
shall exceed ninety per centum of, one-seventieth of his average final com- 
pensation multiplied by the number of years which would be creditable to 
him were his service to continue until the attainment of the minimum age for 
superannuation retirement. 

Re-examination of he nenciaries retired on aeneais of disability. (95) 
Once each year during the first five years following the retirement of a 
member, on disability retirement. allowance, and once in every three year 
period thereafter the retirement board may, and upon his application shall, 
require a disability beneficiary who has not yet attained the age of sixty 
to undergo a medical examination by the medical board or a physician or 
physicians designated by the medical board, such examination to be made 
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at the place of residence of said beneficiary or other place mutually agreed 
upon. Should any disability beneficiary who has not yet attained the 
age of sixty refuse to submit to at least one medical examination in any 
year by the medical board, his allowance may be discontinued until his 
withdrawal of such refusal, and should his refusal continue for one year, 
all his rights in and to his pension may be revoked by the retirement board. 

(6) Should the medical board report and certify to the retirement 
board that any disability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to engage in 
a gainful occupation paying more than the difference between his retirement 
allowance and his average final compensation and should the retirement — 
board concur in such report, then the amount of his pension shall be reduced 
to an amount which, together with his annuity and the amount earnable by 
him, shall equal the amount of his average final compensation. Should his 
earning capacity be later changed the amount of his pension may be 
further modified; provided that the new pension shall not exceed the 
amount of the pedated originally granted, nor an amount which when added 
to the amount earnable by the beneficiary, together with his annuity equals 
the amount of his average final compensation. A beneficiary restored to 
active service at a salary less than the average final compensation upon the 
basis of which he was retired shall not become a member of the retirement 
system while receiving a reduced benefit. 

(7) Should a disability beneficiary under age sixty be restored to active 
service at a compensation not less than his average final compensation his 
retirement allowance shall cease; he shall again become a member of the 
retirement system and contribute thereto. Any prior service certificate on 
the basis of which his service was computed at the time of his retirement 
shall be restored to full force and effect and in addition upon his subse- 
quent retirement he shall be credited with all his service as a member, and 
should he be restored to active service on or after the attainment of the age 
of fifty-five years, his pension upon subsequent retirement shall not exceed 
the pension that he would have received had he remained in service during 
the period of his previous retirement nor the sum of the pension which 
he was receiving immediately prior to his last restoration to service and the 
pension that he would have received on account of his service since his last 
restoration had he entered service at that time as a new entrant. 

(8) (a) A member who withdraws from service or ceases to be a 
teacher for any cause other than death or retirement shall be paid only 
the amount contributed by the member to his annuity savings account after 
first deducting any unpaid annual membership fees of said member. 

(b) Should a member die before retirement only the amount of the 
member’s contributions to his annuity savings fund account after deducting 
any unpaid annual membership fees shall be paid to his estate or such 
person as he shall have nominated by written designation duly executed ped 
filed with the retirement board. 

Optional benefits. (9) With the provision that no optional selection 
shall be effective in case a beneficiary dies within thirty days after retire- 
ment, and that such a beneficiary shall be considered as an active member 
at the time of his death; until the first payment on account of any benefit 
becomes normally due, any member may elect to receive his benefit in a 
retirement allowance payable throughout life as hereinabove provided, or 
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he may on retirement elect to receive the actuarial equivalent at that time 
of his retirements allowance in a lesser retirement allowance payable 
throughout life with the provision that: 

Option 1. If he dies before he has received in payment of his annuity 
the amount of his accumulated contributions as they were at the time of 
his retirement, the balance shall be paid to his legal representative or to 
such person as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged 
and filed with the retirement board; or 

Option 2. Upon his death, his reduced retirement allowance shall be 
continued throughout the hfe of and paid to such person as he shall 
nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the 
retirement board at the time of his retirement; or 

Option 8. Upon his death, one-half of his reduced retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person as he 
shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with 
the retirement board at the time of his retirement; or 

Option 4. Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid either to the 
member or to such person or persons as he shall nominate by written 
designation duly acknowledged and filed with the retirement board at the 
time of his retirement, provided such other benefit or benefits, together 
with the lesser retirement allowance shall be certified by the actuary to be 
of equivalent actuarial value to his retirement allowance and shall be 
approved by the retirement board.

75-2708. Management of funds. (1) The retirement board shall be 
the trustees of the several funds created by this act and shall have cause 
to be invested and reinvested all of the funds subject to investment as part 
of the Montana trust and legacy fund. 

(2) The retirement board annually shall allow regular interest on the 
average amount for the preceding year in each of the funds with the 
exception of the expense fund. The amounts so allowed shall be due and 
payable to said funds and shall be annually credited thereto by the retire- 
ment board from interest and other earnings on the moneys of the retire- 
ment system. Any additional amount required to meet the interest on the 
funds of the retirement system shall be paid by the state during the ensuing 
year and any excess of earning over such amount required shall be 
deductible from the amounts to be contributed by the state during the 
ensuing year. Regular interest shall mean such per centum rate to be 
compounded annually as shall be determined by the retirement board on 
the basis of the interest earnings of the system for the preceding year and 
of the probable earnings to be made, in the judgment of the board, during 
the immediate future. 

(3) The state treasurer shall be the custodian of the several trust funds 
and of the securities in which said funds are invested. All payments from 
said funds shall be made by him only upon vouchers signed by two persons 
designated by the retirement board. A duly attested copy of a resolution 
of the retirement board designating such persons and bearing on its face 
specimen signatures of such persons shall be filed with the treasurer as 
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his authority for making payments upon such vouchers. No voucher shall 
be drawn unless it has previously been authorized by resolution of the 
retirement board. 

(4) Except as herein provided no member of the retirement board and 
no employee of the board shall have an interest, direct or indirect, in the 
gains or profits of any investment made by the retirement board, nor as 
a member of the board directly or indirectly, receive any pay or emolument 
for his services. No member of the said board or employee thereof shall 
directly or indirectly for himself or as an agent in any manner use the 
funds or deposits of the retirement system except to make such current and 

necessary payments as are authorized by the retirement board; nor shall 
any member or employee of the board become an endorser or surety or in 
any manner an obligor for moneys loaned by or borrowed from the retire- 
ment board.

75-2709. Method of financing. There are hereby created and established 
an “annuity savings fund”, an “annuity reserve fund”, a “pension accumu- 
lation fund”, a “pension reserve fund” and an “expense fund”, into which 
funds all of the assets of the retirement system shall be credited according 
to the purpose for which they are held as hereinafter prescribed. 


Annuity savingsfund. (1) The annuity savings fund shall be a fund in 
which shall be accumulated the contributions from the compensation of 
members to provide for their annuities. Contributions to and payments 
from the annuity savings fund shall. be made in the following manner: 

(a) Hach employer shall deduct from the compensation of each member 
on each and every payroll of such member for each and every payroll period 
subsequent to the date on which such member became a member an amount 
equal to five per centum of such member’s earnable compensation but no 
employer shall make any deductions for annuity purposes from the compen- 
sation of a member who has attained the age of sixty and rendered thirty- 
_five years of creditable service if such a member elects not to contribute. 

(b) In determining the amount earnable by a member in a payroll 
period, the retirement board may consider the rate of compensation payable 
to such member on the first day of the payroll period as continuing through- 
out such payroll period, and it may omit deductions from compensation 
for any period less than a full payroll period if a teacher was not a 
member on the first day of the payroll period, and to facilitate the making 
of deductions, it may modify the deduction required of any member by 
such an amount as shall not exceed one-tenth of one per centum of the 
annual compensation upon the basis of which said deduction is to be made. 


(c) The deductions provided for herein shall be made notwithstanding 
that the minimum compensation provided for by law for any member shall 
be reduced thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent and agree 
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to the deductions made and provided for herein and shall receipt in full for 
his salary or compensation; and payment of-salary or compensation less 
said deductions shall be a full and complete discharge and acquittance of ° 
all claims and demands whatsoever for the services rendered by such person 
during the period covered by such payment except as to the benefits pro- 
vided by this act. 

(d) Notwithstanding the preceding provision, no deduction shall be 
made from any member’s salary on account of which the state’s contributions 
on his account are in default. 

(e) In addition to the contributions dedneted from compensation as 
hereinbefore provided, subject to the approval of the retirement board, any 
member may redeposit in the annuity savings fund by a single payment or 
by an increased rate of contribution an amount equal to the total amount 
which he previously withdrew therefrom as provided in this act, or any 
part thereof; or any member may deposit therein by a single payment or 
by an increased rate of contribution amounts for the purchase of an 
additional annuity, but such additional payments shall not exceed the 
amounts computed to provide with his prospective retirement allowance a 
total retirement allowance of one-half of his average final compensation at 
the minimum age at which the member will become eligible for super- 
annuation retirement. Such additional amounts so deposited shall become 
a part of his accumulated contributions, except in the case of disability 
retirement, when they shall be treated as excess contributions returnable 
to the member in cash or as an annuity of equivalent actuarial value and 
shall not be considered in computing his pension. The accumulated con- 
tributions of a member withdrawn by’him, or paid to his estate or to his 
designated beneficiary in event of his death as provided in this act, shall be 
paid from the annuity savings fund, and an amount equivalent to the 
difference between the accumulated contributions caleulated at regular 
interest and the amount paid shall be transferred to the expense fund. Upon 
the retirement of a member his accumulated contributions shall be trans- 
ferred from the annuity savings fund to the annuity reserve fund. 

Annuity reserve fund. (2) The annuity reserve fund shall be the fund 
in which shall be held the reserves on all annuities in force and from which 
shall be paid all annuities and all benefits in lieu of annuities, payable as 
provided in this act. Should a beneficiary retired on account of disability 
be restored to active service with a compensation not less than his average 
final compensation at the time of his last retirement his annuity reserve shall 
be transferred from the annuity reserve fund to the annuity savings fund 
and credited to his individual account therein. 

Pension accumulation fund. (3) The pension accumulation fund shall 
be the fund in which shall be accumulated all reserves for the payment of 
all pensions and from which pensions and benefits in lieu thereof shall be 
paid to or on account of beneficiaries credited with prior service. Contri- 
butions to and payments from the pension accumulation it shall be made 
as follows: 

(a) Each and every employer shall pay into the pension tabernnatation 
fund an amount equal to three and one-half per centum (314'%) of the earn: 
able compensation of each member employed during the whole or such part 
of the preceding payroll period as:such member was so employed by such 
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employer; provided, however, that no payments shall be made into said 
pension accumulation fund until after July 1, 1945. Provided, further, until 
such time as the legislative assembly shall provide adequate funds for the 
establishment of such reserves as are set up in this act, such parts of such 
act as deal with reserves to be built.up by contributions from the state shall 
be inoperative. 

(b) The board of trustees of every school district maintaining an ele- 
mentary school, or schools, the board of trustees of every school district 
maintaining a high school, and the board of trustees of every county high 
school shall, in the respective budgets for such schools, make and provide 
an appropriation for such payments to the pension accumulation fund. 

(c) When the total amount required for the elementary school budget 
of any district, including the amount to be paid into the pension accumula- 
tion fund will not require a levy against the property in the district in ex- 
cess of ten (10) mills, no special or additional levy shall be made but the 
whole amount shall be paid out of the receipts from the levy authorized by 
section 75-3707. 

(d) When the total amount required for the elementary school budget 
for any district, including the amount to be paid into the pension accumula- 
tion fund, will require a levy more than ten (10) mills, a special levy against 
the taxable property in the district must be made in such number of mills 
as will raise the total amount for the payment to the pension accumulation 
fund, without being authorized at any election. 

(e) The total amount to be paid by each high school within each county 
to the pension accumulation fund shall be raised by a county-wide tax levy, 
and the county commissioners, except as hereinafter provided, shall make a 
eounty-wide levy of such number of mills as will raise such total amount; 
provided that the amount budgeted for payment to the pension accumulation 
fund in any high school budget shall not be deemed or considered as a part 
of or as included within the maximums for high school budgets as fixed and 
determined by section 75-4505, and the county-wide high school levy herein 
provided for shall not be deemed or construed as a part of the county-wide 
high school levy authorized by section 75-4516, unless the trustees making 
such budget so desire and the board of county commissioners find that such 
levy is not required to raise the amount necessary for;such budget for all 
purposes including the payment to the pension accumulation fund. 

(f) The legislative assembly shall, in its appropriation for the main- 
tenance and operation of the office of the state superintendent. of public 
instruction, the state orphans home, the Montana state training school, the 
Montana state deaf and blind school, the state vocational school for girls, 
and the Montana state industrial school, include and provide appropriations 
in such an amount as will be sufficient to make such payments into such 
pension accumulation fund as may be required by reason and on account of 
such state superintendent of public instruction and such employees of such 
office and institutions as may be members. 

(g) The legislative assembly shall, in its appropriations for the main- 
tenance and operation of the university of Montana, and its several depart- 
ments and schools, include and provide appropriations in such an amount 
as will be sufficient to make such payments into the pension accumulation 
fund as may be required by reason or on account of such teachers of such 
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university, and its several schools and departments, as may be members; 
provided that all such appropriations shall be made from the university 
millage fund or appropriations made by the legislature. 

(h) The board of county commissioners of each county shall, in the 
budget covering appropriations for the maintenance and operation of the 
office of the county superintendent of schools, include and provide such an 
amount as will be sufficient to make such payments into such pension ac- 
cumulation fund as may be required by reason and on account of such 
county superintendent and such other employees of such office as may be 
members. 

(i) On the basis of regular interest and of such mortality and other 
tables as shall be adopted by the retirement board, the actuary engaged by 
the retirement board to make each valuation required by this act during the 
period over which the deficiency contribution is payable, immediately after 
making such valuation, shall determine the uniform and constant per- 
centage of the earnable compensation of the average new entrant, which if 
contributed on the basis of the compensation of such member throughout 
his entire period of active service, would be sufficient to provide for the 
payment of any pension payable by the state on his account. The rate per 
centum so determined shall be known as the “normal contribution” rate. 
After the deficiency contribution has ceased to be payable, the normal con- 
tribution rate shall be the rate per centum of the earnable salary of all 
members obtained by deducting from the total liabilities of the pension 
accumulation fund the amount of the funds in hand to the credit of that 
fund and dividing the remainder by one per centum of the present value 
of the prospective future salaries of all members as computed on the basis 
of the mortality and service tables adopted by the retirement board and 
on the basis of regular interest. The normal rate of contribution shall be 
determined by the actuary after each valuation. 

(j) Immediately succeeding the first valuation the actuary engaged by 
the retirement board shall compute the rate per centum of the total annual 
compensation of all members which is equivalent to four per centum of the 
amount of the total pension liability on account of all members and bene- 
ficiaries not dischargeable by the present assets of the pension accumulation 
fund and the aforesaid normal contribution if made on account of such 
members during the remainder of their active service. The rate per centum, 
originally so determined, shall be known as the “deficiency contribution”. 
Provided such rates shall not go into effect until the year 1939-40. 

(k) The total amount payable annually by the state of Montana into 
the pension accumulation fund shall be not less than the sum of the rates 
per centum known as the normal contribution rate and the deficiency contri- 
bution rate of the total compensation earnable by all members during the 
preceding school year, provided, however, that the amount of each annual 
deficiency contribution shall be at least three per centum greater than the 
preceding annual deficiency payment, and that the aggregate payment into 
the pension accumulation fund shall be sufficient, when combined with the 
amount in the pension accumulation fund, to provide the pensions payable 
out of the fund during the current year.

(o) All moneys and securities to the credit of the public déhoot rodtineg 
retirement salary fund and the public school teachers’ permanent fund on 
the first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, shall be i 
by the state treasurer into the pension accumulation fund. — 

(p) The retirement board may in its discretion transfer to andl frou 
the pension accumulation fund the amount of any surplus or deficit which 
may develop in the reserve creditable to the annuity reserve fund or the 
pension reserve fund, as shown by actuarial valuation, and’ also gah op ex- 
penses as hereinafter provided: 

(q) Upon the retirement of a new entrant, an amount éguat to his 
pension reserve shall be transferred from the pension accumulation fund to 
the pension reserve fund. 

(4) The pension reserve futid shall Ke the fund 
in which shall be held the reserves on all pensions granted to members ‘not 
entitled to prior service credit and from which shall be paid such pensions 
and benefits in lieu thereof.. Should a member not entitled to prior service 
credit who has been retired on account of disability be restored to active 
service with a compensation not less than his average final compensation at 
the time of his last retirement, the pension reserve held on account of his 
pension shall be transferred from the pension reserve fund to the pension 
accumulation fund. Should the pension of such a disability beneficiary be 
reduced as a result of an increase in his earning capacity the amount of 
annual reduction in his pension shall be paid annually into the sear: ac: 
cumulation fund during the period of such reduction. 

Expense fund. (5): The expense fund shall be the ind to ‘which: shall 
be credited all moneys contributed for the administrative expenses of the 
retirement system and from which the expenses of administration of the 
retirement system shall be paid exclusive of amounts payable as retirement 
allowance and as other benefits provided herein. Contributions wees ‘be 
made to the expense fund as follows: 

(a) The retirement board shall determine atindally the amount reqiited 
to defray such expense in the ensuing fiscal year. There shall be deducted 
from the compensation of each member by the several employers the sum of 
one dollar for each year, in addition to all other deductions herein provided, 
which sum shall be transmitted to the retirement board in the same mannér 
as herein provided for the transmission of other member contributions, and 
such sums so deducted shall become a part of and be charged to, said expense 
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fund, and shall not become a part of ‘the members’ accumulated contri- 
butions. 

(b) The amount equivalent to the difference between the accumulated 
contributions calculated at regular interest and the amount paid at with- 
drawal or death shall be transferred to the expense fund. 

(c) The expense not payable by contributions of members and Ay 
transferred from the annuity savings fund as provided under paragraph (b) 
of this subsection shall be paid by a transfer by the retirement board from 
the pension accumulation fund to the expense fund at the beginning of 
each fiscal year of a sum sufficient to meet the expense fund budget estimate 
of the ensuing fiscal year beginning July 1st and ending June 30th.

elect under the next precéding subdivision of this section to receive his in- 
terest in said public school teachers’ retirement salary fund and said public 
school teachers’ permanent fund in the form of an annuity, shall be entitled, 
while he shall remain retired, to receive and be paid from the said pension 
accumulation fund an annual allowance which, together with his said 
annuity, shall equal the sum of $600.00. Any other person retired upon such 
allowance who shall elect to receive his interest in said funds in the form 
of an annuity shall, upon reaching the age of sixty years, be entitled, while 
he shall remain retired, to receive and be paid from the said pension ac- 
cumulation fund an annual allowance, which together with his said annuity, 
shall equal a sum which shall be that proportion of $600.00 which the num- 
ber of school years which he shall have served as a teacher, and credited 
under the former retirement system bears to thirty-five. 

(5) The retirement board of the teachers’ retirement system of the 
state of Montana shall employ an actuary to value the liabilities to be as- 
sumed by the pension accumulation fund of the retirement system as of the 
first day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven on account of the 
payment of the retirement salaries of all persons entitled thereto under the 
former retirement system as provided under subsection (2) of this section. 
The actuary so employed shall be an actuary also approved by the retire- 
ment salary fund board of the former retirement system. If such valuation 
shows that the amount held in trust in the pension accumulation fund for the 
payment of these retirement salaries is less than the amount required to con-

It shall be unlawful for any pupil, regis- 
tered as such, and attending any public high school, district, primary, or 
graded school, which is partially or wholly maintained by public funds, to 
join, become a member of, or to solicit any other pupil of any such school 
to Join or become a member of any secret fraternity or society, wholly or 
partially formed from the membership of pupils attending any such schools, 
or to take part in the organization or formation of any such fraternity or 
society, except such societies or associations as are sanctioned by the trus- 
tees of such schools. 

The trustees of all such schools shall enforce the provisions of this 
section, and shall have full power and authority to make, adopt, and

The trustees of such schools shall have full power and authority, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations made and adopted by them, to suspend 
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or dismiss any pupil or pupils of such school therefrom, or to prevent 
them, or any of them, from graduating or participating in school honors 
when, after investigation, in the judgment of such trustees, or a majority 
of them, such pupil or pupils are guilty of violating any of the provisions 
of this section, or who are guilty of violating any rule, rules, or regulations 
adopted by such trustees for the purpose of governing such schools or 
enforcing this section. 


It is hereby made a misdemeanor for any person not a pupil of such 
schools to be upon the school grounds, or to enter any school building for 
the purpose of “rushing’’ or soliciting while there any pupil or pupils of 
such schools to join any fraternity, society, or association organized out- 
side of said schools. 


All persons convicted of violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars.

75-2901. (1135) Compulsory attendance—excuses. All parents, guard- 
ians, and other persons who have eare of children, shall instruct them, or 
cause them to be instructed in reading, spelling, writing, language, English 
erammar, geography, history and civics, physiology and hygiene, and 
arithmetic. Every parent, guardian, or other person, having charge of 
any child between the ages of eight and sixteen years, shall send such 
ehild to a public, private, or parochial school, for the full time that the 
school attended is in session, which shall in no ease be for less than 
sixteen weeks during any current year; provided, however, that children 
fourteen years of age or over who have successfully completed the school 
work of the eighth grade, or whose wages are necessary to the support 
of the family of such child, may be employed during the time that the 
public schools are in session upon making the proof and securing the age 
and schooling certificate provided for in the following section. 

School attendance shall begin within the first week of the school term, 
unless the child is excused from such attendance by the superintendent of 
the public schools, in city and other districts having such superintendent, or 
by the clerk of the board of trustees in districts not having such superin- 
tendent, or by the principal of the private or parochial school, upon satisfac- 
tory showing either that the bodily or mental condition of the child does 
not permit of its attendance at school, or that the child is being instructed 
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at home by a person qualified, in the opinion of the superintendent of 
schools in city or other districts having such superintendent, to teach the 
branches named in this section; provided, that the county superintendent 
may excuse children from attendance upon such schools where, in his 
judgment the distance makes such attendance an undue hardship. In 
ease the county superintendent, city superintendent, principal, or clerk 
refuses to excuse a child from attendance at school, an appeal may be 
taken from such decision to the district court of the county, upon giving 
a bond, within ten days after such refusal, to the approval of said court, 
to pay all costs of the appeal; and the decision of the district court in the 
matter shall be final. Any parent, guardian or other person having the 
care or custody of a child between the ages of eight and sixteen years, 
who shall fail to comply with the provisions of this~ section, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars.

No child 
under sixteen years of age shall be employed or be in the employment of any 
person, firm, company or corporation during the school term, and while the 
public schools are in session in the district in which such child lives, unless 
such child shall present to such persons, firm, company, or corporation an 
age and schooling certificate.

Every person, firm, company, or corporation Sed cs 2 any child under 
sixteen years of age shall exact the age and schooling certificate, or the 
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certificate permitting the employment of such child, prescribed in this sec- 
tion, and shall, upon the request of the truant officer or other authorized 
person by school trustees, permit him to examine such certificates. When, 
however, employment of such child ceases, the employer shall promptly 
return to the city superintendent of schools, or principal of schools, or 
county superintendent of schools of such district where said child resides, 
the age and schooling certificate or certificate permitting the employment of 
such child. Any person, firm, company, or corporation employing any child 
eontrary to the provisions of this chapter shall be fined not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each and every offense; provided, 
however, that nothing in this act shall be construed to interfere with the 
employment of a child during the time school is not actually in session.

75-2903. (1137) Truant officers, powers and duties. To aid in the en- 
forcement of this act, truant officers shall be appointed and employed as 
follows: In districts of the first and second classes, the board of trustees 
shall appoint and employ one or more truant officers; in districts of the 
third class, the trustees shall appoint, if they deem it advisable, a constable 
or other person as truant officer; in districts not appointing a truant officer, 
it shall be the duty of the county superintendent to act as truant officer. 
The compensation of the truant officer shall be fixed and paid by the board 
appointing him. The truant officer shall be vested with police powers, 
the authority to serve warrants, and have authority to enter workshops, 
factories, stores, and all other places where children may be employed, 
and do whatever may be necessary, in the way of investigation or other- 
wise, to enforce the provisions of this chapter. He is also authorized and it 
shall be his duty to take into custody the person of any youth between 
eight and sixteen years of age who is not attending school or who is not 
regularly employed and the holder of an age and schooling, or other lawful 
certificate permitting such employment or who has not a proper certificate 
excusing such attendance. The truant officer shall conduct said youth to 
the school he has been attending, or which he should rightfully attend. 


The truant officer shall institute proceedings against any officer, parent, 
guardian, person or corporation violating any provisions of this chapter, 
and perform such other services as the superintendent of schools, or the 
board of trustees may deem necessary to preserve the morals and secure 
the good conduct of school children, and to enforce the provisions of this 
chapter. The truant officer shall keep a record of his transactions for the 
inspection and information of the superintendent of the schools and the 
board of trustees; and he shall make daily reports to the superintendent 
of schools during the school term in districts having superintendents, and 
to the clerk of the board of trustees in districts not having superintendents, 
as often as required by him. Suitable blanks for the use of the truant 
officer shall be provided by the clerk of the board of trustees.

(1188) Duties of principals, teachers and evar It shall be 
the duty of all principals, and teachers of all schools, public, private, and 
parochial, to report to the clerk of the board of trustees of the district im 
which the schools are situated, the names, ages, and residence of all pupils 
in attendance at their schools, together with such other facts as said clerk 
may require, in order to facilitate the carrying out of the provisions of this 
chapter, and the clerk shall furnish blanks for such purpose, and such 
report shall be made during the last week of each month from September 
to June, inclusive, of each year.

The 
state board of land commissioners shall have authority to sell to any school 
district at the appraised value, or to lease for any period of time less than 
ninety-nine years, at a rental of one dollar per year, any tract of state 
land not exceeding ten acres, to be used for schoolhouse site.

75-3402. Meaning of the term “transportation.” Unless a different 
meaning is plainly required by the context, “transportation” shall, in this 
act, mean (1) the actual transporting of pupils who live three (3) or more 
miles distant from a public school, by bus, rail or otherwise; (2) the pro- 
viding of any services whereby the school board is relieved of actually 
transporting such pupils, such as paying parent or guardian for transporta- 
tion, paying rent or board or any part thereof and providing supervised 
correspondence study or supervised home study.

75-3403. School board may operate busses or contract for transportation 
of pupils. The board of trustees shall have the power to purchase, or rent 
and provide for the upkeep, care and operation of school busses; or to con- 
tract and pay for the transportation of eligible pupils, such contracts to 
run for terms not to exceed three (3) years.

75-3404. School boards may close schools and transport pupils to other 
schools—district to support schools of other districts. The board of trustees 
shall have the power to close any elementary school within the district, and 
transport the pupils to another school or schools within the district, or to a 
school or schools in other districts, when the board deems such act to be for 
the best interests of all of the pupils attending school. Trustees of other 
districts may accept the entrance of children from closed schools to their 
schools; provided, further, that, whenever a district is thus relieved of the 
necessity of furnishing schooling for any or all of its pupils, it shall be 
the duty of the school board of such district to assist in the support of the 
school which the children of such district are attending, in proportion to the 
relation that the number of children from such district, bears to the total 
number of children enrolled in the school which they are attending, and in 
proportion to the time they attend; provided, further, that the trustees of 
districts furnishing schooling for pupils of other districts, may waive 
any or all compensation to which they would be entitled by this sec- 
tion. For the purpose of determining said proportionate share which 
a school district shall pay to another district for the maintenance of 
the school to which its children are transported, the amount paid by the 
district maintaining the school for the transportation of its own children 
and the amount received from the state public school general fund on the 
teacher unit basis, shall first be deducted. The balance of costs remaining 
shall then be shared proportionately as provided above. Teachers of schools 
providing schooling for children of other districts, shall. furnish all in- 
formation regarding attendance as required by the county superintendent 
of schools, within one (1) week after school closes; and the county superin- 
tendent shall, before August 1, notify the trustees of districts from which 
such pupils come, of the sum to be transferred by them, as herein provided ; 
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and in case trustees fail to make such transfer, the county superintendent is 
authorized to order the county treasurer to adjust such transfers between 
districts and counties, on or before August 1, of each fiscal year; and the 
estimated revenue or deductions, for such transfers, must be considered 
when the budgets of the districts affected are prepared. Notices of trans- 
ferred amounts must be sent to the school district clerks, of the districts 
paying the transfers, and the districts receiving the transfers, in time to 
reach the district clerks before the date set for the district budget meeting.

75-8405. Contracts for transportation. (1) No school money shall be 
paid for transportation services, or for anything in lieu of transportation, to 
any person, or firm, who or which does not hold a legal contract with the 
trustees of the district; and no payments shall be made for any days that 
transportation, or services in lieu thereof, for the children mentioned in the 
contract, is not actually furnished unless such failure to perform is excused 
by the board of trustees for reasons not under the control of said person or 
firm. 

(2) Contract forms for transportation, with minimum requirements, | 
shall be prepared by the state superintendent of public instruction; and the 
county superintendent shall furnish the contract blanks to district clerks. 
All contracts for transportation, or anything in leu of transportation, must 
be drawn in triplicate, signed by both the district clerk and the chairman 
of the school board, and by the parents or legally appointed guardian of 
the children receiving transportation; except that when transportation is 
furnished by a carrier, the contract shall be signed by the district clerk, 
the chairman of the school board and by the carrier. One copy must be 
filed in the office of the county superintendent of schools, one copy retained 
by the district clerk and one copy given the person furnishing such service. 
The county superintendent of schools shall send a notice to the county 
treasurer, immediately after receiving a copy of each contract, which notice 
shall acquaint the county treasurer with the names of the contracting 
parties, the number of the district paying transportation, and the amount 
of the contract. 

(3) The county treasurer shall not honor any warrant drawn in excess 
of the total monthly, or six-weeks transportation payment, allowed by con- 
tract, and positively shall honor no warrant drawn upon a district which 
does not hold a contract. Trustees shall not pay any contract installment, 
for transportation or services in lieu thereof, before such service has been 
rendered nor before the district clerk receives a report from the teacher of 
the school where the children, receiving transportation are attending. Such 
report must contain a record of attendance for the monthly or six-weeks 
transportation period being paid for; and must state the actual number of 
days children were actually transported, provided, that, such reports shall 
not apply to regularly contracted bus transportation. It shall be the duty 
of all public school teachers to make such reports as are hereby required. 

(4) No parent or guardian may be paid transportation for any day that 
children, living three (8) or more miles from school, walk to and from 
school. Payments for transportation furnished one (1) way, on any school 
day, may be allowed; and the payment for that day shall not exceed one- 
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half (144) of the amount stipulated in the contract, for one (1) day. Before 
eontracts are awarded to a common carrier, the board shall secure bids, 
by publishing a call for bids in three (3) issues of a newspaper having 
general circulation in the county, during a period of twenty-one (21) days 
prior to the letting of the contract; provided, that, in the event there is 
no newspaper published in the county, three (3) notices, calling for bids, 
shall be posted in three (3) separate and conspicuous places in the district. 
The board shall let the contract to the lowest responsible bidder; provided, 
that the board shall have the right to reject any and all bids.

75-3406. Requirements as to busses, drivers and operation of school 
busses. Any person or persons having a contract to transport school chil- 
dren, or any school district owning and operating its own school busses, shall 
comply in every respect, with the provisions of chapter 33 of this Title; 
provided, that, the board of trustees may require added safeguards, by 
supplementing in the contract the provisions of said chapter, with additional 
regulations relating to bus specifications, age of drivers, liability insurance 
and operating speed; provided, that, a district, owning and operating its 
own bus or busses, must carry personal liability insurance in the amount of 
not less than ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars if only one (1) bus is 
operated, or an aggregate blanket amount of not less than fifteen thousand 
($15,000.00) dollars, if two (2) or more busses are operated.

75-3407. Schedule for paying for individual transportation, rent or 
board in lieu of bus transportation provided by the district. The board of 
trustees may pay to the parents or legally appointed guardian of each child, 
eligible to transportation under this act, board or rent or provide trans- 
portation for the child, the amount called for under the following schedule 
in lieu of furnishing bus transportation : 

(1) Three (8) to less than five (5) miles, one (1) child, twenty-five cents 
(25e) per day for each day attended; for each additional child ten cents 
(10c), but not to exceed fifty-five cents (55c) per day for all children re- 
siding in the same household and attending a public school. 

(2) Five (5) to less than seven (7) miles, one (1) child, thirty cents 
(30c) ; for each additional child ten cents (10c), but not to exceed seventy 
cents (70c) per day for all children residing in the same household and 
attending a public school. 

(3) Seven (7) to less than twelve (12) miles, one (1) child forty cents 
(40c) ; for each additional child, ten cents (10c) but not to exceed eighty- 
five cents (85c) per day for all children residing in the same household and 
attending a public school. 

(4) Twelve (12) miles or over, one (1) child, fifty cents (50c) per day ; 
for each additional child ten cents (10c) but not to exceed one ($1.00) 
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dollar per day for all children residing in the same household who are 
eligible for transportation. 

(5) School children living within one and one-half (142) miles of an 
established bus route shall not be eligible for transportation aid, other than 
the services of the established route. Children living more than one and 
one-half (1144) but less than three (3) miles from such route shall receive 
transportation aid of one-half (44) the rates given in subsection one (1) of 
the schedule set up in this section. Children living three (3) miles or more 
from such bus route shall receive transportation: aid on the basis provided 
in the schedule fixed in this section. 

(6) This schedule shall not be so wouhtrued as to permit elementary 
and high school pupils to be counted as coming from separate households, 

except, when said children are compelled to attend public schools in entirely 
different communities and cannot thus be transported in the Same convey- 
ance, nor cared for in the same community. 

(7 ). The limitations of this act shall not apply to transportation within 
a city or school district when the board of trustees find it economical, con- 
venient or desirable to transport children for a distance less than three (3) 
miles in order to relieve congestions in a school building or to prevent the 
erection of a new building, or when children live on an established bus 
route and less than three (3) miles from schools. 

(8) In isolated cases where it will be more economical and desickbts to 
elose a school and to provide transportation, or board in a private home or 
dormitory for one or more pupils in order that they may attend another 
school in the same district, or in order that they may attend a school in 
another district, or where a school is maintained in a district but one or 
more pupils reside at such a distance from the school that it would be more 
economical and desirable, instead of furnishing transportation or board for 
attendance at the school in such district, to furnish transportation or board 
in a private home or dormitory while attending school in another district, 
this schedule may be altered by the county superintendent of schools, with 
the consent and ‘approval of the state superintendent of public instruction ; 
provided that in no ease shall the altered schedule allow more than twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) per month for one child, ten dollars ($10.00). per month 
for a second child and five dollars ($5. 00) per month for each child in 
addition to two from the same family.

75-3410. Determining residence when in dispute. The members of the 
board of trustees and the county superintendent of schools shall investigate 
and determine residence whenever a disagreement arises over eligibility 
to receive transportation aid. Provided, that, anyone feeling dissatisfied 
with the decision of the trustees and county superintendent of schools 
shall have the right to appeal to the state superintendent of public. in- 
struction.

A member of the district school 
board, paying the transportation, or the district school clerk, and a 
parent or guardian of the child to be transported, may accompany the 
officer measuring the route.

The road must be reasonably passable by motor 
car during the time school is in session; provided, that, the acts of

superintendent of public instruction, through the office of the county 
superintendent of schools, or certified claims for such reimbursement using 
for such purpose the forms provided by the state superintendent of public 
instruction. Such reimbursement shall be made in accordance with the 
provisions of sections 75-3601, 75-8606, 75-3607 and 75-3609 except that 
the schedule provided in this act for individual transportation, or services 
in lieu thereof, shall be used instead of any schedule which may have 
been heretofore or may hereafter be fixed and promulgated by the state 
board of education. In determining the cost of transportation, or services in 
lieu thereof, no amount shall be included except those which have been 
paid out by a school district or county high school in the regular manner 
provided for the payment of other financial obligations for the maintenance 
of their schools. 

(b) Hach school district maintaining one or more elementary schools, 
or providing for the transportation of its elementary pupils to attend school 
in another district, meeting the requirements of this act, shall be entitled 
to reimbursement from the county common school fund provided by the 
tax levy authorized and made in accordance with the provisions of section 
75-3706, of one-third (1) of the schedule provided for transportation, or 
services rendered in lieu thereof, semi-annually, such reimbursement to be 
made on duplicates of the certified claims for reimbursement by the state. 
No apportionment shall be made of such common school fund in either 
June or December in each year until after such reimbursements therefrom 
have been made to such school districts.

75-3414. Budgets and levies for transportation. (a) The board of 
trustees of any school district maintaining an elementary school, or schools, 
or providing for the transportation of its pupils to attend an elementary 
school or schools, outside of the district, or furnishing services in lieu 
thereof, shall have the authority and it shall be its duty to provide and 
adopt a complete transportation budget therefor, which budget shall show 
in detail and by items the estimated expenditures and receipts for the 
school year for which it is provided. The form of such transportation 
budget shall be prescribed by the state superintendent of public instruction. 
The total amount of the estimated expenditures, as shown by such trans- 
portation budget, shall be shown and included in section 1 of the elementary 
school budget form as provided in section 75-1703, and the estimated 
receipts from reimbursements, as shown in such transportation budget, shall 
be shown and included in section 3 of the elementary budget form as pro- 
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vided in section 75-1709. When the copy of the final elementary budget 
for any school district is transmitted by the county superintendent of 
schools to the state superintendent of schools, as required by section 
75-1724, it shall be accompanied by a copy of the transportation budget, 
if any, adopted for such school district. 

1. When the total amount required for the elementary school budget 
of any district, including all transportation, and after deducting all esti- 
mated receipts, including reimbursements, as shown by the summary re- 
quired by section 75-1722, will not require a levy against the property in 
the district in excess of ten (10) mills, no special or additional levy for 
transportation shall be made but the whole cost of such transportation, or 
services in lieu thereof, shall be paid out of the receipts from the levy 
authorized by said section 75-3707, and from all other sources including 
reimbursements, as shown in said budget. 

2. When the total amount required for the elementary school budget 
for any district, including all transportation, and after deducting all esti- 
mated receipts, including reimbursements, will require a levy of more 
than ten (10) mills, a special levy against the taxable property in the 
district may be made in such number of mills as will raise not to exceed 
one-third (14) of the total amount set out in the budget for payment 
of transportation, or for services in leu thereof, without being authorized 
at any election, but no other or additional levy shall be made unless the 
same is authorized by an election in accordance with the provisions of 
sections 75-3801 to 75-8804 inclusive. 

(b) The board of trustees of every school district maintaining a high 
school, or furnishing transportation for its pupils to another high school 
in the county, or services in lieu thereof, and the board of trustees of 
every county high school, shall have the authority and it shall be its 
duty to provide a complete transportation budget therefor, which budget 
shall show in detail and by items the estimated expenditures and receipts, 
including the state transportation reimbursements, for the school year 
for which it is provided. The form of such transportation budget shall be 
prescribed by the state superintendent of public instruction. The total 
amount of the estimated expenditures, as shown by such transportation 
budget, shall be shown and included in section 5 of part 1 of the high 
school budget form provided by section 75-4502, and the estimated receipts 
from state transportation reimbursements shall be shown and included in 
section XI of part II of the high school budget form provided by said 
section 75-4502. A copy of the high school transportation budget adopted 
for each high school shall be transmitted by the county superintendent of 
schools to the state superintendent of public instruction at the same time 
copies of the final high school budgets are required to be so transmitted. 
For each high school transportation budget the amount remaining, after 
deducting all estimated receipts, including state transportation reimburse- 
ments, from the total amount required for transportation, or services in lieu 
thereof, shall be the amount required to be raised by tax levy for such 
high school transportation budget, and the total of all such amounts required 
to be raised by tax levy for all such high school transportation budgets 
shall be the total amount required to be raised by a county-wide high school 
transportation levy, and the county commissioners, except as hereinafter 
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provided, shall make a county-wide levy of such number of mills as will 
raise such total amount; provided that the amount budgeted for high school 
transportation in any high school budget shall not be deemed or considered 
as a part of or included within the maximums for high school budgets as 
fixed and determined by section 75-4505, as amended, and the county-wide 
high school transportation levy herein provided for shall not be deemed or 
construed as a part of the county-wide high school levy authorized by 
section 75-4516, unless the trustees making such budget so desire and the 
board of county commissioners find that such high school transportation 
levy is not required to raise the amount necessary for such budget for 
all purposes including transportation or services in lieu thereof.

75-3502. (1199) Estimate of money for free textbooks. For the pur- 
pose of raising money to pay for free textbooks, it shall be the duty of the 
trustees of each school district, on or before the first day of July of each 
year, to certify to the county commissioners of the county wherein said 
school district is located, an estimate of the amount of money required to 
provide said free textbooks for the ensuing school year; thereupon, in case 
the money received from the general fund of the district be insufficient for 
said purpose, said board of county commissioners shall levy a special tax 
upon the taxable property of said district for the purpose of providing 
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said free textbooks; said tax shall be collected in the same manner and at 
the same time as other taxes are collected, provided, however, that no 
greater levy shall be made than is sufficient to’ raise an amount not in 
excess of three dollars and fifty cents (per pupil), and that such total 
amount be based upon the average number of pupils attending school for 
the preceding school year.

75-3503. Textbooks—license to sell—conditions. Before any person, 
company, or corporation shall offer to any school district any textbook for 
adoption, sale or exchange, in the state of Montana, said person, company, 
or corporation shall comply with the following conditions: 


First: Such persons shall file a copy of such textbook in the office of 
the state superintendent of public instruction, with a sworn statement of 
the list price; the lowest wholesale price; and the lowest exchange price 
that will be given when old books in the same subject and of the like kind 
and grade, but of a different series, are received in exchange, such exchange 
price to be based on a three (3) year adoption period. Such prices are to be 
quoted FOB Chicago, FOB San Francisco, FOB any other city from which 
publishers may ship books, and FOB a textbook depository in Montana. 

Second: Such persons shall file with the state superintendent of public 
instruction a written agreement, (1): to furnish said book or books to any 
school board in the state of Montana at the said lowest price so filed, and 
to maintain said prices uniformly throughout the state; (2) to reduce such 
prices automatically in Montana whenever reductions are made elsewhere 
in. the United States; and (3) to guarantee that at no time shall any 
book so filed by such persons, be sold in Montana at a higher price than 
is received for such book elsewhere: in the United States under similar 
conditions of transportation and marketing. 

Third: Such persons shall file and maintain with the secretary of state 
a surety bond for not less than two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) and not 
more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), such bond to be in an amount 
to be fixed by the state superintendent of public instruction. and.to.run 
to the state of Montana, to be conditioned on the faithful performance of 
all things on the part of such persons to be performed under this act and 
such bond to be approved by the attorney general. Upon compliance with 
the foregoing conditions the state superintendent of public instruction 
shall issue a license to any such person to sell such textbooks to school 
districts in the state of Montana.

($600.00) per teacher and of fifteen cents (15c) per pupil per day of 
attendance during the last. completed school year. 

(c) For the transportation of pupils, one-half of the cost of such 
transportation for all pupils, residing three or more miles distant from a 
public school; but the state board of education of the state of Montana shall 
fix and promulgate a uniform schedule of rates for the transportation of 
pupils to and from the public schools of the state, and upon the bases of such 
schedules, so fixed, the contribution of the state to the cost of transportation 
shall be computed, and the payment thereof made, and in no other way.

only in such amount as it may deem necessary under such conditions, and

providing such transportation, or board and rent in lieu thereof. 


(4) Whenever the state board of education shall determine that any 
school district is entitled to receive aid and assistance from such equaliza- 
tion fund, the board shall determine the minimum amount actually required 
to maintain such school, for the minimum term and educational program 
as determined by the board, or for tuition, transportation, or rent and 
board in lieu thereof, without any reserve being set up for the following 
school year, and shall also make a fair estimate of the cash balance, if 
any, on hand available for maintenance purposes, the amount which the 
district will receive from sources other than taxation for maintenance 
purposes and the amount which a levy of fifteen (15) mills, including any 
levy made for textbooks, will produce, and the total of such amounts shall 
be deducted from the amount determined by the board to be required for 
maintenance purposes, and the amount which may be granted such district 
from the equalization fund shall not exceed such difference, but may be 
fixed at a less amount.

(1) On or before the second 
Monday in August the board of trustees of each school district shall certify 
to the county commissioners the amount of money needed by the district 
schools, over and above the amount apportioned to it by the county superin-

(2) No part of the first half of the taxes levied or assessed during a 
school year for maintenance purposes shall be set aside or appropriated 
for such reserve, but the whole amount of such reserve shall, immediately 
after the first day of June, be set aside out: of the second half of the 
taxes levied and assessed during such school year for maintenance purposes, 
and such reserve fund, when so set aside shall be carried in a separate fund 
and no part thereof shall be used by the district for any school purpose 
during such school year, provided, however, that if such school district 
shall have, at the end of such school year, any registered and outstanding 
warrants against its general fund, and shall be without sufficient money in 
such fund to call in and pay the same with the interest thereon, such 
reserve fund, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be used to call 
in and redeem and pay such warrants with interest thereon.

(1205) Purposes for which money may be used. County school 


moneys may be used by the county superintendent and trustees for the 
various purposes as authorized and provided in this act, and for no other 
purpose, except that in any district any surplus in the general school fund 
to the credit of said district, after providing for the expenses of not less

Operation and Effect 


This is a special statute enacted by the 
legislature for the express’ purpose of 
protecting a school district against the 
unlawful dissipation of its funds. It 
declares in no uncertain terms that the 
trustees who consent to such unlawful use 
of the school moneys shall be required 
personally to make restitution in an action 
at law which may be prosecuted by any 
tax-paying elector in the district if the 
county attorney refuses to bring the ac- 
tion. It is a legislative declaration that 
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the remedy provided, is, prima facie, plain, 
speedy and adequate—a declaration which 
the courts must accept in the first instance.

Since, under this section, a tax-payer 
may bring suit against school trustees for 
restitution of illegally expended funds of 
the district, thus providing a plain, speedy 
and adequate remedy, injunction does not 
lie to restrain the payment of an alleged 
illegal claim unless the trustees are insol- 
vent, in which event the complaint must 
allege their insolvency.

5. To keep in a separate fund the proceeds of any levy made to cover 
expenses of schools for any part of the succeeding school year and no 
warrants shall be paid out of said funds for the preceding school year 
either before or after the fund is transferred. At the beginning of the 
school year for which the fund is raised it shall be transferred to the gen- 
eral fund of the district. 

6. To receive all interests and penalties on all delinquent school taxes 
and credit the same to the fund and district for which the original taxes 
were levied.

Any person offering to vote may be challenged by any elector of the district, 
and the judges must thereupon administer to the person challenged an oath 
or affirmation, in substance as follows: 


“You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you are a citizen of the United 
States; that you are twenty-one years of age; that you have resided in this 
State one year and in this school district thirty days next preceding this 
election; that you are a taxpayer on the last assessment roll from this 
school district; and that you have not voted this day. So help you God.” 


Said oath shall be reduced to writing and signed by the person challenged 
and sworn to before one of the judges of election. Said oath or affirmation 
shall be returned with the ballots cast at such election. If the voter takes 
oath or affirmation, his vote must be received; otherwise, it will be rejected. 
Any person who shall swear falsely before any such judge of election shall 
be guilty of perjury, and shall be punished accordingly.

(b) For the purpose of constructing or acquiring by purchasing one 
or more teacherages in said district, furnishing and equipping the same, 
and purchasing the necessary lands therefor. 

(c) For the purpose of constructing or acquiring by purchasing one 
or more dormitories in said district, furnishing and equipping the same, 
and purchasing the necessary lands therefor. 

(d) For the purpose of constructing or acquiring by purchasing one 
or more gymnasiums in said district, furnishing and equipping the same, 
and purchasing the necessary lands therefor. 

(e) For the purpose of securing a water supply for the use of one 
or more of the schools of the district. 

(f) For the purpose of providing the necessary funds to pay the 
indebtedness duly apportioned to the school district upon its creation 
from territory formerly belonging to another district or districts, and 
represented by outstanding warrants or otherwise, or upon its separation 
from another district or districts, or upon the rearrangement of the bound- 
ary line or lines between such district and another district or districts. 

(g) For the purpose of providing the necessary funds to pay and 
redeem optional or redeemable bonds when it is deemed to be for the best 
interests of the school district to issue refunding bonds, or for the purpose 
of providing the necessary funds to pay and redeem matured or maturing 
bonds when there are not sufficient funds available for the payment and 


redemption thereof.

The board of trustees of every county high school and of every school dis- 
trict maintaining a district high school shall have the power, and it shall be 
its duty: 

1. To keep a full and permanent record of all the acts of the board and 
of all warrants issued against funds disbursed by it; and to pay out money 
only upon warrants drawn against the funds of the high school, each war-

For a school enrolling more than sixty (60) pupils the maximum of one hun- 
dred seventy-five dollars ($175.00) shall be decreased at the rate of twenty- 
five cents (25c) for each such additional pupil until the number enrolled shall 
have reached a total of one hundred sixty (160) such pupils. For a school 
enrolling more than one hundred sixty (160) pupils the maximum of 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) shall be decreased at the rate of

(3) The proceeds of such special tax levy shall be carried by the 
county treasurer in a fund to be known as “high school tax levy fund” 
and shall be apportioned in December and June of each year by the county 
superintendent of schools in the following manner: At each such apportion- 
ment there shall be deducted from the proceeds of the tax then in the 
high school tax levy fund, one-half (44) of the amount contained in the 
budget for pupils authorized to attend high school outside of the county 
which amounts shall be placed in a special fund to be designated as “high 
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school transfer fund” and the remainder shall be apportioned amongst the 
districts maintaining high schools, or providing for transportation of high 
school pupils to other districts within the county, and the county high 
school, if there be one, by using one of the following methods: 


(a) In the proportion which the amount of the maximum budget which 
might be adopted under section 75-4505, by each district maintaining a 
high school or transporting its high school pupils to a high school in 
another district, and the county high school, if there be one, bears to the 
total amount of the maximum budgets which all thereof might adopt under 
said section. | 

(b) In the proportion which the amount shown in each budget as the 
amount to be raised for such budget by the county-wide high school tax 
levy, as determined by section 75-4527, bears to the total amount shown by 
all of such budgets to be raised by such county-wide high school tax levy 
as determined by section 75-4527. 


(4) The county superintendent of schools, in making such apportion- 
ments, Shall use and follow the method which he shall deem best under 
the particular conditions existing in his respective county; provided that 
no school district or county high school shall receive in any one school 
year from both of the apportionments made in such year any amount in 
excess of the amount shown by its high school budget to be raised there- 
for by the county-wide high school tax levy. If, after making the June 
apportionment it is found that any amount remains in the high school tax 
levy fund, it may be reapportioned, among those districts, including county 
high school, which have not received from such apportionments the full 
amounts shown in their budgets as being required to be raised therefor 
by the county-wide high school tax levy, but on any such reapportionment 
no school district or county high school shall receive, such an amount as 
will make the total amount received from all apportionments during the 
school year exceed the amount shown in its budget as being required to be 
raised therefor by the county-wide tax levy. ;

time and place when the board will meet for the purpose of considering and 
adopting an emergency budget for such current school year. 


(2) <A copy of such resolution shall be published one time in the official 
newspaper of the county, a copy thereof shall be posted at the school house 
if a county high school or at the district high school house or at each 
such district high school house if there be more than one, and at the 
post office of the place or places in which the high school building or 
buildings may be situated, and a copy thereof shall be delivered to the 
eounty superintendent of schools and another copy delivered to the county 
clerk as clerk of the board of county commissioners of the county, the 
county superintendent of which has supervision over such county high 
school or district high school. The time designated in such notice for such 
meeting shall be not less than one week after publication, posting and 
delivery of such copies of resolution. Such meeting shall be open to the 
public and any taxpayer in the district shall have the right to appear and 
be heard. 

(3) If at such meeting a majority of the members of the board of trus- 
tees shall find that any such emergency actually exists, such board may make 
and adopt a preliminary emergency budget setting forth fully the facts 
constituting the emergency. If the emergency is due to increased enroll- 
ment and attendance the budget shall be so itemized as to show the amount 
appropriated therein for each item of instructional cost, maintenance of 
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plant, operation of plant and auxiliary agencies, in the order in which such 
items are required to be set out in the annual budget by section 75-1703, and 
the total amount to be appropriated for all such items; provided that the 
maximum amount which may be so appropriated in such emergency budget 
shall be determined in the following manner; the amount appropriated in 
the annual budget for the maintenance and support of such school or schools 
for the then current school year, less amounts appropriated as capital out- 
lay for new buildings and alterations and new equipment, and reserve for 
the following school year, shall be divided by the number of pupils origin- 
ally enrolled in such school or schools during the immediately preceding 
school year so as to ascertain the amount budgeted therein, less amounts 
appropriated for such capital outlay and reserve, for each such enrolled 
pupil, and such amount for each such enrolled pupil shall be multiplied 
by the increase in the number of pupils enrolled for the current school 
year over the number enrolled for the immediately preceding school year. 
The total amount appropriated in the emergency budget must not exceed 
such maximum amount. 


(4) In the event of any other emergency described in this section 
the preliminary emergency budget shall state the amount to be appropriated 
therein, and as definitely as possible the details of the proposed expenditure 
of the appropriation. 


(5) Three copies of the emergency budget shall be furnished the county 
superintendent of schools and such county superintendent must lay one 
copy thereof before the board of county commissioners, which constitutes 
the board of school budget supervisors for the county, at the next regular 
meeting of such board. Such board shall have the power to make such 
changes in such budget, if any, as it may deem proper and necessary, and 
shall then approve such budget, either as adopted by the board of school 
trustees, or as changes by the board of county commissioners.

75-4602. Commission may divide county into high school districts. In 
all counties having a high school, or high schools, a commission consisting of 
the county commissioners and the county superintendent of schools shall 
at the request of any high school board of trustees in the county, divide 
the county into high school districts for the purpose of this act, after 
hearing. That the commission shall fix the time, date and place, and at 
such time, date and place hold a public hearing of the requested division 
of the county into high school districts, at which hearing any interested 
person may appear and be heard concerning the requested division. Writ-

(a) “School board” means any board of trustees of any public school, 
grade or high school, of any school district in the state of Montana.

(ec) “School lunch program” means a program under which lunches are 
served by any school in this state on a nonprofit basis to children in attend- 
ance, including any such program under which a school receives assistance 
out of funds appropriated by the congress of the United States.

The superin- 
tendent of public instruction shall report quarterly, in writing, at the regu- 
lar quarterly meetings of the state board of education, on all phases of the 
school lunch program, including financial, administrative and operational 
phases and on such other matters as should be brought to the attention of 
said board; and the state board of education shall have authority to direct 
any change, alteration or modification in the school lunch program not in- 
consistent with the national school lunch act.
